Our  failures  in  life  are  due  to  disobedience  of  the 
laws  and  because  the  desire  is  not  in  accord  with  the  will  of 
God.     Prayer  is  both  subjective  and  objective. 

If  we  seek  Him  to  know  His  will,  His  Kingdom  shall 
come. 

These  searching  truths  were  brought  home  to  every  heart 
by  some  illustrations  from  life  experiences,  especially  on 
objective  prayer.

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iMESSAGE  OF  MRS.  R.  A.  WILLIS,  PRESIDENT  OF  THE 
WOMAN'S  FOREIGN  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY 


The  message  I  would  bring  to  you  today,  my  co-workers,  is  "Lift 
up  your  eyes  and  look!"  This  the  first  message  of  our  Lord,  to  the 
disciples,  is  as  urgent  and  beautiful  to-day  as  when  it  fell  from  the 
Master's  lips.  It  was  the  first  lesson  on  Christian  service.  This 
same  narrowness  of  vision  that  Christ  would  have  broadened  in  his 
disciples  is  still  strong  in  the  church.  What  we  need  most  is  the 
vision  that  will  take  in  the  whole  world's  need. 

A  missionary  organization  is  one  mouth-piece  through  which  the 
King  of  Kings  sends  messages  to  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth. 
"Say  not  ye,  There  are  yet  four  months,  and  then  cometh  harvest? 
Behold  I  say  unto  you  Lift  up  your  eyes  and  look  on  the  fields;  for 
they  are  white  already  to  harvest." 

This  urgent  command  comes  to  us  to-day  and  we  have  but  to  lift 
up  our  eyes  and  survey  the  fields  at  home  and  abroad.  That  cramp- 
ed, narrow  vision  that  would  confine  us  to  this  field  or  that,  that 
would  emphasize  the  urgent  demands  and  strenuous  effort,  in  one 
direction,  when  great  and  crying  needs  are  calling-  for  help  in 
others,  is  a  bane  to  any  missionary  enterprise.  A  glance  at  the 
condition  of  our  oldest  missionary  field,  China,  calls  for  redoubled 
effort  of  the  women  of  our  church.  A  field  that  after  fifty  years 
of  endeavor  on  the  part  of  those  interested  in  the  salvation  of  that 
benighted  land,  is  now  awakened  from  its  long  sleep  and  we  have 
but  to  look  to  see  that  not  only  the  Church  but  the  nation  as  well, 
is  calling  for  the  harvester. 

The  fields  are  already  white.  Is  it  not  time  for  us  as  an  organi- 
zation to  go  forward?  Korea,  the  wonder  of  the  world,  in  evange- 
listic progress,  has  by  no  means  reached  the  goal  of  her  civiliza- 
tion. Since  her  annexation  to  Japan,  difficulties  have  arisen,  con- 
verts are  fewer  and  progress  is  slower.  Dr.  Pinson,  our  missionary 
secretary,  recently  on  the  field  sounds  a  note  of  alarm.  It  is  a 
crucial  time.  Let  us  do  our  part.  In  Brazil  and  other  fields  where 
papal  authority  holds  fast  her  reins  arid  would  arrest  all  progress 
in  protestant  endeavor  calls  for  reinforcements.  Nothing  but  the 
power  of  God  through  the  consecrated  efforts  of  His  embassadors 
can  break  the  chains  of  Catholicism. 

But  with  uplifted  eyes  we  can  but  see  the  urgent  claims  at  our 
door.  It  may  be  in  your  own  neighborhood.  It  may  be  in  the  out- 
skirts of  your  town.  But  certainly  the  fields  are  white  in  the  slums 
and  congested  districts  in  the  cities  all  over  our  south  land.  But 
even  more  especially  does  the  cry  come  up  from  our  frontier,  where 
great  hosts  of  foreigners  are  landing  not  only  hungry  for  food  to 
satisfy  physical  wants  but  hungry  for  food  that  yill  satisfy  spirit- 
ual needs. 

Let  forward  be  our  watchword.     We  have  worked  hitherto,  but 
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this  new  order  of  things  calls  for  enlarged  vision.  It  calls  for  wis- 
dom. Then  at  the  very  beginning  oi  this  conference  let  us  commit 
ourselves  unreservedly  to  God.  Some  one  has  said  that  in  mission- 
ary endeavor  the  prime  requisite  is  definite  prevailing  prayer. 

The  organization  of  Boards  are  well  nigh  perfect.  The  world  is 
open.  The  unevangelized  millions  are  waiting.  Everything  is 
ready  for  the  breath  of  God  to  put  life  into  organism.  He  waits 
for  definite  asking.  Missions  prosper  most  when  God's  people  are 
most  in  prayer.  We  especially  need  his  presence  now.  Our  finite 
minds  are  so  easily  blinded.  Woman's  missionary  work  born  by 
prayer  certainly  can  not  live  and  grow  and  do  its  share  of  service 
except  by  definite  prevailing  prayer.  On  this  body  of  Christian 
workers  at  this  crucial  time  rests  responsibilities,  wide  in  signifi- 
cance, momentous  in  scope. 

Let  us  work,  watch  and  pray  and  we  can  leave  results  with  our 
Great  Leader.

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Our  Bright  Jewels 

I  accentuate  the  word  OUR  because  there  is  scarcely  a  parent 
in  our  Great  Church  Membership  who  has  not  had,  or  who  has  not 
now  a  Bright  Jewel  in  his  family. 

Our  Jewels  are  not  merely  ornaments  but  are  enthusiastic  work- 
ers. You  will  be  surprised  to  hear  from  their  superintendent  the 
great  work  they  have  accomplished  this  year. 

The  pioneer  Bright  Jewels  are  fathers  and  mothers  of  the  Bright 
Jewels  of  to-day. 

In  erecting  a  monument  to  their  "  Aunt  Mary,"  they  have  builded 
their  own. 

We  recommend  that  the  name  their  founder  gave  them,  "  Bright 
Jewels,"  be  continued. 

Our  Young  People 

This  department,  containing  as  it  does,  the  "The  Flower  of 
the  Land,"  has  not  been  developed  as  it  should  be.  The  organiza- 
tions we  have  are  doing  well.  We  hope  that  the  Second  Vice-Presi- 
dent will  magnify  her  office  this  year  by  thoroughly  organizing 
and  planning  the  work  of  the  young  people.  Should  this  condi- 
tion obtain,  we  may  expect  great  things. 

Our  literature  has  been  well  distributed,  am  not  so  sure  about 
it  being  read.  May  I  advise  that  this  be  done,  since  it  is  our 
source  of  information  and  inspiration  ? 

The  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  North  Carolina 
Conference  has  just  closed  its  thirty-fifth  year,  and,  at  the  same 
time,  its  organization  as  a  Foreign  Missionary  Society.  Hence- 
forth it  will  be  known  as  the  Foreign  Department  of  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Society  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference. 

Thirty-five  years  ago,  in  the  city  of  Charlotte,  I  wrote  the  Min- 
utes at  its  organization,  and  very  closely  have  I  been  allied  with 
it  since  that  memorable  day.  And  now,  standing  at  the  parting  of 
the  ways,  I  am  making  its  last  report  as  a  Foreign  Secretary. 

As  I  am  its  only  charter  member  present,  or  in  this  Conference, 
I  hope  you  will  pardon  me  for  tenderly  lingering  for  a  moment. 

Time  turns  backward  tonight  and  takes  me  to  that  first  annual 
meeting  of  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society  here  in  Wilson, 
in  1879,  held  under  the  sheltering  wing  of  the  Annual  Conference.  - 
A  few  timid,  praying,  hopeful  women  gather  to  report  the  outcome 
of  our  first  year's  work — and  right  proud  were  we  to  report  amount 
raised  for  all  purposes  $453.55. 

Nourished  as  it  were  by  prayer  and  sacrifice,  the  plant  grew  in 
favor. 

In  1890,  when  our  Annual  Conference  divided  because  of  its 
unwieldy  proportions,  and,  in  order  to  broaden  out,  became  two 
Conferences,  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society  divided — 
making  two  good  sized  bodies,  which  have  rapidly  grown  since  then. 
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The  combined  membership  of  the  two,  last  year,  1912,  being  10,152, 
and  the  total  money  raised  the  same  year  $31,512.30. 

Our  first  Annual  Meeting  was  held  in  Wilson  in  1879;  amount  of 
money  reported  $453.55.  Also  our  Annual  Meeting  in  1901  was 
entertained  here  in  Wilson.  Amount  raised  $5,214.64.  And  since 
our  first  annual  meeting  was  here  it  seems  but  fitting  that  our 
final  meeting  as  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society  should 
be  held  in  Wilson,  in  1913.  Is  it  a  coincident  that  its  epochal  years 
occur  here? 

The  passing  of  the  old  regime  brings  sadness  to  those  of  us 
identified  with  it  since  its  birth,  to  us  who  have  watched  and 
tendered  it  like  a  mother  to  her  child. 

But  the  time  for  change  has  come.  We  accept  the  decision  of 
the  majority,  and  with  loyalty,  we  shall  do  our  best  to  advance  the 
great  Missionary  work.  Union  must  not  mean  any  less  interest  in 
Foreign  Missions. 

So  with  virile  optimism  we  will  plan  to  scale  greater  heights  in 
1913. 

Never  before  in  the  history  of  the  world  has  there  been  such  a 
demand  for  foreign  missionaries,  for  schools  and  for  churches  in 
the  fields  beyond. 

The  pre-eminent  question  of  to-day  is  Foreign  Missions. 

Korea,  who  with  so  much  credulity  first  accepted  the  Gospel  Mes- 
sage and  whom  we  hoped  to  see  Christianized  in  a  generation,  is 
now  hesitating  and  uneasy.  She  may  be  discouraged  over  the 
many  disappointments  and  sorrows  coming  to  her.  So,  as  we  keep 
the  "  Morning  Watch  Prayer"  for  this  little  nation,  may  the  Sun 
of  Righteousness  light  up  her  every  city,  hamlet  and  home,  show- 
ing them  the  Comforter  and  the  King  in  His  Beauty. 

Help  in  Cuba  and  Brazil  in  so  imperative  that  for  us  to  delay  is 
almost  criminal. 

But  no  country  in  the  Orient  or  Occident  needs  help  right  now 
like  colossal  old  China.  Prayer  has  broken  down  her  walls  of 
ancient  customs  and  superstitions  and  her  government  is  giving 
place  to  modernity. 

That  was  a  fortunate  night  for  her  when  she  went  to  sleep  an 
Empire  and  awoke  a  Republic.  This  is  her  testing  time.  Let  us 
use  diplomacy  and  help  make  a  Christian  nation  in  her  transition. 

The  cry  now  comes  from  darkest  Africa.  The  piteousness  of  her 
appeal,  "Come  over  and  help  us,"  should  especially  touch  the  heart 
of  our  Southland. 

The  harvest  is  ready,  but  where  are  the  reapers  ?  Is  there  one 
here  called  to  put  in  the  sickle?  God  help  some  one  to  decide 
tonight!

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  FIRST  VICE-PRESIDENT  OF  THE 

WOMAN'S  FOREIGN  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY  OF  THE 

NORTH  CAROLINA  CONFERENCE 


In  the  month  of  May  in  the  year  1878,  in  the  city  of  Baltimore, 
the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,  was  organized.  In  the  month  of  December  of  the 
same  year,  in  the  city  of  Charlotte,  the  Woman's  Missionary  So- 
ciety of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  was  organized.  Our  first 
officers  were:  Mrs.  N.  H.  D.  Wilson,  of  Greensboro,  President; 
Mrs.  J.  A.  Cuninggim  ("Aunt  Lucy"),  of  Wilson,  Vice-President; 
Mrs.  F.  M.  Bumpas  of  Greensboro,  Corresponding  Secretary;  Miss 
Blanche  Fentress,  of  Raleigh,  Recording  Secretary;  and  Mrs.  E.  J. 
Lilly,  of  Fayetteville,  Treasurer.  At  the  end  of  the  first  year  there 
were  24  auxiliaries,  which  had  raised  nearly  $500.  The  spirit  of 
missions  which  had  taken  hold  of  the  women  spread  from  them  to 
the  children  of  the  churches.  Bands  of  little  workers  were  gathered 
here  and  there  for  the  work.  Among  these  were  the  Cary  Helpers, 
led  by  Mrs.  Virginia  Baker,  an  invalid  who  was  confined  to  her  bed 
most  of  the  time,  the  Greenboro  Busy  Bees,  which  were  kept  buzz- 
ing by  Aunt  Bumpas,  the  Chapel  Hill  Children's  Society  under  Mrs. 
J.  B.  Martin,  the  Young  Workers  of  Kinston  and  the  Weldon  Chil- 
dren's Missionary  Society.  These  were  in  working  order  from  1879 
to  1880  and  1882.  But  the  woman  who  first  saw  the  need  of  organiz- 
ing the  children  for  systematic  missionary  work  was  our  "Aunt 
Mary"  of  blessed  memory,  Mrs.  Mary  Black,  wife  of  Dr.  W.  S. 
Black  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference.  Tall,  commanding,  gentle 
and  sweet,  with  graces  of  mind  and  heart,  she  was  peculiarly  fitted 
for  organizing  and  leading  this  work.  Her  efforts  met  prompt 
response.  She  created  an  organization  which  she  named  "Bright 
Jewels,"  opened  a  column  in  the  Raleigh  Christian  Advocate,  and 
soon  one  of  the  most  popular  features  of  the  paper  were  the  letters 
from  the  Jewels  and  "Aunt  Mary's"  loving,  wise,  inspiring  re- 
sponses. Year  by  year  the  work  grew.  In  1892  there  were  84 
bands,  more  than  we  have  today,  and  they  raised  $1645.53.  In  the 
fall  of  the  next  year,  1893,  after  months  of  suffering  this  great 
woman  went  to  her  reward.  The  woman's  Missionary  Advocate 
of  December,  1893,  said:  "A  tribute  to  the  memory  of  Mrs.  Black 
was  the  first  intimation  received  in  this  office  that  she  had  ceased 
to  labor  and  had  gone  to  rest.  This  news  was  startling  and  dis- 
tressing. Suitable  notices  have  been  prepared  by  some  of  her  co- 
laborers,  the  members  of  the  Woman's  Board  of  Missions.  Mrs. 
Black,  long  before  she  became  a  member  of  the  Board,  was  beloved 
and  admired  for  her  individual  qualities  of  mind  and  heart  as 
well  as  for  the  grand  work  she  had  accomplished  in  organizing 
the  'Bright  Jewels,'  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference."     Memorial 
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services  were  held  throughout  our  Conference,  children  and  grown 
people  alike  grieving  for  one  so  dearly  beloved  and  useful.  Where 
could  one  be  found  to  take  her  place?  The  workers  perish  but 
God's  work  goes  on.  In  December,  1893,  Mrs.  L.  M.  Hendren, 
"Aunt  Lizzie,"  was  chosen  Superintendent  and  Treasurer  of  the 
Juvenile  Work.  For  eighteen  years  she  gave  the  work  her  undi- 
vided attention  and  her  earnest  prayers,  until  "Aunt  Lizzie"  be- 
came a  beloved  household  name  in  almost  every  Methodist  home  in 
the  bounds  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference.  And  she  is  still 
with  us,  our  Honorary  Superintendent,  loved  and  honored  by  us 
all.  Soon  after  Mrs.  Hendren  took  charge,  a  returned  missionary 
brought  to  the  home  church  a  plea  for  a  hospital  a  Soochow,  China, 
for  the  women  and  children  whose  awful  needs  of  body,  mind  and 
spirit  were  appalling.  Our  ever  faithful  and  alert  Corresponding 
Secretary,  Mrs.  F.  D.  Swindell,  took  this  work  for  the  Bright  Jew- 
els of  the  North  Carolina  Conference.  With  loving  willingness  the 
children  speedily  raised  the  necessary  amount  and  the  Mary  Black 
Memorial  Hospital  came  into  being,  and  has  been  until  this  day  the 
special  care  of  the  children  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference. 
Thousands  and  thousands  of  suffering  women  and  children  have 
there  found  relief  and  pour  their  blessings  upon  the  heads  of 
Bright  Jewels. 

Two  years  ago,  on  account  of  failing  health,  "Aunt  Lizzie"  found 
that  she  would  have  to  give  up  the  work.  Her  mantle  fell  on  me, 
and  I  feel  highly  honored  to  be  called  to  follow  two  such  women. 
While  I  have  labored,  "Aunt  Lizzie"  has  upheld  me  by  her  prayers 
and  has  helped  me  in  every  way  possible.  I  can  never  thank  her 
enough  for  all  she  has  done  for  me. 

We  come  now  to  the  close  of  another  year's  work.  In  spite  of 
being  a  transition  year,  1912  is  the  best  year  of  our  history.  God 
has  richly  rewarded  the  work  of  our  Bright  Jewels,  and  has  poured 
out  His  blessings  upon  them.  Our  hearts  are  filled  with  rejoicing. 
Our  Pledge  for  the  Mary  Black  Memorial  Hospital  is  more  than 
raised.     Our  totals  are  as  follows:

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The  largest  amount  raised  by  a  band  was  $166,  by  the  Memorial 
Church  Band.  The  next  largest  and  the  largest  per  member,  was 
Laurinburg,  $141.88;  $2.58  per  member.  Memorial  gets  the  banner 
for  the  largest  amount,  and  Laurinburg  for  the  largest  amount  per 
member.  Many  bands  deserve  honorable  mention,  among  them 
Pantego  which  raised  $2:24  per  member.  I  wish  to  thank  all  the 
children  and  their  lady  managers  for  their  faithful  work.  If  the 
men  and  the  women  were  as  eager  to  work  as  the  children  we  would 
sooner  win  the  world  for  Christ.  Thirteen  hew  bands  were  organ- 
ized during  the  year.  It  is  with  peculiar  pleasure  that  I  give  the 
banner  for  the  largest  increase  in  members  to  the  Elise  Dailey 
Band  of  Hamlet.  The  band  was  organized  early  in  the  year  with 
19  members  and  now  it  numbers  71.  Elise  Dailey,  the  little  daugh- 
ter of  Rev.  and  Mrs.  J.  A.  Dailey  was  with  them  a  few  brief  years, 
making  their  home  happy  and  then  went  away  to  await  their  com- 
ing in  the  Heavenly  Home,  leaving  the  influence  of  her  sweet  life 
as  a  blessing  to  all  who  knew  her.  This,  band  is  her  memorial  and 
has  brought  comfort  to  the  sad  heart  of  her  mother,  the  efficient 
lady  manager. 

Yes,  1912  has  been  a  good  year,  and  we  thank  God  for  it.  It  is 
with  a  glad  and  thankful,  yet  anxious  heart  that  I  come  to  this 
meeting.  I  am  truly  glad  that  the  work  is  to  be  broadened,  that 
the  children  are  to  be  taught  to  see  the  need  which  is  near  as  well 
as  the  need  which  is  afar.  Yet  I  can  but  fear  that  this  may  mean 
serious  loss  to  our  work  unless  it  can  be  done  without  breaking 
sacred  ties  which  have  been  our  inspiration  and  help  through  many 
years.  I  desire  that  the  work  henceforth  be  strictly  according  to 
the  plan  of  the  Council,  but  so  far  as  that  permits  I  plead  for  the 
preservation  of  that  which  we  have  found  helpful  through  the 
years.  Thousands  of  our  children  and  of  us,  once  children  now  a 
little  older  grown,  love  the  name  "Bright  Jewels";  for  over  thirty 
years  it  has  been  our  name.  We  would  keep  it  if  possible.  There 
is  nothing  in  the  name  which  limits  it  to  the  foreign  work.  Surely 
the  Master's  "Bright  Jewels"  will  shine  at  home  as  well  as  abroad. 
Mrs.  Ratcliff,  the  First  Vice-President  of  the  Woman's  Council, 
who  is  in  charge  of  the  children's  work  for  the  whole  church, 
writes  me  that  other  conference  societies  are  taking  special  names 
and  that  there  is  no  reason  why  the  North  Carolina  Conference  So- 
ciety" should  not  call  their  children's  work  Bright  Jewels  if  they 
desire.  I  therefore  recommend  that  the  Baby  Division  and  the 
Junior  Division  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  Society  be  called 
the  Bright  Jewels.  Second:  Our  special  work  for  years  has  been 
the  Mary  Black  Memorial  Hospital.  The  work  of  the  hospital,  its 
sacred  name,  and  our  years  of  work  for  it,  endear  it  to  the  children 
and  to  the  lady  managers.  The  study  of  the  reports  of  the  Bright 
Jewels  and  of  the  Mite  Box  Brigades  will  show  that  we  will  be 
easily  within  what  we  may  well  expect  our  children  to  raise  an- 
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other  year  if  we  pledge  $1,000  for  the  Mary  Black  Hospital  and 
assume  a  Home  Mission  Special  of  $666  2-3,  which  would  be  ac- 
cording to  the  proportion  required  by  the  Council  for  the  division 
of  the  Mite  Box  money.  I  therefore  recommend  that  this  be  done. 
Third:  My  experience  for  the  past  two  years  convinces  me  that  the 
only  way  for  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  children's  work  to  keep 
in  touch  with  each  of  the  bands  is  for  her  to  act  as  treasurer.  I 
therefore  suggest  that  the  First  Vice-President  be  made  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  children's  work.  And  finally:  The  detailed  report  of 
our  work  by  bands  was  omitted  from  last  year's  minutes.  I  re- 
quest that  the  accompanying  statistics  be  made  a  part  of  the  pub- 
lished report  of  this  meeting. 

In  surrendering  my  work,  I  devoutly  pray  that  the  blessing  of 
our  God  may  be  upon  the  children  of  the  North  Carolina  Confer- 
ence in  their  united  work  in  the  broader  mission  field,  and  upon  her 
whom  your  wisdom  shall  choose  to  lead  them.

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MESSAGE  OF  MRS.  R.  B.  JOHN,  PRESIDENT  OF  THE 
HOME  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY 


Foreign    Missions    Multiplied    Through    the    Home    Mission    Field 

To  the  end  that  our  vision  may  become,  perhaps,  just  a  little 
clearer  and  our  bond  of  oneness  be  drawn  just  a  little  closer,  I  have 
chosen  this  morning  to  go  over  ground  already  familiar  to  most  of 
us.  In  endeavoring  to  show  the  correlation  of  Home  and  Foreign 
Missions — how  they  react  the  one  upon  the  other,  my  heart  has 
been  heavy  with  desire  that  the  Holy  Spirit  may  be  with  us  and 
may  enlarge  the  truth  to  us. 

Our  Foreign  Missionary  Society  has  had  from  the  first  a  two- 
fold work — the  education  of  the  women  and  children  of  the  church 
on  Missions;  and  the  raising  of  money  for  the  training  and  support 
of  missionaries  for  the  foreign  field,  with  the  maintenance  there  of 
schools,  hospitals,  stations  and  homes. 

The  Home  Society  had  its  beginning  in  the  recognition  of  a  spe- 
cific home-land  need.  As  effort  was  made  to  meet  that  need,  vision 
was  enlarged  and  at  once  obligation  was  born.  I  do  not  have  to  re- 
count before  you  how  in  answer  to  God's  clear  call,  department 
after  department  has  been  added  to  the  work  of  the  Home  Mission 
Society.  The  organization  grew  because  it  had  to  grow  if  the 
women  were  faithful  to  the  demands  made  by  needy  fellowmen 
wherever  found.  So  it  has  come  about  that  the  Home  Mission  So- 
ciety has  undergone  in  its  shorter  life  more  rapid  and  more  radical 
changes  in  its  plan  of  work  than  have  been  possible  in  the  Foreign 
Society  in  the  same  period.  Both  societies  alike  have  been  but 
organized  expressions  of  desire  to  fulfill  the  Lord's  command. 

Through  our  Foreign  Society  we  have  sent  out  our  representa- 
tives— the  women  who  were  to  give  in  our  stead  the  personal  min- 
istrations of  love  to  the  perishing  of  other  lands.  The  missionary 
over  yonder  does  in  her  heathen  land  a  real  Home  Mission  work 
for  her  sister  and  ours. 

At  home  the  women  are  meeting  face  to  face  with  conditions  in 
the  low  centres  of  our  great  cities;  they  are  learning  at  first  hand 
how  hard  are  the  places  of  our  mills  and  our  mines;  they  hunt  out 
the  ignorant  sections  of  our  mountain  fastnesses;  and  they  min- 
ister to  the  strange  needs  of  our  immigrant  tide. 

We  send  our  missionaries  to  China  and  Korea,  to  Mexico,  Cuba, 
and  Brazil — and  God  grant  in  a  short  while  to  benighted  Africa  al- 
so— that  they  may  dispel  from  thence  spiritual  night,  the  unbelief 
that  above  all  else  condemns  a  people.  That  same  menacing  cloud 
of  unbelief  broods  heavy  above  our  own  land.  Temples  for  idol 
worship  we  have  by  the  score;  men  and  women  there  are  of  trained 
minds  who  engage  in  the  shocking  rites  of  heathen  worship:  long- 
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robed  Hindu  priests  are  here  in  large  numbers  and  they  congratu- 
late themselves  on  the  bright  prospect  which  they  believe  their 
faith  has  of  ousting  Christianity  from  Christendom.  They  are 
happy  that  the  Western  frame  of  mind  is  "so  peculiarly  promising 
for  the  reception  of  Indian  ideas."  The  whole  priest-craft  of 
India  is  jubliant  because  it.  believes  that  Christianity  is  in  its 
death-throes — and  that  it  will  be  their  own  mistake  if  they  do  not 
make  India  the  teacher  of  the  West.  May  the  church  arouse  her- 
self! Jehovah  liveth!  If  there  might  be  inaugurated  in  America 
a  really  great  system  of  Christian  missions  it  would  be  incalcuable 
in  its  effect  upon  the  world.  We  are  a  missionary  nation,  whether 
we  wish  to  be  or  not.  With  the  nearly  one  million  souls  that  come 
to  us  every  year  from  all  the  nations  of  the  earth,  is  given  us  an 
opportunity  for  world  evangelism  never  approached  at  any  other 
age  or  by  any  other  nation. 

"North  Africa  and  Syria  and  other  lands  to  which  missionaries 
are  now  sent,  thirteen  centuries  ago  were  starred  with  Christian 
churches;"  but  they  failed  to  make  disciples  of  the  hordes  who 
came  within  their  borders — they  forgot  their  missionary  char- 
acter and  God  removed  their  candlestick  out  of  its  place. 

Bear  with  me  if  I  quote  a  few  of  the  facts  as  gathered  from 
sources  within  the  reach  of  us  all,  by  Rev.  Mr.  Barnett  and  given  in 
the  Nashville  Advocate  of  January  10  under  the  title,  "America 
as  a  Foreign  Mission  Field." 

"Only  five  of  the  thirty-eight  cities  of  our  country  with  popula- 
tions of  one  hundred  thousand  and  over  have  a  majority  of  native 
white  Americans.  New  York,  Chicago,  and  Milwaukee,  are  prac- 
tically foreign  cities  on  American  soil.  There  are  sixty-six  lan- 
guages spoken  in  New  York  City.  It  is  the  largest  Irish  city  in 
the  world.  [Because  of  that  you  will  see  how  largely  Catholic  it 
must  be.]  It  is  the  largest  Hebrew  city  in  the  world  [and  our 
debt  to  the  Jew  we  have  not  begun  to  feel.]  It  has  more  Germans 
than  any  German  city  except  Berlin.  More  Italians  than  any  Ital- 
ian city  except  Naples  and  Rome.  There  are.  more  than  three- 
quarters  of  a  million  foreigners  in  Texas — vast  sections  of  that 
State  have  passed  into  the  hands  of  Germans  and  Bohemians  and 
are  as  solidly  foreign  as  the  fatherland.  In  many  of  the  counties 
the  records  are  kept  in  foreign  languages.  We  hear  without  giving 
much  thought  to  it,  of  the  Cubans  and  Italians  in  Florida,  of  the 
Chinese  and  Japanese  and  Koreans  and  Hindus  on  the  Pacific 
coast.  Then  there  are  three  hundred  thousand  Indians  and  over 
ten  millions  of  negroes.  Mr.  Barnett  well  asks,  "Is  the  question, 
What  Shall  We  Do  With  These  People  ?  Or  is  it,  What  Will  These 
People  Do  with  Us?"  "Native  land  and  fireside  and  all  that  is  best 
in  our  Christian  civilization  are  involved  in  this  burning  question." 

"Save  America  to  save  the  world,"  might  well  be  taken  for  the 
slogan  of  this  twentieth  century  of  Christian  effort.     Ten  foreign- 
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ers  for  every  convert  we  have  been  able  to  reach  in  heathendom 
have  come  right  here  into  our  very  midst.  If  only  we  might  save 
these  who  come  to  us,  almost  before  we  know  it,  the  good  news 
would  be  borne  to  every  farthest  corner  of  the  globe. 

Not  long  ago  a  missionary  girl  in  Japan  wrote  home  the  story 
of  how  there  had  been  brought  back  to  her  own  land  and  given  over 
to  the  mission  home,  a  Japeneses  girl  who  for  seven  years  had  been 
sold  and  resold  from  one  dreadful  place  to  another,  till  finally  she 
was  traced  to  America.  The  Home  Mission  of  San  Francisco  were 
told  of  her  and  they  got  the  girl  free  from  her  prison  life  of  suffer- 
ing. The  missionary  girl  wrote:  "Oh,  you  dear  Home  Mission 
women,  don't  you  see  how  you  fit  in  so  perfectly  and  beautifully 
to  this  foreign  missionary  story?  And,  Oh,  we  feel  like  pleading 
with  the  Home  Mission  women  to  work  harder,  and  give  more,  and 
pray  more  earnestly  than  ever,  for  it  is  our  girls  you  are  saving 
in  your  homes  and  missions,  and  our  girls  you  are  sending  back  as 
living  witnesses  of  Jesus'  love  and  power.  What  would  have  be- 
come of  this  poor  girl  if  it  had  not  been  for  you?" 

Others  there  are,  some  among  the  most  valuable  teachers  and 
preachers  of  Japan  and  Korea  who  have  gone  from  the  Home  Mis- 
sion schools  of  our  Pacific  work.  It  needs  no  argument,  scarcely 
may  the  statement  be  made  in  your  hearing,  that  these  must  per- 
force have  much  advantage  of  the  foreign  teacher. 

Surely  the  heathen  at  our  door  has  an  equal  claim  upon  us  with 
the  heathen  out  yonder.  The  .contribution  is  oftentimes  far  easier 
than  the  personal  service.  So  have  you  heard  some  say,  Yes,  I 
could  go  as  a  misionary  to  Africa,  but  to  go  among  the  negroes  of 
our  Southern  cities  ?  No.  It  may  be  that  by  this  very  requirement 
for  home  service  God  would  test  the  womanhood  of  our  church. 
Not  go  ?  Yes,  a  thousand  times  over,  go — but  see  also  how  large 
a  number  who  may  not  cross  the  seas,  may  even  go  to  the  heathen 
while  she  stays  at  home. 

Again  it  (is  true  that  only  by  the  active  maintenance  of  the  church 
at  home  can  recruits  be  found  for  the  work  in  the  foreign  field. 

The  Edinburg  Conference  declared  that  until  the  church  realizes 
its  missionary  obligation  to  evangelize  the  whole  world,  and  until 
it  enters  upon  the  fulfilment  of  the  same  with  all  its  corporate 
strength,  it  will  never  attain  full  power  upon  earth  as  the  living 
body  of  its  Lord. 

The  whole  body  of  the  church  in  America  bent  toward  the 
supreme  task  according  to  God's  marvelous  call  to  us — what  might 
we  not  bring  to  pass  for  him  in  this  century. 

Before  the  two  great  bodies  of  the  women  workers  of  our  own 
church  is  opened  up  one  task — we  have  seen  what  it  is.  Separation 
into  departments  is  a  mere  matter  of  convenience.  Equally  to  this 
division  and  to  that  shall  our  strength  be  given — and  so  as  one 
body  we  go  forward. 
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As  we  enter  upon  the  actual  work  and  many  times  trying  duties 
and  difficult  adjustments  of  the  union  of  these  two  long  time  sepa- 
rate organization,  may  we  have  the  sustaining  grace  of  the  vision 
of  a  whole  world  saved  to  the  Lord  Christ. 

Like  a  tide  our  work  should  rise — ■ 

Each  later  wave  the  best; 
Today  is  a  king  in  disguise, 

Today  is  the  special  test.

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REPORT  OF   CONFERENCE   CORRESPONDING   SECRETARY 
OF  THE  HOME  DEPARTMENT  FOR  1912 

Since  our  annual  Meeting  in  Weldon  more  than  eight  months 
ago,  marked  changes  have  come  to  our  Conference, — and  we  no 
longer  meet  as  Home  and  Foreign  Conferences,  but  as  one,  "A 
Missionary  Conference." 

As  I  look  back  over  the  past  year's  work  I  feel  that  God  has 
wonderfully  blessed  us  during  these  trying  days  of  readjustment, 
giving  us  increased  number  and  a  broader  vision  of  the  great  need 
of  Missions.  May  we  today,  as  Christians  look  at  our  task  and  see 
the  great  need  of  organized  work,  "for  in  union  there  is  strength." 

Some  of  you  may  feel  and  think  your  cherished  work  will  be 
absorbed  in  the  change  which  confronts  us,  and  you  will  become 
discouraged  and  perhaps  withdraw  from  active  work,  but  is  this 
the  time  for  withdrawal  ?  Surely  consecrated  workers  are  needed 
as  never  before. 

The  continued  separate  working  of  the  Home  and  Foreign  Con- 
ferences has  caused  a  great  deal  of  unrest  and  confusion,  so  many 
auxiliaries  not  knowing  just  what  to  do.  I  trust  that  this  meeting 
of  unification  will  mean  much  toward  securing  a  Oneness  in  our 
efforts  to  save  the  world  for  Christ.  Now  that  we  have  become 
one  body  we  should  take  the  world  as  our  field,  and  work  with  one 
aim  and  one  purpose.  Perhaps  then  we  will  find  that  the  real  test 
was  not  in  uniting  our  Departments,  but  in  making  union  practic- 
able. 

The  work  demands  that  we  go  forward!  God  has  wonderfully 
opened  the  doors  of  every  nation,  and  as  if  that  were  not  enough 
He  has  sent  every  nation  to  our  own  shores  in  quest  of  His  gospel. 
Union,  remember,  does  not  lessen  our  obligations  neither  to  the 
Home  or  Foreign  Field,  but  our  dues  and  offerings  shall  make  glad 
the  ends  of  the  earth.  True,  for  the  present,  the  Home  Department 
will  wisely  sustain  and  strengthen  the  Institutions  established  by  it, 
but  I  feel  sure  that  in  the  near  future  the  women  of  the  Home 
and  Foreign  Departments  shall  be  so  close  together,  and  so  loyal 
to  God,  that  the  money  will  go  wherever  the  need  is  greatest. 

I  am  very  glad  to  report  an  increase  in  almost  every  department 
of  the  Home  work.     The  following  is  my  statistical  report:

This  is  the  first  year  our  Conference  has  pledged  a  stipulated 
amount.  And  I  feel  very  proud  to  report  the  pledge  of  $1,000 
paid  in  full  with  more  than  $100.00  over.  Let  us  put  forth  still 
greater  effort  in  the  year  1913  to  increase  our  pledge. 

A  letter  signed  by  Miss  Belle  Bennett  and  Mrs.  MacDonell  has 
been  sent  each  Auxiliary  President,  in  which  they  urge  "that  the 
first  meeting  in  January  shall  be  a  Pledge  Meeting,  at  this  time 
voluntary  pledges  shall  be  made  by  the  members  and  a  report 
of  same  be  forwarded  to  the  Conference  Corresponding  Secretary." 
Only  one  auxiliary  (Belle  Bennett  of  Fayetteville)  has  complied 
with  this  request,  as  yet.  If  your  auxiliary  failed  to  pledge  in 
January  have  them  make  February  a  pledge  meeting,  and  forward 
amount  pledged  to  your  Conference  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the 
Home  Department.  If  this  is  done,  she  can  intelligently  pledge  for 
the  Conference  at  the  Council  meeting  in  April. 

Last  year  the  Committee  on  Extension  of  Work,  recommended 
that  a  Banner  be  given  to  the  Auxiliary  reaching  the  Standard  of 
Excellence  (See  Helps  Missionary  Society  page)  and  that  a  second 
banner  be  given  the  auxiliary  having  the  largest  per  capita  offering 
of  the  fund  sent  to  Conference  Treasurer.  I  am  very  sorry  not  to 
report  an  auxiliary  having  attained  the  Standard  of  Excellence. 
The  Rockingham  Y.  P.  has  been  successful  in  the  contest  for  largest 
offering  per  member  raising  $5.58.  May  this  be  an  incentive  to 
greater  work  in  all  auxiliaries.

The  Children's  Department  has  grown  and  gone  forward  under 
the  able  and  loving  leadership  of  our  Conference  First  Vice-Presi- 
dent, Mrs.  G.  R.  Barrow.  Eleven  Junior  Divisions  and  eight  Baby 
Rolls  have  been  added. 

The  Young  People's  Societies  have  grown  from  ten  to  twenty- 
one,  with  Miss  Lillie  Duke  as  our  Second  Vice-President.  It  is  a 
well  known  fact  that  young  people  are  easy  to  enlist  if  we  give 
them  a  good  leader  and  something  definite  to  do.  It  was  my 
pleasure  to  be  with  Miss  Duke  in  a  District  Meeting  and  I  am 
sure  that  the  Young  People  of  our  Conference  are  on  her  heart. 
We  feel  sure  that  we  made  no  mistake  in  also  electing  her  our 
Field  Secretary,  for  she  has  done  energetic  and  efficient  work. 

The  Third  and  Fourth  Vice-Presidents  are  to  be  congratulated 
for  the  advancement  in  their  departments.  I  am  confident  that 
their  greatest  trouble  has  been  in  getting  auxiliary  officers  to  re- 
port. 

Our  Conference  Press  Superintendent  has  made  an  earnest  ef- 
fort to  have  every  auxiliary  elect  a  Press  Superintendent,  and 
many  have  done  this.  We  have  never  failed  to  receive  our  Bulle- 
tins regularly. 

Our  Supply  Superintendent  has  given  us  a  very  fine  report,  but 
her's  is  the  same  old  story,  "failure  to  report."  Despite  this  fact 
she  reports  38  boxes  sent  to  Orphanage,  2  boxes  to  needy  preach- 
ers, 1  to  Vashti,  3  not  valued  with  a  valuation  of  $712.00.  The 
total  amount  of  supplies  sent  off  and  reported  to  Mrs.  Edgerton, 
our  Treasurer,  is  $1,037.69.  You  can  readily  see  that  just  a  little 
more  than  half  the  amount  was  reported  to  Mrs.  Wilkins. 

The  weakest  point  in  our  year's  work  has  been  the  failure  to  hold 
District  Meetings,  and  in  saying  this  I  am  not  criticizing  one  of 
the  District  Secretaries,  for  they  have  done  earnest  and  faithful 
work.  Three  very  good  District  Meetings  have  been  held.  The 
sweet  fellowship   with  the  Conference  officers   and  especially  the 
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District  Secretaries  has  been  a  joy  and  blessing  to  me.  I  men- 
tion these  because  I  feel  that  they  are  mine.  We  have  been  so 
closely  associated,  and  there  has  been  perfect  harmony  and  co- 
operation, not  one  failing  to  respond  promptly  and  gladly  to  my 
every  request. 

My  correspondence  with  auxiliary  officers  has  been  very  pleas- 
ant. There  have  been  many  letters  of  inquiry  and  I  have  counted 
it  a  pleasure  to  answer  all  questions.  I  am  always  glad  to  re- 
ceive these  letters  for  it  shows  that  interest  is  being  created  in 
missionary  work. 

I  would  suggest  to  the  newly  elected  District  Secretaries,  that 
they  hold  their  District  Meetings  as  soon  as  possible  after  our 
Annual  Meeting,  in  order  that  the  entire  District  might  understand 
the  work  and  begin  the  year  "in  the  right  way." 

A  most  helpful  Year  Book  has  been  arranged  with  programmes 
for  missionary  societies.  One  of  these  has  been  mailed  to  every 
Auxiliary  President.  If  for  any  reason  you  failed  to  receive  a 
copy  and  desire  one  I  can  supply  you  upon  application.  I  would 
urge  that  the  Auxiliary  President  insist  upon  each  member  having 
her  own  Year  Book.  They  cost  but  35  cents  per  dozen,  and  the 
advantage  of  individual  ownership  of  Year  Book  are  obvious. 

The  Council  asked  again  for  an  offering  from  every  Auxiliary 
of  not  less  than  two  dollars  for  S.  B.  and  T.  School.  Quite  a  number 
have  responded,  but  I  am  grieved  to  say  many  have  failed  to  send 
this  amount.  If  your  Auxiliary  is  one  that  has  failed,  won't  you 
see  that  this  amount  is  sent  in  at  once. 

One  joint  executive  meetings  was  held  in  Rocky  Mount.  The 
planning  for  this  our  first  Joint  Annual  Conference  was  the  prin- 
cipal work  of  the  Committee. 

The  Week  of  Prayer  was  observed  by  almost  all  Auxiliaries,  (65) 
but  the  "Home  Mission  Week"  was  not  made  to  accomplish  what 
we  had  anticipated. 

In  closing  this  report,  which  is  the  last  that  I  shall  make  as 
your  Conference  Corresponding  Secretary,  it  is  my  earnest  hope 
that  the  great  work  of  missions  may  be  given  a  new  impetus  under 
the  changed  condition  of  things  and  our  Christian  fellowship  may  be 
made  perfect  as  the  year  go  on  and  that  all  of  our  work  may  be 
done  in  the  name  and  for  the  sake  of  Him,  Whose  we  are  and  Whom 
we  serve. 

As  we  sit  here  and  counsel  day  by  day  during  the  sessions  of 
this  Conference,  may  we  be  made  one  in  the  Spirit  of  Christ  Jesus 
our  Lord.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FIELD  SECRETARY  OF  HOME 
DEPARTMENT 

As  your  Field  Secretary  I  count  it  a  great  privilege  to  bring  to 
you  this  my  first  report. 

I  trust  that  we  are  coming  to  realize  that  this  office  is  a  needed 
channel  through  which  much  of  our  best  work  may  be  accomplished. 
The  Secretary  belongs  to  you  each  and  all  alike,  and  in  order  to 
make  her  work  a  success  you  must  keep  her  busy.  She  should  mean 
to  the  Auxiliaries  of  the  conference  just  what  the  pastor  of  a 
church  means  to  the  home  of  his  congregation.  The  aim  of  the 
Field  Secretary  is  to  meet  the  needs  of  your  Auxiliary  whatever 
they  may  be.  Remember  the  Conference  has  her  employed  and  her 
time  is  yours  for  the  asking. 

My  work  was  necessarily  delayed  for  a  few  months  after  my 
appointment  in  April,  consequently  I  did  not  really  enter  the  field 
until  August. 

The  organized  plan  was,  that  the  District  Secretary  of  each 
District  should  arrange  an  itenerary  for  me  which  should  cover  her 
territory.  This  plan  did  not  materialize  in  all  cases.  However,  I 
am  glad  to  report  that  your  Secretaries  on  the  Raleigh,  Rocking- 
ham and  Durham  Districts  made  possible  a  visit  to  nearly  every 
Auxiliary  within  their  respective  fields. 

By  the  invitation  of  Presidents  and  Corresponding  Secretaries  of 
local  Auxiliaries  one  visit  was  made  on  each  of  five  other  Districts. 
This  has  left  only  one  District  entirely  untouched.  These  visits 
have  given  me  only  a  glimpse  of  what  I  consider  a  most  splendid 
field  of  opportunity  and  service.  The  spirit  of  missions  is  truly 
abroad  in  the  land  today  as  never  before. 

Of  the  thirty-seven  talks  made  in  the  intesest  of  the  work  nine 
were  public  services,  ranging  in  attendance  from  twenty-five  to 
one  hundred  and  fifty  and  including  men,  women  and  children. 
Twenty-eight  talks  were  made  to  Auxiliaries. 

I  am  sure  that  we  get  at  the  needs  of  the  Auxiliaries  better  by 
meeting  with  the  Society  alone,  yet  I  do  believe  that  the  eager, 
hungry  multitudes  should  be  fed  and  I  do  recommend  that  our 
next  Field  Secretary  be  a  woman  equal  to  the  demands. 

Our  lack  of  information  has  no  doubt  been  the  cause  of  our  slow 
progress  in  the  past,  but  today  there  is  no  excuse  for  ignorance. 
We  have  splendid  educational  advantages,  all  the  literature  we 
need  at  our  command,  including  our  Missionary  Voice  and  Young 
Christian  Worker.    We  may  know  if  we  will. 

Our  system  of  reporting  has  long  been  unsatisfactory,  but  we  are 
believing  that  under  the  new  order  of  things  this  problem  will  be 
solved. 

I  wish  I  could  take  you  with  me  on  a  little  visit  to  each  of  these 
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auxiliaries  and  have  you  learn  as  I  have  done  that  although  in  many 
fields  the  "laborers  are  few"  they  are  faithful,  earnest,  self-sacri- 
ficing and  loyal.  It  can  truly  be  said  of  them:  "No  one  can  fail  who 
goes  at  God's  bidding  to  any  task."

REPORT  OF  CONFERENCE  FIRST  VICE-PRESIDENT,  1912  OF 
THE  WOMAN'S  HOME  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY 

"Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every 
creature,"  and  since  the  utterance  of  this  command  given  by  our 
ascending  Master,  the  hope  and  aim  of  every  devout  follower  has 
been  the  evangelization  of  the  world. 

Although  great  progress  has  been  made,  we  have  been  slow  to 
find  the  key  to  the  problem. 

"Is  not  the  hope  of  the  ages  the  Divine  Babe,  whose  coming 
has  revolutionized  the  world's  history?"  Before  He  came,  child- 
hood was  a  period  to  be  endured,  now  it  is  a  period  of  preparation; 
then  children  were  neglected,  today  they  are  receiving  more  care, 
more  education,  and  more  Christian  training  than  ever  before. 

How  strange  it  is  that  so  many  generations  have  failed  to  recog- 
nize the  emphasis  our  Great  Example  laid  upon  the  value  of  child- 
hood. 

Some  one  has  said  "The  Kingdom  of  God  will  come  on  earth, 
mainly  through  the  gateway  of  childhood,"  and  we  have  at  last 
gotten  a  vision  of  the  evangelized  world  through  the  training  of 
children.  This  is  the  key  to  the  problem,  therefore  is  placed  as 
first  of  our  four  departments  of  Missionary  work. 

There  must  be  an  organization  for  the  training  of  children  in 
every  church  in  the  North  Carolina  Conference,  before  our  duty 
as  leaders  is  done. 

District  Secretary  have  you  organized  a  Junior  Division  with 
every  adult  auxiliary?  This  responsibility  is  yours;  and  as  soon  as 
a  society  is  organized,  report  same  to  your  Conference  First  Vice- 
President;  do  not  wait  for  the  First  Vice-President  of  the  So- 
ciety to  do  so. 

It  is  with  the  children  that  union  is  to  be  made  perfect.  Let 
them  begin  with  the  unified  plan  and  it  is  a  certainty.  We  are 
responsible  to  the  generations  that  come  after  us  for  the  condi- 
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tion  we  have  left  the  world  in,  so  if  we  can  not  evangelize  it  let 
us  train  the  children  to  do  so. 

As  we  review  the  past  year's  work  of  the  Home  Department,  we 
are  glad  to  note  advance  along  all  lines.  Increase  in  organizations, 
membership  and  offerings  tell  of  awakened  interest  and  persistent 
effort  on  the  part  of  conscientious  and  earnest  First  Vice-Presi- 
dents. My  work  with  these  co-workers  has  been  genuinely  cheer- 
ing, though  many  have  failed  to  report  each  quarter. 

When  we  remember  that  among  the  90  Adult  Auxiliaries,  only 
51  First  Vice-Presidents  report  any  children's  Society  it  seems  dis- 
couraging, but  when  we  consider  the  efforts  of  those  who  are  at 
work  we  become  hopeful  of  great  results.

Wilmington  District  leads  in  new  organizations,  having  an  in- 
crease of  three  Baby  Divisions,  at  Ingold,  Jacksonville,  and  Rich- 
lands,  and  three  Junior  Divisions,  Ingold,  Jacksonville  and  Rose 
Hill. 
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Rockingham  District  has  three  Junior  Divisions,  Roberdel,  Le- 
warae  and  Raeford  and  one  Baby  Division  at  Raeford. 

Durham  District,  one  Junior  Division  at  Memorial,  three  Baby 
Divisions,  Memorial,  Trinity  and  West  Durham. 

Warrenton  District  one  Junior  Division  at  Calvary. 

Newberne  District  one  Junior  Division  at  Ocracoke. 

Elizabeth  City  District  one  Junior  Division  at  Hertford. 

Washington  District  one  Junior  Division  at  Spring  Hope. 

There  are  quite  a  number  of  Junior  Divisions  which  deserve 
honorable  mention.  Memorial  seems  the  most  progressive  in  all 
lines  of  work.  Although  it  has  not  raised  as  much  money  as  some 
of  the  others,  there  is  genuine  interest  manifested  in  gain  of  mem- 
bership and  thorough  organization,  having  eight  Mission  Study 
Circles. 

Weldon  is  doing  splendid  work  in  both  Junior  and  Baby  Divisions. 
Under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Spiers,  these  children  accomplish 
much  in  Local  and  Connectional  Work. 

Elizabeth  City,  First  Church  has  raised  the  largest  amount  of 
money. 

At  the  Annual  Meeting  in  Weldon  your  Committee  on  Children's 
Work  recommended  that  a  Banner  be  awarded  the  Junior  Division 
coming  nearest  the  standard  of  excellence  as  laid  down  by  the 
Council. 

I  find  it  impossible  to  ascertain  the  number  of  credits  due  each 
society  from  the  reports  received  as  all  credits  are  not  reported  on 
the  blanks.  So  we  have  thought  best  to  award  the  banner  to  the 
society  having  the  greatest  increase  in  membership  and  in  offerings, 
as  stated  in  my  first  circular  letter  of  the  year.  Under  this  plan, 
of  course,  new  organizations  could  not  compete. 

There  are  fifty-one  First  Vice-Presidents  who  should  report  each 
quarter.  First  quarter  I  heard  from  twenty-five,  second  quarter 
twenty-six,  third  quarter  twenty-two,  fourth  quarter  eighteen. 

Should  we  neglect  to  report  the  children's  efforts  and  thus  de- 
prive them  of  receiving  the  credits  due  them?  Some  have  re- 
ported to  District  Secretaries  but  failed  to  write  me,  causing  con- 
fused statements. 

Let  us  not  forget  our  duty  to  these  children  under  our  .care.  We 
must  not  subordinate  the  rights  and  life  of  the  child.  Our  nation 
is  moving  toward  a  betterment  in  conditions  of  child  life,  showing 
a  higher  valuation  of  the  same.  The  church  has  not  been  slow  to 
recognize  the  importance  of  early  spiritual  training;  yet  it  must 
not  only  train,  but  study  the  child,  and  give  to  it  leaders  of  deep 
consecration  and  spiritual  power.  Children  demand  the  best;  Sun- 
day schools  and  day  schools  realize  this  fact,  and  our  missionary 
societies  must  do  so. 

The  greatest  essential  to  a  successful  Junior  Division  is  an  effi- 
cient First  Vice-President.     She  must  be  first  a  lover  of  .children, 
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second  a  wide  awake,  enthusiastic  person,  third,  one  who  is  willing 
to  study  the  work  and  devote  time  and  energy  to  it.  Let  me  urge 
the  importance  of  this  office,  and  ask  that  much  prayerful  thought 
be  given  the  selection  of  her  who  is  to  instill  in  these  young  hearts 
the  missionary  spirit. 

And,  women,  when  after  prayerful  consideration,  you  are  chosen 
to  do  this  work,  can  you  afford  to  shirk  duty? 

Let  me  draw  your  attention  to  the  request  of  the  Master  who, 
when  he  saw  the  fainting  multitudes  as  sheep  without  a  shep- 
herd, said  to  His  disciples,  "The  harvest  is  truly  great  but  the 
laborers  are  few  pray  ye  therefore  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  that 
He  will  send  forth  laborers  into  His  harvest."  Have  you  prayed 
this  prayer?  Then  rejoice  if  He  counts  you  worthy  to  be  a  laborer 
in  His  field.

REPORT  OF  SECOND  VICE-PRESIDENT  OF  HOME 
DEPARTMENT 

During  the  year  I  have  been  more  or  less  in  touch  with  the 
Young  People's  Auxiliaries  of  the  Home  Department  of  the  North 
Carolina  Conference,  although  the  contact  has  been  of  necessity 
chiefly  through  correspondence. 

I  find  the  Young  People  eager  and  anxious  for  organization.  They 
are  enthusiastic,  daring,  brimful  of  life  and  energy  and  stand  ready 
for  any  fight  that  will  count  for  the  things  that  are  worth  while.  On 
account  of  the  unsettled  conditions  no  especial  stress  has  been  laid 
upon  organization  during  the  past  year;  notwithstanding  this  fact 
we  have  more  than  doubled  the  number  of  our  Young  People's 
Auxilaries, — having  added  twelve  new  ones. 

The  one  great  need  in  our  work  with  the  Young  People  is  a 
willingness  on  the  part  of  our  women  to  assume  the  responsibility 
of  leadership  among  them.  As  one  young  girl  who  is  President 
of  her  Auxiliary  said:  "It  does  seem  a  shame  that  with  all  the 
splendid  women  in  our  Church  not  one  will  take  us  now  when  we 
are  so  anxious  to  do  something?" 

The  Rockingham  District  has  the  honor  of  claiming  the  largest 
number  of  young  People's  Auxiliaries  in  the  Conference,  having 
nine  societies  to  their  credit,  while  the  other  Districts  number  from 
one  to  three  each.  One  of  the  most  important  lessons  we  have  yet 
to  learn,  and  this  applies  to  young  and  old  alike,  is  the  art  of  re- 
porting. Everywhere  we  hear  the  cry — "No  two  reports  alike."  We 
will  be  patient  and  do  our  best  however  until  the  Council  gives  us  a 
splendid  new  set  of  uniform  record  books.  Then  we  shall  be  able 
to  do  things  decently  and  in  order. 
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I  find  that  the  literature  is  being  more  generally  used  than  here- 
tofore, and  that  many  of  our  Young  People  have  subscribed  for 
or  have  access  to  the  Missionary  Voice.     This  is  a  sure  sign  that  • 
our  interest  is  growing  and  that  we  are  getting  the  world-wide 
vision.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOURTH  VICE-PRESIDENT  OF  THE  HOME 
DEPARTMENT 

The  Department  of  Social  Service  and  Local  Work  was  created 
by  the  Missionary  Council  in  1911,  when  the  Fourth  Vice-Presi- 
dent of  the  Council  with  a  committee  was  set  aside  to  develop  this 
new  Department.  There  was  much  to  do  in  formulating  plans, 
preparing  studies,  leaflets,  report  blanks,  etc.,  and  distributing  them 
throughout  the  Conference  Societies  by  means  of  Conference  and 
Auxiliary  Fourth  Vice-Precidents.  And  it  was  August  before  these 
were  distributed  among  the  59  Conferences.  That  being  a  short 
year,  by  the  change  making  our  fiscal  year  to  correspond  with  the 
Calendar  year,  not  a  great  deal  could  be  accomplished  especially 
as  many  auxiliaries  were  working  under  the  old  plan,  and  had  not 
elected  4th  Vice-Presidents. 

The  year  1912  then  is  practically  the  first  year  from  which  we 
should  expect  a  full  report,  and  yet  from  the  information  I  have 
been  able  to  get  from  all  sources  there  are  still  many  auxiliaries 
who  have  not  adopted  the  new  method,  and  who  while  they  must 
do  some  of  the  God-given  work  of  Social  Service  and  Local  work 
have  no  medium  of  communication  between  the  auxiliaries  and  the 
Conference  Societies  thence  to  the  Council. 

The  work  prepared  by  the  Committee  and  given  us  has  been 
great.  The  only  pity  has  been  that  the  studies  have  not  been  faith- 
fully taken  and  the  results  reported. 

These  studies  have  embraced  the  subjects  that  are  occupying  the 
best  thought  of  the  Christian  world  today. 

They  tend  to  the  suppression  of  vice;  and  have  embraced  hous- 
ing conditions,  sanitation,  child  labor,  the  playground,  the  juvenile 
court,  etc.  Especially  for  the  past  year  has  The  Child  been  the 
subject  of  study. 

No  subject  so  vital.  The  child  of  today  is  the  man  of  tomorrow, 
and  just  as  we,  safeguard  and  train  the  child,  or  leave  him  to  the 
perils  that  surround  him,  shall  we  have,  a  trained,  poised,  and  hon- 
orable citizenship  or  one  embracing  in  itself  all  the  forms  of  vice 
which  are  a  menace  to  highest  welfare  of  home  and  state. 

The  Child  at  School. 

The  Child  at  Play. 

The  Child  at  Work. 

The  Delinquent  and  Dependent  Child. 

These  are  the  phases  of  study  that  we  have  had  and  that  most 
of  us  have  neglected.  These  are  subjects  that  are  engaging  states- 
men and  lawmakers  everywhere,  and  shall  women  the  mother- 
hood of  the  country  say,  "We  do  not  need  to  study  these  questions"  ? 

I  beg  you,  if  you  have  not  studied  these  subjects  that  you  look 
up  the  neglected  leaflets,  read  them,  try  to  find  answers  to  those 
vital  questions  and  get  abreast  of  the  times;  for  we  move  onward 
this  year  to  the  study  of  Woman  in  her  various  relations. 
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In  foreign  fields  Social  Service  has  long  been  a  prominent  fea- 
ture. Our  missionaries  learned  that  the  work  could  not  go  for- 
ward until  means  were  found  to  reach  the  home,  the  sick,  the  needy, 
the  orphan,  the  child-widow,  and  so  women  were  called  to  the  work, 
as  under  Social  conditions  in  Foreign  lands  men  were  barred  from 
a  large  part  of  the  work. 

Let  us  recall  the  new  plan  as  arranged  by  the  Missionary  Coun- 
cil. 

"Each  Auxiliary  is  to  have  a  standing  Committee  on  Social  Ser- 
vice and  Local  Work  which  shall  be  divided  into  two  sub-committees, 
one  on  local  work  and  one  on  Social  Service.  The  work  of  the 
Committee  in  both  branches  is  to  be  under  the  direction  of  the  4th 
Vice-President  of  the  auxiliary  who  shall  report  to  the  4th  Vice- 
President  of  the  Conference  Society,  who  in  turn  shall  report  to  the 
4th  Vice-President  of  the  Council. 

The  duty  of  the  Sub-Committee  on  local  work  is  to  raise  and 
administer  funds  for  the  local  parsonage  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Auxiliary;  to  see  that  strangers  are  visited  and  welcomed;  to 
provide  cottage  prayer  meetings,  where  needed,  under  the  direction 
of  the  pastor;  and  to  render  him  such  assistance  in  his  work  as 
may  be  needed. 

The  duty  of  the  sub-committee  on  Social  Service  is  very  similar 
and  the  two  should  keep  in  constant  touch.  The  Social  Service 
Committee  shall  look  after  the  charity  work  of  the  Society,  visiting 
and  relieving  suffering  according  to  the  principles  of  scientific 
philanthropy,  and  at  the  same  time  work  for  the  removal  of  con- 
ditions that  cause  sickness,  degredation,  and  poverty. 

It  is  this  last  preventive  work  that  can  be  accomplished  only  by 
the  majority  of  the  community  working  together  that  especially 
characterizes  the  work  of  the  Social  Service  Committee. 

For  this  reason  the  Social  Service  Committee  needs  to  co-operate 
with  all  other  agencies  of  the  town  or  city  working  for  the  better- 
ment of  conditions  under  which  men  live." 

The  committee  on  local  work  may  be  composed  of  members  of  the 
other  departments  of  work  or  of  those  who  feel  that  they  can  only 
do  this  special  work.  They  may  raise  the  money  in  whatever  way 
seem  best  to  them,  by  regular  dues  of  ten  cents  per  month,  or  more 
or  less,  paid  into  the  local  treasury  and  used  for  local  work  alone. 
Thus  there  is,  now,  no  excuse  for  the  aid  society,  which  was  at  one 
time  an  important  factor  in  the  church  work.  Wherever  the  aid 
now  exists  it  should  change  its  name  to  local  department,  or  rather 
local  committee  of  the  Home  Department,  put  itself  under  the 
direction  of  a  4th  Vice-President  and  make  its  report  monthly  to 
the  auxiliary  and  quarterly  to  the  Conference  4th  Vice-President. 

In  this  way  it  has  nothing  to  lose  while  it  falls  into  line  under  the 
plan  of  the  Council,  and  has  its  activities  duly  accredited  to  it. 

At  our  last  Annual  meeting  at  the  district  meetings  I  have  at- 
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tended  and  wherever  I  have  had  opportunity,  I  have  urged  the  elec- 
tion of  4th  Vice-Presidents  and  a  prompt  report  of  the  work.  With- 
out this  link  of  communication,  the  4th  Vice-President,  it  is  impossi- 
ble to  have  your  Conference  Society  and  the  Council  know  what 
you  are  doing  along  these  lines. 

The  reports  I  have  had  are  very  encouraging,  save  in  the  matter 
of  the  studies. 

I  know  our  women  are  sometimes  so  burdened  with  cares  that 
short  time  is  left  for  any  study  whatever.  Still  I  trust  that  the  im- 
portance of  informing  ourselves  on  matters  so  vital  will  soon  arrest 
our  attention  and  compel  us  to  give  enough  time  to  cull  in  a  quar- 
ter, information  sufficient  to  fill  out  intelligently  the  blanks  sent  for 
our  reports. 

Let  us  give  free,  loving,  and  whole  hearted  work,  to  the  Master 
and  leave  the  results  with  Him. 

Let  every  auxiliary  have  a  4th  Vice-President,  take  up  the  work 
studies  and  all,  and  report  to  the  Conference  4th  Vice-President.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  PRESS  WORK  OF 
HOME  DEPARTMENT 

Since  being  elected  Press  Superintendent  of  the  Woman's  Home 
Missionary  Conference  in  May  1912,  I  have  regularly  sent  the 
Bulletins  to  every  Auxiliary  that  I  have  been  able  to  get  in  touch 
with,  and  to  every  Conference  officer. 

The  Bulletins  for  October  were  missent,  and  I  did  not  receive 
them  until  afer  the  November  issue  had  been  sent  out. 

Where  the  Auxiliaries  have  no  Press  Superintendent,  I  have  sent 
the  Bulletins  to  the  Auxiliary  President. 
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Every  quarter  the  report  blanks  have  been  sent  to  each  Auxiliary, 
but  I  regret  to  say  that  very  few  of  them  have  been  filled  out  and 
returned.  I  have  written  at  least  once  to  each  Auxiliary,  having 
no  Press  Superintendent,  and  have  insisted  that  they  elect  one  at 
once. 

I  have  also  answered  twenty-five  letters  of  inquiry  from  auxili- 
aries. 

All  literature  and  leaflets,  bearing  on  the  work  that  I  have 
received,  has  been  distributed. 

I  have  with  the  aid  of  Miss  Lillie  Duke,  Mrs.  Fearing,  and  the 
district  secretaries,  compiled  a  mailing  list  containing  the  names  of 
eighty  auxiliaries,  sixteen  being  young  people's  auxiliaries. 

I  am  very  sorry  to  report  that  only  twenty  auxiliaries  have  made 
the  regular  quarterly  reports.  These  twenty  use  the  secular 
press,  present  missionary  news  items,  gathered  from  the  Bulletins 
and  other  sources,  and  try  to  give  our  work  as  much  publicity  as 
possible.    They  are  doing  a  very  good  work  indeed. 

I  wish  I  could  report  a  Press  Superintendent  in  each  auxiliary. 
That  has  been  my  aim,  but,  I  have  fallen  far  short.  I  hope  that 
each  delegate  present  will  go  back  to  her  auxiliary  and  see  that 
they  elect  one  at  once,  and  send  her  name  to  your  new  Superinten- 
dent of  Press  work.

COMMITTEES 
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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  OF  EXTENSION  OF  WORK 

1.  Whereas,  we  are  fully  conscious  of  the  need  of  consecrated 
workers  to  fill  the  depleting  ranks  of  our  societies,  and  coveting' 
for  the  Master's  use  the  best  talent  and  consecration  the  church  can 
furnish,  and  realizing  that  this  must  be  furnished  from  the  army 
of  young  people;  we  do  urge  upon  the  District  Secretaries,  Presi- 
dents, and  First  and  Second  Vice-Presidents  of  Auxiliaries  that 
they  be  prayerfully  diligent  in  organizing  our  young  people  into 
missionary  societies.  These  societies  are  to  be  both  social  and 
missionary  in  their  nature. 

2.  We  recommend  that  the  Forward  Movement,  as  projected  by 
the  Council,  be  continued  by  this  Conference  during  the  year. 

3.  We  recommend  that  each  Society  be  requested  to  organize  a 
"Study  Circle,"  reporting  same  to  the  Third  Vice-President  of  the 
Conference. 

4.  We  again  recommend  that  each  District  Secretary  shall  pledge 
an  earnest  effort  to  hold  an  annual  meeting  in  the  District,  at 
which  time  she  shall  urge  the  great  importance  of  organizing  new 
auxiliaries,  doing  all  in  her  power  to  develop  the  District; 

5.  Whereas,  There  is  an  urgent  call  for  recruits  in  the  mission 
fields  and  an  alarming  scarcity  of  missionary  volunteers  in  the 
ranks  of  our  Church,  we  recommend  the  First  and  Second  Vice- 
Presidents  be  urged  to  place  especial  stress  on  the  need  of  giving, 
not  only  time  and  money,  but  giving  one's  life  for  definite  service. 

6.  We  recommend  that  the  Conference  officers  and  each  Aux- 
iliary President  make  every  effort  to  have  the  Week  of  Prayer 
observed. 

7.  We  continue  to  recommend  the  soliciting  of  honorary  mem- 
bers, whose  dues  shall  be  $1.00  per  year,  paid  in  advance. 

8.  For  the  purpose  of  securing  accuracy,  we  recommend  that 
the  Executive  Committee  of  each  Auxiliary  hold  a  meeting  im- 
mediately before  sending  the  quarterly  reports. 

In  order  to  promote  the  spirit  of  union,  we  recommend  that 
every  auxiliary  be  urged  to  incorporate  both  departments  where- 


ever  practicable.

We,  the  Committee  on  Juvenile  Work,  recommend  (1)  That  the 
Baby  Division  and  Junior  Division  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  So- 
ciety of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  be  called  "Bright  Jewels." 

(2)  That  we  pledge  $1,000  for  the  support  of  Mary  Black  Hos- 
pital, and  that  we  assume  a  home  mission  special  of  $666  2-3,  which 
will  be  according  to  the  proportion  required  by  the  Council  for  the 
Home  Department. 

(3)  That  the  First  Vice-President  be  made  treasurer  of  the 
children's  work. 

(4)  That  the  First  Vice-President  report  credit  due  them  on 
honor  roll  each  quarter. 

(5)  That  the  First  Vice-President  adopt  the  graded  plan  of 
organization  as  far  as  possible. 

(6)  That  the  First  Vice-President  endeavor  to  make  each  mem- 
ber a  subscriber  to  the  "Young  Christian  Worker"  and  when  neces- 
sary that  some  provision  be  made  by  the  Adult  Society  to  supply 
members  with  copies. 

(7)  That  the  First  Vice-President  call  an  institute  for  First 
Vice-Presidents,  and  delegates  from  Juvenile  Societies  at  some 
convenient  time  during  the  summer  months. 

(8)  That  steps  be  taken  to  prevent  the  dropping  out  of  chil- 
dren at  the  time  of  the  change  from  the  Juvenile  to  the  Young 
People's  work. 

(9)  That  the  statistical  report  of  the  Juvenile  Work  be  in- 
serted in  the  published  minutes  of  the  Woman's  Annual  Missionary 
Conference.

That  a  very  strenuous  effort  should  be  made  to  organize  a 
missionary  society  in  every  place. 

2nd.  That  Adult  Auxiliaries  be  very  careful  in  the  selection  of 
Second  Vice-Presidents,  as  much  depends  on  this.  We  cannot  have 
a  live,  active  society  unless  we  have  an  enthusiastic  leader  for 
same. 

3rd.  By  all  means  organize  Mission  Study  Classes,  as  this  is 
an  important  factor  in  the  training  of  our  Young  People. 

4th.  Pray  unceasingly  for  volunteers,  knowing  and  realizing 
how  greatly  they  are  needed. 
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5th.  That  our  Woman's  Auxiliaries  do  all  in  their  power  to  aid 
the  Young  People,  both  by  precept  and  example. 

To  effect  this,  we  suggest  an  occasional  union  service  between 
the  two  organizations. 

6th.  That  the  devotional  exercises  be  stressed  with  great  em- 
phasis and  each  member  be  urged  to  take  part,  as  this  is  a  means 
of  growth  in  spirituality  and  consecration. 

7th.  Hold  one  or  more  public  meetings  so  that  our  people  may 
become  more  interested  in  the  work  that  is  being  done  by  the 
Young  People. 

8th.  We  recommend  that  at  least  one  social  meeting  be  held 
each  quarter,  where  there  is  no  other  social  meeting  provided  for 
the  Young  People. 

9th.  That  each  member  subscribe  for  the  "Missionary  Voice," 
as  this  is  the  most  essential  guide  in  carrying  on  our  work,  and 
should  be  in  each  home  and  be  read  by  every  member. 

10th.     That  each  Y.   P.   Society  be  urged  to  take  one  or  more 
shares  in  the  pledge  of  $15,000.00  to  go  to  the  building  of  the 
school  in  Rio  and  chapel  at  Sue  Bennett  School.

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CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS  FOR  UNITED  CON- 

FERENCE  SOCIETIES,  ADULT  AND  YOUNG 

PEOPLE'S  ORGANIZATIONS,  AND 

CHILDREN'S  WORK. 


CONSTITUTION  FOR  CONFERENCE  SOCIETIES 

i.  In  each  Annual  Conference  there  shall  be  organized  a  Confer- 
ence Society  with  Home  and  Foreign  Departments,  auxiliary  to  the 
Woman's  Misionary  Council. 

2.  The  object  of  this  society  is  to  plan  and  direct  the  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Work  of  the  Conference. 

3.  The  Conference  Society  shall  consist  of  one  or  more  delegates 
from  each  auxiliary,  one  or  more  District  Secretaries  from  each  dis- 
trict, a  Superintendent  of  Press  Work,  and  the  following  officers  :  A 
President,  four  Vice  Presidents,  two  Corresponding  Secretaries,  one 
or  more  Recording  Secretaries,  one  or  more  Treasurers.  These  officers 
shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  the  annual  meeting. 

BY-LAWS  FOR  CONFERENCES 

1.  The  Conference  officers  elected  by  ballot  shall  constitute  an  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  to  transact  business  in  the  intervals  of  the  annual 
sessions.     Three  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

2.  Conference  officers  shall  be  nominated  by  a  committe  named  by 
the  Executive  Committee,  composed  of  one  or  more  representatives 
from  each  district.  This  does  not  debar  the  parliamentary  privilege 
of  nomination  from  the  floor  after  the  committee's  report  has  been 
presented. 

3.  The  District  Secretaries  and  Conference  Superintendents  shall  be 
nominated  by  a  committee  composed  of  the  President,  Corresponding 
Secretaries,  and  Treasurers,  and  shall  be  elected  by  acclamation. 

4.  An  alternate  from  each  department  shall  be  elected  at  each  an- 
nual session  to  attend  the  session  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

5.  Each  Conference  Society  shall  adopt  a  plan  for  raising  a  fund  to 
meet  the  expenses  of  the  Conference. 

6.  The  Conference  Society  shall  make  its  appropriations  in  annual 
session  from  the  half  of  the  regular  membership  fund  of  the  Home 
Department,  subject  to  its  direction.  These  appropriations  to  be  con- 
tingent upon  the  concurrence  of  the  Woman's  Misionary  Council. 

7.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Conference  So- 
ciety and  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  shall  actively  advance  the 
interests  of  the  work. 

8.  The  Vice  Presidents  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  President  in 
her  absence. 
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g.  The  First  Vice  President  shall  have  charge  of  the  children's  work, 
and  shall  make  a  quarterly  report  to  the  First  Vice  President  of  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Council  and  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of 
the  Conference  Society. 

The  Second  Vice  President  shall  have  charge  of  the  young  people's 
work,  and  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Second  Vice  President  of  the 
Woman's  Misionary  Council  and  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the 
Conference  Society. 

The  Third  Vice  President  shall  promote  Christian  stewardship  and 
mission  study,  and  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Third  Vice  President  of 
the  Woman's  Misionary  Council  and  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of 
the  Conference  Society. 

The  Fourth  Vice  President  shall  develop  the  work  of  social  service, 
and  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Fourth  Vice  President  of  the  Wom- 
an's Misionary  Council  and  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Con- 
ference Society. 

10.  The  Corresponding  Secretaries  shall  conduct  the  correspondence 
of  the  society  and  supply  the  auxiliaries  with  information  and  with  lit- 
erature. They  shall  use  all  practical  means  for  the  organization  of 
adult,  young  people's,  and  children's  auxiliaries  in  every  charge  of  the 
Conference,  and  forward  a  detailed  report  of  each  organization  to  the 
Corresponding  Secretaries  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  to 
whom  they  shall  also  send  quarterly  reports  by  the  15th  day  of  the  first 
month  of  each  quarter.  They  shall  make  to  the  Conference  Society  a 
report  of  the  preceding  session  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council 
and  such  other  reports  as  that  body  may  desire.  They  shall  sign  all 
drafts  on  the  Treasurer. 

11.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  give  notice  of  all  meetings  of  the 
Conference  Society  and  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  keep  the  min- 
utes of  the  same  on  record. 

12.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  funds  of  the  society,  keeping  a 
book  account  with  each  auxiliary,  and  submitting  the  same  annually 
to  an  auditor.  She  shall  send  itemized  reports  promptly  on  the  15th 
day  of  the  first  month  of  each  quarter  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Council,  therewith  transmitting  such  funds  as  are  collected 
for  the  General  Treasury.  She  shall  also  send  an  itemized  statement 
to  the  Conference  Corresponding  Secretary. 

13.  The  District  Secretaries  shall  organize  auxiliaries,  and  use  every 
available  means  to  promote  the  advancement  of  the  Woman's  Mission- 
ary Societies  in  their  districts.  They  shall  present  a  report  of  the  work 
at  the  District  Conference,  and  shall  hold  annual  meetings  in  the  dis- 
trict (composed  of  delegates  from  the  auxiliaries),  and  all-day  meet- 
ings whenever  practicable.  If  the  Conference  so  direct,  the  District 
Secretaries  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  with  auxiliaries,  and  send 
a  quarterly  report  to  the  Conference  Corresponding  Secretaries,  and  a 
copy  of  the  same  to  the  President  of  the  Conference  Society.     It  shall 
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be  their  duty  to  do  all  in  their  power  to  obtain  subscribers  to  the  Mis- 
sionary Voice  and  Young  Christian  Workers. 

14.  The  Conference  Society  may  elect  superintendents  to  cooperate 
with  the  Superintendents  of  the  Council.  They  shall  send  quarterly  re- 
ports of  their  work  to  the  General  Superintendent  of  their  department 
before  the  10th  of  the  first  month  of  each  quarter  and  report  also  to 
the  Conference  Corresponding  Secretaries. 

15.  Conference  and  Auxiliary  Society  shall  not  project  new  work  in 
the  mission  fields,  nor  respond  to  special  calls  for  aid,  without  appro- 
val of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council.. 

16.  The  regular  dues  of  the  auxiliary  societies — adult,  young  peo- 
ple's and  children's — also  funds  contributed  to  make  life  members, 
honorary  members,  and  life  patrons, -shall  not  be  devoted  to  specific 
work. 

17.  The  thank  offering  during  the  Week  of  Prayer  shall  be  applied 
to  some  specific  object  to  be  determined  each  year  by  the  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Council  in  annual  session. 

18.  The  first  meeting  of  the  fiscal  year  of  the  auxiliaries  shall  be  a 
pledge  meeting,  at  which  time  voluntary  pledges  shall  be  made  by  the 
members  and  a  report  of  the  same  be  forwarded  to  the  Conference  Cor- 
responding Secretaries. 

19.  The  Conference  Society  may  make  such  by-laws  as  the  work 
demands,  provided  the}-  do  not  conflict  with  those  made  by  the  Coun- 
cil. 

20.  During  the  annual  meetings  a  half  hour  at  noon  shall  be  set 
aside  for  devotional  services. 


ADULT  SOCIETIES 

Any  number  of  women  may  become  an  adult  auxiliary  to  the  Wo- ' 
man's  Missionary  Conference  Society  b}r  adopting  the  following  Con- 
stitution and  By-Laws  and  electing  the  officers  therein  provided: 

CONSTITUTION  FOR  AUXILIARIES 

1.  This  society  shall  be  called  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of 
the ,  auxiliary  to Conference  Society  of  the  Wom- 
an's Missionary  Council  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South. 

2.  The  object  of  this  society  shall  be  to  hasten  the  coming  of  the 
kingdom  of  God  in  the  United  States  and  non-Christian  lands  by  enlist- 

-  ing  the  women,  young  people,  and  children  in  a  study  of  the  needs  of 
the  world  and  in  active  missionary  service,  by  raising  funds  for  the 
evangelization  of  mission  fields  at  home  and  abroad,  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  institutions  under  the  care  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Council,  for  the  betterment  of  civic  and  social  conditions,  and  for  meet- 
ing neighborhood  needs. 

3.  Any  one  may  become  a  member  of  this  society  by  giving  prayer, 
service,  and  ten  cents  dues  per  month  to  either  Department,  Home  or 
Foreign,  or  twenty  cents  dues  to  both.    Opportunities  shall  be  given  for 
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pledges  and  for  freewill  offerings,  to  be  directed  by  the  donors  to  such 
objects  as  have  been  authorized  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 
Each  auxiliary  may  raise  the  amount  necessary  for  local  work. 

4.  Any  one  may  become  a  life  member  of  either  department  of  the 
society  by  the  payment  to  the  general  fund  of  twenty-five  dollars  for 
this  specific  purpose. 

5.  The  officers  of  the  society  shall  be  a  President,  four  Vice-Presi- 
ents,  two  Corresponding  Secretaries,  one  or  more  Recording  Secre- 
taries, one  or  more  Treasures,  who  shall  constitute  an  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  society. 

6.  The  society  shall  hold  at  least  one  monthly  meeting  for  education- 
al and  inspirational  purposes,  and  for  the  transaction  of  business. 
Other  meetings  may  be  held  for  Bible  study  and  the  varying  phases  of 
mission  work.  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  fiscal  year  there  shall  be  the 
annual  election  of  officers.  At  the  following  meeting  there  shall  be  full 
reports  of  the  year's  work,  installation  of  officers,  and  consideration  of 
plans  for  work  for  the  new  year. 

BY-LAWS  FOR  AUXILIARIES 

1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  society  and 
shall  actively  advance  its  interests.  At  her  request  or  in  her  absence 
one  of  the  Vice-Presidents  shall  assume  her  duties. 

2.  The  First  Vice  President  shall  have  charge  of  the  children's  work. 
The  Second  Vice  President  shall  have  charge  of  the  young  people's 

work. 

The  Third  Vice  President  shall  promote  Christian  stewardship  and 
mission  study. 

The  Fourth  Vice  President  shall  develop  the  work  of  social  service 
and  local  work. 

These  officers  shall  cooperate  with  the  Conference  officers  having  the 
same  work  in  charge,  and  shall  report  to  them  quarterly 

3.  The  Corresponding  Secretaries  shall  conduct  the  correspondence 
of  the  society  and  send  to  the  District  Secretaries  full  reports  by  the 
first  day  of  each  quarter.  They  shall  also  send  annually  to  the  District 
Secretaries  and  Conference  Corresponding  Secretaries  the  names  and 
addresses  of  the  officers  of  the  auxiliary.  They  shall  send  their  books 
to  the  district  meeting  for  examination. 

4.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  regular  and 
called  meetings,  and  see  that  each  meeting  is  properly  announced. 

5.  The  Treasurers  shall  collect  all  moneys  of  the  society,  keep  an 
account  of  the  same,  and  remit  to  the  Conference  Treasurers  by  the 
first  day  of  each  quarter,  giving  an  itemized  statement  of  the  amounts, 
a  duplicate  of  the  same  to  be  furnished  the  Auxiliary  Corresponding 
Secretary.    The  books  of  the  Treasurer  shall  be  audited  annually. 

6.  The  society  shall  elect  an  agen-t  for  the  Missionary  Voice  and  a 
Superintendent  of  Press  Work. 

7.  Superintendents  of  Bureaus  shall  be  elected  as  needed. 
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8.    The  Vice  Presidents,  Secretaries,  Treasurers,  Agent,  and  Superin- 
tendents shall  make  written  reports  at  the  monthly  business  meeting. 


YOUNG  PEOPLE'S  SOCIETIES 

CONSTITUTION 

i.    This  society  shall  be  called  the  Young  People's  Society  of. 


,  auxiliary  to   Conference  Society  of  the 

Woman's  Missionary  Council,  Methodist  Church,  South. 

2.  The  object  of  this  society  shall  be  to  hasten  the  coming  of  the 
kingdom  of  God  in  the  United  States  and  non-Christian  lands  by  enlist- 
ing the  young  people  in  active  missionary  service,  by  raising  funds  for 
the  evangelization  of  mission  fields  at  home  and  abroad,  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  institutions  under  the  care  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Council,  for  the  betterment  of  civic  and  social  conditions,  and  for  the 
relief  of  neighborhood  needs. 

3.  Any  one  between  the  ages  of  fourteen  and  twenty-two  may  be- 
come a  member  of  the  society  by  giving  regularly  prayer,  service,  and  a 
stated  offering  monthly  or  quarterly  to  missions.  Opportunities  will  be 
given  for  pledges  for  special  work,  and  freewill  offerings  to  be  used  as 
directed  by  donors  to  such  objects  as  are  authorized  by  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Council. 

The  membership  fund  shall  be  divided  as  follows :  Fifty  per  cent  to 
the  Foreign  Department,  fifty  per  cent  to  the  Home  Department.  No 
other  funds  are  subject  to  this  division. 

4.  Any  one  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  society  by  the  payment 
to  the  general  fund  of  ten  dollars  for  this  specific  purpose. 

5.  The  officers  of  the  society  shall  be  a  President,  four  Vice  Presi- 
dents, one  or  more  Corresponding  Secretaries,  a  Recording  Secretary, 
one  or  more  Treasurers,  who  shall  constitute  an  Executive  Committee 
of  the  society. 

6.  The  society  shall  hold  at  least  one  monthly  meeting  for  education- 
al and  inspirational  purposes,  and  for  the  transaction  of  business.  Oth- 
er meetings  may  be  held  for  Bible  study  and  the  varying  phases  of  mis- 
sion work.  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  fiscal  year  there  shall  be  the  an- 
nual election  of  officers.  At  the  following  meeting  there  shall  be  full 
reports  of  the  year's  work,  installation  of  officers,  and  consideration  of 
plans  for  work  for  the  new  year.

3.  The  Corresponding  Secretaries  shall  conduct  the  correspondence 
of  the  society  and  make  reports  to  the  Vice-President  of  the  Conference 
by  the  first  day  of  each  quarter  and  to  the  District  Secretaries,  to  whom 
they  shall  send  annually  the  names  and  addresses  of  their  officers. 

4.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  regular  and 
called  meetings,  and  see  that  each  meeting  is  properly  announced. 

5.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  all  funds  of  the  society,  keeping  a 
book  account  of  the  same,  and  remit  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  by 
the  first  day  of  each  quarter.  She  shall  send  a  duplicate  report  to  the 
Second  Vice  President  of  the  Conference,  and  also  furnish  the  Corre- 
sponding Secretaries  of  her  auxiliary  with  a  statement  of  the  amounts 
remitted.    The  books  of  the  Treasurer  shall  be  audited. 


THE  CHILDREN'S  DEPARTMENT 

CONSTITUTION 

In  this  department  the  children  shall  be  organized  for  the  foreign 
and  home  mission  work. 

The  object  shall  be  to  give  them  missionary  education,  train  them 
for  Christian  service,  and  cultivate  in  them  habits  of  liberal  and  sys- 
tematic giving,  Bible-reading,  and  prayer. 

This  department  shall  consist  of  Baby  and  Junior  Divisions  under  a 
superintendent  who  shall  also  be  a  Vice  President  of  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Auxiliary,  whose  work  shall  be  correlated  with  the  Confer- 
ence Vice  President  in  charge  of  children's  work.  All  membership 
funds  shall  be  divided  equally,  the  mite  box  funds  divided  in  the  pro- 
portion of  sixty  per  cent  to  the  Foreign  and  forty  per  cent  to  the  Home 
Department. 

BABY  DIVISION 

1.  Any  child  five  years  of  age  and  under  may  become  a  member  of 
the  Baby  Division  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  upon  the  pay- 
ment of  an  enrolment  fee  of  twenty-five  cents.  Each  child  of  the 
Baby  Division  shall  be  given  a  certificate  and  shall  be  furnished  with 
a  mite  box  for  voluntary  offerings,  to  be  opened  quarterly.  Any  child 
may  become  a  life  member  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  by  the 
payment  of  five  dollars. 

2.  Names  of  children  may  be  placed  on  the  Memorial  Roll  by  an 
offering  to  missions  and  by  the  use  of  mite  boxes  in  memory  of  the 
child.

3.  At  least  once  a  year  special  meetings  shall  be  held  for  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Baby  Division,  at  which  time  mite  boxes  shall  be  opened 
and  a  helpful  program  be  carried  out. 

4.  The  First  Vice-President  of  Adult  Auxiliaries  shall  have  charge 
of  the  Baby  Division. 

JUNIOR  DIVISION 

1.  Any  child  between  the  ages  of  five  and  fourteen  years  may  be- 
come a  member  of  the  Junior  Division  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Society  by  giving  regularly  prayer,  service,  and  a  stated  offering  to 
missions.  Each  child  of  the  Junior  Division  shall  be  furnished  a  mite 
box  for  voluntary  offerings,  to  be  opened  quarterly.  Any  child  may  be- 
come a  life  member  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  by  the  pay- 
ment of  five  dollars  to  the  general  fund  for  this  specific  purpose. 

2.  The  officers  of  the  Junior  Division  shall  be  a  President,  four 
Vice-Presidents,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Recording  Secretary,  and 
Treasurer. 

3.  The  Junior  Division  shall  meet  at  least  once  a  month  to  follow 
some  line  of  study  for  which  a  program  shall  be  furnished. 

BY-LAWS 

1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  society  and  in 
every  way  advance  its  interests.  In  her  absence  one  of  the  Vice-Presi- 
dents shall  preside.  . 

2.  The  First  Vice-President  shall  help  in  the  work  of  the  Baby  Di- 
vision. 

The  Second  Vice-President  shall  be  agent  for  the  Young  Chris- 
tian Worker. 

The  Third  Vice-President  shall  promote  Christian  stewardship  and 
mission  study. 

The  Fourth  Vice-President  shall  have  charge  of  the  social  service 
and  local  work  of  the  children. 

3.  The  Corresponding  Secretaries  shall  conduct  the  correspondence 
of  the  society  and  make  quarterly  reports  to  the  Vice-President  of  the 
Conference  and  to  the  District  Secretaries,  to  whom  they  shall  send 
annually  the  names  and  addresses  of  their  officers. 

4.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  regular  and 
called  meetings,  and  see  that  each  meeting  is  properly  announced. 

5.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  all  funds  of  the  society,  keeping  a 
book  account  of  the  same,  and  remit  to  the  Conference  Treasurer 
quarterly.  She  shall  send  a  duplicate  report  to  the  Second  Vice-Presi- 
dent of  the  Conference,  and  also  furnish  the  Corresponding  Secre- 
taries of  her  auxiliary  with  a  statement  of  the  amounts  remitted.  The 
books  of  the  Treasurer  shall  be  audited.

Mrs.  Bradshaw  moved  that  Mrs.  Swindell  be  made  agent 
for  the  Blanche  Fentress  School,  and  that  all  money  for  this  • 
purpose  be  sent  to  her.     The  motion  was  adopted. 

It  was  moved  and  carried  that  our  new  president  be  sent 
as  alternate  for  the  Home  Department  to  the  council  meet- 
ing, and  that  her  expenses  be  paid. 

It  was  moved  and  carried  that  Mrs.  Duncan  be  made  alter- 
nate to  the  council  meeting  from  the  Foreign  Department. 

The  report  of  committee  on  resolutions  was  read  by  Miss 
Fannie  Louise  Xeal  and  adopted  by  a  rising  vote.  [Resolu- 
tion Xo.  2.] 

Mrs.  E.  C.  Duncan  was  elected  editor  of  the  missionary  V' 
page  in  the  Raleigh  Christian  Advocate. 

Mrs.  John  urged  that  the  ladies  give  Mrs.  Duncan  their 
support  in  helping  her  make  the  page  of  more  interest  and 
help  to  the  Conference. 

Mrs.  Faison  moved  that  the  Conference  express  to  Mrs. 
Mann  its  thanks  and  appreciation  of  her  work  in  writing  up 
the  accounts  of  former  meetings. 
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Miss  Lillie  Duke,  on  behalf  of  Memorial  Church,  expressed 
the  pleasure  of  the  church  in  having  entertained  this  session 
of  the  Conference. 

Mrs.  Duncan  was  given  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  for  her 
work.     The  minutes  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Conference  adjourned  with  praver  bv  Mrs.  K.  A. 
Willis. 


EVENING  SERVICES 


WEDNESDAY. 

The  preparatory  service  for  the  second  annual  session  of 
the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  the  ]STorth  Carolina  Con- 
ference met  in  Memorial  Church,  Durham,  "N.  C,  Wednesday 
evening,  January  21,  1914,  at  8  o'clock.  The  exercises  were 
opened  with  an  anthem  by  the  choir,  "O  Be  Joyful  Unto  the 
Lord."    Hymn  Xo.  415  was  sung. 

Rev.  L.  P.  Howard  read  a  scripture  lesson  from  the  fortieth 
Psalm.  He  then  led  in  prayer,  closing  with  the  Lord's 
Prayer. 

Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates  in  very  beautiful  and  fitting  words  wel- 
comed the  Conference.  Mr.  Howard  also  expressed  his  pleas- 
ure at  having  the  Conference  meet  at  Memorial  Church,  and 
spoke  beautifully  of  woman's  work  in  the  church.

"And  the  Jews  sought  him  and  said,  Where  is  he  ?"  This  was 
followed  by  a  series  of  short  prayers  by  members  of  the  Con- 
ference. The  congregation  was  then  dismissed  with  the  bene- 
diction bv  Mr.  Howard. 


THURSDAY. 


The  evening  service  was  opened  with  the  anthem,  "Bless 
the  Lord,  O  My  Soul,"  sung  by  the  choir.  Mrs.  John  an- 
nounced Hymn  654,  and  after  singing  this  hymn  the  congre- 
gation was  led  in  prayer  by  Rev.  W.  W.  Peele.  The  121st 
Psalm  was  read  and  a  short  prayer  offered  by  Mrs.  John. 

The  following  reports  were  read  and  adopted :  Prom  the 
treasurer  of  the  Foreign  Department,  Mrs.  B.  B.  Adams 
[officer's  report  ]STo.  6.];  from  the  treasurer  of  the  Home 
Department,  Mrs.  1ST.  E.  Edgerton  [officer's  report  No.  7]  ; 
from  the  fourth  vice  president,  Mrs.  W.  H.  Speight  [officer's 
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report  Xo.  5]  ;  from  the  second  vice  president,  Miss  Lillie 
Duke  [officer's  report  Xo.  3]  ;  from  the  third  vice  president, 
Miss  Sallie  Lou  McKinnon  [officer's  report  No.  -A]. 

After  announcements,  the  benediction  was  pronounced  by 
Rev.  H.  M.  North. 


FRIDAY. 


The  services  opened  with  Mrs.  W.  PI.  Speight  in  the  chair. 
"Day  is  Dying  in  the  West"  was  rendered  by  the  choir,  after 
which  the  thirty-third  Psalm  was  read  responsively.  The 
council  hymn,  "Lead  On,  O  King  Eternal/'  was  enthusiastic- 
ally sung  by  the  congregation;  then  Mrs.  Spillman  led  in 
prayer,  and  the  choir  sang  the  Lord's  Prayer  as  a  response. 

Owing;  to  the  absence  of  Mrs.  Sue  D.  Swindell,  the  report 
of  the  corresponding  secretary  of  the  Foreign  Department  was 
read  by  Mrs.  B.  B.  Adams  and  was  adopted  by  the  Confer- 
ence.     [Officer's  report  No.  S.] 

Mrs.  R.  B.  John  read  the  report  of  the  corresponding  sec- 
retary of  the  Home  Department,  which  was  adopted.  [Of- 
ficer's report  No.  9.] 

Miss  Lillie  I.  Duke,  field  secretary  of  the  Conference,  read 
the  report  of  the  year's  work,  and  it  was  adopted.  [Officer's 
report  No.  10.] 

Mrs.  Lee  Britt  gave  in  a  few  minutes  a  most  vivid  picture 
of  the  work  of  both  departments,  making  us  feel  that  if  all 
knew  the  need  and  the  opportunity,  more  would  respond  with 
their  prayers,  their  service,  and  their  means. 

Announcements  for  Saturday  were  followed  by  the  dox- 
ology,  and  the  congregation  was  dismissed  with  the  benedic- 
tion bv  Rev.  H.  M.  North. 


SATURDAY. 


Devotional  exercises  were  conducted  by  Mrs.  R.  B.  John. 
Hymn  649  was  sung  and  Mrs.  John  read  a  few  verses  from 
Psalm  137,  after  which  she  led  the  Conference  in  prayer. 

Miss  Lillie  Stradley,  returned  missionary  from  Brazil,  was 
presented  to  the  Conference.  She  made  a  most  interesting 
address  on  the  customs  and  resources  of  Brazil.  She  spoke 
especially  of  its  educational  progress,  and  of  the  work  done 
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by  Dr.  Lane  in  the  Presbyterian  school,  and  of  Miss  Mattie 
Watts,  founder  of  the  Methodist  school.  She  spoke  in  the 
very  highest  terms  of  the  work  done  in  the  only  boys'  school 
in  Brazil,  the  gift  of  Mr.  B.  X.  Dnke.  She  made  an  appeal 
to  the  North  Carolina  Conference  to  erect  a  school  at  liio  and 
name  it  the  ]STorth  Carolina  School. 

After  announcements,  the  congregation  was  dismissed  with 
a  prayer  led  by  Mrs.  Faison. 


SUNDAY  SERVICES 


MORNING. 

Sunday  morning,  with  its  cloudless  sky  and  its  bracing- 
atmosphere,  saw  the  auditorium  of  Memorial  Church  crowded 
with  an  expectant  throng.  Every  seat  was  occupied,  chairs 
were  placed  in  the  aisles  and  near  the  chancel,  the  gallery  was 
filled,  and  even  then  some  were  compelled  to  stand  during  the 
entire  service.  Special  music  was  rendered  by  a  large  chorus 
choir  formed  by  the  union  of  the  choirs  of  Trinity  Church 
and  Memorial  Church.  After  the  singing  of  an  anthem  by 
the  choir,  Bishop  James  H.  McCoy  announced  Hymn  ~No.  78, 
which  was  followed  by  the  Apostles'  Creed  and  a  prayer. 
Psalm  46  was  read  responsively,  after  which  Hymn  654  was 
sung.  As  a  second  lesson,  Bishop  McCoy  read  Revelations  14, 
taking  as  his  text  the  21st  verse.  His  sermon  dealt  with  the 
general  theme  of  the  relationship  of  the  individual  to  the 
world.  The  figure  that  John  drew,  said  he,  represents  the 
Church  Triumphant,  or  in  its  perfect  state.  He  said  God  is 
v,  working  out  this  perfect  state  through  men;  that  we  only 
have  to  look  back  through  history  to  see  this  being  brought  to 
pass.    His  sermon  was  one  of  great  power  and  inspiration. 

At  the  close  of  the  sermon  Dr.  P.  1ST.  Parker  led  in  prayer, 
and  after  singing  Hymn  655  the  congregation  was  dismissed 
with  the  benediction. 


AFTERNOON. 

Sunday  afternoon's  service  proved  to  be  one  of  the  most 
interesting  of  the  whole  Conference,  for  that  was  the  chil- 
dren's hour,  and  more  than  a  hundred  children  gathered  to 
hear  what  Miss  Stradley  had  to  tell  them  of  the  children  in 
Brazil.  They  also  heard  what  Mrs.  N.  H.  D.  Wilson  had  to 
say  of  the  work  of  the  children  of  the  Xorth  Carolina  Con- 
ference, in  whom  she  is  so  much  interested.  Some  little  in- 
terest was  created  when  three  little  girls,  dressed  in  the  cos- 
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tumes  of  Brazilian,  Korean,  and  Chinese  children,  entered 
the  church  and  sang  in  the  Armenian  language,  "Come  to 
Jesus." 

The  following  banners  were  presented  by  Mrs.  Wilson: 
Biscoe  Bright  Jewels,  for  the  greatest  amount  per  member, 
received  a  Chinese  banner. 

Memorial  Church,  Durham,  won  the  Korean  banner  for 
greatest  amount  of  money  raised. 

Epworth,  Raleigh,  for  adding  most  members  during  the 
year,  received  a  Chinese  banner. 

Biscoe  Young  People  won  the  Cuban  banner,  which  is 
given  by  the  Littleton  College  girls  for  the  greatest  amount 
raised  per  capita. 

The  children's  service  was  then  closed  with  a  prayer  by 
Mrs.  Spillman. 

Immediately  following  the  children's  service  was  the  service 
for  the  young  people,  conducted  by  Mrs.  Spillman.  She 
spoke  with  the  clearness  and  earnestness  and  enthusiasm  that 
are  characteristic  of  her.  ]^ot  one  person  in  the  house  went 
away  who  did  not  feel  that  she  had  been  benefited  by  Mrs. 
Spillman's  inspiring  and  beautiful  address.  She  closed  with 
prayer,  and  the  benediction  was  pronounced  by  Rev.  J.  A. 
Daily. 


EVENING. 


Sunday  night's  service  was  a  most  fitting  climax  to  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Conference.  The  exercises  were  begun 
by  an  anthem  by  the  choir.  Mrs.  John  announced  Hymn 
415  and  Mr.  Howard  led  in  prayer. 

Mrs.  Spillman  announced  that  the  subject  of  her  talk  for 
the  evening  was  "Christ's  Outline  for  Our  Tasks."  It  would 
be  impossible  to  give  an  adequate  report  of  her  address.  She 
pleaded  that  we  might  catch  an  enlarged  vision  of  God's  work 
in  the  church,  in  Southern  Methodism,  and  in  heathen  lands ; 
that  we  might  know  what  Christ  meant  by  the  story  of  the 
Good  Samaritan;  and  that  we  might  unlerstand  what  Jesus 
meant  when  He  said  "I  came  to  set  at  liberty  those  whose 
lives  were  bruised."  At  the  close  of  her  address  she  made  a 
most  beautiful  plea  for  new  consecration.  As  she  took  her 
seat  the  choir  sang  softly,  "Hear  the  Voice  of  Jesus  Calline;, 
'Who  Will  Go  and  Work  To-day  ?'  " 
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Bishop  McCoy  was  asked  to  lead  in  prayer  and  to  pray 
especially  that  God  would  put  His  hand  on  some  of  our 
choicest  boys  and  girls  and  send  them  as  missionaries.

MISS    BLANCHE    FENTRESS 

As  classmate,  as  friend  for  half  a  century,  as  co- 
worker in  the  beloved  cause  of  Foreign  Missions,  it 
has  become  my  pleasant  privilege  to  drop  one  more 
flower  on  the  sacred  dust  of  our  friend  and  colaborer, 
Miss  Blanche  Fentress. 

From  early  womanhood,  her  chief  joy  was  in  a  life 
of  service.  To  gratify  the  desires  of  her  spiritual 
nature,  avenues  of  usefulness  were  opened  up  to  her, 
in  her  home,  in  the  Sunday-school,  in  the  neglected 
districts,  and  in  every  activity  that  looked  to  the  up- 
building of  society.  True  to  the  interest  of  her  own 
church,  she  was  ever  ready  to  help  in  a  good  cause  in 
other  denominations.  As  one  has  recently  said,  "she 
was  guileless."  This  one  word  characterized  her 
whole  life.  Like  Nathanael,  she  was  entitled  to  this 
beautiful    distinction,    to   be    one    "in    whom    was   no 


guile.''  The  influence  of  her  Christian  character 
reached  out  and  touched  the  lives  of  all  with  whom 
she  caiue  in  contact.  Her  eyes  seemed  closed  to  the 
evil  in  the  lives  of  others,  and  she  saw  only  the  good. 
thereby  so  enlarging  her  vision  that  she  saw  only  the 
beautiful.- 

Her  daily  walk  was  the  fruit  of  her  constant  prayer. 
"Purge  me  with  hyssop  and  I  shall  be  clean :  wash  me. 
and  I  shall  be  whiter  than  snow."  Indeed,  her  power 
was  in  prayer,  and  none  more  fully  realized  its  influ- 
ences than  those  most  nearly  related  to  her  in  the 
work  of  missions.  This  work,  born  of  prayer,  and 
struggling  through  prayer,  rested  heavily  upon  her 
heart,  and  just  how  much  this  great  organization 
that  now  wields  such  an  influence  in  our  Methodism 
in  North  Carolina  owes  to  God.  in  answer  to  Miss 
Fentress's  prayers,  none  can  tell. 

Being  selected  recording  secretary  at  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of 
the  North  Carolina  Conference,  she  entered  upon  her 
duties  as  one  fitted  for  the  task.  Just  how  faithfully 
she  performed  these  duties,  the  record  shows.  For 
thirty-three  years,  without  missing  a  single  session, 
she  was  at  her  post  of  duty. 

Then  on  the  eve  of  her  departure  to  attend  the  Con- 
ference which  convened  at  Littleton,  the  Father  laid 
his  hand  upon  her  and  said.  "Rest  a  while."  With  the 
same  submissive  spirit  that  characterized  her  through 
life,  she  bore  her  sufferings  and  awaited  her  Lord's 
coming. 

When  He  called  her  hence,  she  no  doubt  heard  that 
welcome  plaudit.  "Well  done,  good  and  faithful  serv- 
ant :  enter  thou  into  the  joy  of  thy  Lord."

The  Conference  president.  Miss  Emma  Page,  having  been  compelled 
to  resign  on  account  of  ill  health,  presented  no  report.

FIRST  VICE   PRESIDENT. 

Many  years  ago,  on  the  shores  of  Galilee,  Jesus  used  the  lunch  of 
a  little  boy  to  feed  the  hungry  multitudes.  Since  that  time  he  has 
used  little  children  in  missionary  work.  Miss  Belle  Brain  says  that 
in  proportion  to  their  income,  children  are  the  largest  givers  in  the 
world.  We  who  have  worked  with  both  children  and  grown  people 
believe  this  to  be  true.  If  we  were  to  take  from  our  missionary 
work  the  gifts  of  the  children,  many  of  our  greatest  and  best  insti- 
tutions would  have  to  close.  Children  are  not  only  the  best  givers, 
but  they  are  also  among  the  best  prayers.  James  Chalmers  of  New 
Guinea  said :  "Thank  God  for  bairns'  prayers.  I  like  best  the 
prayers  of  little  children." 

The  importance  of  the  children's  missionary  societies  is  very  great. 
Through  these  the  children  not  only  learn  to  give  their  money  and 
their  prayers,  but  also  to  give  themselves  to  the  work.  Ann  Gardner 
Moffat  had  a  little  mission  band  of  seven  children.  From  this  little 
band  came  one  of  the  world's  greatest  missionaries,  Robert  Moffat. 
Many  of  our  greatest  missionaries  have  given  themselves  to  the 
work  while  they  were  children,  not  only  Robert  Moffat,  but  Bishop 
Patterson,  James  Chalmers,  Adoniram  Judson,  Emily  Judson.  and 
many  others.  If  you  will  read  the  lives  of  our  own  missionaries 
and  deaconesses,  you  will  be  surprised  to  find  how  many  of  them  felt 
the  call  to  service  while  they  were  yet  children.  For  these  reasons 
one  must  see  that  one  of  the  greatest  influences  for  good  in  the 
church  to-day,  as  in  other  days,  is  the  children's  missionary  society. 
I  pity  the  church  which  neglects  this  great  work.  All  over  the  world, 
in  scattered  mission  bands,  thousands  of  little  ones  are  at  work,  sav- 
ing pennies,  giving  gladly ;  prayers  are  going  up  from  pure  and  inno- 
cent hearts  for  God's  blessing  on  the  heathen  world ;  and  little  hearts  / 
and  lives  are  being  given  to  God  before  the  world  can  get  its  hands 
upon  them.  Oh !  what  a  privilege  to  have  a  part  in  such  a  work ! 
The  first  vice  president  who  has  been  true  and  faithful  to  the  little 
ones  committed  to  her  care  can  never  know  the  extent  of  her  work. 
From  the  ranks  of  your  Bright  Jewel  Band  may  come  some  great 
missionary.  At  the  least,  you  are  training  for  service  those  who  will 
be  the  very  life  of  the  Church  in  the  years  to  come. 

For  us  the  year  1913  was  one  of  hard  work  and  great  anxiety,  but 
to-day  we  have  great  cause  for  rejoicing.  The  union  not  only  greatly 
increased  our  labor,  but  the  readjustment  presented  some  very  diffi- 
cult problems.  But  our  first  vice  presidents,  with  a  few  exceptions, 
have  tried  to  carry  on  the  work  according  to  the  rules  laid  down  by 
the  Woman's  Council.  Some  of  the  former  lady  managers  feared 
for  the  Mary  Black  Hospital,  which  had  become  so  precious  to  them 
through  years  of  labor  for  it,  but  they  loyally  undertook  the  raising  . 
of  the  additional  $630  for  the  support  of  our  new  home  mission ' 
special,  the  Japanese  Kindergartens  in  California.  After  consulta- 
tion with  our  Conference  Corresponding  Secretary  for  the  Home  De- 
partment and  with  the  Council  authorities,  I  early  in  the  year  chose 
this  beautiful  work  for  the  special  of  the  Home  Department  of  the 
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Bright  Jewels.  At  the  end  of  the  yeai'  we  find  that,  in  answer  to 
(  our  prayers,  God  has  given  us  success.  The  close  of  the  first  year 
of  the  United  Children's  Missionary  Society  in  the  North  Carolina 
Conference  sees  both  pledges  in  full  and  running  over.  Let  us  thank 
God,  take  courage,  and  enter  upon  the  new  year's  work  with  our 
lives  more  fully  given  to  His  service  and  a  deeper  faith  in  His 
power  to  help. 

During  the  year  42  baby  divisions  and  102  junior  divisions  have 
reported  to  me.  So  far  as  I  can  judge.  10  of  the  junior  divisions 
and  17  of  the  baby  divisions  are  new.  but  so  many  societies  have 
failed  to  report  at  all  that  I  fear  we  cannot  claim  any  great  advance 
in  numbers.  I  am  convinced  that  the  cause  of  this  failure  is  almost 
invariably  because  no  woman  can  be  found  capable  and  willing  to 
lead  them.  The  children  are  always  glad  to  work.  But  they  must 
have  a  leader.  Last  year,  at  the  very  close  of  the  year,  I  had  a 
letter  from  a  dear  girl  sending  a  report  without  any  money,  saying. 
"We  wanted  you  to  know  that  we  were  still  a  Bright  Jewel  Band. 
-  but  as  we  did  not  have  any  lady  manager,  we  have  not  done  any 
work."  The  failure  of  these  children  and  of  the  many  more  like 
them  to  do  valuable  work  for  the  Master  and  to  grow  in  grace  as 
^  they  work  for  Him  should  lie  heavily  upon  the  conscience  of  that 
woman  who  might  and  would  not  lead  them,  preferring  in  all  proba- 
bility society  pleasures  or  careless  indolence  to  the  clear  call  of 
service. 

Our  pledges  for  the  year  were  $1,000  for  the  Mary  Black  Memorial 
Hospital  at  Soochow,  China,  and  $630  for  the  Japanese  Kindergartens 
at  Oakland  and  Alameda,  California.  On  this  we  used  the  money 
from  memorial  rolls,  from  mite  boxes  and  special  collections. 
Wherever  the  society  in  remitting  did  not  specify  the  cause,  all 
mite  box  money  and  special  collections  were  divided — 10  per  cent  to 
the  home  and  60  to  the  foreign  special,  according  to  the  rule  for  mite 
boxes  laid  down  by  the  Council.  It  would  simplify  the  work  of  the 
Conference  first  vice  president  and  not  greatly  alter  the  results  if 
every  auxiliary  first  vice  president  would  simply  send  her  mite  box 
and  special  collection  money  in  undivided.  I  so  desire  that  all  the 
children  should  have  a  part  in  all  the  work,  and  learn  to  pray  and 
work  for  the  Master's  cause  both  at  home  and  abroad. 

The  amount  raised  for  clues  has  to  be  divided  equally  between  the 
two  departments.  This  has  worked  injustice  this  year  to  the  for- 
eign department.  The  bands  which  had  been  Mite  Box  Brigades  had 
not  been  accustomed  to  paying  dues,  or  only  very  small  dues.  Some 
of  these  loyally  adopted  the  5  cents  a  month  recommended  by  our 
last  annual  meeting.  Many  did  not  do  this.  The  result  is  that 
while  we  have  raised  more  dues  than  ever  before,  and  there  is  a 
remarkable  increase  in  the  amount  for  the  Home  Department,  the 
amount  of  dues  in  the  Foreign  Department  shows  a  sad  falling  off. 
It  would  seem  only  justice  that  while  the  Council  requires  the  equal 
division  of  this  fund,  all  societies  strive  faithfully  to  adopt  the- 
same  rule  in  the  matter  of  the  amount  sought.  I  recommend  that  5 
cents  a  month  be  again  fixed  for  the  membership  fee,  and  that  every 
first  vice  president  be  urged  to  educate  her  children,  if  possible,  to 
this  rule.  Naturally  this  is  one  of  the  readjustments  in  which  we 
will  have  to  be  patient. 

The  last  annual  meeting  requested  that  every  child  be  asked  to 
pay  10  cents  for  Conference  expense  fund.  It  so  complicates  the 
children's  work  to  multiply  causes,  that  I  have  not  pressed  this 
matter.  I  thought  it  better  to  lay  all  our  stress  on  the  dues  and 
pledge  and  to  use  enough  of  undirected  special  collections  to  meet 
the  expenses  of  our  work.  I  think  that  the  year's  work  has  proved 
the   wisdom   of  this   plan.     I   would    recommend   that   hereafter   no 
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expense  fund  be  laid  on  the  Bright  Jewels,  but  that  the  Conference 
first  vice  president  be  authorized  to  retain  from  her  collections  an 
amount  sufficient  to  meet  the  expenses  of  her  office. 

Last  year  the  first  vice  president  of  the  Home  Department  gave  a 
banner  to  the  society  having  the  greatest  increase  in  members  and 
money.  As  the  Foreign  Department  already  had  banners  for  the 
most  money  and  for  the  largest  increase  in  membership.  I  have  de- 
cided to  use  the  banner  which  had  been  given  by  the  Home  Depart- 
ment to  the  Baby  Division  which  raised  the  most  money.  It  there- 
fore goes  to  the  Rocky  Mount  band.  Their  baby  division  raised 
$26.25.  The  banner  for  the  greatest  increase  in  members  goes  to 
one  of  our  new  societies,  Epworth,  Raleigh.  Biscoe  has  won  the 
banner  for  the  greatest  amount  per  member  by  paying  $2.98,  but 
plucky  little  Pantego  is  not  far  behind  with  her  $2.81.  Quite  a  number 
have  passed  the  $2  mark.  And  now  it  gives  me  unusual  pleasure  to 
announce  that  the  banner  for  the  largest  amount  goes  again  to 
Memorial  Church,  which  held  it  last  year.  This  band  raised  this 
year  $223.56,  the  largest,  so  far  as  I  know,  ever  raised  by  an3T  band 
in  any  year.  I  want  to  congratulate  them  and  the  wide-awake, 
faithful  women  who  have  led  them.

'Yes ;  God  and  I.'  "  Miss  Belle  Brain  applies  this  to  the  missionary 
possibilities  of  a  little  child :  "I  look  into  the  face  of  a  company  of 
little  children,  and  I  hear  a  whisper  saying :  'By  and  by  I  will  be  a 
blessing  to  many.  By  and  by  I  will  give  money  to  the  Lord  Jesus  for 
His  work.  By  and  by  I  will  teach  many  to  love  the  cause  of  mis- 
sions. By  and  by  I  will  cross  the  ocean  to  carry  the  gospel  to  those 
who  have  it  not.  By  and  by  I  will  turn  many  from  worshiping 
idols  to  serve  the  living  God.  By  and  by  I  shall  finish  my  course  and 
be  among  the  glorified  with  my  Redeemer.'  'You,  frail,  powerless 
little  one?'  I  ask.     And  the  little  child  makes  answer:     'Yes;  Christ

YOUNG   PEOPLE'S  WORK,  1913. 

In  presenting  this  report  on  Young  People's  Work  I  wish  first  of 
all  to  impress  upon  your  minds  and  hearts  the  importance  not  only 
of  winning,  but  also  of  holding  the  young  people.  Young  people 
are  to  be  found  in  every  church.  Their  number  varies.  In  some 
instances  there  are  only  a  few :  in  others,  they  are  more  numerous, 
while  in  the  larger  communities  they  may  be  counted  by  scores  and 
hundreds.  Engaged  in  all  the  activities  of  life,  enjoying  all  its  free- 
dom, they  are  at  the  same  time  exposed  to  all  its  dangers.  Who  is 
caring  for  them?  Is  the  church  making  use  of  them?  What  are 
they  doing?  Where  are  they  going?  What  are  they  reading?  How 
many  of  us  are  either  qualified  or  willing  to  answer  these  questions? 
Many  of  our  boys  and  girls,  becoming  indifferent  and  discouraged, 
are  drifting  from  our  church,  turning  either  to  secret  orders  or  to 
y/  churches  of  other  denominations  where  they  claim  to  find  a  more 
united  brotherhood.  During  these  days  of  their  sore  need  shall  we 
be  guilty  of  failing  to  reach  out  a  helping  hand  in  the  spirit  of  true 
fellowship  ? 

Possibly  to  win  young  people  is  not  difficult,  but  surely  to  hold 
them  is  a  problem.  We  must  realize  that  before  us  lies  a  stupendous 
task,  and  that  failure  is  inevitable  unless  they  find  in  our  lives  both 
an  example  and  an  inspiration  to  Christian  service.  Spasmodic 
effort  in  this  directon  will  of  necessity  prove  ineffectual.  A  well 
organized  system  is  an  absolute  necessity ;  but  no  machine,  however 
perfect,  will  run  itself.  Leaders  too  are  needed — leaders  who  are 
willing  to  devote  time  and  energy  to  this  work,  who  will  study  its 
needs  and  inspire  the  young  people  themselves  with  a  realization  of 
its  possibilities. 

We  may  well  take  as  our  motto  for  the  coming  year  Paul's  injunc- 
tion to  Timothy,  "Study  to  show  thyself  approved  unto  God,  a  work- 
man that  needeth  not  to  be  ashamed."  Paul  saw  wonderful  possibili- 
ties in  the  life  of  this  young  man,  and  so  with  enthusiasm  he  urges 
Timothy  to  put  forth  his  best  efforts  for  the  Master.  Therefore  he 
says  "Study."  It  is  only  when  we  know,  that  we  are  able  to  do. 
Nowhere  is  this  more  true  than  in  the  field  of  missionary  activity. 
Knowledge  forms  the  basis  of  interest  in  missions.  It  strengthens 
our  faith.  It  deepens  our  prayer  life.  It  increases  our  giving.  It 
gives  us  a  wider  vision  of  the  world's  needs  and  helps  us  to  do  our 
duty  more  willingly  and  more  intelligently.  It  is  true  that  we  need 
to  stress  the  educational  and  social  natures  of  young  people,  but  far 
more  should  we  keep  before  them  the  spiritual  element,  for  the 
Master  has  need  of  and  is  calling  them.  He  is  depending  on  them 
to  carry  His  gospel  into  Judea,  into  Samaria,  and  unto  the  uttermost 
parts  of  the  earth. 

In  regard  to  the  young  people  of  this  our  own  North  Carolina  Con- 
ference, I  take  a  pardonable  pride  in  saying  that  all  have  done  well, 
many  have  done  exceptionally  well ;  some  have  exhibited  a  phe- 
nomenal growth,  while  a  few  have  well-nigh  become  a  model  of  per- 
fection. If  time  permitted,  I  should  like  to  mention  a  number  of 
auxiliaries.  I  must,  however,  content  myself  with  rendering  honor 
to  whom  honor  is  due.  Among  the  united  auxiliaries,  Biscoe,  with 
only  15  members — all  of  whom,  however,  are  active  and  enthusiastic 
— has  the  best  general  record,  averaging  $20.05  per  member.  Laurin- 
burg  follows  with  an  average  of  $14.S3  per  member.  As  regards  de- 
partmental honors.  Laurinburg  stands  first  in  the  Foreign  Depart- 
ment, with  Biscoe  a  close  second.     In  the  Home  Department,  Biscoe 
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stands  first,  while  Mary  Steele  of  Rockingham  holds  second  place. 
St.  Paul's  of  Goldsboro  takes  third  place  in  both  departments. 

There  are  four  foreign  auxiliaries  deserving  special  mention : 
Franklinton,  Hertford.  Oxford,  and  Franklinton,  No.  2. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  past  year  my  first  work  was  to  put  myself 
in  touch  with  the  young  people  of  the  Foreign  Department.  The 
young  people  of  the  Home  Department  had  already  been  under  my 
care  for  a  year.  My  only  task  with  them,  therefore,  was  to  revise 
the  records.  In  all  cases  where  only  one  department  was  repre- 
sented I  urged  the  president  of  the  auxiliary  to  add  the  other  depart- 
ment wherever  practicable. 

My  letters  and  appeals  throughout  the  year  have  met  with  a  hearty 
and  prompt  response,  and  the  reports  also  have  been  prompt  and 
accurate.  In  a  few  instances  auxiliaries  have  been  allowed  to  lapse. 
but,  on  the  other  hand,  we  are  glad  to  report  four  accessions,  as  fol- 
lows :     Ocracoke,  Rowland,  Greenville,  and  Faison. 

The  literature  for  our  young  people  has  been  more  attractive  this 
year  than  formerly.  The  thoughts  and  suggestions  offered  have  ap- 
pealed more  strongly  to  the  readers.  That  this  is  in  itself  a  great 
gain  I  am  sure  all  will  admit,  since  so  many  of  the  young  people 
depend  entirely  upon  this  one  source  for  their  information.  Unfortu- 
nately, there  are  very  few  subscribers  to  either  of  our  periodicals. 

I  regret  to  add  that  the  week  of  prayer  was  poorly  observed  by  the 
young  people.  Let  us  hope  that  another  year  will  show  a  deeper 
interest  in  this  special  season. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  endeavored  to  encourage  the  young 
people  to  report  their  work  through  the  columns  of  the  Raleigh  Chris- 
tian Advocate,  hoping  in  this  way  to  keep  our  work  before  the  people 
and  if  possible  to  create  a  deeper  interest  among  ourselves.  A  few 
of  the  young  people  responded  :  but  may  1  ask,  "What  did  you  older 
folks  do?"  Your  editor  waited — but  in  vain — for  you  failed  to  fur- 
nish "copy." 

The  Laredo  Seminary  and  the  McTyiere  School  which  formed  the 
"specials"  for  the  young  people  as  assigned  by  the  Woman's  Mission- 
ary Council,  were  not  stressed.  I  did.  however,  mention  them  in  my 
first  letter  to  the  auxiliaries,  and  special  literature  concerning  them 
was  sent  out.  We  failed,  however,  to  face  the  situation,  only  two 
auxiliaries  responding.  I  now,  therefore,  urge  that  in  forming  our 
plans  for  the  year  we  keep  these  specials  well  to  the  front. 

I  heartily  commend  the  young  people  of  the  North  Carolina  Con- 
ference for  their  faithfulness,  and  pray  that  the  close  of  the  year 
1914  may  find  us  more  loyal,  more  earnest,  more  consecrated  to  Him 
and  to  His  great  cause,  whose  we  are  and  whom  we  serve.

THIRD  VICE   PRESIDENT. 

My  report  includes  only  the  reports  of  the  third  and  fourth  quar- 
ters, as  I  came  into  this  work  in  September  to  fill  the  unexpired  term 
of  Mrs.  W.  B.  North.  Because  of  this  change,  there  has  been  much 
confusion  and  delay  in  this  work,  and  the  results  have  been  meager 
and  indefinite. 

Thirty-five  auxiliaries  have  reported  to  me,  reporting  15  adult  and 
young  people's  mission  study  classes,  with  179  enrolled  in  these 
classes. 

One  auxiliary  reported  a  juvenile  mission  study  class  with  17 
enrolled. 

One  auxiliary  reported  a  mission  study  library. 

Forty-nine  persons  were  reported  as  having  signed  the  Christian 
Stewardship  pledge. 

Despite  the  meagerness  of  this  statistical  report,  there  has  been  a 
very  true  note  of  encouragement,  for  there  have  been  earnest  requests 
for  information  and  literature  concerning  Christian  Stewardship 
and  Mission  Study,  showing  that  our  women  are  awakening  in  some 
measure  to  the  importance  and  possibilities  of  this  phase  of  the 
work. 

I  have  found  that  a  number  of  auxiliaries  have  failed  to  elect  third 
vice  presidents.  I  appeal  to  the  auxiliaries  to  organize  along  Coun- 
cil lines  which  require  that  there  shall  be  four  vice  presidents.  On 
account  of  the  great  importance  of  knowledge  of  the  needs  of  the 
work,  it  seems  to  me  that  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  a  woman 
qualified  to  organize  and  lead  this  work  be  elected  in  every  auxiliary. 

Believing  as  I  do  that  Christian  Stewardship  means  much  more 
than  merely  tithing.  I  urge  that  great  emphasis  be  placed  on  this 
phase  of  the  work,  for  each  one  is  a  steward  of  time,  talents,  and 
means. 

The  great  purpose  that  we  should  seek  to  accomplish  through  this 
department  this  year  is  the  deepened  prayer  life  of  every  member  of 
our  organization.     More  depends  on  this  than  on  any  one  other  thing. 

Realizing  the  possibilities  of  this  department  of  our  work,  if  prop- 
erly developed.  I  appeal  to  each  auxiliary  third  vice  president  to 
cooperate  with  her  Conference  third  vice  president  in  making  this 
department  bring  to  the  whole  work  all  that  a  deepened  prayer  life, 
an  increased  knowledge  of  the  needs,  and  an  increased  realization  of 
the  responsibilities  and  privileges  of  stewardship  bring.

SOCIAL  SERVICE. 

At  the  Council  meeting  in  Birmingham  our  beloved  president,  Miss 
Belle  Bennett,  incorporated  in  her  message  the  Social  Platform  of 
the  Federal  Council  of  Churches,  which  is  only  a  clear  declaration 
of  the  Christian  world  as  expressed  through  thirty  of  the  great 
Protestant  denominations  of  the  country. 

As  this  platform  was  adopted,  it  becomes  my  duty  as  your  fourth 

,     vice  president  to  lay  it  before  you.  that  a  discussion  of  its  several 

features  be  brought  about  and  that  the  standing  committee  of  nine 

be  appointed  in  the  Conference  to  cooperate  with  other  philanthropic 

and  State  agencies  in  the  promotion  of  these  causes. 

PLATFORM. 

"The  churches  must  stand : 

"1.  For  equal  rights  and  complete  justice  for  all  men  in  all  stations 
of  life. 

"2.  For  the  protection  of  the  family,  by  the  single  standard  of 
purity,  uniform  divorce  laws,  proper  regulation  of  marriage,  and 
proper  housing. 

"3.  For  the  fullest  possible  development  for  every  child,  especially 
by  the  provision  of  proper  education  and  recreation. 

"4.  For  the  abolition  of  child  labor. 

"5.  For  such  regulation  of  the  conditions  of  toil  for  women  as 
shall  safeguard  the  physical  and  moral  health  of  the  community. 

"6.  For  the  abatement  and  prevention  of  poverty. 

"7.  For  the  protection  of  the  individual  and  society  from  the  so- 
cial, economic,  and  moral  waste  of  the  liquor  traffic. 

"8.  For  the  right  of  all  men  to  the  opportunity  for  self-mainte- 
nance, for  safeguarding'  this  right  against  encroachments  of  every 
kind,  and  for  the  protection  of  workers  from  the  hardships  of 
enforced  unemployment. 

"9.  For  the  conservation  of  health. 

"10.  For  the  protection  of  the  worker  from  dangerous  machinery, 
occupational  diseases,  and  mortality. 

"11.  For  suitable  provision  for  the  old  age  of  workers,  and  for 
those  incapacitated  by  injury. 

"12.  For  the  right  of  employees  and  employers  alike  to  organize 
for  adequate  means  of  conciliation  and  arbitration  in  industrial  dis- 
putes. 

"13.  For  a  release  from  employment  one  day  in  seven. 

"14.  For  the  gradual  and  reasonable  reduction  of  the  hours  of 
labor  to  the  lowest  practicable  point,  and  for  that  degree  of  leisure 
for  all  which  is  a  condition  of  the  highest  human  life. 

"15.  For  a  living  wage  as  a  minimum  in  every  industry,  and  for 
the  highest  wage  that  each  industry  can  afford. 

"16.  For  a  new  emphasis  upon  the  application  of  Christian  prin- 
ciples to  the  acquisition  and  use  of  property,  and  for  the  most  equita- 
ble division  of  the  product,  of  industry  that  can  ultimately  be  de- 
vised." 

Let  us  see  if  there  be  any  relation  between  Social  Service  and  Mis- 
sions. 

Surely  there  must  be,  unless  our  religious  life  is  a  thing  apart 
from  our  social  life,  our  home  and  neighborhood  life.  Such  a  re- 
'  ligion  as  that  would  lack  all  vitality  and  would  be  ridiculed  as  only 
an  excess  of  emotionalism. 
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The  religion  that  our  Lord  taught,  that  makes  new  creatures  of 
us,  teaches  that  he  who  would  be  chief  among  you  must  be  the  serv- 
ant of  all. 

Our  Master  himself  could  not  accomplish  his  great  mission — his 
death  for  our  transgressions — until  he  had  gone  about  all  those  years 
among  the  people,  proving  that  he  did  care  for  them,  healing  their 
sick,  restoring  their  sight,  quieting  the  demoniac,  even  raising  their 
dead.  Not  only  by  these  greater  acts,  but  by  his  entering  into  their 
homes,  supping  with  them — partaking  of  the  feast,  or  of  the  mere 
grains  of  wheat  rolled  in  their  hands  and  eaten  as  they  passed 
through  the  held — by  the  whole  routine  of  his  everyday  life,  he 
taught  us  the  ministry  to  the  body  along  with  the  ministry  to  the  ./ 
souls  of  men.  And  so  we  must  emphasize  the  social  side  of  Chris- 
tianity. 

//  thy  brother  have  need.  Who  is  my  brother?  We  have  long 
heard  of  and  cherished  the  Fatherhood  of  God.  Then  follows  the 
brotherhood  of  man.  Then  we  must  look  to  the  need  of  the  brother. 
It  may  be  that  his  need  is  only  a  change  of  environment,  or  greater 
light  along  certain  lines  of  living,  so  that  both  physical  and  moral 
protection  may  be  afforded. 

The  State  is  providing  the  means  of  education,  but  we  should  see 
to  it  that  it  shall  be  Christian  education,  that  there  should  be  con-  \/ 
servation  of  health  and  of  the  vital  powers,  so  that  the  best  that  is 
in  us  be  brought  out  for  the  future  service  of  our  Father  God  and 
our  brother  man. 

Social  Service .  was  the  entering  wedge  in  our  foreign  fields,  for 
by  gathering  the  children  into  schools,  providing  hospitals,  physi- 
cians and  nurses  for  the  sick  and  suffering,  and  demonstrating  the 
love  for  all  humanity  that  our  Gospel  teaches,  by  these  means  as  ^ 
much  as  by  preaching  our  missionaries  won  their  way,  and  opened 
field  after  field  until  from  all  the  dark  places  rings  the  Macedonian 
cry,  "Come  over  and  help  us." 

The  social  concience  is  so  aroused  in  our  time  that  there  are  many 
organizations,  State  and  otherwise,  for  bringing  about  the  human 
touch  between  the  people  of  all  classes.  And  it  is  our  duty  to  aid  in 
this  great  cause,  that  we  may  be  workers  together  with  Him  in  ex- 
tending the  life  more  abundant  that  He  came  to  give. 

Different  denominations  have  different  plans  for  stimulating  the 
social  service  work.  Ours  is  systematic  and  orderly,  and  no  mem- 
ber of  our  church,  and  especially  of  our  Woman's  Missionary  Society, 
can  afford  to  be  indifferent  to  it.

Our  report  shows  an  increase  of  four  Young  People's  Auxiliaries. 
In  the  Junior  Division  there  are  twenty-five  more  auxiliaries  than 
last  year.  Probably  this  increase  has  been  caused  by  all  of  the 
children  of  both  Home  and  Foreign  societies  being  reported  in  the 
Junior  Division,  and  to  Mrs.  Wilson's  indefatigable  work. 

I  regret  that  there  is  a  decrease  of  ten  adult  auxiliaries  and  three 
hundred  and  twenty  members. 

However,  there  is  encouragement  for  us  in  the  increase  of  $1,621.26 
on  the  pledge. 

Since  great  changes  sometimes  cause  lost  motion  for  a  while,  or 
until  adjustments  grow  smooth  and  we  become  accustomed  to  the 
new  conditions,  let  us  hope  that  reaction  will  set  in  with  the  new 
year  and,  with  so  many  new  officers  to  give  fresh  impetus  to  the 
woi'k,  that  the  year  1914  will  be  a  red  letter  year  in  the  cause  of 
missions. 

I  would  advise  an  early  start  and  continuous  action,  since  these 
are  requisites  for  reaching  the  goal.

A  Conference  society  that  holds  its  annual  session  prior  to  the 
meeting  of  the  Woman's  Council  is  at  a  great  disadvantage  and  the 
whole  work  suffers.  May  me  time  soon  come  when  the  majority  can 
see  this  as  I  do,  and  reap  the  benefit  from  the  change. 

I  recommend  that  another  and  stronger  effort  be  made  to  have  all 
quarterly  and  annual  reports  forwarded  as  directed  in  by-laws. 

I  further  recommend  that  as  soon  as  possible  all  auxiliaries  fur- 
nish themselves  with  record  books  from  Mrs.  Bessie  Lipscomb,  Nash- 
ville. Tenn. 

This  may  be  a  very  trying  and  anxious  year  for  the  missionary 
women  of  the  M.  E.  Church,  South,  since  our  General  Conference 
meets  in  May  and  its  legislation  may  bring  changes  in  our  constitu- 
tion which  will  cause,  ere  we  are  fully  adjusted,  more  readjusting. 
Should  this  occur,  we  hope  it  will  be  for  the  best.  But  let  no  one 
be  discouraged  because  of  such  a  possibility,  remembering  that  our 
Heavenly  Father  will  guard  His  own. 

Our  work  is  to  love  our  neighbor  as  ourselves  according  to  the 
definition  of  neighbor  that  Jesus  gave  us.  If  we  do  that,  we  will  be 
kept  busy,  and  we  can  afford  to  leave  the  results  with  God. 

To  be  Good  Samaritans  we  must  remember  that  Christian  Missions, 
Home  and  Foreign,  are  among  the  most  notable  examples  of  the 
spirit  of  the  Good  Samaritan,  Jesus  Christ.  Let  us  give  good  serv- 
ice. As  service  is  the  purpose  of  our  education,  so  also  is  it  the 
means  of  our  future  training.  We  are  trained  for  service,  and  we 
are  trained  by  service.  We  are  told  that  a  violin  tuned  by  a  master 
grows  ever  richer  and  sweeter  with  the  years.  "A  Stradivarius 
three  hundred  years  old,  played  for  years  by  Paganini,  holds  his 
spirit  ready  to  breathe  it  forth  again  in  music  at  the  touch  of  a 
master."  So  God  makes  and  fashions  us,  and.  if  we  will  respond  to 
His  touch,  He  tunes  us  and  fills  us  with  His  spirit,  and  so  prepares 
us  to  praise  Him  in  an  unending  life  of  service.  To  be  found  in  the 
line  of  duty,  though  it  be  but  to  give  a  cup  of  cold  water  in  the  name 
of  the  Christ,  is  beautiful  service  which  will  merit  its  reward.  God 
give  us  the  true  missionary  spirit  that  we  may  treat  the  poor,  the 
despised,  the  outcast,  the  degraded,  the  heathen,  as  our  neighbors 
and  give  them  all  possible  aid.  To  neglect  these  neighbors  by  not 
thinking  to  do  is  no  excuse.  You  recall  Hood's  The  Lady's  Dream. 
"She  saw  those  who  had  suffered  from  her  neglect,  sick,  starving, 
dying.     Their  sad  eyes  burned  her  very  soul." 

"And  yet  it  was  never  in  my  soul 

To  play  so  ill  a  part. 
But  evil  is  .wrought  by  want  of  thought 
As  well  as  by  want  of  heart." 
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Pardon  my  message,  which  is  longer  than  usual,  since  this  closes 
my  work  as  your  Conference  corresponding  secretary  and  my  twen- 
tieth consecutive  year  in  this  office. 

Thirty-six  years  ago  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the 
North  Carolina  Conference  was  organized  with  my  name  first  on  the 
roll.  I  was  elected  one  of  its  officers,  and  I  have  been  an  incumbent 
ever  since.  I  have  watched,  tended,  and  loved  it  as  a  mother  her 
child.  So  you  can  see  why  I  linger  at  the  parting.  Were  I  more 
stoical  and  less  emotional,  I  would  be  present  with  you  in  person  as 
I  am  in  spirit.  Put  yourselves  in  my  place,  and  then  you  will  under- 
stand why  I  write  my  goodbye  instead  of  saying  it  face  to  face.  And 
I  am  not  needed,  since  you  have  such  a  nice  "bill  of  fare"  for  the 
session.  A  great  feast  awaits  you  in  the  sermon  of  Bishop  McCoy, 
and  the  presence  of  Mrs.  Albright,  Mrs.  Britt,  Mrs.  Spillman,  and 
Miss  Stradley  will  be  an  inspiration. 

It  is  due  you  and  me  that  I  give,  at  least,  a  short  explanation  for 
my  action  in  resigning  the  office  of  Conference  corresponding  secre- 
tary of  the  Foreign  Department.  I  am  acting  from  a  sense  of  duty. 
After  a  year's  experience,  I  find  that  my  training  has  been  so  long  ^ 
and  thorough  in  the  Foreign  Mission  work  that  it  is  not  easy  to  give* 
that  up  and  begin  to  follow  another  plan,  and  I  cannot  give  it  that 
enthusiastic  attention  that  the  work  should  have.  I  am  anxious  for 
the  great  missionary  work  of  the  Church  to  go  forward  to  success. 
I  regard  this  as  the  opportune  time  for  a  new  corresponding  secre- 
tary to  be  initiated.  She  can  become  familiar  with  the  work  as  it 
is,  with  no  cherished  plans  to  give  up ;  with  all  to  learn  and  nothing 
to  unlearn.  May  God  direct  you  in  electing  my  successor.  May  He 
anoint  her  for  the  great  service  to  which  He  calls  her.  and  may  suc- 
cess crown  her  efforts. 

To  my  many  friends  who  have  been  so  faithful  to  me  I  am  truly 
grateful.  I  thank  and  bless  you  for  your  forbearance  and  great 
help.  And  now  may  the  Lord  Jesus  be  with  and  abide  with  this 
missionary  society  and  with  you  each  one  individually,  now  and  for-

REPORT   OF   CORRESPONDING    SECRETARY   OF  THE    HOME 
DEPARTMENT. 

Perhaps  the  most  unsatisfactory  feature  of  report-making  is  that 
the  best  things  in  a  work  like  ours  are  the  ones  hardest  to  put  into 
report  form.  A  tabulation  of  certain  material  facts  is  always  neces- 
sary, and  does  in  some  measure  repi*esent  what  has  been  done. 

The  year  just  closing  has  been  one  of  such  marked  advance  in  every- 
way that  our  hearts  are  made  glad  in  the  Lord,  for  He  has  led  us  all 
the  days. 

As  one  whose  duty  it  has  been  to  lead  the  way,  and  watch  the 
growth,  and  gather  the  facts,  I  can  tell  you  with  joyfulness  that  it 
has  been  a  good  year.  Not  all  has  been  easy ;  not  everything  has 
been  done  in  just  the  best  manner.  However,  the  spirit  of  love  has 
been  large  in  many  hearts,  and  there  has  been  such  earnestness  of 
purpose  and  such  honesty  of  effort  that  a  great  forward-moving  tide 
has  set  in. 

Certainly  from  no  corps  of  district  secretaries  could  come  more 
hearty  support  and  ready  response  than  have  been  given  this  year. 
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And  they  tell  me  that  you  of  the  auxiliaries  have  given  thern  like 
support.     You,  indeed,  have  made  possible  their  splendid  work. 

Particular  mention  must  be  made  of  the  large  work  of  Mrs. 
N.  H.  D.  Wilson  with  the  children,  and  that  of  Miss  Lillie  Duke 
with  the  Young  People.  Surely  these  are  two  women  in  their  ap- 
pointed places.  When  their  reports  appear  in  printed  form,  make 
a  study  of  them  ;  then  sing  a  song  of  gladness,  and  with  thanksgiv- 
ing offer  up  prayer  for  them  in  their  work.  Nearly  four  thousand  . 
children  and  young  people  are  now  enrolled. 

Adult  membership  does  not  show  large  gain  for  the  year,  but  the 
increase  in  number  of  those  taking  reading  courses  and  doing  mis- 
sion study  is  beginning  to  bear  fruit  in  increase  of  interest  and 
intelligent  labor. 

Our  pledge  of  $3,000  has  not  been  reached,  but  with  nearly  $2,000 
of  it  already  in  hand,  we  have  courage  to  undertake  the  finish,  and 
earnestly  hope  that  the  deficit  may  be  met  in  the  pledge  for  the  new 
year. 

Wilmington,  New  Bern,  and  Rockingham  districts  deserve  men- 
tion as  having  overpaid  their  pledge  assessments.

FIELD  SECRETARY. 

At  the  close  of  the  first  term  as  your  field  secretary,  much  to  my 
surprise  I  was  reappointed  to  that  office.  We  have  now  reached  the 
close  of  the  second  year's  work.  I  therefore  take  pleasure  in  sub- 
mitting the  following  report : 

In  accordance  with  the  plan  adopted  the  previous  year,  I  was 
again  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  district  secretaries.  A  few  of 
these  were  eager  and  in  fact  enthusiastic  over  the  thought  of  having 
some  one  at  their  disposal.  Thus  right  early  in  the  year  my  work 
began. 

The  first  call  had  to  be  denied.  This  was  for  the  Wilmington  Dis- 
trict meeting.  In  spite  of  faithful  efforts  on  the  part  of  the  secre- 
tary, much  to  my  regret  a  satisfactory  appointment  could  not  be 
arranged  later. 

The  Rockingham  District  was  my  next  appointment.  Thither  I 
gladly  wended  my  way,  for  I  was  eager  to  learn  for  myself  whether 
all  the  wonderful  reports  from  there  were  true.  Much  to  my  joy,  I 
found  that  "the  half  was  not  told."  Too  much  cannot  be  said  in 
praise  of  the  people  and  the  splendidly  organized  work  of  this  dis- 
trict, all  of  which  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  field  is  in  the  hands 
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of  a  master  workman  and  the  people  are  responsive.  An  entire 
month  was  given  to  this  territory.  The  district  meeting  at  Hamlet 
was  a  little  conference  in  itself. 

The  Elizabeth  City  District  was  not  ready  for  an  itinerary,  but  it 
was  my  privilege  to  be  at  Hertford  for  the  district  meeting  and  later 
at  Sunbury  for  the  Gates  County  Missionary  Institute.  Each  of 
these  meetings  was  an  inspiration,  and  much  good  has  resulted  from 
them. 

Then  followed  the  Raleigh  and  New  Bern  District  meetings,  held 
at  Franklinton  and  Morehead  City  respectively.  Here,  as  in  the 
meetings  previously  mentioned,  an  inspiration  was  gained  and  the 
people  went  away  with  a  new  interest,  a  new  enthusiasm,  and  a  new 
love  for  the  cause. 

May  I  pause  here  to  add  that  I  believe  that  the  district  meeting  is 
one  of  the  most  important  factors  in  our  work.  Let  me,  therefore, 
urge  that  each  district  secretary  make  a  determined  effort  to  hold 
at  least  one  such  meeting  at  some  time  during  the  year. 

Three  of  the  four  districts  last  mentioned,  namely,  Rockingham, 
Raleigh,  and  New  Bern,  were  practically  covered  by  your  field  sec- 
retary in  her  itinerary,  while  five  districts  were  entirely  untouched. 
But  may  we  not  hope  that  the  work  has  grown  in  spite  of  the  fail- 
ures, if  failures  we  must  count  them? 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  this  was  the  first  year  of  the  united  society, 
in  many  cases  the  spirit  of  union  has  been  slow  in  its  development ; 
but  in  all  cases  where  the  second  department  has  been  added  without 
friction,  the  work  has  prospered  wonderfully,  for  which  we  should 
feel  encouraged. 

Shall  we  not,  then,  put  on  the  whole  armor  of  God  and  go  forward 
in  this  new  year  with  a  greater  determination  than  ever  before  to 
do  His  will  and  so  help  bring  about  the  advancement  of  His  king- 
dom in  all  the  earth?

REPORT  OF  PRESS  SUPERINTENDENT. 

This  has  been-  a  busy  year  for  your  press  superintendent,  now 
called  Superintendent  of  Publicity  Bureau. 

I  have  sent  out  the  Bulletins  regularly  every  month  as  promptly  s/ 
as  possible.     It  has  cost  the  Conference  $28  to  send  this  literature 
through  the  mail.     As  nearly  as  I  can  say.  I  have  sent  out  about 
3,700  Bulletins.     I  was  instructed  to  send  three  to  each  auxiliary, 
but  I  have  never  received  enough  to  supply  that  number. 

I  have  "done  my  best"  to  put  before  the  women  the  fresh  news  of 
the  Bulletin  every  month.  I  have  sent  it  directly  to  the  auxiliaries, 
and  for  fear  all  members  might  not  have  been  present  at  the  monthly 
meeting,  I  have  given  much  of  the  Bulletin  news  to  our  Woman's 
Page  in  the  Advocate. 

I  do  feel  that  the  information  we  get  from  this  little  monthly 
Bulletin  of  our  work  is  very  valuable,  though  many  of  our  women 
never  see  it. 

I  have  had  only  a  very  unsatisfactory  mailing  list.  I  have  felt 
all  through  the  year  that  there  were  many  auxiliaries  that  I  did  not 
reach,  as  the  name  of  neither  president  nor  press  superintendent 
was  furnished  me.  It  has  been  hard  to  get  a  full  list  of  auxiliaries, 
and  I  feel  that  perhaps  many  do  not  hear  from  our  work  in  our 
mission  fields  because  of  this  fact.  I  hope  every  woman  here  will 
see  to  it  that  the  name  of  her  auxiliary  president  and  press  super- 
intendent be  sent  in  to  the  publicity  superintendent  just  as  soon  as 
she  gets  home. 

I  have  asked  the  district  secretaries  to  send  me  the  names  of  the 
officers  of  the  auxiliaries  of  their  districts,  and  I  have  heard  from 
only  a  few. 
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My  dear  auxiliary  president,  you  would  help  us  all,  as  we  try  to 
carry  ou  our  Conference  work,  if  you  would  send  the  names  of  your 
officers  to  your  district  secretaries  as  soon  as  they  are  elected.  Please 
bear  this  in  mind ! 

And  delegates,  will  you  impress  it  on  jonr  president  to  call  for 
these  Bulletins  every  month?  These  little  papers  cost  money  to  print 
them,  time  to  compile  them,  and  a  great  deal  of  trouble  to  fold  and 
send  out  over  500  every  month.  I  scarcely  ever  sleep  before  2  a.  m. 
the  nights  I  get  them  ready  for  the  mail,  and  these  Bulletins  have 
cost  our  Conference  this  year  $25.05  in  postage  alone.  Do  not  throw 
them  away  before  gleaning  from  them  the  good  therein  contained — 
the  information  you  should  have. 

Take  this  message  home  to  your  auxiliary  and  elect  a  press  super- 
intendent who  will  keep  this  little  paper  before  you  with  its  mission- 
ary message  from  Home  and  Foreign  fields.

FINANCE. 


Your  Committee  on  Finance  recommend  the  following : 

1.  That  each  Auxiliary  treasurer  do  all  in  her  power  to  have 
dues  and  pledges  paid  in  full  and  sent  in  on  time  each  quarter.. 

2.  That  each  member  of  every  auxiliary  of  both  Foreign  and  Home 
Departments  pay  50  cents  into  the  Conference  expense  fund  during 
the  first  quarter. 

3.  That  the  Young  People  of  both  departments  pay  25  cents  com- 
bined, the  sum  to  be  divided  equally  into  the  Conference  expense 
fund. 

4.  That  every  member  of  each  auxiliary  pay  5  cents  during  the 
first  quarter  for  the  retirement  fund. 

5.  That  the  expense  of  Conference  officers  be  paid  from  the  Con- 
ference expense  fund. 

6.  That  all  bills  for  printing  minutes,  and  such  blanks,  postals, 
and  circular-letters  as  advance  our  work  be  paid  from  the  treasury. 

7.  That  whereas  our  corresponding  secretaries  are  members  of  the 
Mission  Council,  we  authorize  our  treasurer  to  pay  all  necessary  ex- 
penses incurred  by  attendance  upon  the  annual  meeting  of  said 
Council,  and  also  to  supply  said  secretaries  with  sufficient  funds  to 
cover  all  office  expenses. 

8.  That  the  treasurer  of  each  local  Auxiliary  shall  send  all  money 
and  reports  to  district  secretary  of  her  district,  and  the  money  and 
report  of  Young  People  be  sent  to  second  vice  president  of  Confer- 
ence ;  and  Bright  Jewels,  all  money  and  reports  to  first  vice  president, 
by  the  first  day  of  the  month  each  quarter. 

9.  That  each  district  secretary  of  the  Conference,  first  and  second 
vice  presidents,  shall  send  money  and  report  to  Conference  treasurer 
by  the  10th  of  the  month  of  each  quarter. 

10.  That  the  pledge  of  $12,000  for  the  Foreign  Department,  for  the 
support  of  missionaries,  including  the  support  of  our  own  four  Con- 
ference daughters,  be  paid  in  full,  and  the  pledge  of  $3,000  in  the 
Home  Department  be  paid. 

11.  That  the  Scarritt  Endowment  Fund  still  receive  $2  from  each 
auxiliary,  this  making  $1  each  from  both  departments.

Voice,  as  this  is  a  most  essential  guide  in  carrying  on  our  work. 

6.  That  Good  Friday  be  observed  as  a  special  day  of  prayer  for 
the  Student  Volunteer  Movement. 

7.  That  each  Young  People's  Society  be  urged  to  take  one  or  more 
shares  in  the  pledge  of  $20,000  to  go  to  the  support  of  Laredo  Semi- 
nary and  McTyiere  School.

MISSION  STUDY. 

The  Committee  on  Mission  Study  and  Christian  Stewardship,  real- 
izing the  importance  of  mission  study,  in  that  "knowledge  is  power," 
and  believing  Christian  stewardship  to  be  the  underlying  principle 
of  all  true  service,  wish  to  submit  the  following  recommendations : 

1.  That  in  every  auxiliary  extreme  care  be  taken  in  the  selection 
of  a  third  vice  president. 

2.  That  a  Mission  Study  Class  be  organized  in  each  Adult  and 
Young  People's  Auxiliary  and  an  effort  be  made  to  enlist  every 
woman  in  the  church  in  mission  study. 

3.  That  study  classes  be  organized  in  all  junior  divisions. 

4.  That  missionary  libraries  be  established  in  auxiliaries  wherever 
possible. 
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5.  That  district  secretaries  cooperate  with  the  Conference  third 
vice  president  in  formulating  some  plan  for  the  establishment  of  dis- 
trict circulating  libraries. 

6.  That  the  subject  of  Christian  stewardship  be  presented  in  each 
auxiliary  at  least  once  a  quarter. 

7.  That  each  pastor  be  asked  to  preach  on  Christian  stewardship 
as  early  as  possible  in  the  year. 

8.  That  systematic  Bible  study  be  urged  by  every  third  vice  presi- 
dent. 

9.  That  an  effort  be  made  to  place  The  Missionary  Voice,  The  Young 
Christian  Worker,  and  The  Missionary  Prayer  Calendar  in  every 
home. 

10.  That  the  first  auxiliary  meeting  after  the  publication  of  the 
Conference  Minutes  be  devoted  to  a  study  of  the  same.

EXTENSION    OF  WORK. 

1.  Whereas  we  are  fully  conscious  of  the  need  of  consecrated  work- 
ers to  fill  the  depleting  ranks  of  our  societies,  and  coveting  for  the 
Master's  use  the  best  talent  and  consecration  the  Church  can  furnish, 
and  realizing  that  this  must  be  furnished  from  the  army  of  young 
people,  we  do  urge  upon  the  district  secretaries,  presidents,  and  first 
and  second  vice  presidents  of  auxiliaries  that  they  be  prayerfully 
diligent  in  organizing  our  young  people  into  missionary  societies. 
These  societies  are  to  be  both  social  and  missionary  in  their  nature. 

2.  We  recommend  that  each  society  be  requested  to  organize  a 
"Study  Circle,"  reporting  same  to  the  third  vice  president  of  the 
Conference. 

3.  We  again  recommend  that  each  district  secretary  shall  pledge 
an  earnest  effort  to  hold  an  annual  meeting  in  the  district,  at  which 
time  she  shall  urge  the  great  importance  of  organizing  new  auxili- 
aries, doing  all  in  her  power  to  develop  the  district. 

4.  Whereas  there  is  an  urgent  call  for  recruits  in  the  mission 
fields  and  an  alarming  scarcity  of  missionary  volunteers  in  the  ranks 

of  our  Church,  we  recommend  the  first  and  second  vice  presidents  s/ 
be  urged  to  place  especial  stress  on  the  need  of  giving,   not  only 
time  and  money,  but  giving  one's  life  for  definite  service. 

5.  We  recommend  that  the  Conference  officers  and  each  auxiliary 
president  make  every  effort  to  have  the  Week  of  Prayer  observed. 
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6.  We  continue  to  recommend  the  soliciting  of  honorary  members, 
whose  clues  shall  be  $1  per  year,  paid  in  advance. 

7.  For  the  purpose  of  securing  accuracy,  we  recommend  that  the 
executive  committee  of  each  auxiliary  hold  a  meeting  immediately 
before  sending  the  quarterly  reports. 

We  also  recommend  that  the  spirit  of  union  be  encouraged  in  all 
our  auxiliaries.

CONSTITUTION   AND   BY-LAWS   FOR  UNITED   CON- 
FERENCE SOCIETIES,  ADULT  AND  YOUNG 
PEOPLE'S  ORGANIZATIONS  AND 
CHILDREN'S  WORK. 


CONSTITUTION   FOR  CONFERENCE  SOCIETIES. 

1.  In  each  Annual  Conference  there  shall  be  organized  a  Confer- 
ence Society  with  Home  and  Foreign  Departments,  auxiliary  to  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

2.  The  object  of  this  society  is  to  plan  and  direct  the  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary work  of  the  Conference. 

3.  The  Conference  Society  shall  consist  of  one  or  more  delegates 
from  each  auxiliary,  one  or  more  District  Secretaries  from  each  dis- 
trict, a  Superintendent  of  Press  Work,  and  the  following  officers :  A 
President,  four  Vice  Presidents,  two  Corresponding  Secretaries,  one 
or  more  Recording  Secretaries,  one  or  more  Treasurers.  These  offi- 
cers shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  the  annual  meeting. 

BY-LAWS  FOR  CONFERENCES. 

1.  The  Conference  officers  elected  by  ballot  shall  constitute  an  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  to  transact  business  in  the  intervals  of  the  annual 
sessions.     Three  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

2.  Conference  officers  shall  be  nominated  by  a  committee'  named  by 
the  Executive  Committee,  composed  of  one  or  more  representatives 
from  each  district.  This  does  not  debar  the  parliamentary  privilege 
of  nomination  from  the  floor  after  the  committee's  report  has  been 
presented. 

3.  The  District  Secretaries  and  Conference  Superintendents  shall 
be  nominated  by  a  committee  composed  of  the  President,  Correspond- 
ing Secretaries,  and  Treasurers,  and  shall  be  elected  by  acclamation. 

4.  An  alternate  from  each  department  shall  be  elected  at  each  an- 
nual session  to  attend  the  session  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

5.  Each  Conference  Society  shall  adopt  a  plan  for  raising  a  fund  to 
meet  the  expenses  of  the  Conference. 

6.  The  Conference  Society  shall  make  its  appropriations  in  annual 
session  from  the  half  of  the  regular  membership  fund  of  the  Home 
Department,  subject  to  its  direction,  these  appropriations  to  be  con- 
tingent upon  the  concurrence  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

7.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Conference 
Society  and  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  shall  actively  advance 
the  interests  of  the  work. 

S.  The  Vice  Presidents  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  President  in 
her  absence. 

9.  The  First  Vice  President  shall  have  charge  of  the  children's 
work,  and  shall  make  a  quarterly  report  to  the  First  Vice  President 
of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  and  to  the  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary of  the  Conference  Society. 

The  Second  Vice  President  shall  have  charge  of  the  Young  People's 
work,  and  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Second  Vice  President  of  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Council  and  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of 
the  Conference  Society. 

The  Third  Vice  President  shall  promote  Christian  stewardship  and 
mission  study,  and  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Third  Vice  President 
of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  and  to  the  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary of  the  Conference  Society. 

The  Fourth  Vice  President  shall  develop  the  work  of  social  service, 
and    shall    report   quarterly    to    the    Fourth   Vice    President    of    the 
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Woman's  Missionary  Council  and  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of 
the  Conference  Society. 

10.  The  Corresponding  Secretaries  shall  conduct  the  correspondence 
of  the  society  and  supply  the  auxiliaries  with  information  and  with 
literature.  They  shall  use  all  practical  means  for  the  organization  of 
adult,  young  people's,  and  children's  auxiliaries  in  every  charge  of  the 
Conference,  and  forward  a  detailed  report  of  each  organization  to  the 
Corresponding  Secretaries  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  to 
whom  they  shall  also  send  quarterly  reports  by  the  15th  day  of  the 
first  month  of  each  quarter.  They  shall  make  to  the  Conference 
Society  a  report  of  the  preceding  session  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Council  and  such  other  reports  as  that  body  may  desire.  They  shall 
sign  all  drafts  on  the  Treasurer. 

11.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  give  notice  of  all  meetings  of  the 
Conference  Society  and  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  keep  the 
minutes  of  the  same  on  record. 

12.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  funds  of  the  society,  keeping  a 
book  account  with  each  auxiliary,  and  submitting  the  same  annually 
to  an  auditor.  She  shall  send  itemized  reports  promptly  on  the  15th 
day  of  the  first  month  of  each  quarter  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Council,  therewith  transmitting  such  funds  as 
are  collected  for  the  General  Treasury.  She  shall  also  send  an  item- 
ized statement  to  the  Conference  Corresponding  Secretary. 

13.  The  District  Secretaries  shall  organize  auxiliaries,  and  use 
every  available  means  to  promote  the  advancement  of  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Societies  in  their  districts.  They  shall  present  a  report 
of  the  work  at  the  District  Conference,  and  shall  hold  annual  meet- 
ings in  the  district  (composed  of  delegates  from  the  auxiliaries),  and 
all-day  meetings  whenever  practicable.  If  the  Conference  so  direct, 
the  District  Secretaries  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  with  auxilia- 
ries, and  send  a  quarterly  report  to  the  Conference  Corresponding 
Secretaries,  and  a  copy  of  the  same  to  the  President  of  the  Confer- 
ence Society.  It  shall  be  their  duty  to  do  all  in  their  power  to 
obtain  subscribers  to  the  Missionary  Voice  and  Young  Christian 
Worker. 

14.  The  Conference  Society  may  elect  superintendents  to  cooperate 
with  the  Superintendents  of  the  Council.  They  shall  send  quarterly 
reports  of  their  work  to  the  General  Superintendent  of  their  depart- 
ment before  the  10th  of  the  first  month  of  each  quarter  and  report 
also  to  the  Conference  Corresponding  Secretaries. 

15.  Conference  and  Auxiliary  Society  shall  not  project  new  work  in 
the  mission  fields,  nor  respond  to  special  calls  for  aid,  without  ap- 
proval of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

16.  The  regular  dues  of  the  auxiliary  societies — adult,  young  peo- 
ple's and  children's — also  funds  contributed  to  make  life  members, 
honorary  members,  and  life  patrons,  shall  not  be  devoted  to  specific 
work. 

17.  The  thank  offering  during  the  Week  of  Prayer  shall  be  applied 
to  some  specific  object  to  be  determined  each  year  by  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Council  in  annual  session. 

IS.  The  first  meeting  of  the  fiscal  year  of  the  auxiliaries  shall  be  a 
pledge  meeting,  at  which  time  voluntary  pledges  shall  be  made  by  the 
members  and  a  report  of  the  same  be  forwarded  to  the  Conference 
Corresponding  Secretaries. 

19.  The  Conference  Society  may  make  such  by-laws  as  the  work 
demands,  provided  they  do  not  conflict  with  those  made  by  the  Coun- 
cil. 

20.  During  the  annual  meetings  a  half  hour  at  noon  shall  be  set 
aside  for  devotional  services. 


Constitution  and  By-Laws.  Ill 

ADULT  SOCIETIES. 


Any  number  of  women  may  become  an  adult  auxiliary  to  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Conference  Society  by  adopting  the  following 
Constitution  and  By-Laws  and  electing  the  officers  therein  provided : 

CONSTITUTION    FOR    AUXILIARIES. 

1.  This  society  shall  be  called  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of 

the auxiliary  to Conference  Society  of  the 

Woman's    Missionary   Council    of   the   Methodist   Episcopal    Church, 
South. 

2.  The  object  of  this  society  shall  be  to  hasten  the  coming  of  the 
kingdom  of  God  in  the  United  States  and  non-Christian  lands  by  en- 
listing the  women,  young  people,  and  children  in  a  study  of  the  needs 
of  the  world  and  in  active  missionary  service,  by  raising  funds  for  the 
evangelization  of  mission  fields  at  home  and  abroad,  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  institutions  under  the  care  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Council,  for  the  betterment  of  civic  and  social  conditions,  and  for 
meeting  neighborhood  needs. 

3.  Any  one  may  become  a  member  of  this  society  by  giving  prayer, 
service,  and  ten  cents  dues  per  month  to  either  department,  Home  or 
Foreign,  or  twenty  cents  dues  to  both.  Opportunities  shall  be  given 
for  pledges  and  for  free-will  offerings,  to  be  directed  by  the  donors  to 
such  objects  as  have  been  authorized  by  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Council.  Each  auxiliary  may  raise  the  amount  necessary  for  local 
work. 

4.  Any  one  may  become  a  life  member  of  either  department  of  the 
society  by  the  payment  to  the  general  fund  of  twenty-five  dollars  for 
this  specific  purpose. 

5.  The  officers  of  the  society  shall  be  a  President,  four  Vice  Presi- 
dents, two  Corresponding  Secretaries,  one  or  more  Recording  Secre- 
taries, one  or  more  Treasurers,  who  shall  constitute  an  Executive 
Committee  of  the  society. 

6.  The  society  shall  hold  at  least  one  monthly  meeting  for  educa- 
tional and  inspirational  purposes,  and  for  the  transaction  of  business. 
Other  meetings  may  be  held  for  Bible  study  and  the  varying  phases 
of  mission  work.  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  fiscal  year  there  shall  be 
the  annual  election  of  officers.  At  the  following  meeting  there  shall 
be  full  reports  of  the  year's  work,  installation  of  officers,  and  con- 
sideration of  plans  for  work  for  the  new  year. 

BY-LAWS    FOR   AUXILIARIES. 

1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  society  and 
shall  actively  advance  its  interests.  At  her  request  or  in  her  absence 
one  of  the  Vice  Presidents  shall  assume  her  duties. 

2.  The  First  Vice  President  shall  have  charge  of  the  children's 
work. 

The  Second  Vice  President  shall  have  charge  of  the  young  people's 
work. 

The  Third  Vice  President  shall  promote  Christian  stewardship  and 
mission  study. 

The  Fourth  A7ice  President  shall  develop  the  work  of  social  service 
and  local  work. 

These  officers  shall  cooperate  with  the  Conference  officers  having 
the  same  work  in  charge,  and  shall  report  to  them  quarterly. 

3.  The  Corresponding  Secretaries  shall  conduct  the  correspondence 
of  the  society  and  send  to  the  District  Secretaries  full  reports  by  the 
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first  clay  of  each  quarter.  They  shall  also  send  annually  to  the  Dis- 
trict Secretaries  and  Conference  Corresponding  Secretaries  the  names 
and  addresses  of  the  officers  of  the  auxiliary.  They  shall  send  their 
books  to  the  district  meeting  for  examination. 

4.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  regular  and 
called  meetings,  and  see  that  each  meeting  is  properly  announced. 

5.  The  Treasurers  shall  collect  all  moneys  of  the  society,  keep  an 
account  of  the  same,  and  remit  to  the  Conference  Treasurers  by  the 
first  day  of  each  quarter,  giving  an  itemized  statement  of  the  amounts, 
a  duplicate  of  the  same  to  be  furnished  the  Auxiliary  Corresponding 
Secretary.     The  books  of  the  Treasurer  shall  be  audited  annually. 

6.  The  society  shall  elect  an  agent  for  the  Missionary  Voice  and  a 
Superintendent  of  Press  Work. 

7.  Superintendents  of  Bureaus  shall  be  elected  as  needed. 

8.  The  Vice  Presidents,  Secretaries,  Treasurers,  Agent,  and  Super- 
intendents shall  make  written  reports  at  the  monthly  business  meet- 
ins. 


YOUNG  PEOPLES  SOCIETIES. 


.     CONSTITUTION. 

1.  This  society  shall  be  called  the  Young  People's  Society  of 

,  auxiliary  to  Conference  Society  of  the 

Woman's  Missionary  Council,  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South. 

2.  The  object  of  this  society  shall  be  to  hasten  the  coming  of  the 
kingdom  of  God  in  the  United  States  and  non-Christian  lands  by  en- 
listing the  young  people  in  active  missionary  service,  by  raising  funds 
for  the  evangelization  of  mission  fields  at  home  and  abroad,  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  institutions  under  the  care  of  the  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Council,  for  the  betterment  of  civic  and  social  conditions,  and 
for  the  relief  of  neighborhood  needs. 

3.  Any  one  between  the  ages  of  fourteen  and  twenty-two  may  be- 
come a  member  of  the  society  by  giving  regularly  prayer,  service,  and 
a  stated  offering  monthly  or  quarterly  to  missions.  Opportunities  will 
be  given  for  pledges  for  special  work,  and  free-will  offerings  to  be 
used  as  directed  by  donors  to  such  objects  as  are  authorized  by  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

The  membership  fund  shall  be  divided  as  follows :  Fifty  per  cent 
to  the  Foreign  Department,  fifty  per  cent  to  the  Home  Department. 
Xo  other  funds  are  subject  to  this  division. 

4.  Any  one  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  society  by  the  pay- 
ment to  the  general  fund  of  ten  dollars  for  this  specific  purpose. 

5.  The  officers  of  the  society  shall  be  a  President,  four  Vice  Presi- 
dents, one  or  more  Corresponding  Secretaries,  a  Recording  Secretary, 
one  or  more  Treasurers,  who  shall  constitute  an  Executive  Committee 
of  the  society. 

6.  The  society  shall  hold  at  least  one  monthly  meeting  for  educa- 
tional and  inspirational  purposes,  and  for  the  transaction  of  business. 
Other  meetings  may  be  held  for  Bible  study  and  the  varying  phases 
of  mission  work.  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  fiscal  year  there  shall 
be  the  annual  election  of  officers.

3.  The  Corresponding  Secretaries  shall  conduct  the  correspondence 
of  the  society  and  make  reports  to  the  Vice  President  of  the  Confer- 
ence by  the  first  day  of  each  quarter  and  to  the  District  Secretaries, 
to  whom  they  shall  send  annually  the  names  and  addresses  of  their 
officers. 

4.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  regular  and 
called  meetings,  and  see  that  each  meeting  is  properly  announced. 

5.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  all  funds  of  the  society,  keeping  a 
book  account  of  the  same,  and  remit  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  by 
the  first  day  of  each  quarter.  She  shall  send  a  duplicate  report  to 
the  Second  Vice  President  of  the  Conference,  and  also  furnish  the 
Corresponding  Secretaries  of  her  auxiliary  with  a  statement  of  the 
amounts  remitted.     The  books  of  the  Treasurer  shall  be  audited. 


THE  CHILDREN'S  DEPARTMENT. 


CONSTITUTION. 

In  this  department  the  children  shall  be  organized  for  the  foreign 
and  home  mission  work. 

The  object  shall  be  to  give  them  missionary  education,  train  them 
for  Christian  service,  and  cultivate  in  them  habits  of  liberal  and 
systematic  giving,  Bible-reading  and  prayer. 

This  department  shall  consist  of  Baby  and  Junior  Divisions  under 
a  superintendent  who  shall  also  be  a  Vice  President  of  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Auxiliary,  whose  work  shall  be  correlated  with  the  Con- 
ference Vice  President  in  charge  of  children's  work.  All  membership 
funds  shall  be  divided  equally,  the  mite-box  funds  divided  in  the  pro- 
portion of  sixty  per  cent  to  the  Foreign  and  forty  per  cent  to  the 
Home  Department. 

BABY  DIVISION. 

1.  Any  child  five  years  of  age  and  under  may  become  a  member  of 
the  Baby  Division  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  upon  the  pay- 
ment of  an  enrolment  fee  of  twenty-five  cents.  Each  child  of  the 
Baby  Division  shall  be  given  a  certificate  and  shall  be  furnished  with 
a  mite  box  for  voluntary  offerings,  to  be  opened  quarterly.  Any 
child  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society 
by  the  payment  of  five  dollars. 

2.  Names  of  children  may  be  placed  on  the  Memorial  Roll  by  an 
offering  to  missions  and  by  the  use  of  mite  boxes  in  memory  of  the 
child.

3.  At  least  once  a  year  special  meetings  shall  be  held  for  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Baby  Division,  at  which  time  mite  boxes  shall  be  opened 
and  a  helpful  program  be  carried  out. 

4.  The  First  Vice  President  of  Adult  Auxiliaries  shall  have  charge 
of  the  Baby  Division. 

JUNIOR   DIVISION. 

1.  Any  child  between  the  ages  of  five  and  fourteen  years  may  be- 
come a  member  of  the  Junior  Division  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Society  by  giving  regular  prayer,  service,  and  a  stated  offering  to 
missions.  Each  child  of  the  Junior  Division  shall  be  furnished  a 
mite  box  for  voluntary  offerings,  to  be  opened  quarterly.  Any  child 
may  become  a  life  member  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  by 
the  payment  of  five  dollars  to  the  general  fund  for  this  specific  pur- 
pose. 

2.  The  officers  of  the  Junior  Division  shall  be  a  President,  four 
Vice  Presidents,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Recording  Secretary,  and 
Treasurer. 

3.  The  Junior  Division  shall  meet  at  least  once  a  month  to  follow 
some  line  of  study  for  which  a  program  shall  be  furnished. 

BY-LAWS. 

1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  society  and  in 
every  way  advance  its  interests.  In  her  absence  one  of  the  Vice 
Presidents  shall  preside. 

2.  The  First  Vice  President  shall  help  in  the  work  of  the  Baby 
Division. 

The  Second  Vice  President  shall  be  agent  for  the  Young  Christian 
Worker. 

The  Third  Vice  President  shall  promote  Christian  stewardship  and 
mission  study. 

The  Fourth  Vice  President  shall  have  charge  of  the  social  service 
and  local  work  of  the  children. 

3.  The  Corresponding  Secretaries  shall  conduct  the  correspondence 
of  the  society  and  make  quarterly  reports  to  the  Vice  President  of  the 
Conference  and  to  the  District  Secretaries,  to  whom  they  shall  send 
annually  the  names  and  addresses  of  their  officers. 

4.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  regular  and 
called  meetings,  and  see  that  each  meeting  is  properly  announced. 

5.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  all  funds  of  the  society,  keeping  a 
book  account  of  the  same,  and  remit  to  the  Conference  Treasurer 
quarterly.  She  shall  send  a  duplicate  report  to  the  Second  Vice  Pres- 
ident of  the  Conference,  and  also  furnish  the  Corresponding  Secreta- 
ries of  her  auxiliary  with  a  statement  of  the  amounts  remitted.  The 
books  of  the  Treasurer  shall  be  audited.

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Mrs.  R.  B.  John,  Conference  president,  being  unable  to  attend, 
Mrs.  Hume  R.  Steele,  educational  secretary  of  the  Council,  con- 
ducted the  devotional  exercises. 

The  Conference  was  called  to  order  by  Mrs.  Steele  and  "Praise 
God,  from  Whom  all  blessings  flow,"  was  sung,  followed  by  the 
Creed  and  the  Lord's  Prayer  in  concert. 

The  consecration  hymn  355  was  sung.  We  were  then  led  in 
prayer  by  Mrs.  Steele.  This  was  a  most  earnest  prayer  for  our 
work  and  for  the  great  responsibility  placed  upon  us.  A  fervent 
plea  to  our  dear  Heavenly  Father  to  guide  and  bless  our  Council 
officers,  our  Conference  officers,  our  missionaries,  both  at  home 
and  abroad. 

The  Scripture  lesson  was  taken  from  the  tenth  chapter  of 
Mark,  17th  to  27th  verses.  The  thought  was  so  beautifully 
brought  out  that  "Life  is  only  sacred  relationship  to  God,"  and 
"that  it  is  not  what  we  do,  but  what  we  are." 

Special  emphasis  was  laid  upon  the  21st  verse,  "Come,  take  up 
thy  cross  and  follow  me,"  and  the  27th  verse,  "With  men  it  is 
impossible,  but  not  with  God ;  for  with  God  all  things  are  possi- 
ble." She  asked  that  we  examine  our  own  hearts  and  lives  and 
see  what  is  the  one  thing  lacking.

When  the  hour  arrived  for  the  president's  message,  Mrs.  Steele 
announced  that  because  of  the  unavoidable  absence  of  Mrs.  John, 
this  would  have  to  be  postponed  until  a  later  time. 

Upon  motion  of  Mrs.  S.  H.  Scott,  seconded  by  Mrs.  1ST.  H.  D. 
Wilson,  telegrams  of  love  and  sympathy  were  sent  to  Mrs.  F.  B. 
McKinne,  Louisburg,  N".  C. ;  Mrs.  R.  A.  Willis,  Elizabeth  City, 
N".  C,  and  Mrs.  L.  M.  Hendren,  New  Bern,  N".  C. 

Miss  McKinnon  moved  that  a  complete  roll  of  delegates  and 
auxiliary  officers  be  made  and  handed  in  at  once. 

The  time  for  the  noonday  devotional  services  having  arrived, 
announcements  were  made,  after  which  Rev.  R.  C.  Craven  con- 
ducted the  exercises.  Hymn  635  was  sung.  The  subject  was 
the  "Macedonian  Call,"  and  he  showed  us  that  now,  as  then,  the 
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call  was  from  the  West,  when  Japan,  China,  and  others  were 
calling  to  America  to  "come  over  and  help." 

Mrs.  N".  H.  D.  Wilson  closed  with  prayer,  after  which  the 
benediction  was  pronounced  by  Rev.  R.  C.  Craven.

This  was  followed  by  a  prayer  of  praise  and  thanksgiving  to 
God  for  all  His  manifold  blessings  to  us.

On  November  3,  1914,  the  gentle  spirit  of  our  sister, 
Mrs.  Laura  Overman  Mangum,  passed  from  earth  to 
the  place  prepared  for  God's  children. 

From  childhood  her  heart  and  thought  turned  heav- 
enward, and  she  lived  as  one  seeing  Him  who  is  in- 
visible.

For  the  most  part,  those  misgivings  were  born  of  zeal  for  the  work 
as  we  had  followed  it,  mixed  perhaps  with  our  natural  reluctance  to 
any  change  of  methods.  Hardships,  too,  came  upon  us  in  the  service 
of  that  first  year ;  but  they  only  bent  us  the  more  to  the  task. 

Misgivings,  however,  and  the  remembrance  of  hardships,  were  all 
laid  aside  when  upon  coming  together  at  the  year's  close  we  found 
from  the  reports  on  every  hand  that  the  work  had  not  only  grown  in 
both  departments,  but  had  gone  forward  at  almost  equal  and  even 
pace.  We  bowed  our  hearts  in  thanksgiving,  and  confidence  was 
confirmed  in  the  wisdom  of  the  plan  we  had  followed. 

And  so  it  came  about  that  we  entered  upon  the  second  year  of 
united  work  with  a  new  degree  of  love,  and  added  firmness  of  pur- 
pose for  the  fulfilling  of  the  larger  outlook  we  had  gained.  The 
prospect  was  fair,  and  your  officers  took  certain  advance  steps  in 
plans  looking  to  fuller  concert  of  action.  We  felt  sure  that.  God 
helping  us,  we  were  to  have  the  very  best  year  of  our  history. 

That  a  time  so  straitened  should  come  upon  the  earth  we  had  not 
thought  possible  in  this  our  day  of  Christian  civilization.  This  is 
neither  the  time  nor  the  place  to  set  forth  reasons  or  causes  for  the 
conditions  of  the  day,  but  every  life  is  called  upon  to  face  the  crisis. 
No  smallest  hamlet,  no  farm,  however  remote,  no  family  of  our  South- 
land but  has  some  little  part  of  the  great  war  burden  to  bear.  If 
ever  we  doubted  that  we  are  just  one  big  world-community,  surely 
our  minds  are  disabused  of  that  doubt  now ;  and  it  may  be  that  the 
larger  brotherhood  toward  which  we  are  all  too  slowly  moving  shall 
the  sooner  dawn.  Certain  it  is  that  a  great  sobering  time  has  come 
to  us,  and  we  ought  to  get  from  it  the  right  measure  of  both  our 
faith  and  our  obligation.  Along  with  the  rest  of  the  Christian  world, 
a  time  of  testing  is  upon  us,  too — upon  each  one  for  herself. 

Whom,  under  the  stress,  have  we  put  first — God  or  ourselves? 

We  cannot  answer  that  question  wholly  in  dollars  and  cents ;  but 
if  when  the  reports  are  read  in  your  hearing  there  should  be  keen 
disappointment,  may  we  not  in  deep  humility  ask,  "Have  we  done  all 
that  we  might?     Have  we  put  God  and  His  cause  first?" 

It  is  in  this  serious  frame  of  mind,  then,  that  we  enter  upon  the 
new  year. 

NEW    CONSTITUTION. 

Slightly  changed,  but  simpler  and  more  comprehensive  plans  of 
operation  under  which  to  work  are  given  us.  While  we  are  ready, 
I  think,  for  this  final  step  in  the  progress  of  union,  we  shall  need 
to  acquaint  ourselves  with  the  details  of  change.  As  Conference, 
district,  and  auxiliary  leaders,  we  need  accurate  and  sympathetic 
knowledge  of  the  new  plan  of  work.     Ample  time  is  allotted  on  our

program  for  full  explanation  and  discussion  of  the  new  constitution 
and  by-laws.  We  may  not  approve  of  every  provision ;  the  plan  may 
be  far  from  perfect.  Nevertheless,  it  records  the  latest  step  of  the 
progress  the  organization  has  made.  Certain  it  is  that  the  plan 
under  which  we  begin  this  new  year  is  not  an  arbitrary  frame-up, 
but  is  just  a  conscientious  interpretation  of  growth  reduced  to  a  sys- 
tem that  will  foster  further  growth.  As  such,  I  am  sure  it  will 
receive  our  earnest  support. 

LEADERSHIP. 

Perhaps  the  larger  number  of  us  who  are  gathered  here  today  are 
charged  with  the  privilege  and  responsibility  of  leadership.  Not 
one  of  us  feels  that  she  has  clone  her  very  best.  Your  Conference 
secretaries  and  president,  from  the  places  they  fill,  have  had  oppor- 
tunity to  look  out  over  the  districts  and  auxiliaries,  and  have  found 
much  faithfulness,  and  much  excellent  work  done.  Particularly  do 
I  wish  to  speak  of  the  very  efficient  district  secretaries  who  have 
served  during  the  past  year.  The  real  burden  of  the  work  has  fallen 
heaviest  on  them. 

We  were  fortunate  to  have  Mrs.  S.  S.  Harris  with  us  for  the  dis- 
trict meetings,  and  from  nearly  all  of  these  came  gratifying  reports. 

Just  after  Mrs.  Harris  had  made  the  round,  I  asked  her  for  full 
and  frank  criticism  of  our  Conference  work.  She  had  many  things 
to  say  that  were  good,  but  thought  our  weakest  place  to  be  the  auxil- 
iary, particularly  the  auxiliary  monthly  meeting.  Many  of  us  ap- 
pear to  be  in  that  easy,  deadly  place — the  rut.  Not  enough  life,  not 
enough  variety  which  is  the  result  of  life. 

Maybe  the  rut  is  not  very  deep  in  some  auxiliaries ;  maybe  it  is  in 
others.  Oh !  but  there  is  a  magic  ladder  by  which  to  climb  out,  and 
it  will  fit  every  auxiliary  equally  well.  Let  me  give  it  to  you  here 
^  and  now.  It  is  just  this :  the  development  of  our  membership.  Too 
often  we  as  leaders  fall  into  the  rut  of  doing  things  ourselves  with 
the  same  helpers,  just  because  it  is  easier  that  way.  Oftentimes 
by  so  doing  we  rob  others  of  both  the  benefit  and  the  joy  of  service. 
I  believe  the  thing  above  all  others  for  which  we  should  strive  this 
year  is  the  development  of  our  membership.  Educational  processes  are 
slow,  sometimes  even  painful ;  but  we  must  not  grow  weary  in  apply- 
ing them.  The  results  abundantly  pay.  I  believe  also  that  there  is 
some  place  of  activity  for  every  normal  member  of  the  auxiliary. 
It  may  be  my  business  or  yours  to  find  it  for  her,  but  with  the  spirit 
of  love  ruling  us,  we  can  and  ought  to  do  it.  The  biggest  task  be- 
fore us,  as  leaders,  is  this  developing  of  our  membership — develop- 
ment of  the  woman  for  her  soul's  sake,  development  of  her  talents 
for  the  work's  sake. 

INCREASED    MEMBERSHIP. 

A  natural  outgrowth  of  increased  intelligence  on  the  part  of  our 
present  membership  will  be  multiplied  members.  Certainly  out  of 
the  more  than  86,000  Methodists  in  the  North  Carolina  Conference, 
the  Missionary  Society  can  boast  no  large  per  cent  of  the  women 
who  go  to  help  make  up  that  great  body.  Might  we  not  inaugurate 
a  "get  one"  campaign,  and  thus  at  least  double  our  membership  dur- 
ing this  year? 

FINANCIAL    AIM. 

The  progress  and  plans  of  no  organization  can  be  discussed  wholly 
apart  from  its  finances.  The  day  of  small  things  has  passed  from 
us.  It  was  necessary  to  make  a  beginning,  and  we  despise  not  that 
time ;  but  as  we  have  been  blessed  with  growth,  so  has  need  for  the 
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maintenance  of  growth  increased  also.  Our  banner  year  so  far  was 
1913,  when  the  whole  amount  raised  was  nearly  $39,000.  With  a  total 
of  $3  per  member  for  Stated  Dues,  Relief  and  Retirement,  and  Confer- 
ence Expense  Funds,  and  a  pledge  of  $15,000,  we  ought  this  year,  by 
adding  our  specials,  week  of  prayer,  and  the  local  work— putting 
together  all  these,  we  ought  to  reach  $50,000.  Though  the  time  be 
heavy,  yet  has  not  God  kept  us  from  the  strife?  Has  not  He  pros- 
pered us?    Could  we  not  pour  Him  out  a  worthy  thank-offering? 

And  we  build  not  for  today,  but  for  the  little  ones  who  shall  pass 
this  way  tomorrow. 

Hast  heard  of  the  bridge  builder  old,  who  having  crossed  safe  to 
the  other  side,  stopped  him  to  build  a  bridge  good  and  strong  that 
might  span  the  sullen  tide? 

"  'Old  man,'  said  a  fellow  pilgrim  near. 
'You  are  wasting  your  strength  with  building  here ; 
Your  journey  will  end  with  the  ending  day ; 
You  never  again  will  pass  this  way ; 
You've  crossed  the  chasm  deep  and  wide, 
Why  build  you  this  bridge  at  evening  tide?' 

"The  builder  lifted  his  old  gray  head : 

'Good  friend,  in  the  path  I  have  come,'  he  said, 

'There  followeth  after  me  today 

A  youth  whose  feet  must  pass  this  way. 

This  chasm  that  has  been  as  naught  to  me, 

To  that  fair-haired  youth  may  a  pitfall  be ; 

He,  too,  must  cross  in  the  twilight  dim. 

Good  friend,  I  am  building  this  bridge  for  him.'  "

YOUNG  PEOPLE'S  WORK. 

It  is  difficult  to  realize  that  the  time  has  come  when  we  are  again 
permitted  to  assemble  in  our  annual  meeting.  Here,  by  cooperation, 
interest,  and  love,  may  we  not  hope  to  obtain  a  larger  vision  con- 
cerning the  needs  of  our  Lord's  Kingdom  and*  consider  plans  and 
methods  by  which  those  needs  can  best  be  met,  thereby  equipping 
ourselves  for  a  larger  and  more  efficient  service? 

President  Wilson  has  said :  "The  beauty  of  responsibility  is  that 
it  sometimes,  by  the  grace  of  God,  makes  a  man  bigger  than  he  was 
naturally  born  to  be."  It  is  so  with  many  of  us.  We  realize  our 
inability  and  weakness,  but  we  dare  not  shirk  responsibility ;  we, 
therefore,  grapple  with  the  greatness  of  the  task  before  us,  and  as  a 
result  our  will  power  is  strengthened,  our  capacity  is  enlarged,  and 
our  character  is  developed  until  we  really  are  "bigger  than  we  were 
born  to  be." 

This  past  year  has  been  a  good  one  in  the  work  of  the  young  peo- 
ple. It  has  been  a  source  of  joy  and  inspiration  to  see  that  while 
formerly  the  increased  growth  and  interest  have  been  confined  to  but 
few  of  the  societies,  this  year  a  marked  change  has  taken  place  in 
the  life  of  many  auxiliaries,  and  a  better  understanding  of  the  work 
as  a  whole  is  evident  in  all. 

The  old  saying  that  'When  we  know,  we  will  do"  is  still  true,  as  is 
proved  by  one  auxiliary  of  nine  members.  Last  year  they  reported 
only  $6.10,  while  this  year  we  find  $30.35  to  their  credit.  To  be 
sure,  we  do  not  measure  success  by  the  financial  side  alone,  yet  we 
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do  feel  that  in  missionary  work  especially  is  it  true  that  while  "we 
may  give  without  loving,"  it  is  impossible  "to  love  without  giving." 

Particularly  do  I  wish  to  impress  upon  every  first  vice  president  in 
the  Conference  the  important  fact  that  now  is  your  day  of  opportu- 
nity. Tour  motto  is.  "Whatsoever  He  saith  unto  you.  do  it."  At 
least  six  young  people  may  be  found  in  almost  every  church.  Are 
they  not  worth  winning?     Have  you  sought  them? 

I  wish  also  to  urge  that  each  Young  People's  Society  strive  for  a 
place  on  the  "honor  roll."  While  this  may  seem  simple,  you  will 
soon  be  convinced  that  it  requires  an  effort  on  the  part  of  each  indi- 
vidual member  to  reach  the  standard  of  promptness,  faithfulness, 
and  efficiency. 

We  owe  especial  thanks  to  the  Council  leaders  for  the  very  attract- 
ive literature  and  year-book  which  have  been  prepared  by  them  for 
the  use  of  the  young  people  in  1915,  and  to  our  beloved  first  vice 
president  of  the  Council  we  are  especially  indebted  for  our  pin  and 
pennant.  The  pin  is  a  little  beauty.  Its  message,  "Youth,  Purity, 
and  Eternal  Truth,"  should  inspire  us  to  nobler  thoughts  and  higher 
ideals  of  life,  while  the  word  "Loyalty,"  standing  out  so  pure  and 
white  on  our  pennant,  should  keep  our  feet  steady  in  the  path  of 
duty. 

We  need  to  understand  more  clearly  that  the  "Specials"  assigned 
each  year  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  constitute  the  pledge 
for  the  young  people.  Our  "Specials"  for  1915  are  the  Sue  Bennett 
Memorial  School  at  London,  Ky.,  and  the  schools  at  Songdo  and 
Seoul,  Korea.  I  am  asking  the  young  people  of  this  Conference  to 
give  this  year  for  these  "Specials"  $1,000.  They  can  do  it,  and  I  be- 
lieve they  will. 

Our  statistical  report  shows  that  a  few  auxiliaries  have  disbanded 
during  the  year  and  two  have  become  adult  societies.  This  means 
that  we  are  beginning  the  new  year  weaker  in  numbers,  yet  we  are 
stronger  in  other  ways  which  in  a  large  measure  compensate  for 
the  loss. 

On  the  whole,  our  finances  were  not  so  good  as  last  year,  but  out 
of  43  auxiliaries  16  have  averaged  from  $2  to  $6  per  capita ;  this 
proves  that  our  young  people  are  interested  and  are  at  work.  We 
therefore  feel  encouraged,  and  we  believe  that  the  coming  year  will 
witness  even  better  things  at  the  hands  of  our  young  people.

REPORT  OF  THE  SECOND  VICE   PRESIDENT. 

We  have  heard  a  great  deal  about  converting  the  heathen  in  this 
generation.  Many  eloquent  and  inspiring  addresses  have  been  made 
v-  on  the  subject,  and  still,  sad  to  relate,  the  glad  day  seems  very  far 
away.  Mr.  John  R.  Pepper  says :  "I  verily  believe  that  the  heathen 
nations  can  be  converted  to  the  religion  of  Jesus  Christ  in  one  gen- 
eration, if  the  church  will  rear  a  generation  to  do  the  work."  Mr. 
Pepper,  as  it  seems  to  me,  has  indeed  struck  the  keynote.  The  rea- 
son the  world  has  not  been  converted  during  this  generation  is  that 
the  Church  has  failed  to  rear  the  past  generation  for  the  great  task 
before  them. 

To  me  the  Children's  Missionary  Society  is  one  of  the  most  impor- 
tant parts  of  our  church  work.  Yet  in  many  of  the  churches  it  is 
the  most  neglected  part  of  the  work.  What  a  great  opportunity  is 
before  us,  and  how  inspiring  the  task  given  to  us,  the  training  of 
the  children  of  this  generation  for  the  clay  in  the  near  future  when 
they  shall  go  forward,  a  great  army  of  Christian  soldiers  under  the 
banner  of  the  Cross,  bearing  palms  of  victory  before  them. 

Miss  Belle  Brain  gives  us  three  great  reasons  why  children  should 
be  trained  in  this  important  work  : 

(1)  For  the  good  of  the  child  itself.  And  indeed  it  does  mean  a 
great  deal  for  the  children,  giving  them  a  broad  outlook  on  life,  help- 
ing them  to  understand  God's  plan  for  the  salvation  of  the  world 
and  their  own  place  in  that  plan. 

(2)  For  the  sake  of  what  the  child  can  accomplish  for  the  cause. 
And  children  have  accomplished  great  things  already.  The  aggre- 
gate amount  of  the  children's  mites  has  been  large.  God  has  heard 
their  prayers  and  rewarded  their  faith,  and  the  children's  offerings 
have  fed  a  mighty  multitude. 

(3)  To  fit  the  child  for  the  responsibilities  of  the  future.  Here 
our  work  becomes  important.  If  we  want  to  see  the  world  brought 
to  Christ  in  the  next  generation,  now  is  our  time  to  work.  God 
grant  that  1915  may  see  every  church  in  our  Conference  with  a  live, 
working  Bright  Jewel  Band,  with  the  very  best  woman  of  the  church 
leading  it.     I  call  on  each  of  you  to  help  us  to  bring  this  to  pass. 

Nineteen-fourteen  started  out  well,  the  first  two  quarters  being 
much  in  advance  of  the  preceding  year.  But  before  the  time  for  the 
reports  for  the  third  quarter  were  due  every  one  was  talking  hard 
times  and  war,  and  of  course  we  fell  behind.  But  when  our  faithful 
second  vice  presidents  found  how  far  behind  we  were,  they  deter- 
mined to  bend  every  effort  and  raise  the  pledges  if  possible.  The 
end  of  the  last  quarter  found  us  victorious.  We  had  raised  our 
^  pledges  in  full,  and  in  spite  of  hard  times,  can  report  a  slight  increase 
over  last  year.     Let  us  thank  God  and  take  courage. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  tell  you  that  Grace  Church,  Wilming- 
ton, gets  both  the  banner  for  the  greatest  amount  and  the  banner  for 
the  greatest  increase  in  membership.  I  have  seen  with  my  own  eyes 
the  faithful  work  of  this  band  and  the  untiring  effort  of  their  skill- 
ful leader,  Mrs.  W.  H.  Shaw,  and  know  that  they  richly  deserve  the 
honor.  They  raised  $194.99.  Memorial  Church.  Durham,  comes 
very  close  behind,  $184.90.  Laurinburg  also  deserves  honorable  men- 
tion, with  $176.  The  banner  for  the  greatest  amount  per  member 
goes  to  Franklinton,  they  having  raised  $3.45  per  member.  Memorial 
and  Laurinburg  follow,  each,  $2.84;  while  little  Pantego.  always  de- 
serving to  be  on  the  honor  roll,  raised  $2.58.  The  Baby  Division 
which  wins  the  banner  "for  the  best  Baby  Division"  is  Centenary, 
New  Bern.

Only  410  subscribers  to  the  Young  Christian  Worker  were  reported, 
but  I  feel  sure  that  there  are  more  than  that.  Surely  there  ought 
to  be  many  more.  I  can  hardly  see  how  a  successful  band  can  be 
conducted  without  the  assistance  of  this  valuable  paper. 

We  feel  that  we  have  had  a  good  year,  though  the  failure  of  some  of 
our  old  bands  to  report  has  brought  sadness  to  our  hearts.  I  trust 
with  the  new  year  they  will  reorganize  and  try  again.  I  want  to 
thank  the  second  vice  presidents  for  their  faithful  work.  With  few 
exceptions,  they  have  been  true  to  their  trust  and  have  given  willing 
service  regardless  of  the  apparent  lack  of  sympathy  and  help  from 
the  woman's  auxiliaries  and  from  many  of  the  mothers.  May  God 
bless  those  who  lead  and  train  our  children,  and  may  their  reward 
be  glorious. 

For  two  years  the  children's  department  has  been  paying  its  own 
expenses  out  of  special  funds.  We  decided  on  this  plan  because  it 
complicated  matters  to  try  to  get  the  children  to  pay  a  separate  Con- 
ference expense  fund. 

This  year  I  would  recommend  that  the  Conference  Society  pay  the 
expenses  of  the  children's  department  and  allow  all  the  children 
raise  to  go  to  the  work  they  support.  I  would  also  recommend  that 
the  woman's  auxiliaries  be  asked  to  take  greater  interest  in  the  chil- 
dren's work.  Third,  that  the  district  secretaries  cooperate  with  the 
Conference  second  vice  president  and  help  her  to  organize  new  bands 
in  their  districts.  Fourth,  that  a  greater  effort  be  made  to  secure 
subscribers  to  the  Young  Christian  Worker.  Fifth,  that  a  member- 
ship campaign  be  pressed  in  March  in  the  bands  already  at  work,  and 
that  a  vigorous  effort  be  made  to  organize  new  bands.  Especially  I 
would  urge  that  where  bands  have  ceased  to  report,  the  auxiliaries 
be  asked  to  look  into  the  matter,  see  that  the  most  competent  leader 
possible  be  put  in  charge,  and  that  the  band  be  reorganized.

SUPERINTENDENT   OF   STUDY  AND    PUBLICITY. 

The  year  just  closing  has  been  one  of  marked  advance  in  mission 
study  and  Christian  stewardship,  but  figures  are  very  inadequate  to 
show  what  has  really  been  accomplished.  The  greatest  encourage- 
ment has  come  from  the  correspondence  and  the  many  requests  for 
information  concerning  the  work.  Several  auxiliaries  have  written 
that  they  had  not  organized  a  study  class  the  past  year,  but  would 
this  spring. 

Fifty-two  adult  and  young  people,  with  723  members  and  5  juve- 
nile mission  study  classes,  were  reported,  while  15  women  deprived 
of  this  group  study  were  reported  to  be  reading  the  books. 

The  idea  of  district  libraries  was  discussed  considerably  the  past 
quarter,  but  with  few  exceptions  it  was  found  to  be  unpopular.  How- 
ever, eight  auxiliary  libraries  were  reported. 

There  have  been  numerous  requests  concerning  Bible  study,  but 
only  three  regular  Bible  study  classes  were  reported.  Yet  four 
Bible  classes  in  the  Sunday-school  were  reported  to  render  a  special 
class  unnecessary. 

Christian  stewardship  has  been  presented  quarterly  in  sixteen  aux- 
iliaries. A  large  number  of  pastors  responded  to  the  request  to 
preach  special  sermons  on  Christian  stewardship.  We  have  never 
seen  as  much  in  religious  papers,  or  heard  as  much  from  different 
pulpits,  concerning  stewardship,  as  has  been  advocated  the  past 
year.  The  country  is  truly  awakening  to  the  thought  that  we  hold 
goods  in  trust  for  the  Lord's  service. 

The  use  of  the  Missionary  Bulletin  and  the  printing  of  missionary 
items  in  secular  papers  are  steadily  gaining  ground. 

The  supreme  need  of  prayer  circles  has  been  emphasized,  and  five 
organized  circles  reported  that  they  meet  at  a  regular  time  for 
prayer,  and  four  auxiliaries  reported  that  the  members  each  pray  at 
the  noon  hour  for  the  deepened  prayer  life  of  the  members  of  our 
Conference. 

I  recommend  that  a  very  special  effort  be  made  to  emphasize  the 
work  of  the  superintendent  of  publicity  in  this  meeting,  for,  to  my 
mind,  the  greatest  success  of  the  Conference  financially,  intellectually, 
and  spiritually  depends  on  study  circles,  Christian  stewardship,  and 
prayer. 

I  want  to  express  my  thanks  and  pleasure  for  having  had  this 
opportunity  of  service.  It  has  been  helpful  and  has  made  my  own 
life  fuller  and  better.  The  only  regret  is  that  I  did  not  know  at 
first  the  real  needs  of  the  various  auxiliaries  as  I  feel  that  I  know 
them  now.

REPORT  OF   SUPERINTENDENT   OF  SOCIAL   SERVICE. 

In  reporting  the  work  of  this  department,  I  feel  that  there  is  no 
cause  for  gratulation.  We  have  done  something,  it  is  true,  but  have 
s/  not  made  the  strong  shoulder-to  shoulder  movement  which  it  was  our 
duty  and  privilege  to  make. 

No  doubt  there  has  been  some  advance  in  the  promotion  of  those 
principles  of  civic  righteousness  which  tend  to  the  bringing  in  of  the 
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Kingdom.     But  the  work  at  the  end  of  the  quadrennium  is  not  so 
well  organized  as  its  promoters  no  doubt  hoped. 

We  women,  touching  only  the  hem  of  public  life,  naturally  work 
along  individual  lines ;  we  have  yet  to  learn  more  fully  the  strength    v 
of  organization. 

Each  little  stream  of  effort  and  influence  may  cause  some  flowers 
to  bloom  in  our  own  little  valley ;  but  think  what  a  power  they  would 
make  if  united  and  running  all  together  in  one  great  river  to  make 
glad  the  waste  places  of  our  Father's  vineyard,  to  lift  up  the  heads 
and  cheer  the  hearts  of  thousands  of  His  burdened,  discouraged,  and 
sin-sick  children. 

It  is  admitted  that  women  have  helped  in  creating  sentiment  in 
all  humanitarian  movements,  and  it  is  true  that  her  powers  are 
enlarging,  and  that  more  and  more  she  may  influence  legislation,  and 
even  without  the  ballot  may  help  to  bring  about  needed  reforms. 

In  the  beginning  of  the  quadrennium,  while  there  seemed  such  a 
world  of  work  to  be  done,  the  wise  women  who  guide  on  the  Council 
warned  that  we  should  not  undertake  too  much  at  one  time.  So 
they  prepared  studies  and  leaflets  for  each  quarter.  Our  first  studies 
related  to  housing  and  the  suppressing  of  vice.  Then  we  had  the 
"Child  at  Play,"  and  found  that  great  improvement  was  needed. 

There  was  small  attention  to  where  he  played,  or  how  he  played. 
Some  improvement  has  been  made  by  enlarging,  equipping,  and  super- 
vising his  play  in  some  places ;  but  in  most  places  the  slight  super- 
vision of  the  teachers  at  the  short  intermission  given,  and  the  hours 
of  play  when  school  is  over,  are  not  supervised  or  directed. 

We  studied  him  at  work,  and  the  cry  of  the  children  with  its 
piteous  appeal  has  brought  about  some  reforms  in  the  compulsory 
school  law,  the  age  when  children  may  be  employed  in  factories,  the 
shortening  of  the  hours  of  labor,  etc. 

But  there  still  remains  much  to  be  done  along  these  lines.  The 
compulsory  education  law  is  incomplete  without  some  arrangement 
for  the  free  distribution  of  text-books,  as  many  very  poor  families 
cannot  provide  them. 

The  shorter  hours,  without  inspectors,  are  largely  disregarded. 

We  then  took  up  the  "Delinquent  and  Dependent  Child."  We 
found  groups  of  boys,  gangs,  from  ill-directed  homes,  running  to- 
gether, were  forming  evil  habits,  cigarette  smoking,  crap  shooting ; 
were  sometimes  stoning  buildings  and  even  wantonly  shooting  with 
gun  or  pistol.  These  boys  when  taken  up  and  convicted  and  put  in 
jail  with  hardened  criminals,  found  there  a  breeding  place  for  crime 
instead  of  those  influences  which  would  tend  to  lead  them  into  better 
lives. 

The  Jackson  Training  School  and  in  some  places  probation  officers 
are  helping  somewhat  to  relieve  the  situation. 

What  has  been  done  for  the  child  may  not  be  directly  the  result 
of  our  study  or  work,  but  we  thank  God  that  we  have  been  able  to  s/ 
help  by  creating  sentiment,  and  keeping  the  vital  matters  before  the 
minds  of  those  who  make  the  laws  that  bring  about  reforms. 

It  is  a  great  improvement  to  have  physicians  visit  the  schools  and 
give  attention  to  all  physical  conditions  that  might  threaten ;  but 
we  must  keep  alive  to  the  fact  that  the  peril  of  moral  contamination 
must  be  watched  even  more  carefully. 

We  have  studied  woman  "In  the  Home,"  "In  Industry."  "In  Public 
Activities,"  "In  Religious  Activities."  We  have  seen  some  ameliora- 
tion of  the  condition  of  the  wage-earner,  in  laws  requiring  more  sani- 
tary conditions  under  which  she  may  work  and  shorter  hours  of 
labor. 
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We  have  studied  intemperance  in  its  destroying  relations  to  the 
home,  the  State,  the  Nation,  and  while  we  rejoice  in  State-wide  pro- 
sy hibition.   we  deplore  the  fact  that  our  Congress  failed   to  pass  the 
bill  for  Nation-wide  prohibition. 

Let  us  hope  and  pray  that  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  our 
Nation  shall  cease  to  sanction  that  which  debases  all  that  come  under 
its  influence. 

Our  last  quarter's  study  was  "The  Social  Evil."  This,  like  the 
drink  evil,  must  be  fought  at  every  turn.  We  must  realize  that  girls 
and  women  have  let  go  the  high  standard  in  dress  and  manners  that 
would  be  their  greatest  protection,  and  that  the  simple  girl  from 
farm  or  factory  is  just  as  wild  to  appear  in  the  latest  fashions  as 
her  gay  young  sister.  Those  half-clad  girls  in  the  higher  walks  of 
life  have  a  protection  that  is  not  in  the  environment  of  the  others, 
and  so  the  danger  is  greater  to  those  who  are  really  least  to  blame. 

It  is  unsafe  for  girls  and  women  to  be  on  the  streets  at  night  un- 
attended, especially  in  factory  districts.  Recreation  is  necessary ; 
but  it  must  be  sane,  sanitary,  supervised. 

There  must  be  more  homes  like  Vashti  for  the  friendless  girl,  and 
more  doors  of  hope  for  those  who  may  be  reclaimed.  Else  what  is 
to  become  of  fallen  women,  whether  they  be  willing  to  reform  or 
whether  they  continue  to  be  vicious  and  a  menace  to  all  about  them? 

One  has  said,  "There  is  no  fallen  woman  without  a  fallen  man." 
True,  but  the  man  hides  his  sin  and  holds  his  place  in  the  world ; 
.  the  woman  can  only  bear  her  shame  and  sink  lower  in  the  scale  of 
v  existence.  The  time  has  come  to  open  the  door  of  hope  to  her  or  to 
compel  him,  too,  to  wear  the  scarlet  letter.  God's  mercy  is  great 
enough  to  encompass  both  the  man  and  the  woman,  though  fallen  ; 
and.  mind  you,  only  he  who  was  without  sin  was  permitted  to  cast  a 
stone. 

Even  now  our  General  Assembly  is  aroused  on  this  subject.  Minis- 
ters, doctors,  women,  are  pleading  for  some  measure  of  relief.  One 
asked  the  pertinent  question,  Why  make  the  age  of  consent  14  or  18? 
Does  law  give  consent  to  any  other  crime? 

Doctors  told  of  the  appalling  spread  of  disease  and  of  lowering 
of  vitality  now  abroad  in  the  land — the  result  of  this  evil,  and  of  the 
large  percentage  of  blind  and  feeble-minded  that  are  coming  to  be 
wards  of  the  State  from  the  same  cause. 

Women  good  and  true  plead  for  their  fallen  sisters,  and  the  State 
should  provide  a  home  for  them  where  those  who  wish  to  reform 
might  find  decent  employment  and  where  those  who  remain  vicious 
might  be  restrained.

REPORT   OF   SUPERINTENDENT   OF    PUBLICITY. 

Madam  President  and  Fellow-workers: 

The  year  just  closing  has  been  a  very  busy  one.  Every  month  I 
have  sent  the  Bulletin  to  the  auxiliaries  throughout  our  Confer- 
ence— that  is,  I  have  tried  to  put  these  little  messengers  of  the  latest 
news  from  the  field  into  the  hands  of  some  one  in  about  two  hundred 
auxiliaries.  The  expense  of  this  work  has  been  about  equal  to 
that  of  last  year — a  little  more.  There  have  gone  out  each  month 
six  hundred,  making  in  round  numbers  something  like  seven  thou- 
sand Bulletins  sent  for  the  year,  besides  many  cards  and  letters. 

Forty-seven  press  superintendents  have  been  reported  to  me  from 
the  two  hundred  auxiliaries.  To  these  were  sent  report  blanks  at 
the  end  of  each  quarter.  From  the  forty-seven  superintendents  only 
six  have  reported  to  me.  I  have  tried  to  do  what  I  could,  but  feel 
that  perhaps  this  is  the  most  inefficient  department  of  our  work. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  superintendent  of  literature  and  the 
superintendent  of  mission  study  and  publicity  be  one  and  the  same. 
The  literature  to  be  sent  out  with  the  Bulletin  each  quarter. 

Second.  That  each  auxiliary  be  required  to  elect  a  superintendent 
of  mission  study  and  publicity,  and  that  she  be  urged  to  use  the 
Bulletin  at  her  regular  monthly  meeting  in  the  most  attractive  way 
possible. 

Third.  That  the  editor  of  the  Woman's  Page  be  relieved  of  any 
responsibility  for  the  Bulletin  and  devote  her  time  to  the  Woman's 
Page  alone. 

With  these  few  recommendations,  I  present  to  the  Conference  iny 
resignation  as  Superintendent  of  Publicity.

REPORT   OF   CORRESPONDING    SECRETARY    OF    FOREIGN 
DEPARTMENT. 

Reporting  time  has  come,  and  I  find  it  hard  in  many  ways.  Fig- 
ures show  only  a  part  of  what  has  been  accomplished. 

I  am  glad  to  report  a  growth  of  fifteen  new  societies  in  our  adult 
department ;  this  is  encouraging,  even  though  we  are  far  short  of 
last  year's  figures  financially.     I  am  distressed  over  this,  and  vet  we 
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all  understand  the  unusual  conditions.  It  is  possible  that  we  have 
prayed  and  sacrificed  more  than  ever  before  to  raise  this.  God 
knows  our  hearts,  whether  we  have  done  all  that  it  was  possible  for 
us  to  do. 

But.  dear  friends,  we  have  the  Xew  Year  before  us.  and  with  fresh 
courage  let  us  put  ourselves  unreservedly  into  the  hands  of  our 
Father ;  let  Him  have  His  way  with  us  entirely,  and  if  He  calls  for 
larger  gifts  of  service,  of  prayer  life,  of  sacrifice  of  personal  comforts 
and  luxuries,  let  us  give  them  with  gladness  and  joy  in  the  giving, 
remembering  that  the  opportunities  for  service  in  the  world  today 
are  ever  enlarging  and  that  surely  we  have  come  to  the  Kingdom 
for  such  a  time  as  this.  It  is  indeed  a  great  privilege  to  share  in 
the  accomplishment  of  God's  wonderful  plans  and  purposes,  even 
though  it  be  He  lay  upon  us  some  humble  service ;  and  if  we  be  co- 
workers with  Him  and  let  Him  fit  us  into  His  plans,  it  shall  come 
to  pass  that  we  shall  not  disappoint  Him  either,  in  the  gift  of  self, 
which  He  wants  first  of  all.  or  in  the  laying  of  our  means  upon  His 
altar,  which  gift  He  accepts  as  the  pledge  of  our  love  and  loyalty  to 
the  service  of  His  kingdom. 

I  accepted  the  office  of  corresponding  secretary  for  the  Foreign 
Department  very  reluctantly,  knowing  that  it  would  not  be  easy  to 
fill  Mrs.  Swindell's  place.  I  did  not  feel  that  I  was  peculiarly  fitted 
for  the  duties  of  this  position,  but  there  seemed  no  one  else  ready 
to  assume  those  responsibilities  during  the  transition  period.  As 
we  expected,  it  has  been  deemed  expedient,  in  order  to  more  per- 
fectly unite  the  work  of  the  Foreign  and  Home  departments,  to  con- 
solidate the  work  under  one  general  secretary.  The  wisdom  of  this 
step  I  do  not  question.  Indeed,  I  think  that  Miss  McKinnon  and  I 
have  each  felt  that  the  best  interest  of  both  departments  required 
this. 

For  these  reasons,  and  because,  it  seems  to  me,  God  is  calling  me 
to  a  work  that  lies  very  close  to  my  heart  in  my  own  town,  a  work 
among  the  boys  and  young  girls — "a  field  already  white  unto  the 
harvest" — I  am  asking  to  be  released  from  the  duties  of  office. 

I  regret  that  I  cannot  be  with  you  in  Rocky  Mount  and  personally 
thank  the  several  officers  and  the  district  secretaries  for  their  gen- 
erous cooperation  and  courtesy.  I  should  like  also  to  express  my 
appreciation  of  your  confidence  and  trust.  I  need  not  tell  you  why 
I  am  absent.  I  know  that  you  will  bear  with  me  and  understand 
that  I  write  because  I  cannot  do  otherwise. 

It  is  customary,  I  believe,  for  retiring  officers  to  give  some  parting 
advice,  or  offer  some  suggestions  regarding  cherished  plans.  I  have 
no  wise  counsel  to  offer,  but  my  heart,  which  has  recently  sounded 
the  depths  of  unfailing  love,  sends  you  this  message :     "God  is  Love." 

As  children  of  God.  we  should  partake  of  His  characteristics.  We 
must  love  with  a  devotion  that  is  as  sincere  as  his  who  forgave  his 
erring  brother  until  seventy  times  seven.  As  far-reaching  as  His. 
who  prayed  "not  for  these  alone,  but  for  all  of  them  which  shall 
believe  through  their  word." 

Love  that  exhausts  itself  and  expends  all  of  its  energies  on  some 
pet  scheme,  even  though  that  scheme  may  be  nothing  less  than  for- 
eign missions,  is  not  perfect  love.  It  has  not  reached  its  fullest  de- 
velopment until  it  comprehends  all.  It  cannot  be  circumscribed  by 
rules.  It  knows  no  dividing  lines.  He  who  said.  "Go  ye  into  all 
the  world  and  teach  all  nations,"  as  emphatically  said,  "Beginning 
at  Jerusalem." 

It  cannot  be  denied  that  in  the  physical  world  concentration  gives 
force  to  a  particular  channel.     Those  who  opposed  uniting  the  work 
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of  the  Home  and  Foreign  departments  doubtless  did  so  because  they 
feared  that  diversified  interests  would  result  disastrously  to  one 
department  or  the  other.  But  those  fears  have  proved  groundless. 
Physical  laws  do  not  apply  in  the  kingdom  of  God.  Even  the  con- 
servative have  seemed  to  hear  a  reassuring  voice  saying,  "Not  by 
might,  nor  by  power,  but  by  my  Spirit,  saith  the  Lord  of  Hosts."

My  statistical  report  is  brief,  and  I  am  afraid  tbat  these  figures 
do  not  absolutely  represent  the  facts,  for  throughout  the  year  the 
district  secretaries  have  written  me  that  the  work  of  the  two  depart- 
ments has  so  overlapped  that  no  figures  could  be  accurate  save  those 
,  that  had  to  do  with  money.  So  in  the  very  cause  of  this  inaccuracy 
I  find  cause  for  rejoicing.  Those  unnatural  lines  of  demarcation  be- 
tween the  different  phases  of  our  work  have  naturally  obliterated 
themselves.  The  last  year  of  the  period  of  transition  has  come  to  a 
close  and  we  enter  the  new  period  with  joy  and  thanksgiving. 

These  statistics  show  an  increase  in  number  of  auxiliaries  and 
number  of  members,  for  which  we  rejoice ;  and  yet  I  believe  that  our 
greatest  cause  for  rejoicing  does  not  lie  so  much  in  this  outward 
growth  of  the  organization  as  in  the  more  intelligent  understanding 
of  the  work  that  has  come  this  year. 

This  growth  along  educational  lines  is  evidenced  in  several  ways. 

This  year,  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Conference,  dis- 
trict meetings  were  held  in  each  of  the  districts.  These  were  held 
shortly  after  the  meeting  of  the  Council,  and  Mrs.  S.  S.  Harris  and 
one  or  more  of  the  Conference  oflicers  attended  each  of  them.  The 
good  accomplished  through  these  in  giving  the  women  in  the  auxilia- 
ries a  better  understanding  of  the  work  as  a  whole  is  incalculable. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  mission  study.  The  report  of  the 
third  vice  president  shows  a  larger  number  of  mission  study  circles  in 
adult  and  young  people's  auxiliaries  than  has  ever  been  reported  be- 
fore. Surely  if  "knowledge  is  power,"  there  is  great  cause  for  rejoic- 
ing in  this  respect. 

While  our  quarterly  reports  did  not  show  that  the  proportional 
part  of  our  budget  was  paid  quarterly,  as  we  had  hoped  it  would  be, 
yet  there  was  a  marked  advance  along  this  line,  showing  that  our 
women  are  learning  to  do  our  work  in  a  systematic  way. 

These  things,  that  have  come  through  education,  show  that  we 
are  building  on  a  sound  foundation  and  point  to  a  permanent  growth 
in  the  work.  Gratifying  as  this  is,  I  find  a  still  greater  cause  for 
rejoicing  in  the  splendid  loyalty  and  consecration  of  the  women  of 
the  North  Carolina  Conference  which  has  caused  them  in  this  year 
of  necessary  economy  to  pay  a  larger  pledge  in  the  Home  Depart- 
ment than  they  have  ever  paid  before.  We  are  growing  in  the  spirit 
of  giving ;  so.  relying  on  the  devotion  and  loyalty  of  our  women  to 
the  cause  of  the  Master  and  His  work,  I  believe  that  we  will  meet 
the  larger  obligations  that  God  has  placed  upon  us  this  year  as  Ameri- 
can women  with  a  spirit  of  love  and  sacrifice.  Therefore,  I  recom- 
mend that  as  a  Conference  we  accept  not  only  willingly  but  with  joy 
the  Council  plan  for  financing  the  work. 
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In  closing  this  report  and  in  giving  up  this  work,  as  I  must  do,  I 
wish  to  express  rny  gratitude  to  the  women  of  this  Conference  and  to 
the  women  of  the  Council  for  the  cooperation,  encouragement,  and 
sympathy  that  they  have  shown  me.  an  inexperienced  officer.  My 
life  will  always  be  richer  because  of  this  year  of  close  fellowship 
with  them  which  God  has  granted  me.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON    FINANCE. 

We,  your  committee  on  finance,  recommend  the  following : 

1.  That  each  member  of  every  auxiliary  in  the  Woman's  Mission- 
ary Society  shall  pay  50  cents  into  the  Conference  expense  fund  dur- 
ing the  first  quarter. 

2.  That  every  member  of  all  Young  People's  Auxiliaries  pay  25 
cents  into  the  Conference  expense  fund. 

3.  That  every  member  of  each  auxiliary  shall  pay  10  cents  into 
the  retirement  fund. 

4.  That  all  bills  for  printing  minutes  and  such  blanks,  postals,  and 
circular-letters,  as  advance  our  work  be  paid  from  the  treasury. 

5.  That  the  expense  of  Conference  officers  be  paid  from  our  Con- 
ference expense  fund. 

6.  That,  whereas  our  president  and  corresponding  secretary  are 
members  of  our  Mission  Council,  we  authorize  our  treasurer  to  pay 
all  necessary  expenses  incurred  by  their  attendance  upon  said  Council. 

7.  That  the  treasurers  of  each  auxiliary  shall  send  all  money  and 
reports  to  district  secretary  of  her  district,  and  the  money  and  reports 
of  young  people  be  sent  to  first  vice  president,  and  money  and  reports 
of  junior  baby  division  be  sent  to  second  vice  president  the  first  day 
of  the  month  each  quarter. 

8.  That  each  district  secretary,  first  and  second  vice  president, 
shall  send  all  money  and  reports  to  Conference  treasurer  by  the 
10th  of  the  month  each  quarter. 

9.  That  we  pay  a  pledge  of  $15,000,  above  our  dues  and  specials, 
for  the  support  of  our  missionary  work. 

10.  That  the  auxiliary  treasurers  make  their  reports  in  even  fig- 
ures, keeping  the  odd  cents  for  following  quarter. 

11.  That  the  dues  for  junior  division  be  5  cents  each  month.

YOUNG   PEOPLE'S  WORK. 

We,  the  committee  on  Young  People's  Work,  are  convinced  that 
every  church  needs  the  enthusiasm  of  the  young  people  and  that  the 
young  people  need  the  training  and  the  inspiration  to  be  gained  only 
through  missionary  work.     We  therefore  recommend : 

1.  That  an  earnest  effort  be  made  to  organize  a  Young  People's 
Auxiliary  in  every  church  where  there  are  six,  or  more  young  people 
of  eligible  age. 

2.  That  the  Year-Book  for  Young  People  be  used  as  the  foundation 
in  making  out  the  programs  for  the  regular  monthly  meetings. 

3.  That  wherever  possible  a  mission  study  class  or  reading  circle 
should  be  organized. 

4.  That  emphasis  be  placed  on  Bible  study  in  the  regular  monthly 
meetings. 
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5.  That  public  and  social  meetings  be  held  periodically.  That  the 
work  and  aim  of  the  young  people  be  explained  at  these  meetings, 
and  an  earnest  effort  be  made  to  reach  and  interest  other  young 
people. 

6.  That  since  the  Missionary  Voice  is  to  us  what  the  carpenter's 
chest  of  tools  is  to  him,  the  superintendent  of  study  and  publicity 
shall  be  diligent  in  securing  subscribers. 

7.  That  Good  Friday  shall  be  observed  as  a  special  day  of  prayer 
for  the  Student  Volunteer  Movement. 

8.  That  each  auxiliary  shall  make  a  diligent  study  of  the  specials 
assigned  by  the  Council  for  this  year,  viz. :  Seoul,  Songdo,  and  the 
Sue  Bennett  Memorial,  and  support  the  same  with  gifts  of  love, 
prayer,  and  money. 

9.  That  each  auxiliary  shall  strive  to  reach  the  standard  of  excel- 
lence adopted  by  the  Council,  so  that  they  may  have  a  place  on  the 
roll  of  honor. 

10.  That  one  afternoon  during  the  week  of  prayer  be  given  to  the 
young  people,  and  that  the  women  of  the  church  be  urged  to  attend.

8.  That  the  superintendent  of  study  and  publicity  be  urged  to  fill 
out  the  quarterly  report  blanks  and  return  promptly  to  the  Confer- 
ence superintendent  Of  study  and  publicity. 

9.  That  the  auxiliary  superintendent  seek  interesting  bits  of  mis- 
sionary news  for  the  Woman's  page  in  the  Raleigh  Christian  Advo- 
cate, and  in  turn  present  the  news  to  be  found  on  our  Woman's  page 
to  her  auxiliary.

"That  each  district  secre- 
tary shall  pledge  an  earnest  effort  to  hold  an  annual  meeting  in  her 
district,  at  which  time  she  shall  urge  the  great  importance  of  organ- 
izing new  auxiliaries,  doing  all  in  her  power  to  develop  the  district," 
be  made  a  standing  rule. 

5.  We  recommend  that  Article  5  (page  63)  of  the  report  of  com- 
mittee on  extension  of  work  for  1914,  "That  the  Conference  officers 
and  each  auxiliary  president  make  every  effort  to  have  the  week  of 
prayer  observed,"  be  made  a  standing  rule. 

6.  For  the  purpose  of  securing  accuracy,  we  recommend  that  the 
executive  committee  of  each  auxiliary  hold  a  meeting  immediately 
before  sending  the  quarterly  reports.

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  in  Congress  Assembled : 

Whereas  the  Mormon  Church  continues  to  teach,  and  its  prophet 
and  priests  continue  to  practice,  polygamy,  in  defiance  of  the  law  of 
Christ  and  also  of  the  law  of  the  land  and  in  ungrateful  violation 
of  their  pledge  made  to  this  country :  Now,  therefore,  we  do  respect- 
fully urge  upon  the  Congress  the  speedy  adoption  of  the  pending 
resolution — introduced  in  the  House  by  Mr.  Gillett  of  Massachusetts, 
and  in  the  Senate  by  Mr.  Weeks  of  Massachusetts — to  amend  the 
Federal  Constitution  as  follows  : 

ARTICLE  XVIII. 

"Section  1.  Polygamy  and  polygamous  cohabitation  shall  not  ex- 
ist within  the  United  States  or  any  place  subject  to  their  jurisdic- 
tion. 

"Section  2.  Congress  shall  have  power  to  enforce  this  article  by 
appropriate  legislation."

CONSTITUTION  OF  CONFERENCE  SOCIETIES. 


1.  In  each  Annual  Conference  there  shall  be  organized  a  Confer- 
ence Society  auxiliary  to  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

2.  The  object  of  this  society  is  to  plan  and  direct  the  woman's 
missionary  work  of  the  Conference. 

3.  The  Conference  Society  shall  consist  of  one  or  more  delegates 
from  each  auxiliary,  a  district  secretary  from  each  district,  and  the 
following  officers :  a  president,  two  vice  presidents,  a  corresponding 
secretary,  a  recording  secretary,  a  treasurer,  and  superintendents  of 
study  and  publicity,  of  social  service,  and  of  supplies.  These  officers 
shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  the  annual  session  and  shall  constitute 
the  executive  committee.  The  president  and  the  corresponding  sec- 
retary shall  be  members  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

BY-LAWS   FOR   CONFERENCE   SOCIETIES. 

1.  The  executive  committee  shall  transact  business  in  the  interim 
of  the  annual  sessions.     Five  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

2.  Conference  officers  shall  be  nominated  by  a  committee  composed 
of  a  representative  from  each  district,  who  shall  be  chosen  by  the 
district  delegation.  This  shall  not  debar  the  parliamentary  privilege 
of  nomination  from  the  floor  nor  the  privilege  of  balloting  for  any 
person  not  nominated. 

3.  The  district  secretaries  shall  be  nominated  by  a  committee  com- 
posed of  the  president,  the  vice  presidents,  the  corresponding  secre- 
tary, and  the  treasurer,  and  shall  be  elected  by  acclamation. 

4.  Two  members  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  Conference  shall 
be  elected  at  each  annual  session  as  alternates  to  the  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Council. 

5.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Conference 
Society  and  of  the  executive  committee  and  shall  actively  advance 
the  interests  of  the  work.     She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury. 

6.  The  vice  presidents  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  president  in 
her  absence. 

7.  The  first  vice  president  shall  have  charge  of  the  young  people's 
work  and  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  first  vice  president  of  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Council  and  to  the  corresponding  secretary  of 
the  Conference  Society. 

The  second  vice  president  shall  have  charge  of  the  children's  work 
and  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  second  vice  president  of  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Council  and  to  the  corresponding  secretary  of 
the  Conference  Society. 

S.  The  corresponding  secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence 
of  the  society  and  supply  the  auxiliaries  with  information  and  with 
litei-ature  if  so  ordered  by  the  Conference.  She  shall  promote  Chris- 
tian stewardship  and  shall  use  all  possible  means  for  the  organiza- 
tion of  adult,  young  people's,  and  children's  auxiliaries  in  every 
charge  of  the  Conference,  and  shall  report  each  new  organization  to 
the  secretary  of  the  Home  Base,  to  whom  she  shall  also  make  quar- 
terly reports  of  the  work  of  the  Conference  by  the  15th  day  of  April, 
July,  October,  and  January.  She  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the 
Conference  Society  and  report  the  preceding  session  of  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Council.     She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury. 


100  Woman's  Missionary  Society. 

9.  The  recording  secretary  shall  give  notice  of  all  meetings  of  the 
Conference  Society  and  of  the  executive  committee  and  keep  the 
minutes  of  the  same  on  record. 

10.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  all  funds  of  the  society,  keeping 
an  account  with  each  auxiliary  and  submitting  the  same  annually  to 
an  auditor.  She  shall  disburse  the  Conference  expense  funds  on  the 
written  order  of  the  president  and  the  corresponding  secretary.  She 
shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Conference  Society  and  shall 
send  itemized  reports  promptly  on  the  15th  day  of  April,  July,  Octo- 
ber, and  January  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Coun- 
cil, therewith  transmitting  such  funds  as  are  collected  for  the  gen- 
eral treasury.  She  shall  also  send  an  itemized  statement  to  the  Con- 
ference corresponding  secretary  and  to  the  president. 

11.  The  district  secretaries  shall  organize  adult,  young  people's, 
and  children's  auxiliaries  and  use  every  available  means  to  promote 
the  work  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  in  their  districts.  They 
shall  present  a  report  of  their  work  at  the  District  Conference  and 
shall  hold  annual  meetings  in  the  district,  and  all-day  meetings  when- 
ever practicable.  They  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  with  aux- 
iliaries and  send  a  quarterly  report  to  the  Conference  corresponding 
secretary  and  a  copy  of  the  same  to  the  president  of  the  Conference 
Society. 

12.  The  superintendent  of  study  and  publicity  shall  promote  mis- 
sion study  and  Bible  study  and  shall  disseminate  missionary  infor- 
mation through  the  Church  and  secular  press.  She  shall  report 
quarterly  to  the  educational  secretary. 

13.  The  superintendent  of  social  service  shall  stimulate  and  direct 
the  study  and  investigation  of  social  questions  and  shall  seek  to 
bring  about  social  reforms.  She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Council 
superintendent  of  social  service. 

14.  The  superintendent  of  supplies  shall  superintend  the  sending 
of  boxes  and  needed  supplies  to  ministers  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,  and  to  institutions  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields 
under  the  direction  of  the  Council.  She  shall  report  quarterly  to 
the  Council  superintendent  of  supplies. 

15.  Conference  societies  shall  not  project  new  work  nor  respond  to 
special  calls  for  aid  unless  authorized  by  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Council. 

16.  The  membership  funds  of  all  auxiliary  societies — adult,  young 
people's,  and  children's — also  funds  contributed  to  make  life  mem- 
bers, honorary  life  members,  and  honorarj'  life  patrons,  are  a  part 
of  the  general  fund  which  cannot  be  diverted  by  the  Conference. 

17.  A  Conference  expense  fund  shall  be  provided  by  Conference 
assessment,  the  basis  to  be  determined  by  each  Conference  according 
to  the  requirements.  In  no  case  shall  membership  dues  or  pledge 
funds  be  used  for  Conference  expenses. 

IS.  The  thank  offering  during  the  week  of  prayer  shall  be  applied 
to  some  specific  object,  to  be  determined  each  year  by  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Council  in  annual  session. 

19.  The  Conference  Society  may  make  such  by-laws  as  the  work 
demands,  provided  they  do  not  conflict  with  those  made  by  the 
Council. 

20.  The  last  half  hour  of  each  forenoon  during  the  annual  session 
of  the  Conference  shall  be  devoted  to  Bible  study. 


CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS  FOR  ADULT  AUXILIARIES. 


CONSTITUTION. 

Any  number  of  women  may  form  an  Adult  Society  auxiliary  to 
the  Conference  Woman's  Missionary  Society  by  adopting  the  follow- 
ing constitution  and  by-laws  and  electing  the  officers  herein  pro- 
vided : 

1.  This   society   shall   be   called   the   Woman's   Missionary    Society 

of  the Church,  auxiliary  to Conference  Society  of  the 

Woman's    Missionary    Council    of   the    Methodist   Episcopal   Church. 
South. 

2.  The  object  of  this  auxiliary  shall  be  to  hasten  the  coming  of 
the  kingdom  of  God  throughout  the  world  by  enlisting  the  women, 
young  people,  and  children  in  a  study  of  the  needs  of  the  world  and 
in  active  missionary  service ;  by  raising  funds  for  the  evangelization 
of  mission  fields  at  home  and  abroad,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  insti- 
tutions under  the  care  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  and  for 
the  betterment  of  civic  and  aocial  conditions. 

3.  Any  one  may  become  a  member  of  this  auxiliary  by  giving 
prayer  and  service  and  by  paying  twenty  cents  per  month. 

Each  member  shall  be  asked  to  make  a  voluntary  offering  for  the 
maintenance  and  extension  of  the  general  work.  Such  funds  shall 
constitute  the  pledge  of  the  auxiliary.  The  dues,  pledge,  and  any 
other  undirected  funds  shall  be  prorated  by  the  Council — 10  per 
cent  for  the  home  and  60  per  cent  for  the  foreign  work.  Opportuni- 
ties shall  be  given  for  offerings  to  be  directed  by  individual  donors 
for  the  support  of  special  work.  These  special  offerings  by  indi- 
viduals shall  not  be  prorated. 

4.  Any  one  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  auxiliary  by  the  pay- 
ment of  $25,  an  honorary  life  member  by  the  payment  of  $100.  and 
an  honorary  life  patron  by  the  payment  of  $300.  provided  the  money 
be  paid  for  that  special  purpose.  It  shall  not  be  included  in  the 
pledge  nor  in  any  special  assumed  by  individuals  or  that  has  been 
assigned  to  the  auxiliary.  Such  membership  should  be  considered 
as  an  honor,  and  should  not  release  the  holders  from  the  obligations 
of  active  membership. 

5.  Every  auxiliary  member  shall  pay  toward  the  relief  and  retire- 
ment fund  and  the  Conference  expense  fund. 

6.  The  auxiliary  shall  carry  on  local  work,  which  shall  consist  of 
the  care  of  the  parsonage  and  the  charity  work  of  the  church.  This 
work  may  be  done  through  a  committee,  the  funds  to  be  raised  as 
the  auxiliary  directs. 

7.  The  officers  of  the  auxiliary  shall  be  a  president,  two  vice  presi- 
dents, a  corresponding  secretary,  a  recording  secretary,  a  treasurer, 
an  assistant  treasurer,  and  superintendents  of  study  and  publicity, 
of  social  service,  and  of  supplies.  These  officers  shall  constitute  the 
executive  committee  of  the  auxiliary. 

8.  The  auxiliary  shall  hold  one  or  more  meetings  during  the 
month  for  the  transaction  of  business  and  for  the  study  of  the  work. 
The  first  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  year  shall  be  devoted  to  the 
consideration  of  plans  and  financial  pledges  for  the  new  year  and  to 
the  installation  of  officers.  At  the  last  business  meeting  of  the  fiscal 
year  the  annual  election  of  officers  shall  be  held. 
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BY-LAWS. 

1.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  auxiliary  and 
shall  actively  advance  its  interests.  In  her  absence  one  of  the  vice 
presidents  shall  assume  her  duties. 

2.  The  flrst  vice  president  shall  be  responsible  for  the  organization 
of  the  Young  People's  Auxiliary  and  shall  develop  and  direct  its 
work.  She  shall  send  reports  when  required  by  the  first  vice  presi- 
dent of  the  Conference. 

The  second  vice  president  shall  develop  and  direct  the  work  of  the 
Children's  Auxiliary.  She  shall  send  a  quarterly  report  to  the  sec- 
ond vice  president  of  the  Conference. 

3.  The  corresponding  secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence 
of  the  auxiliary  and  shall  promote  Christian  stewardship.  She  shall 
send  to  the  district  secretary  full  reports  by  the  first  of  January, 
April.  July,  and  October.  She  shall  also  send  to  the  district  secre- 
tary and  Conference  corresponding  secretary  the  names  and  addresses 
of  all  newly  elected  officers  of  the  auxiliary.  She  shall  send  her 
books  to  the  district  meeting  for  examination. 

4.  The  recording  secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  regular  and 
called  meetings  and  see  that  each  meeting  is  properly  announced. 

5.  The  treasurer  shall  collect  all  moneys  of  the  auxiliary,  keep  an 
account  of  the  same,  and  make  an  itemized  report  monthly  to  the 
auxiliary.  She  shall  remit  to  the  Conference  treasurer  on  the  first 
of  January.  April,  July,  and  October,  giving  an  itemized  statement 
of  the  amount,  a  duplicate  of  the  same  to  be  furnished  the  auxiliary 
corresponding  secretary.  The  books  of  the  treasurer  shall  be  audited 
annually. 

6.  The  assistant  treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  local  funds.  She 
shall  make  a  monthly  report  to  the  auxiliary,  and  she  shall  furnish 
the  treasurer  a  quarterly  statement  to  be  included  in  her  report. 
She  shall  pay  out  money  from  the  local  treasury  only  upon  an  order 
signed  by  both  the  president  of  the  auxiliary  and  the  chairman  of 
the  local  committee. 

The  auxiliary  as  a  society  shall  not  assume  obligation  for  the  assist- 
ance or  support  of  outside  organizations,  such  as  orphanages,  hos- 
pitals, travelers'  aids,  Y.  W.  C.  A.,  etc. 

7.  The  superintendent  of  study  and  publicity  shall  be  responsible 
for  the  organization  of  mission  study  and  Bible  study  classes  and 
prayer  circles  and  for  the  dissemination  of  missionary  information 
through  the  church  and  secular  press.  She  shall  report  quarterly  to 
the  Conference  superintendent  of  study  and  publicity. 

8.  The  superintendent  of  social  service  shall  stimulate  and  direct 
the  study  and  investigation  of  social  questions  and  shall  seek  to  bring 
about  social  reforms.  She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Conference 
superintendent  of  social  service. 

9.  The  superintendent  of  supplies  shall  superintend  the  sending 
of  boxes  and  necessary  supplies  to  ministers  of  the  Methodist  Episco- 
pal Church.  South,  and  to  institutions  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields 
under  the  direction  of  the  Council.  She  shall  report  each  box  sent 
and  its  value  to  the  Conference  superintendent  of  supplies. 

10.  The  vice  presidents,  secretary,  treasurer,  and  superintendents 
shall  make  written  reports  at  the  regular  meetings. 


CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS  FOR  YOUNG  PEOPLE'S 
AUXILIARIES. 


CONSTITUTION. 

1.  This   auxiliary   shall  be  called   the   Young  People's    Society   of 

Church,  auxiliary  to Conference  Society  of  the  Woman's 

Missionary  Council.   Methodist  Episcopal   Church.    South. 

2.  The  object,  of  this  auxiliary  shall  be  to  hasten  the  coming 
of  the  kingdom  of  God  throughout  the  world  by  enlisting  the  young 
people  in  active  missionary  service,  by  raising  funds  for  the  evan- 
gelization of  mission  fields  at  home  and  abroad,  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  institutions  under  the  care  of  the  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Council,  and  for  the  betterment  of  civic  and  social  condi- 
tions. 

3.  Any  one  between  the  ages  of  fourteen  and  twenty-one  may 
become  a  member  of  the  auxiliary  by  giving  regularly  prayer, 
service,  and  a  stated  offering  monthly  or  quarterly.  Each  mem- 
ber shall  be  asked  to  make  an  offering  for  the  maintenance  or 
extension  of  such  objects  of  work  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields 
as  are  assigned  to  the  young  people  by  the  Council.  Such  funds 
shall  constitute  the  pledge  of  the  auxiliary. 

Membership  funds  and  pledges  shall  be  prorated  by  the  Council 
treasurer — ±0  per  cent  for  the  home  and  60  per  cent  for  the  foreign 
work. 

Each  member  shall  be  expected  to  contribute  to  the  retirement 
and  relief  fund  and  to  the  Conference  expense  fund. 

4.  Any  one  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  auxiliary  by  the 
payment  of  $15,  provided  the  money  be  paid  for  that  special  pur- 
pose. It  shall  not  be  included  in  the  pledge  nor  in  any  special 
assumed  by  individuals  or  that  has  been  assigned  to  the  auxiliary. 

5.  The  officers  of  the  auxiliary  shall  be  a  president,  two  vice 
presidents,  a  corresponding  secretary,  a  recording  secretary,  a 
treasurer,  and  the  superintendents  of  study  and  publicity,  of  social 
service,  and  of  supplies. 

6.  The  auxiliary  shall  hold  one  or  more  meetings  during  the 
month  for  the  transaction  of  business  and  for  the  study  of  the 
work.  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  fiscal  year  there  shall  be  the 
annual  election  of  officers.  At  the  following  meeting  there  shall 
be  a  full  report  of  the  year's  work,  installation  of  officers,  and 
consideration  of  plans  for  work  and  financial  pledges  for  the  new 
year. 

BY-LAWS. 

1.  The  president  shall  preside  at  the  meeting  of  the  auxiliary 
and  shall  in  every  way  advance  its  interests.  In  the  absence  of 
the  president,  one  of  the  vice  presidents  shall  preside. 

2.  The  first  vice  president  shall  keep  in  touch  with  the  first  vice 
president  of  the  Conference  and  shall  report  to  her  quarterly  the 
full  scope  of  the  work. 

The  second  vice  president  shall  assist  the  second  vice  president 
of  the  Adult  Auxiliary  in   superintending  the  Children's  Auxiliary. 

3.  The  corresponding  secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence 
of    the    auxiliary    and    shall    promote    Christian    stewardship.     She 
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shall  report  the  full  scope  of  the  work  quarterly  to  the  district 
secretary,  to  whom  she  shall  send  the  names  and  addresses'  of  the 
newly  elected  officers. 

4.  The  recording  secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  regular 
and  called  meetings  and  shall  see  that  each  meeting  is  properly 
announced. 

5.  The  treasurer  shall  collect  all  funds  of  the  auxiliary,  keeping 
a  ledger  account  of  the  same,  and  remit  to  the  Conference  treas- 
urer on  the  first  of  January,  April,  July,  and  October. 

6.  The  superintendent  of  study  and  publicity  shall  be  responsi- 
ble for  the  organization  of  mission  study  and  Bible  study  classes. 
for  prayer  circles,  and  for  the  dissemination  of  missionary  infor- 
mation through  the  church  and  secular  press.  She  shall  have 
charge  of  subscriptions  to  the  Missionary  Voice  and  the  Young 
Christian  Worker.  She  shall  report  quarterly  on  the  first  day  of 
January,  April,  July,  and  October  to  the  Conference  superintend- 
ent of  study  and  publicity. 

7.  The  superintendent  of  social  service  shall  have  charge  of 
social  service  studies  issued  by  the  Council.  She  shall  cooperate 
wherever  possible  in  the  social  service  movements  of  her  church 
and  community.  She  shall  report  quarterly  on  the  first  day  of  Janu- 
ary, April,  July,  and  October  to  the  Conference  superintendent  of 
social  service. 

8.  The  superintendent  of  supplies  shall  superintend  the  packing 
and  sending  of  boxes  of  supplies  to  institutions  in  the  home  and  for- 
eign fields  under  the  direction  of  the  Council.  She  shall  report  each 
box  sent  and  its  value  to. the  Conference  superintendent  of  supplies. 


CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS  FOR  CHILDREN'S 
AUXILIARIES. 


CONSTITUTION. 

1".  This   auxiliary  shall   be  called   the   Children's    Society   of 

Church,  auxiliary  to Conference  Society  of  the  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Council  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  South. 

2.  The  object  of  the  auxiliary  shall  be  to  hasten  the  coming  of  the 
kingdom  of  God  throughout  the  world  by  giving  the  children  of  the 
Church  missionary  education,  training  them  for  Christian  service, 
and  by  cultivating  in  them  habits  of  liberal  and  systematic  giving 
and  of  daily  Bible  study  and  prayer. 

3.  The  Children's  Auxiliary  shall  consist  of  Baby  and  Junior 
Divisions,  under  the  direction  of  the  second  vice  president  of  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Auxiliary,  whose  work  shall  be  correlated  with 
that  of  the  Conference  second  vice  president.  All  membership,  mite 
box,  and  other  undirected  funds  shall  be  sent  through  the  Conference 
treasurer,  to  be  prorated  by  the  Council  on  the  basis  of  40  per  cent 
to  home  and  60  per  cent  to  foreign  work. 

BABY  DIVISION. 

1.  Any  child  six  years  of  age  or  under  may  become  a  member  of 
the  Baby  Division  upon  the  payment  of  an  enrollment  fee  of  25  cents. 
Each  member  of  the  Baby  Division  shall  be  given  a  certificate  of 
membership  and  shall  be  furnished  with  a  mite  box  for  voluntary 
offerings.  The  mite  boxes  shall  be  opened  and  their  contents  sent 
quarterly  by  the  treasurer  of  the  Junior  Division  to  the  Conference 
treasurer.  Where  there  is  no  Junior  Division  through  which  to  re- 
port, the  second  vice  president  of  the  Adult  Auxiliary  shall  send  the 
money  of  the  Baby  Division  to  the  Conference  treasurer. 

2.  Any  one  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  Baby  Division  of  the 
Children's  Auxiliary  by  the  payment  of  $5.  provided  the  money  be 
paid  for  that  specific  purpose.  It  shall  not  be  included  in  the  pledge 
nor  in  any  special  assumed  by  individuals  or  that  has  been  assigned 
to  the  Baby  Division  of  the  Children's  Auxiliary. 

3.  Names  of  children  may  be  placed  on  the  Memorial  Roll  by  the 
gift  of  $10. 

4.  Special  meetings  for  the  members  of  the  Baby  Division  shall  be 
arranged  by  the  second  vice  president  of  the  Adult  Auxiliary,  at 
which  time  inspirational  programs  shall  be  presented. 

5.  Members  of  the  Baby  Division,  at  the  age  of  six  years,  shall  be 
promoted  to  the  Junior  Division  and  shall  be  given  certificates  of 
promotion. 

6.  The  second  vice  president  of  the  Adult  Auxiliary  shall  have 
charge  of  the  Baby  Division. 

JUNIOR    DIVISION. 

1.  Any  child  between  the  ages  of  six  and  fourteen  may  become  a 
member  of  the  Junior  Division  of  the  Children's  Auxiliary  by  giving 
regularly  prayer,  service,  and  a  stated  monthly  offering  to  missions. 
Each  member  of  the  Junior  Division  shall  be  furnished  with  a  mite 
box  for  voluntary  offerings.     Mite  boxes  shall  be  opened  quarterly, 
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and  the  contents,  "with  all  other  offerings,  shall  be  sent  to  the  Con- 
ference treasurer. 

2.  Any  one  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  Junior  Division  of 
the  Children's  Auxiliary  by  the  payment  of  $10,  provided  the  money 
be  paid  for  that  special  purpose.  It  shall  not  be  included  in  the 
pledge  nor  in  any  special  assumed  by  individuals  or  that  has  been 
assigned  to  the  Junior  Division  of  the  Children's  Auxiliary. 

3.  Names  of  children  may  be  placed  on  the  Memorial  Roll  by  the 
gift  of  $10. 

4.  The  officers  of  the  Junior  Division  shall  be  a  president,  two  vice 
presidents,  a  corresponding  secretary,  a  recording  secretary,  a  treas- 
urer, and  superintendents  of  study  and  publicity  and  of  social  service. 
These  officers,  with  the  second  vice  president  of  the  Adult  Auxiliary, 
shall  hold  a  meeting  of  the  committee  of  the  Children's  Auxiliary. 

5.  The  Junior  Division  shall  meet  at  least  twice  a  month  to  trans- 
act necessary  business  and  to  follow  the  lines  of  study  arranged  by 
the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  for  which  programs  shall  be  fur- 
nished. At  the  close  of  each  quarter  the  second  vice  president  of 
the  Adult  Auxiliary  shall  hold  a  meeting  of  the  executive  committee 
of  the  Junior  Division  to  see  that  the  work  of  the  quarter  is  cor- 
rectly and  promptly  reported  to  the  proper  officers.  At  the  last 
meeting  of  the  fiscal  year  there  shall  be  the  election  of  officers.  The 
first  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  year  shall  be  devoted  to  making 
plans  and  financial  pledges  for  the  new  year's  work. 

BY-LAWS. 

1.  The  president  shall  preside  at  the  meeting  of  the  auxiliary  and 
in  every  way  advance  its  interests.  In  the  absence  of  the  president, 
one  of  the  vice  presidents  shall  preside. 

2.  The  first  vice  president  shall  assist  in  the  work  of  the  Baby 
Division.  The  second  vice  president  shall  be  agent  for  the  Young 
Christian  Worker. 

3.  The  corresponding  secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence 
of  the  auxiliary  and  promote  Christian  stewardship  and  shall  report 
quarterly  to  the  district  secretary.  The  corresponding  secretary  shall 
send  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  newly  elected  officers  to  the  dis- 
trict secretary. 

4.  The  recording  secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  regular  and 
called  meetings  of  the  auxiliary  and  shall  see  that  each  meeting  is 
properly  announced. 

5.  The  treasurer  shall  collect  all  funds  of  the  auxiliary,  keeping  a 
ledger  account  of  the  same,  and  shall  remit  to  the  Conference  treas- 
urer quarterly.     The  treasurer's  books  shall  be  audited  annually. 

6.  The  superintendent  of  study  and  publicity  shall  assist  in  organ- 
izing and  developing  mission  study  and  Bible  study  classes  and 
shall  send  items  of  missionary  news  to  the  Young  Christian  Worker 
and  local  papers. 

7.  The  superintendent  of  social  service  shall  assist  in  directing  the 
y  children  in  carrying  out  such  lines  of  social  service  study  and  activity 

as  are  sent  out  by  the  Council.

A  gavel,  made  of  wood  from  the  Green  Hill  House  near 
Louisburg  in  which  home  the  first  Methodist  Conference  in 
America  was  held,  was  presented  to  the  Conference  by  Rev. 
1ST.  H.  D.  Wilson.  The  gavel  was  made  even  dearer  because 
it  had  been  for  years  a  cherished  possession  of  "Aunt  Lucy" 
Cunningham,  and  to  the  Conference  it  was  an  additional 
•/  pleasure  that  it  was  presented  by  a  son  of  the  first  President 
of  the  Woman's  "Work  in  the  North  Carolina  Conference. 
Mrs.  John  accepted  the  gavel  for  the  Conference  with  a  speech 
most  pleasing  and  gracious.

In  the  death  of  Mrs.  P.  G.  Alston  (nee  Tempe  Lou  King),  of  Louis- 
burg,  our  community,  our  church  and  our  Missionary  Society  sus- 
tained a  loss  which  is  recognized  as  irreparable.  Never  has  there 
lived  among  us  a  character  in  which  were  more  decidedly,  and  more 
beautifully  blended  all  the  traits  of  real  christian  womanhood.  Ten- 
der and  true  in  every  relation  of  her  home  life,  she  was  broad — in 
her  charity,  and  in  her  sympathy  for  all  who  stood  in  need.  Fearless 
always  in  defense  of  what  she  felt  was  right,  and  brave  enough  to 
follow  the  dictates  of  her  conscience  at  all  hazards,  she  was  mod- 
estly timid  as  to  attracting  notice  or  comment.  Loyally  devoted  to 
her  Church  and  its  institutions,  she  shirked  no  demand  made  on  her 
for  service,  sometimes  taxing  too  far  her  physical  strength  in  the 
performance  of  duty.  She  met  every  subject  with  a  rare  intelligence 
and  made  no  compromise  with  wrong.  From  her  youth  she  gave 
to  the  cause  of  missions  a  whole-hearted  devotion,  and  a  material 
aid  which  represented  many  an  act  of  self-sacrifice.

PRESIDENT'S  MESSAGE. 

Greeting. 

If  you  will  not  count  it  too  late  I  should  like  to  say  to  each  of  you 
— Happy  New  Year.  It's  an  old  phrase,  but  born  anew  as  it  is  every 
year,  the  spirit  of  youth  in  it  cannot  die,  and  the  oftener  it  is  given 
to  us  to  say  it,  the  fuller  of  meaning  it  may  become. 

Into  this  good  wish  for  you  I  would  pack  much  of  love;  of  under- 
standing and  appreciation  of  your  labors;  and  earnest  prayer  for 
your  greater  joy  and  growing  efficiency  in  the  service  of  our  Lord. 
May  this  be  the  year  wheiein  the  larger  Christ  is  to  become  ours. 
The  time  when  more  splendid  visions  are  to  lead  us  on,  and  new 
power  be  given  with  which  to  meet  the  wide  standing  needs  of  the 
world. 

Plans   and    Achievements. 

Two  questions  meet  us  at  the  end  of  each  year,  viz.:  What  did 
we  plan?     What  have  we  done? 

We  decided  a  year  ago  that  one  of  our  first  aims  would  be  en- 
deavor toward  the  fuller  development  of  our  membership — the 
finding  of  a  place  of  activity  for  each  auxiliary  member — thereby 
enlarging  the  individual  life  and  making  for  greater  efficiency  in 
the  organization. 

We  all  recognize  that  just  what  has  been  done  in  this  line  of 
endeavor  can  never  be  tabulated.  Nevertheless  many  of  us  can 
tell  of  effort  and  of  results  full  of  promise.  We  are  becoming  more 
skilled  in  the  doing  of  the  things  that  are  to  bring  the  Kingdom. 

A  very  definite  part  of  our  plan  was  to  increase  our  membership 
and  swell  our  offerings  to  worthier  proportions.  Surely  we  can 
make  no  boast,  but  we  can  with  thankfulness  record  more  than  two 
hundred  members  added  and  more  than  $2,900  increase  in  offerings. 
We  have  not  yet  fully  met  our  pledge,  but  we  are  a  bit  nearer  the 
goal  than  1914  found  us.  We  are  going  all  the  way  to  the  goal  this 
year,  God  helping  us!  We  are  going  because  some  of  God's  little 
ones  wait  on  our  going. 

The    Campaign. 

The  campaign  for  new  members  and  new  organizations  which  was 
begun  last  June  has  really  put  us  just  at  the  beginning  of  the  large 
things  we  can  do  in  our  conference.  We  must  go  steadily  on 
through  another  year  if  we  are  to  reap  the  results  from  the  effort 
already  made  that  we  should  reap.  I  hope  this  conference  session 
is  to  formulate  and  adopt  plans  for  a  continuation  of  our  campaign. 
The  nurture,  too,  of  the  planting  already  done  since  June  must  be 
no  small  part  of  our  care  for  this  year. 

Financial    System. 

Your  Executive  Committee  in  session  last  November  decided  to 
ask  that  this  conference  adopt  the  plan  of  full  quarterly  payments 
on  all  dues  and  pledges.     Some  conferences  have  already  adopted 
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this  plan.  Many  auxiliaries  make  their  payments  quarterly,  but 
many  do  not.  I  think  there  is  hardly  any  one  step  that  we  might 
take  at  this  conference  which  would  be  so  great  a  stride  forward  as 
this  one  of  fixing  upon  a  policy  for  full  quarterly  payments. 

Harvest  Day. 

The  Council  when  it  meets  in  April  plans  to  request  that  a  date 
not  later  than  December  1,  be  set  by  each  conference  to  be  known 
as  "Harvest  Day",  when  all  funds  shall  be  paid  in  full.  I  sincerely 
trust  your  adoption  of  this  policy  now — that  we  may  begin  at  once 
to  get  ready  for  a  glad  "Harvest  Day"  in  the  North  Carolina  Con- 
ference. 

Recapitulations. 

These,  then  are  the  three  points  around  which  our  plans  for  for- 
ward-going this  year  must  be  made. 

First:  That  all  good  results  of  the  campaign  be  conserved  and  all 
the  good  methods  of  operation  be  continued,  and  that  very  definite 
plans  be  determined  upon  for  the  continuation  of  the  campaign. 

Second:  That  we  fix  upon  a  financial  policy  and  endeavor  to 
bring  every  auxiliary  up  to  its  standard. 

Third:  That  we  plan  for  a  "Harvest  Day"  when  all  the  tithes 
shall  have  been  brought  in,  and  a  time  of  rejoicing  shall  come. 


REPORT   OF    FIRST  VICE-PRESIDENT. 

[No.  2.] 

In  the  work  of  the  Young  •  People's  Missionary  Society  of  the 
North  Carolina  Conference  for  the  year  1915  there  is  nothing  new 
or  startling  to  report.  It  is  the  same  oM  story  of  rise  and  fall,  suc- 
cess and  failure.  Many  of  the  auxiliaries  have  shown  marked  in- 
terest and  enthusiasm  in  their  work;  others  have  struggled  for  a 
bare  existence;  still  others  have  been  compelled  to  disband.  For- 
tunately the  number  of  the  last  class  is  small. 

Doubtless  many  of  us  left  the  Conference  of  1914  determined  to 
do  more  and  better  work  than  ever  before.  This  was  our  goal  and 
however  far  short  we  may  have  come  in  our  efforts  to  reach  it,  we 
are  satisfied  that  we  made  no  mistake  in  placing  our  ideals  high. 

Each  quarter  a  generous  supply  of  splendid  literature  including 
our  special  leaflets  has  been  sent  out.  Also  our  attractive  little 
year  book  for  1916  and  our  pledge  cards  have  been  distributed  with 
great  care. 

In  an  effort  to  keep  before  us  the  standard  of  excellence  estab- 
lished by  the  council  a  circular  letter  emphasizing  every  phase  of 
our  work  was  sent  to  every  auxiliary  at  the  close  of  each  quarter. 
Much  to  my  disappointment,  however,  not  a  single  auxiliary  reports 
itself  as  having  won  a  position  on  the  Honor  Roll. 

Our  finances  have  fallen  far  short  this  year.     Partly  due  to  the 

J  fact    that    three    of    the    strongest    auxiliaries    became    adults    and 

partly  because  of  the  financial  strain  which  has  swept  our  country. 

Just  here  let  me  emphasize  once  more  our  "specials"  which  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Council"  has  again  assigned  to  us  for  1916, 
.namely;  the  Sue  Bennett  School  at  London,  Kentucky  and  our 
schools  at  Songdo  and  Sevul,  Korea.  Last  year  I  asked  the  Young 
People  of  this  Conference  for  a  contribution  of  one  thousand  dollars 
for  this  cause.     This  constituted  our  pledge.     We  failed  to  reach 
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that  amount  although  we  did  well,  for  we  raised  a  total  of  $811.54,. 
which  with  a  special  of  $93.60  would  have  given  us  sum  total  of 
$905.14  had  it  all  been  applied  to  one  purpose. 

Our  failure  to  attain  our  financial  goal  does  not,  however,  indi- 
cate stagnation.  More  new  auxiliaries  have  been  organized;  more 
mission  study  classes  maintained;  more  auxiliaries  have  observed 
the  week  of  prayer;  and  better  reporting  has  been  done  than  dur- 
ing any  previous  year. 

Nineteen  new  auxiliaries  were  organized  in  1915,  giving  an  in- 
crease in  membership  of  nearly  two  hundred.  These  new  auxil- 
iaries entitle  our  conference  to  receive  this  year  as  it  received  last 
Honorable  mention  in  the  annual  report  of  the  First  Vice-President 
of  the  Council  at  the  Council  meeting.  This  is  an  honor  of  which 
we  may  justly  be  proud.  Such  a  result  proves  to  us  that  an  honest 
effort  has  been  put  forth  by  some  of  our  local  First  Vice-Presidents 
to  fulfil  their  commission.  I  regret  to  add,  however,  that  perfect 
frankness  compels  me  to  state  that  not  all  of  these  new  societies 
are  in  a  vigorous  condition.  In  the  face  of  these  facts  I  feel  it 
necessary  to  appeal  once  more  to  our  local  First  Vice-Presidents 
urging  them  to  endeavor  more  earnestly  to  secure  a  more  hearty 
co-operation  on  the  part  of  the  young  people  and  at  the  same  time 
on  their  own  part  to  render  a  more  enthusiastic  service  in  this 
field,  which  has  been  assigned  by  Him  who  said:  "Ye  have  not 
chosen  me,  but  I  have  chosen  you."  "Go  ye,  therefore,  and  teach  all 
nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father  and  of  the  Son, 
and  of  the  Holy  Ghost."  And  as  you  labor  remember  that  He  adds 
the  promise  "Lo,  I  am  with  you  alway  even  unto  the  end." 

Just  a  statement  of  our  work  by  districts. 

The  Raleigh  District  is  the  banner  district  of  the  Conference  for 
Young  People's  work. 

Raleigh,  Rockingham  and  New  Bern  Districts  are  all  doing  splen- 
did work.  Most  of  the  nineteen  auxiliaries  are  earnest  and  enthus- 
iastic. 

Wilmington  and  Fayetteville  Districts  have  nine  auxiliaries  but 
only  one,  or  possibly  two,  from  each  is  doing  good  work,  the  smaller 
societies  are,  however,  showing  the  result  of  effort. 

Durham  District  has  .only  two  auxiliaries  and  these  have  done 
creditable  work,  but  have  not  measured  up  to  their  best. 

Elizabeth  City,  Warrenton,  and  Washington  Districts  are  poorly 
organized  and  of  the  ten  auxiliaries  perhaps  not  more  than  three  can 
be  counted  on. 

As  we  consider  these  conditions  do  we  not  realize  that  the  fields 
truly  are  white  unto  harvest  and  that  we  must  either  go  or  send? 
Are  we  satisfied  to  shirk  altogether,  or  to  shift  the  responsibility 
to  some  one  else?  The  command  is  "Go",  but  if  we  cannot  go  then 
let  us  send.  "Pray  ye  therefore  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  that  He 
will  send  forth  laborers  into  His  harvest" — and  "Whatsoever  He 
saith  unto  you  do  it."  Respectfuly  submitted,

REPORT     OF    THE    SECOND    VICE-PRESIDENT. 

[No.  3.] 

The  year  1915  has  been  a  hard  one.     Though  in  some  ways  a  good 
year,  it  has  been  a  year  of  discouragement.     Our1  chief  difficulties  ^ 
grow  out  of  the  indifference  of  the  adult  societies  to  our  work.     It 
has  been  a  campaign  year  and  we  have  tried  hard  to  organize  new 
bands,   and  have  had   reasonable  success.     We   report  twelve  new 
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Junior  Divisions  and  eleven  new  Baby  Divisions.  But  seventeen 
of  our  Junior  Divisions  and  six  of  the  Baby  Divisions  have  made  no 
report  and  several  other  Baby  Divisions  have  made  no  offerings  this 
year. 

We  can  but  trace  this  falling  off  to  the  want  of  interest  on  the 
part  of  the  Auxiliaries.  Either  they  have  not  elected  a  second  vice- 
president,  or  having  elected  one,  have  permitted  her  to  do  nothing 
all  the  year.  I  will  give  you  the  names  of  these  dead  bands  in  hope 
that  some  delegate  will  go  home  with  the  great  purpose  that  she  will 
help  these  children  and  see  that  they  are  set  to  work  again  for  the 
Master.  Durham  District:  Burlington  and  Yanceyville.  Elizabeth 
City  District:  Kittrell  and  Winfall.  Fayetteville  District:  Bynum 
and  McGee's.  New  Bern  District:  Faison.  Raleigh  District:  Ep- 
worth.  Rockingham  District:  Raeford,  Rowland,  East  Laurinburg, 
St.  Paul,  Trinity  and  Zion.  Warrenton  District:  Calvary.  Wash- 
ington District:  Swan  Quarter.  Wilmington  District:  Maysville. 
What  a  shame  that  all  the  work  of  these  children  should  be  lost  to 
the  Church  through  the  indifference  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliaries. 
The  sad  sight  of  a  mother  permitting  the  death  of  her  offspring. 

Then  there  are  many  churches  that  have  never  even  tried  to  or- 
\/ganize  a  children's  missionary  society.  They  are  neglecting  the 
training  of  the  children  in  the  greatest  of  all  the  lines  of  church 
activity,  the  great  work  of  the  church,  the  carrying  the  news  of 
Christ  to  the  Christless  millions  of  the  world.  Shame  on  the  church 
which  neglects  this  work.  It  were  better  for  her  that  a  mill-stone 
were  hanged  about  her  neck  and  she  cast  into  the  midst  of  the  sea, 
than  that  through  her  one  of  these  little  ones  should  perish. 

But  though  we  have  had  these  things  to  hurt  and  discourage  us 
this  year,  we  have  had  a  great  deal  to  encourage  us  and  our  hearts 
are  filled  with  praise  and  thanksgiving  to-day;  for  God  has  given 
us  the  victory.  We  have  just  closed  the  best  year  we  have  ever  had 
in  many  respects.  There  has  been  more  prayer  in  our  work  than 
ever  before.  Twenty-three  Junior  Divisions  report  having  observed 
their  day  in  the  week  of  prayer  and  send  in  collections.  I  have  no 
doubt  that  others  observed  the  day  but  they  did  not  report  it. 
Back  of  our  v.  hole  Conference  work  we  have  the  prayers  of  our 
own  Aunt  Lizzie.  Though  she  is  no  longer  able  to  do  active  work, 
she  sustains  us  by  her  daily  prayer;  and  the  prayer  of  one  who  lives 
as  near  to  the  Throne  as  she,  can  not  fail  to  bring  continual  bless- 
ing on  our  work.  I  feel  sure  that  our  prayer  life  has  been  deepened 
during  the  past  year. 

Our  statistics  for  the  year  are  as  follows:

$3,085.41.  In  addition  to  this  the  Elizabeth  City  District  sent  direct 
to  the  Conference  Treasurer,  $7.00,  making  a  total  for  the  Children 
of  $3,092.41.  This  is  more  money  than  we  have  ever  raised  before 
and  our  hearts  may  well  overflow  with  joy  and  thanksgiving. 

The  banner  for  the  largest  amount  of  money  raised  during  the 
year  goes  to  Memorial  Church,  Durham.  That  for  the  largest 
amount  per  member  to  Hay  Street,  Fayetteville,  this  band  having 
raised  $4.54  per  member.  How  mnay  of  our  Woman's  Societies 
have  done  as  well  as  this? 

The  folowing  bands  have  raised  a  hundred  or  more  dollars  and 
deserve  honorable  mention:  Memorial,  $168.45;  Centenary,  New 
Bern,  $134.35;  Grace,  Wilmington,  $106.39;  Laurinburg,  $104.81; 
Hay  Street,  Fayetteville,  and  Queen  Street,  Kinston,  $100  each.  The 
banner  for  the  largest  number  of  members  added  during  the  year 
goes  to  Queen  Street  Kinston.  Centenary,  New  Bern,  still  holds  the 
banner  for  the  best  Baby  Division. 

I  can  not  close  this  report  without  again  thanking  our  excellent 
Second  Vice  Presidents  for  the  faithful  work  they  have  done  during 
the  year.  They  are  in  every  way  worthy  of  the  high  trust  that  has 
been  committed  to  them.  With  few  exceptions,  they  are  remarkably 
faithful  and  efficient.  I  feel  that  the  whole  Conference  owes  them 
a  vote   of  thanks. 

As  Conference  Second  Vice-President  I  would  make  the  following 
recommendations : 

1.  That  the  Woman's  Auxiliaries  take  a  greater  interest  in  the 
children's  work.  I  request  that  you  urge  the  Auxiliaries  to  enquire 
monthly  into  the  work  being  done  by  the  Second  Vice-President 
and  the  children;  and  that  they  give  her  constant  and  loyal  sup- 
port. If  any  elected  Second  Vice-President  can  not  perform  the 
duties  of  her  office,  urge  the  Auxiliary  to  secure  some  other  to 
take  her  place. 

2.  That  a  greater  effort  be  made  to  put  the  Young  Christian 
Worker  into  the  hands  of  every  child. 

3.  That  wherever  possible  Mission  Study  classes  be  formed  using 
the  books  recommended  by  the  Council.  If  it  be  impossible  in  any 
case  to  form  the  children  into  a  Study  Class,  let  the  Second  Vice- 
President  secure  the  books  and  give  the  children  in  story  form 
the  information  contained  in  these  books. 

4.  It  will  be  necessary  in  your  Conference  Society  to  speak  again 
in  no  uncertain  words  if  we  are  to  be  permitted  to  retain  our  Mary 
Black  Hospital  as  our  Foreign  Special.  My  own  experience  in  the 
work  leads  me  to  believe  that  this  is  of  the  utmost  importance.  I 
therefore,  request  that  the  Conference  Society  memoralize  the  Coun- 
cil in  the  most  emphatic  manner  to  permit  us  to  direct  $1,000  of 
our  foreign  pledge,  as  we  have  now  done  for  so  many  years,  to  the 
Mary  Black  Memorial  Hospital.  Under  their  Station  Plan  I  can  see 
no  reason  why  this  may  not  be  done.

REPORT  OF  SOCIAL  SERVICE  SUPERINTENDENT. 

[No.  4.] 

The  Social  Service  work  of  this  year  as  outlined  by  the  Council  / 
was  the  study  of  the  adolescent. 

We   had   spent   some   time   in   studying   the _  child,   and   now   had 
come  to  that  period  of  mysterious  change  which  marks  the  adoles- 
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cent  age,  a  change  to  which  the  young  creature  comes  where  he 
feels  that  life  has  something  new  for  him — where  the  things  of  the 
child  passes  away  from  him  and  he  eagerly  reaches  out  toward 
the  things  of  the  man. 

This  most  critical  period  in  the  life  of  youth  needs  our  tenderest 
care  and  our  wisest  leading.  With  the  physical  change  comes 
impatience  of  restraint,  and  only  he  who  can  bring  the  conviction 
that  the  restraint  within  must  take  the  place  of  outward  restraint 
is  fit  to  lead  at  this  ime.  Yet  how  often  we  see  youth  live  without 
this  self-defence  to  go  out  into  the  world  where  temptation  assails 
him  at  every  turn,  and  he  soon  becomes  a  prey  to  the  vicious  and 
a  menace  to  society.  We  find  him  in  our  courts,  in  our  jails,  driven 
from  one  town  to  another  and  left  to  grow  more  vicious,  and  drift 
farther  and  farther  away  from  the  grand  and  noble  life  that  God 
would  have  him   lead. 

What  are  we  doing  to  bring  back  childish  innocence  and  restore 
the  image  of  the  Father  to  the  misguided  youth  about  us? 

Are  the  books  he  reads  uplifting,  giving  him  the  highest  ideals, 
compelling  his  warmest  admiration  for  men  and  things  that  are 
truly  great?  Are  the  pictures  he  sees  such  as  appeal  to  his  higher 
imagination,  his  better  instincts? 

How  about  his  amusements,  his  companions?  Surely  if  we  have 
any  conception  of  the  importance  of  these  things  we  will  continue 
to  study  and  plan  and  pray  that  we  may  do  what  is  best  for  our 
young  people  this  difficult  time  of  life. 

Statistics  tell  of  the  appalling  number  of  the  young  who  fall  by 
the  wayside  every  year.  Not  from  humble  homes  alone  come  these 
human  waifs.  Many  are  from  the  homes  of  the  cultured,  the  rich 
and  alas!  even  from  homes  where  God  is  worshipped,  though 
happily  fewer  from  these  last. 

Would  that  parents  would  give  more  time  to  the  study  of  their 
children,  that  they  might  enter  more  closely  into  their  lives,  and  be 
the  companions  and  confidantes  of  every  stage  of  their  growth. 

The  conscientious  teacher  whose  wisdom  is  not  from  books  alone 
but  from  human  nature  is  the  parents  great  assistant  in  guiding  the 
tender  feet  among  the  slippery  places  of  life  during  adolescence. 
That  we  may  do  our  duty  as  citizens  in  dealing  with  the  youth 
already  fallen  for  whom  we  have  no  adequate  means  of  caring, 
or  methods  of  reforming,  and  that  we  may  further  safeguard  our 
youth  to  keep  them  from  falling  we  have  our  legislative  committee 
which  should  look  into  the  matter  and  wake  sentiment  that  will 
/  bring  legislators  to  enact  laws  that  will  separate  young  offenders 
'  from  hardened  criminals,  and  remove  some  of  the  pitfalls  into 
which  unwary  youth  may  stumble. 

Our  duty  to  the  negro  is  another  thing  to  which  the  Council 
directs  attention,  and  while  all  recognize  the  duty  few  auxiliaries 
have  taken  any  steps  to  have  a  Committee  on  negro  work  that 
\J  shall  give  aid  in  directing  negro  women  in  Social  Service,  commun- 
ity uplift,  Bible  study,  Mother's  meetings,  etc.  The  few  instances 
reported  show  that  such  efforts  are  gratefully  received  and  highly 
appreciated. 

I  have  attended  during  the  year  four  district  meetings,  those  of 
the  Durham,  New  Bern,  Wilmington  and  Fayetteville  Districts, 
besides  having  the  pleasure  of  presenting  the  work  in  a  number  of 
auxiliary    meetings. 

I  have  sent  hundreds  of  leaflets,  studies  and  blanks,  and  have 
yet  to  confess  that  I  have  not  brought  the  auxiliaries  to  report  the 
work   done.     I    believe  our   women    are     interested     and    working 
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though  slow  in  taking  new  steps  or  in  organizing  along  new  lines.  V 
Still  I  trust  that  we  go  forward.  Respectfuly  submitted,

STUDY   AND    PUBLICITY. 

[No.  5.] 

The  report  about  to  be  submitted  is  some  improvement  over  the 
one  read  last  year.  The  superintendents  have  shown  increased 
interest  and  a  greater  insight  into  the  ways  and  means  of  their 
work,   and  the  reports  have   been   sent  in  more   promptly. 

This  report  shows  some  advance  numerically  over  last  year's — 
not  as  much  as  we  have  hoped  and  prayed  for,  but  an  advance 
nevertheless. 

Mission  Study. 

Eighty-five  new  study  classes  were  reported — 67  Adult,  7  Young 
People's,  and  11  Juniors.  With  1017  Adult  members,  93  Y.  P.,  and 
166  Juniors  enrolled.  By  new  classes  we  mean  a  class  which,  has 
adopted  a  new  book.  Each  book  studied  entitles  a  class  to  a  new 
enrollment.  A  number  of  superintendents  report  members  outside 
of  the  Auxiliaries  and  Churches  enrolled  in  their  study  classes. 

Six  new  missionary  libraries  were  reported.  This  makes  14  in 
the  conference.  Five  Auxiliaries  have  reading  circles  instead  of 
study  classes. 

Bible  Study. 

With  much  writing  and  discussion  an  effort  has  been  made  to 
promote  Bible  Study.  Only  ten  Adult  and  three  Young  People's 
classes  were  reported.  This  greatest  of  all  mission  books  is  neg- 
lected in  an  alarming  manner. 

The  Bulletins. 

The  reports  show  fifty-six  Auxiliaries  using  the  Bulletin.  To  be 
posted  on  missionary  news  you  must  read  the  Bulletin.  It  contains 
the  latest  news  from  our  home  and  foreign  fields.  You  should  re- 
quire the  most  important  items  to  be  given  in  your  Auxiliary  meet- 
ings. I  do  hope  that  you  will  realize  the  importance  of  the  Bulle- 
tin, for  it  is  not  only  an  expense  to  your  conference,  but  consider- 
able work  to  get  out  each  month. 

Publicity. 

The  success  of  missionary  work  depends  to  a  large  extent  upon 
publicity.  If  we  wish  to  inspire  greater  interest,  let  us  systemati- 
cally publish  missionary  news  in  an  attractive  manner,  both  in 
our  secular  and  church  papers.  We  can't  possibly  reach  all  of  our 
Methodist  women  by  personal  work  alone.  Altho  we  recognize  the 
importance  of  personal  work,  we  must  also  realize  the  necessity  of 
supporting  it  with  publicity.  Publicity  is  as  necessary  as  personal 
representation  in  marketing  goods.  Advertising  without  personal 
representation  would  not  create  demand;  the  two  must  be  worked 
together  and  the  women  of  our  Auxiliaries  must  recognize  the  fact 
that  personal  work  and  publicity  must  go  hand  in  hand. 

After  completing  a  study  book  many  of  our  Auxiliaries  have 
given  public  meetings.     I  have  received  some  interesting  programs 
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and  have  read  accounts  of  the  meetings  in  the  papers  which  the 
superintendents  have  sent  me.  Three  superintendents  report  to 
daily  papers  and  ten  report  regularly  to  county  weekly  papers. 
Quite  a  number  report  now  and  then. 

Report  Cards. 

Such  few  superintendents  have  reported  their  new  study  classes 
to  our  Educational  Secretary  that  I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the 
importance  of  filling  these  cards  out  and  mailing  them.  I  have 
sent  you  report  cards  and  have  repeatedly  called  your  attention  to 
their  importance,  both  in  circular  and  personal  letters.  I  also  have 
mentioned  it  in  the  Advocate.  Please  every  delegate  remember  to 
urge  your  superintendent  to  mail  this  card  to  Mrs.  Steele,  and  not 
only  urge,  but  see  that  it  is  done. 

Let  us  thank  the  superintendents  for  their  cordial  responsiveness 
to  my  letters  and  appeals,  and  for  their  earnest  efforts,  and  I  wish 
to  ask  the  new  superintendents  to  memorize  our  aim  and  to  strive 
with  all  your  might  to  carry  it  out  in  full  this  coming  year.

At  the  meeting  in  Rocky  Mount  one  year  ago.  after  a  stirring 
appeal  from  Mrs.  Steele,  28  delegates  pledged  their  auxiliaries 
boxes  to  be  sent  to  needy  preachers.  Some  of  these  have  not  been 
called  on  yet  awhile — some  have  found  it  not  possible  to  redeem 
their  pledge  when  occasion  demanded,  but  others  have  responded 
gladly    and    liberally. 

With  some  of  our  Mission  preachers  this  has  been  a  strenuous 
year.  With  the  low  price  of  cotton  in  the  beginning  of  the  year, 
the  closing  of  mills  in  some  places,  the  constant  moving  of  the 
operatives,  who  in  these  mill  centers  compose  the  church  member- 
ship, brought  about  a  deplorable  state  of  affairs  and  the  Fastor  was 
left  without  material  support.  At  such  times  these  boxes  were 
acceptable  and  much  appreciated.  They  have  not  always  supplied 
every  need,  but  have  brought  help  and  comfort  and  the  failing  faith 
of  the  preacher's  wife  has  been  strengthened  so  that  she  could  take 
a  new  hold  on  the  duties  which  often  seem  to  overwhelm. 

These  figures  do  not  begin  to  express  the  benefit  received  from 
the  boxes  sent,  nor  can  the  appreciative  letters  which  have  come 
to  me  be  recorded  here.  They  who  have  helped  in  this  work  will 
doubtless  receive  the  reward  promised  to  those  who  have  ministered 
to  the  "little  ones"  of  the  Master's  Kingdom  and  I  pray  that  we  v .■  Jy 
be  even  more  ready  in  the  future  to  heed  the  calls  as  they  come  to 
our  listening  ears.

REPORT  OF  CORRESPONDING  SECRETARY. 

[No.  7] 

Another  twelve  months  have  passed  into  the  history  of  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  and 
they  seem  only  a  few  days  for  we  realize  that  most  of  the  things 
that  we  had  hoped  to  see  accomplished  have  only  been  begun.  It 
has  been  a  year  of  great  beginnings,  and  the  result  will  come. 

Last  January  we  decided  at  the  annual  meeting  to  make  our 
conference  pledge  $15,750  and  to  pay  it  with  our  other  funds  quar- 
terly. At  the  end  of  the  third  quarter  we  had  paid  a  little  over 
$6,000  of  this  pledge  and  now  through  strenuous  efforts  during  this 
last  quarter  we  have  brought  the  amount  paid  on  this  pledge  to 
$13,174.90,  and  on  the  total  amount  raised  for  missions  we  have  an 
increase  over  last  year  for  which  we  are  grateful.  Yet  the  Council 
has  been  obliged  to  pay  interest  on  money  which  it  would  not  have 
had  to  pay  if  we  had  paid  our  money  into  the  treasury  quarterly. 
Furthermore,  I  do  believe  that  if  we  had  paid  our  money  into  the 
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treasury  systematically,  each  quarter  we  would  have  at  the  end  of 
the  year  found  our  pledge  paid  in  full. 

Early  in  the  year  we  took  as  our  slogan  "An  Auxiliary  in  every 
church  and  every  woman  and  child  a  member."  Toward  the  ac- 
complishment of  this  ideal  we  have  organized  ten  adult  auxiliaries, 
fifteen  young  people's  and  thirteen  children's,  but  have  lost  some 
old  ones.  It  is  impossible  to  tell  just  how  many  new  members 
have  been  gained  for  as  some  may  remember  but  I  believe  most  of 
us  have  already  forgotten,  this  is  our  first  year  of  organic  union  and 
we  have  no  figures  with  which  we  can  compare  the  membership  of 
this  year.  However  with  an  adult  membership  of  3,748  and  with  155 
f  auxiliaries  it  would  seem  that  we  have  only  made  a  beginning  in 
v  enrolling  the  women  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  in  the  mis- 
sionary work.  Yet  these  figures  tell  nothing  of  the  most  important 
work  which  has  been  accomplished  during  this  organization  cam- 
paign. They  tell  nothing  of  the  many  visits  made  and  letters  writ- 
ten by  district  secretaries  and  conference  officers,  nothing  of  the 
nine  district  meetings  in  which  this  campaign  was  emphasized, 
nothing  of  the  fact  that  from  a  large  number  of  pulpits  in  the  con- 
ference the  woman's  missionary  work  has  been  presented,  nothing 
of  the  special  edition  of  the  Advocate,  nothing  of  the  literature 
which  has  gone  into  the  places  having  no  auxiliaries  and  nothing 
of  the  prayers  that  have  ascended  to  the  Father  for  individuals  and 
for  organizations.  Certainly  more  women  in  this  conference  have 
had  the  missionary  work  brought  to  their  attention  during  this 
year  than  ever  before.  The  ground  has  been  prepared,  the  seed 
sown  and  if  we  faint  not  the  abundant  harvest  will  surely  come. 

The  item  in  my  report  in  which  I  find  the  greatest  cause  for  re- 
joicing is  in  the  large  increase  in  the  number  of  auxiliaries  observ- 
ing the  Week  of  Prayer  and  in  the  increased  offerings  at  this  time. 
Last  year  we  reported  only  50  auxiliaries  observing  this  week.  This 
year  the  report  shows  that  121  adult,  10  young  people's  and  20 
junior  divisions  have  observed  it.  This  means  that  our  women  have 
responded  to  the  urgent  need  of  the  Japanese  for  the  gospel,  and 
that  they  have  spent  a  week  in  the  study  of  these  people  and  this 
field  and  that  it  now  has  a  place  in  their  hearts  and  prayers.  We 
have  responded  as  the  women  of  the  Council  had  faith  to  believe 
we  would  when  they  decided  to  enter  Japan  this  year.  But  an 
even  greater  thing  has  happened  for  through  this  week  of  prayer 
we  as  a  body  of  women  have  entered  into  a  truer  and  closer  under- 
standing of  the  love  and  friendship  of  Jesus  Christ  and  the  results 
of  this  closer  friendship  will  show  in  the  work  of  our  conference 
this  year. 

Again  we  must  face  the  fact  that  we  have  no  young  woman  in  the 

/training  school  preparing  for  definite  service  in  the  home   or  for- 

eign  field.    We  had  hoped  that  we  might  this  year.  Surely  God  wants 

workers  from  this  conference  and  there  has  never  been  a  time  when 

a  life  invested  in  this  way  could  count  for  more  than  such  a  life  now. 

Can  we  realize  that  we  have  reached  a  crisis  in  the  history  of 
the  world,  in  the  history  of  Christianity?  If  we  can  realize  that  the 
governments  and  people  of  practically  every  non-Christian  nation 
are  now  in  a  state  of  awakening,  a  plastic  state,  and  that  they  will 
not  remain  in  this  state  long  and  at  the  same  time  realize  that 
we  people  of  America  are  the  only  people  who  can  at  this  time  take 
/  to  these  non-Christian  lands  the  Christ  and  His  principles  of  life 
and  government,  we  shall  know  that  if  we  do  not  meet  immediately 
this  crisis  by  large  gifts  of  money  and  of  lives  that  in  a  little  while 
the  crisis  will  have  passed  and  it  will  probably  be  thousands  of  years 
before   another   such  opportunity  will   be  given.     In  a  little  while 
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it  will  take  ten  years  and  ten  lives  to  do  what  one  year  and  one 
life  can  do  now.  So  let  us  realize  the  unprecedented  opportunity 
and  responsibility  that  is  ours  and  let  us  thank  God  for  the  trust 
that  he  has  placed  in  us  of  this  land  and  generation,  and  relying 
on  the  power  that  is  ours  through  Him  who  said  "All  power  is  given 
unto  me — go  ye  and  make  disciples  of  all  nations — and  lo  I  am 
with  you  alway"  let  us  as  a  conference  say  with  renewed  determi- 
nation, "I  will  go  in  the  strength  of  the  Lord,  God."

1.  That  each  member  of  every  auxiliary  in  the  Woman's  Mission- 
ary Society  shall  pay  50  cents  into  the  Conference  expense  fund  dur- 
ing the  first  quarter. 

2.  That  every  member  of  all  Young  People's  Auxiliaries  pay  25 
cents  into  the  Conference  expense  fund. 

3.  That  every  member  of  each  auxiliary  shall  pay  10  cents  into 
the  retirement  fund. 

4.  That  all  bills  for  printing  minutes  and  such  blanks,  postals  and 
circular-letters  as  advance  our  work  be  paid  from  the  treasury. 

5.  That  all  printing  of  minutes  and  such  blanks,  postals  and  circu- 
lar letters  as  advance  our  work  be  put  in  the  hands  of  our  Publish- 
ing House,  as  far  as  possible. 

6.  That  the  expense  of  Conference  officers  be  paid  from  our  Con- 
ference   expense   fund. 

7.  That,  whereas  our  president  and  corresponding  secretary  are 
members  of  our  Missionary  Council,  we  authorize  our  treasurer  to 
pay  all  necessary  expenses  incurred  by  their  attendance  upon  said 
Council. 

8.  That  the  treasurers  of  each  auxiliary  shall  send  all  money  and 
reports  to  district  secretary  of  her  district,  and  the  money  and  re- 
ports of  young  people  be  sent  to  first  vice-president,  and  money  and 
reports  of  junior  baby  division  be  sent  to  second  vice-president  the 
first  day  of  the  month  each  quarter. 

9.  That  each  district  secretary,  first  and  second  vice  president, 
shall  send  all  money  and  reports  to  Conference  treasurer  by  the 
10th  of  the  month  each  quarter. 

10.  That  we  pay  a  pledge  of  $15,000,  above  our  dues  and  specials, 
for  the  support  of  our  missionary  work. 

11.  That  the  dues  for  junior  division  be  5  cents  each  month. 

12.  That  we  heartily  endorse  the  Harvest  Day  suggested  by  Mrs. 
Lipscomb  and  presented  to  us  by  the  president  in  her  message.

We  further  recommend  that  articles  1,  2  and  3  on  page  55  in 
1915  report  shall  be  made  standing  rules.

We  request  that  you  urge  the  auxiliaries  to  inquire 
monthly  into  the  work  being  done  by  the  second  Vice-President 
and  the  children;  and  that  they  give  to  her  constant  and  loyal  sup- 
port. If  any  Vice-President  elected  cannot  perform  the  duties  of 
the  office  urge  the  auxiliary  to  secure  another  woman  to  take  her 
place. 

2.  That  a  greater  effort  be  made  to  put  The  Young  Christian 
Worker  into  the   hands   of  every   child. 

3.  That  wherever  possible  Mission  Study  classes  be  formed  using 
the  books  recommended  by  the  Council.  If  it  be  impossible  in  any 
case  to  form  the  children  into  a  study  class  let  the  Second  Vice- 
President  secure  the  books  and  give  the  children  the  information 
in   story  found  contained  in  these   books. 

4.  It  will  be  necessary  for  our  Conference  Society  to  speak  again 
in  no  uncertain  words  if  we  are  to  be  permitted  to  retain  our  Mary 
Black  Hospital  as  Our  Foreign  Special.  Our  experience  in  the  work 
leads  us  to  believe  that  this  is  of  utmost  importance.  We  therefore 
request  the  Conference  Society  to  memorialize  the  Council  in  the 
most  emphatic  manner  to  permit  us  to  direct  one  thousand  dollars 
of  our  foreign  pledge  as  we  have  done  for  many  years  to  the  Mary 
Black  Memorial  Hospital  under  the  Station  plan.  We  see  no  reason 
why  this  may  not  be  done.

Whereas,  we  are  fully  conscious  of  the  fact  that  the  Missionary 
work  of  our  Conference  is  being  done  by  a  small  proportion  of  the 
women  of  our  church,  and  as  we  realize  the  increased  need  for  work- 
ers and  the  need  of  the  wcmen  for  the  blessing  that  comes  through 
the  missionary  work;  and,  whereas,  one  year  of  the  campaign  for 
new  members  and  organizations  has  been  too  short  a  time  to  ac- 
complish wha't  we  must  do  in  enlisting  the  membership  of  the 
church : 

1.  We  recommend,  that  the  Corresponding  Secretary  and  the  first 
and  second  Vice-Presidents  of  the  Conference  constitute  a  continual 
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tion  committee,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the  movement  in  the  Con- 
ference. 

2.  We  recommend,  that  each  District  Secretary  name  a  committee 
in  her  district  of  which  she  shall  be  chairman.  This  committee 
shall  plan  and  direct  the  campaign  in.  the  district. 

3.  We  recommend,  that  the  district  secretary  through  the  auxil- 
iaries secure  a  membership  committee  who  shall  canvass  the  church 
for  new  members. 

4.  We  recommend,  that  the  months  of  March  and  April  be  set 
apart  as  special  campaign  months  for  securing  new  members  and 
organizations.

5th.  And  we  further  recommend  that  articles  numbers  two,  three 
and  four  on  page  fifty-seven  of  our  annual  report  for  1915  be  made 
standing  rules.

3rd.  That  we  decry  the  tendency  to  immodest  dress  and  call  atten- 
tion to  its  evils. 
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4th.  That  we  seek  to  mould  public  sentiment  in  favor  of  a  single 
standard  of  morality. 

5th.  That   we   carry   out  faithfully  the  program   outlined   by  the    ,/ 
Council  for  work  among  the  negroes. 

And  that  we  also  endeavor  to  form  training  classes  for  negro 
nurse  girls. 

6th.  That  a  careful  study  of  the  subjects  sent  out  each  quarter 
shall  be  made  by  the  committee  on  social  service  and  the  results 
of  the  study  shall  be  presented  to  the  auxiliaries  at  our  meeting 
each  quarter  according  to  the  program  in  The  Voice. 

7th.  That  as  Christian   women  we  take  a  definite  stand  for  Na- 
tional Prohibition  and  use  our  influence  to  promote  any  measures  ^ 
looking  toward  that  end.

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CONSTITUTION  OF  CONFERENCE   SOCIETIES 


1.  In  each  Annual  Conference  there  shall  be  organized  a  Confer- 
ence Society  auxiliary  to  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

2.  The  object  of  this  society  is  to  plan  and  direct  the  woman's 
missionary  work  of  the  Conference. 

3.  The  Conference  Society  shall  consist  of  one  or  more  delegates 
from  each  auxiliary,  a  district  secretary  from  each  district,  and  the 
following  officers:  a  president,  two  vice-presidents,  a  corresponding 
secretary,  a  recording  secretaiy,  a  treasurer,  and  superintendents  of 
study  and  publicity,  of  social  service,  and  of  supplies.  These  officers 
shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  the  annual  session  and  shall  constitute 
the  executive  committee.  The  president  and  the  corresponding  sec- 
retary shall  be  members  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

BY-LAWS   FOR   CONFERENCE    SOCIETIES. 

1.  The  executive  committee  shall  transact  business  in  the  interim 
of  the  annual  sessions.     Five  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

2.  Conference  officers  shall  be  nominated  by  a  committee  com- 
posed of  a  representative  from  each  district,  who  shall  be  chosen  by 
the  district  delegation.  This  shall  not  debar  the  parliamentary 
privilege  of  nomination  from  the  floor  nor  the  privilege  of  balloting 
for  any  person  not  nominated. 

3.  The  district  secretaries  shall  be  nominated  by  a  committee 
composed  of  the  president,  the  vice-presidents,  the  corresponding 
secretary,  and  the  treasurer,  and  shall  be  elected  by  acclamation. 

4.  Two  members  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  Conference 
shall  be  elected  at  each  annual  session  as  alternates  to  the  Woman's 
Missionary   Council. 

5.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Conference 
Society  and  of  the  executive  committee  and  shall  actively  advance 
the  interests  of  the  work.     She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury. 

6.  The  vice-presidents  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  president  in 
her  absence. 

7.  The  first  vice-president  shall  hav^charge  of  the  young  people's 
work  and  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  first  vice-president  of  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Council  and  to  the  corresponding  secretary  of 
the  Conference  Society. 

The  second  vice-president  shall  have  charge  of  the  children's  work 
and  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  second  vice-president  of  the  Wom- 
an's Missionary  Council  and  to  the  corresponding  secretary  of  the 
Conference  Society. 

8.  The  corresponding  secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence 
of  the  society  and  supply  the  auxiliaries  with  information  and  with 
literature  if  so  ordered  by  the  Conference.  Slie  shall  promote  Chris- 
tian stewardship  and  shall  use  all  possible  means  for  the  organiza- 
tion of  adult,  young  people's,  and  children's  auxiliaries  in  every 
charge  of  the  Conference,  and  shall  report  each  new  organization  to 
the  secretary  of  the  Home  Base,  to  whom  she  shall  also  make  quar- 
terly reports  of  the  work  of  the  Conference  by  the  15th  day  of  April, 
July,  October  and  January.  She  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the 
Conference  Society  and  report  the  preceding  session  of  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Council.     She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury. 

9.  The  recording  secretary  shall  give  notice  of  all  meetings  of  the 
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Conference  Society  and  of  the  executive  committee  and  keep  the 
minutes  of  the  same  on  record. 

10.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  all  funds  of  the  society,  keeping 
an  account  with  each  auxiliary  and  submitting  the  same  annually  to 
an  auditor.  She  shall  disburse  the  Conference  expense  funds  on  the 
written  order  of  the  president  and  the  corresponding  secretary.  She 
shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Conference  Society  and  shall 
send  itemized  reports  promptly  on  the  15th  day  of  April,  July,  Octo- 
ber, and  January  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Coun- 
cil, therewith  transmitting  such  funds  as  are  collected  for  the  gen- 
eral treasury.  She  shall  also  send  an  itemized  statement  to  the  Con- 
ference corresponding  secretary  and  to  the   president. 

11.  The  district  secretaries  shall  organize  adult,  young  people's, 
and  children's  auxiliaries  and  use  every  available  means  to  promote 
the  work  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  in  their  districts.  They 
shall  present  a  report  of  their  work  at  the  District  Conference  and 
shall  hold  annual  meetings  in  the  district,  and  all-day  meetings  when 
ever  practicable.  They  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  with  aux- 
iliaries and  send  a  quarterly  report  to  the  Conference  corresponding- 
secretary  and  a  copy  of  the  same  to  the  president  of  the  Conference 
Society. 

12.  The  superintendent  of  study  and  publicity  shall  promote  mis- 
sion study  and  Bible  study  and  shall  disseminate  missionary  infor- 
mation through  the  Church  and  secular  press.  She  shall  report 
quarterly   to   the   educational    secretary. 

13.  The  superintendent  of  social  service  shall  stimulate  and  direct 
the  study  and  investigation  of  social  questions  and  shall  seek  to 
bring  about  social  reforms.  She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Council 
superintendent  of  social  service. 

14.  The  superintendent  of  supplies  shall  superintend  the  sending 
of  boxes  and  needed  supplies  to  ministers  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,  and  to  institutions  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields 
under  the  direction  of  the  Council.  She  shall  report  quarterly  to 
the  Council  superintendent  of  supplies. 

15.  Conference  societies  shall  not  project  new  work  nor  respond  to 
special  calls  for  aid  unless  authorized  by  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Council. 

16.  The  membership  funds  of  all  auxiliary  societies — adult,  young 
people's,  and  children's — also  funds  contributed  to  make  life  mem- 
bers, honorary  life  members,  and  honorary  life  patrons,  are  a  part 
of  the  general  fund  which  cannot  be  diverted  by  the  Conference. 

17.  A  Conference  expense  fund  shall  be  provided  by  Conference 
assessment,  the  basis  to  be  determined  by  each  Conference  according 
to  the  requirements.  In  no  case  shall  membership  dues  or  pledge 
funds  be  used  for  Conference  expenses. 

18.  The  thank  offering  during  the  week  of  prayer  shall  be  applied 
to  some  specific  object,  to  be  determined  each  year  by  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Council  in  annual  session. 

19.  The  Conference  Society  may  make  such  by-laws  as  the  work 
demands,  provided  they  do  not  conflict  with  those  made  by  the 
Council. 

20.  The  last,  half  hour  of  each  forenoon  during  the  annual  session 
of  the  Conference  shall  be  devoted  to  Bible  studv. 


CONSTITUTION   AND  BY-LAWS   FOR  ADULT 
AUXILIARIES 


CONSTITUTION. 

Any  number  of  women  may  form  an  Adult  Society  auxiliary  to 
the  Conference  Woman's  Missionary  Society  by  adopting  the  follow- 
ing constitution   and   by-laws  and   electing  the  officers  herein   pro- 
vided: 
.1.  This   society  shall  be  called  the  Woman's  Missionary   Society 

of  the   Church,  auxiliary  to   Conference  Society 

of   the    Woman's    Missionary    Council    of    the    Methodist   Episcopal 
Church,  South. 

2.  The  object  of  this  auxiliary  shall  be  to  hasten  the  coming  of 
the  kingdom  of  God  throughout  the  world  by  enlisting  the  women, 
young  people,  and  children  in  a  study  of  the  needs  of  the  world  and 
in  active  missionary  service;  by  raising  funds  for  the  evangelization 
of  mission  fields  at  home  and  abroad,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  in- 
stitutions under  the  care  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  and 
for  the  betterment  of  civic  and  social  conditions. 

3.  Any  one  may  become  a  member  of  this  auxiliary  by  giving 
prayer  and  service  and  by  paying  twenty  cents  per  month. 

Each  member  shall  be  asked  to  make  a  voluntary  offering  for  the 
maintenace  and  extension  of  the  general  work.  Such  funds  shall 
constitute  the  pledge  of  the  auxiliary.  The  dues,  pledge,  and  any 
other  undirected  funds  shall  be  prorated  by  the  Council — 40  per 
cent  for  the  home  and  60  per  cent  for  the  foreign  work.  Opportuni- 
ties shall  be  given  for  offerings  to  be  directed  by  individual  donors 
for  the  support  of  special  work.  These  special  offerings  by  indi- 
viduals  shall  not  be  prorated. 

4.  Any  one  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  auxiliary  by  the  pay- 
ment of  $25,  an  honorary  life  member  by  the  payment  of  $100,  and 
an  honorary  life  patron  by  the  payment  of  $300,  provided  the  money 
be  paid  for  that  special  purpose.  It  shall  not  be  included  in  the 
pledge  nor  in  any  special  assumed  byjridividuals  or  that  has  been 
assigned  to  the  auxiliary.  Such  membership  should  be  considered 
as  an  honor,  and  should  not  release  the  holders  from  the  obligations 
of  active  membership. 

5.  A  name  may  be  placed  on  the  memorial  roll  by  the  gift  of 
twenty-five  dollars  for  this  special  purpose. 

6.  Every  auxiliary  member  shall  pay  toward  the  relief  and  retire- 
ment fund  and  the  Conference  expense  fund. 

7.  The  auxiliary  shall  carry  on  local  work,  which  shall  consist  of 
the  care  of  the  parsonage  and  the  charity  work  of  the  church.  This 
work  may  be  done  through  a  committee,  the  funds  to  be  raised  as 
the  auxiliary  directs. 

8.  The  officers  of  the  auxiliary  shall  be  a  president,  two  vice-presi- 
dents, a  corresnonding  secretary,  a  recording  secretary,  a  treasurer, 
an  ascistant  treasurer,  and  superintendents  of  study  and  publicity. 
of  social  service,  and  of  supplies.  These  officers  shall  constitute  the 
executive  committee  of  the  auxiliary. 

9.  The  auxiliary  shall  hold  one  or  more  meetings  during  the  month 
for  the  transaction  of  business  and  for  the  study  of  the  work.  The 
first  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  year  shall  be  devoted  to  the 
consideration  of  plans  and  financial  pledges  for  the  new  year  and  to 
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the  installation  of  officers.    At  the  last  business  meeting  of  the  fiscal 
year  the  annual  election  of  officers  shall  be  held. 

BY-LAWS. 

1.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  auxiliary  and 
shall  actively  advance  its  interests.  In  her  absence  one  of  the  vice- 
presidents  shall  assume  her  duties. 

2.  The  first  vice-president  shall  be  responsible  for  the  organization 
of  the  Young  People's  Auxiliary  and  shall  develop  and  direct  its 
work.  She  shall  send  reports  when  required  by  the  first  vice-presi- 
dent of  the  Conference. 

The  second  vice-president  shall  develop  and  direct  the  work  of  the 
Children's  Auxiliary.  She  shall  send  a  quarterly  report  to  the  sec- 
ond vice-president  of  the  Conference. 

3.  The  corresponding  secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence 
of  the  auxiliary  and  shall  promote  Christian  stewardship.  She  shall 
send  to  the  district  secretary  full  reports  by  the  first  of  January, 
April,  July,  and  October.  She  shall  also  send  to  the  district  secre- 
tary and  Conference  corresponding  secretary  the  names  and  ad- 
dresses of  all  newly  elected  officers  of  the  auxiliary.  She  shall  send 
her  books  to  the  district  meeting  for  examination 

4.  The  recording  secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  regular  and 
called  meetings  and  see  that  each  meeting  is  properly  announced. 

5.  The  treasurer  shall  collect  all  moneys  of  the  auxiliary,  keep  an 
account  of  the  same,  and  make  an  itemized  report  monthly  to  the 
auxiliary.  She  shall  remit  to  the  Conference  treasurer  on  the  first 
of  January,  April,  July  and  October,  giving  an  itemized  statement 
of  the  amount,  a.  duplicate  of  the  same  to  be  furnished  the  auxiliary 
corresponding  secretary.  The  books  of  the  treasurer  shall  be  aud- 
ited annually. 

6.  The  assistant  treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  local  funds.  She 
shall  make  a  monthly  report  to  the  auxiliary,  and  she  shall  furnish 
the  treasurer  a  quarterly  statement,  to  be  included  in  her  report. 
S*he  shall  pay  out  money  from  the  local  treasury  only  upon  an  order 
signed  by  both  the  president  of  the  auxiliary  and  the  chairman  of 
the  local  committee. 

The  auxiliary  as  a  society  shall  not  assume  obligation  for  the  as- 
sistance or  support  of  outside  organizations,  such  as  orphanages, 
hospitals,  travelers7  aids,  Y.  W.  C.  A.,  etc. 

7.  The  superintendent  of  study  and  publicity  shall  be  responsible 
for  the  organization  of  mission  study  and  Bible  study  classes'  and 
prayer  circles  and  for  the  dissemination  of  missionary  information 
through  the  church  and  secular  press.  She  shall  report  quarterly  to 
the  Conference  superintendent  of  study  and  publicity. 

8.  The  superintendent  of  social  service  shall  stimulate  and  direct 
the  study  and  investigation  of  social  questions  and  shall  seek  to 
bring  about  social  reforms.  She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Con- 
ference superintendent  of  social  service. 

9.  The  superintendent  of  supplies  shall  superintend  the  sending 
of  boxes  and  necessary  supplies  to  ministers  of  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church,  South,  and  to  institutions  in  the  home  and  foreign 
fields  under  the  direction  of  the  Council.  She  shall  report  each  box 
sent  and  its  value  to  the  Conference  superintendent  of  supplies. 

10.  The  vice  presidents,  secretary,  treasurer,  and  superintendents 
shall  make  written  reports  at  the  regular  meetings. 

STANDING   RULES. 

We,  the  Committee  on  By-Laws  and  Standing  Rules  recommend: 
1.     That  the  Treasurers  of  each  Auxiliary  shall  send  all  money 
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and  reports  to  District  Secretary  of  her  district  and  the  money  and 
reports  of  Young  People  be  sent  to  first  Vice-President  and  money 
and  reports  of  Junior  division  be  sent  to  second  vice-president  the 
first  day  of  the  month  of  each  quarter. 

2.  That  for  the  purpose  of  securing  accuracy,  the  executive  com- 
mittee of  each  auxiliary  shall  hold  a  meeting  immediately  before 
sending  the  quarterly  reports. 

3.  That  each  District  Secretary  shall  pledge  an  earnest  effort  to 
hold  an  annual  meeting  in  her  district  at  which  time  she  shall  urge 
the  great  importance  of  organizing  new  auxiliaries,  doing  all  in 
her  power  to  develop  the  district. 

4.  That  the  Conference  officers  and  each  auxiliary  president 
make  every  effort  to  have  the  week  of  prayer  observed. 


CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS  FOR  YOUNG 
PEOPLE'S  AUXILIARIES 


CONSTITUTION. 

1.  This  auxiliary  shall  be  called  the  Young  People's  Society  of 
....  Church,  auxiliary  to  ....  Conference  Society  of  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Council,  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South. 

2.  The  object  of  this  auxiliary  shall  be  to  hasten  the  coming 
of  the  kingdom  of  God  throughout  the  world  by  enlisting  the  young 
people  in  active  missionary  service,  by  raising  funds  for  the  evan- 
gelization of  Mission  fields  at  home  and  abroad,  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  institutions  under  the  care  of  the  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Council,  and  for  the  betterment  of  civic  and  social  condi- 
tions. 

3.  Any  one  between  the  ages  of  fourjteen  and  twenty-one  may 
become  a  member  of  the  auxiliary— by^giving  regularly  prayer,  ser- 
vice and  a  stated  offering  monthly  or  quarterly.  Each  member  shall 
be  asked  to  make  an  offering  for  the  maintenance  or  extension  of 
such  objects  of  work  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields  as  are  assigned 
to  the  young  people  by  the  Council.  Such  funds  shall  constitute 
the  pledge  of  the  auxiliary. 

Membership  funds  and  pledges  shall  be  prorated  by  the  Council 
treasurer — 40  per  cent  for  the  home  and  60  per  cent  for  the  foreign 
work. 

Each  member  shall  be  expected  to  contribute  to  the  retirement 
and  relief  fund  and  to  the  Conference  expense  fund. 

4.  Any  one  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  auxiliary  by  the  pay- 
ment of  $15,  provided  the  money  be  paid  for  that  special  purpose. 
It  shall  not  be  included  in  the  pledge  nor  in  any  special  assumed 
by  individuals  or  that  has  been  assigned  to  the  auxiliary. 

5.  A  name  may  be  placed  on  the  memorial  fund  by  the  gift  of 
fifteen  dollars  for  this  specific  purpose. 

6.  The  officers  of  the  auxiliary  shall  be  a  president,  two  vice- 
presidents,  a  corresponding  secretary,  a  recording  secretary,  a  treas- 
urer, and  the  superintendents  of  study  and  publicity,  of  social  ser- 
vice, and  of  supplies. 

7.  The  auxiliary  shall  hold  one  or  more  meetings  during  the  month 
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for  the  transaction  of  business  and  for  the  study  of  the  work.  At 
the  last  meeting  of  the  fiscal  year  there  shall  be  the  annual  election 
of  officers.  At  the  following  meeting  there  shall  be  a  full  report 
of  the  year's  work,  installation  of  officers,  and  consideration  of 
plans  for  work  and  financial  pledges  for  the  new  year. 

BY-LAWS. 

1.  The  president  shall  preside  at  the  meeting  of  the  auxiliary 
and  shall  in  every  way  advance  its  interests.  In  the  absence  of 
the  president,   one  of  the   vice-presidents   shall  preside. 

2.  The  first  vice-president  shall  keep  in  touch  with  the  first  vice- 
president  of  the  Conference  and  shall  report  to  her  quarterly  the 
full  scope  of  the  work. 

The  second  vice-president  shall  assist  the  second  vice-president 
of  the  Adult  Auxiliary  in  superintending  the   Children's  Auxiliary. 

3.  The  corresponding  secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence 
of  the  auxiliary  and  shall  promote  Christian  stewardship.  She 
shall  report  the  full  scope  of  the  work  quarterly  to  the  district 
secretary,  to  whom  she  shall  send  the  names  and  addresses  of  the 
newly  elected  officers. 

4.  The  recording  secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  regular 
and  called  meetings  and  shall  see  that  each  meeting  is  properly 
announced. 

5.  The  treasurer  shall  collect  all  funds  of  the  auxiliary,  keeping 
a  ledger  account  of  the  same,  and  remit  to  the  Conference  treas- 
urer on  the  first  of  January,  April,  July  and  October. 

6.  The  superintendent  of  study  and  publicity  shall  be  responsi- 
ble for  the  organization  of  mission  study  and  Bible  study  classes, 
for  prayer  circles,  and  for  the  dissemination  of  missionary  infor- 
mation through  the  church  and  secular  press.  She  shall  have  charge 
of  subscriptions  to  the  Missionary  Voice  and  the  Young  Christian 
Worker.  She  shall  report  quarterly  on  the  first  day  of  January, 
April,  July  and  October  to  the  Conference  superintendent  of  study 
and  publicity. 

7.  The  superintendent  of  social  service  shall  have  charge  of  social 
service  studies  issued  by  the  Council.  She  shall  co-operate  wherever 
possible  in  the  social  service  movements  of  her  church  and  commun- 
ity. She  shall  report  quarterly  on  the  first  day  of  January,  April, 
July  and  October  to  the  Conference  superintendent  of  social  service. 

8.  The  superintendent  of  supplies  shall  superintend  the  packing 
and  sending  of  boxes  of  supplies  to  institutions  in  the  home  and  for- 
eign fields  under  the  direction  of  the  Council.  She  shall  report  each 
box  sent  and  its  value  to  the  Conference  superintendent  of  supplies. 


CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS  FOR  CHILDREN'S 
AUXILIARIES 


CONSTITUTION. 

1.  This  auxiliary  shall  be  called  the  Children's  Society  of   

Church,  auxiliary  to Conference  Society  of  the  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Council  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  S'outh. 

2.  The  object  of  the  auxiliary  .shall  be  to  hasten  the  coming  of  the 
kingdom  of  Cod  throughout  the  world  by  giving  the  children  of  the 
Church  missionary  education,  training  them  for  Christian  service, 
and  by  cultivating  in  them  habits  of  liberal  and  systematic  giving 
and  of  daily  Bible  study  and  prayer. 

3.  The  Children's  Auxiliary  shall  consist  of  Baby  and  Junior 
Divisions,  under  the  direction  of  the  second  vice-president  of  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Auxiliary,  whose  work  shall  be  correlated  with 
that  of  the  Conference  second  vice-president.  All  membership,  mite 
box,  and  other  undirected  funds  shall  be  sent  through  the  Conference 
treasurer,  to  be  prorated  by  the  Council  on  the  basis  of  40  per  cent, 
to  home  and  60  per  cent,  to  foreign  work. 

BABY  DIVISION. 

1.  Any  child  .-ix  years  of  age  or  under  may  become  a  member  of 
the  Baby  Division  upon  the  payment  of  an  enrollment  fee  of  25 
cents.  Bach  member  of  the  Baby  Division  shall  be  given  a  certifi- 
cate of  membership  and  shall  be  furnished  with  a  mite  box  for  vol- 
untary offerings.  The  mite  boxes  shall  be  opened  and  their  contents 
sent  quarterly  by  the  treasurer  of  the  Junior  Division  to  the  Con- 
ference treasurer.  Where  there  is  no  Junior  Division  through  which 
to  report,  the  second  vice-president  of  the  Adult  Auxiliary  shall  send 
the  money  of  the  Baby  Division  to  the  Conference  treasurer. 

2.  Any  one  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  Baby  Division  of  the 
Children's  Auxiliary  by  the  payment  of  $5,  provided  the  money  be 
paid  for  that  specific  purpose.  It  shall  not  be  included  in  the  pledge 
nor  in  any  special  assumed  by  indTv+d-ua-krxrr  that  has  been  assigned 
to  the  Baby  Division  of  the  Children's  Auxiliary. 

3.  Names  of  children  may  be  placed  on  the  Memorial  Roll  by  the 
gift  of  $10. 

4.  Special  meetings  for  the  members  of  the  Baby  Division  shall  be 
arranged  by  the  second  vice-president  of  the  Adult  Auxiliary,  at 
which  time  inspirational  programs  shall  be  presented. 

5.  Members  of  the  Baby  Division,  at  the  age  of  six  years,  shall  be 
promoted  to  the  Junior  Division  and  shall  be  given  certificates  of 
promotion. 

6.  The  second  vice-president  of  the  Adult  Auxiliary  shall  have 
charge  of  the  Baby  Division. 

JUNIOR  DIVISION. 

1.  Any  child  between  the  ages  of  six  and  fourteen  may  become  a 
member  of  the  Junior  Division  of  the  Children's  Auxiliary  by  giving 
regularly  prayer,  service,  and  a  stated  monthly  offering  to  missions. 
Each  member  of  the  Junior  Division  shall  be  furnished  with  a  mite 
box  for  voluntary  offerings.  Mite  boxes  shall  be  opened  quarterly, 
and  the  contents,  with  all  other  offerings,  shall  be  sent  to  the  Con- 
ference treasurer. 

2.  Any  one  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  Junior  Division  of 
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the  Children's  Auxiliary  by  the  payment  of  $10,  provided  the  Money 
be  paid  for  that  special  purpose.  It  shall  not  be  included  in  the 
pledge  nor  in  any  special  assumed  by  individuals  or  that  has  been 
assigned  to  the  Junior  Division  of  the  Children's  Auxliary. 

3.  Names  of  children  may  be  placed  on  the  Memorial  Roll  by  '.he 
gift  of  $10. 

4.  The  officers  of  the  Junior  Division  shall  be  a  president,  •  wo  vice- 
presidents,  a  corresponding  secretary,  a  recording  secretary,  a  treas- 
urer, and  superintendents  of  study  and  publicity  and  of  social  service. 
These  officers,  with  the  second  vice-president  of  the  Adult  Auxiliary, 
shall  hold  a  meeting  of  the  committee  of  the  Children's  Auxiliary. 

5.  The  Junior  Division  shall  meet  at  least  twice  a.  month  to  trans- 
act necessary  business  and  to  follow  the  lines  of  study  arranged  by 
the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  for  which  programs  shall  be  fur- 
nished. At  the  close  of  each  quarter  the  second  vice-president  of 
the  Adult  Auxiliary  shall  hold  a  meeting  of  the  executive  committee 
of  the  Junior  Division  to  see  that  the  work  of  the  quarter  is  cor- 
rectly and  promptly  reported  to  the  proper  officers.  At  the  last 
meeting  of  the  fiscal  year  there  shall  be  the  election  of  officers.  The 
first  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  year  shall  be  devoted  to  making 
plans  and  financial  pledges  for  the  new  year's  work. 

BY-LAWS. 

1.  The  president  shall  preside  at  the  meeting  of  the  auxiliary  and 
in  every  way  advance  its  interests.  In  the  absence  of  the  president, 
one  of  the  vice-presidents  shall  preside. 

2.  The  first  vice-president  shall  assist  in  the  work  of  the  Baby 
Division.  The  second  vice-president  shall  be  agent  for  the  Young 
Christian  Worker. 

3.  The  corresponding  secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence 
of  the  auxiliary  and  promote  Christian  stewardship  and  shall  report 
quarterly  to  the  district  secretary.  The  corresponding  secretary 
shall  send  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  newly  elected  officers  to 
the  district  secretary. 

4.  The  recording  secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  regular  and 
called  meetings  of  the  auxiliary  and  shall  see  that  each  meeting  is 
properly  announced. 

5.  The  treasurer  shaH'collect  all  funds  of  the  auxiliary,  keeping  a 
ledger  account  of  the  same,  and  shall  remit  to  the  Conference  treas- 
urer quarterly.     The  treasurer's  books  shall  be  audited  annually. 

6.  The  superintendent  of  study  and  publicity  shall  assist  in  organ- 
izing and  developing  mission  study  and  Bible  study  classes  and 
shall  send  items  of  missionary  news  to  the  Young  Christian  Worker 
and  local  papers. 

7.  The  superintendent  of  social  service  shall  assist  in  directing 
the  children  in  carrying  out  such  lines  of  social  service  study  and 
activity  as  are  sent  out  by  the  Council.

The  devotional  service  was  conducted  by  Miss  Ida  Han- 
kins.  Mrs.  R.  B.  John  introduced  ]\Iiss  Bessie  Bell  Combs — 
•'Whose  home  in  this  Country  is  St.  Joseph,  Mo.,  but  whose 
home  in  China  is  Sungkiang," — as  the  speaker  of  the  evening. 

Before  the  address  of  Thursday  evening,  Miss  Combs  had 
very  much  endeared  herself  to  the  Conference.  Her  strong 
personality  and  graciousness  brought  China  to  the  heart  of  the 
Conference,  in  a  very  forcible  way.  That  Miss  Combs  loves 
China  with  the  zeal  of  her  consecrated  earnestness  means  a 
power  for  good  to  China. 

The  subject  of  her  address  was  '"What  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
V  Christ  means  to  the  Chinese  People."  This  thought  was  illus- 
trated by  the  recital  of  many  of  her  experiences  in  Evangel- 
istic work  among  the  Chinese.  So  earnestly  and  charmingly 
did  Miss  Combs  present  the  work  of  China,  that  the  hundreds 
who  heard  her  were  aroused  to  a  keener  appreciation  of  Chiria 
and  its  needs  than  ever  before. 

The  North  Carolina  Conference  feels  that  it  can  never 
thank  Miss  Combs  for  the  great  inspiration  she  has  given. 


FRIDAY   EVENING.

PRESIDENT'S  MESSAGE. 

The  two  practices  most  strongly  urged  upon  the  Auxiliaries  for 
the  past  two  years  have  been  the  holding  of  the  pledge  meetings,  and. 
the  making  of  quarterly  payments. 

At  the  close  of  last  year  we  found  that  a  far  larger  number  than 
ever  before  had  held  the  pledge  meetings  in  January.  A  large  num- 
ber of  Auxiliaries,  also,  had  urged  and  secured  quarterly  payments. 
As  a  direct  result  of  this  attention  to  business,  two  things  were  espec- 
ially noticeable,  First:  Interest  in  the  work  was  far  more  lively; 
Second:  We  came  nearer  than  ever  before  to  raising  our  full  pledge. 
Promptness  in  meeting  obligations,  not  only  oils  the  machinery  of 
business,  but  tends  always  to  increase  business;  so  along  with  the 
pledge  increase  came  also  increase  in  membership  and  dues,  advance 
in  all  specials,  and  a  larger  number  at  work  studying  the  subject  of 
missions. 

1916. 

The  year  just  closing  has  been  one  of  rather  more  uneven  history 
than  was  the  previous  year.  The  world  about  us  has  felt  a  little  more 
keenly  the  terrible  jostle  that  has  been  given  society.  The  steady 
advance  in  living  costs,  and  the  fear  of  yet  unreached  high  levels, 
have  both  curtailed  our  funds  for  other  than  the  needs  of  livingrv/ 
and  brought  on  a  caution  in  expenditure  and  giving  that  is  new  to  us. 
These  things  also  have  held  back  some  from  assuming  any  new  obli- 
gations and  a  few  have  written  that  "Since  we  need  all  our  funds  for 
ourselves  we  have  decided  to-  give  up  the  Missionary  work  and  be- 
come an  Aid  Society." 

Several  special  gifts  on  pledge  last  year  were  not  available  this 
year.  Leaving  these  out  of  account  we  have  really  raised  among  the 
Auxiliaries  a  much  larger  sum  on  pledge  than  ever  before. 

Our  work  is  an  ever-widening  one  and  there  is  no  way  to  keep  up 
with  our  needs  but  constantly  to  multiply  our  present  activities. 

We  need  more  women,  young  people,  and  children  at  work.     We 
need  more  intimate  knowledge  of  what  is  being  done  and  should  be 
undertaken.     We  need  more  of  our  means  for  support.     We  need    i 
more  of  life  for  life. 

Social  Program. 

The  Council  of  April,  1916,  recommended  that  the  Social  Service 
Topic  for  study  and  investigation  during  the  year  1917  be  "Sociaf  ^ 
Legislation." 

The  pre  gram  provided  by  the  Council  is  for  adoption  by  the  Con- 
ferences and  I  want  therefore  to  urge  that  this  be  a  year  marked  for 
its  social  study  and  social  activity. 

Our  Conference  Superintendent  of  social  service  will  report  to 
you  some  concert  of  action  with  superintendents  of  other  organiza- 
tions. I  would  recommend  a  close  federation  with  these  superin- 
tendents.    I  would  recommend  also  that  the  program  as  adopted  by 
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the  Council  become  our  basis  for  action — the  program  to  be  incor- 
porated in  our  annual  report. 

I  recommend  further  that  we  put  ourselves  on  record  as  favoring 
pending  legislation  by  our  State  looking  to  the  establishment  of  a 
home  for  delinquent  girls  and  women. 

That  we  make  more  systematic  and  thorough  study  of  community 
\/  conditions.  That  the  president  of  this  society  co-operate  with  the 
president  of  the  North  Carolina  Social  Service  Conference  in  arrang- 
ing the  dates  and  programmes  for  their  annual  meetings. 

The  Scarritt  Bible  and  Training  School. 

I  wish  if  possible  to  put  our  Bible  and  Training  School  more  upon 
the  heart  of  the  Conference.  Our  response  to  the  call  for  help  in  the 
hour  of  the  School's  great  need  has  been  unworthy  of  us.  Our  con- 
V  tribution  to  Scarritt  ought  to  be  at  least  $600.00  a  year.  This  to  come 
as  regular  apportioned  contribution  from  the  Auxiliaries.  In  addi- 
tion the  Conference  as  such  ought  to  make  somte  substantial  gift  to 
the  institution.  I  recommend  the  appointment  of  a  committee  that 
shall  correspond  with  Miss  Gibson  and,  with  her,  decide  upon  the 
kind  of  gift  to  make,  and  that  the  committee  bring  the  matter  before 
the  Conference  in  such  way  as  shall  assure  co-operation.  Our  best 
for  Scarritt  would  be  in  fact  but  reciprocal.  There  is  only  to  name 
Miss  Pescud,  Miss  Lamb,  Miss  Green,  Miss  Hankins,  the  Misses 
Lowder  and  Marsh,  Miss  McKinnon,  now  in  training  there,  and  oth- 
ers of  our  own  and  what  they  have  meant  to  us,  not  to  mention 
Miss  Whiteside  and  Miss  Ellison  who  minister  among  us  and  Miss 
Combs  who  at  this  session  pours  out  her  rich  experience  for  our  fur- 
ther good — just  to  speak  of  them  is  to  bring  a  new  sense  of  our  obli- 
gation to  our  training  school.  When  so  great  benefits  have  come 
to  us  from  Scarritt,  we  ought  in  gratitude  to  pour  her  out  a  worthy 
offering. 

Supplies. 

The  understanding  of  the  supply  department  which  seems  to  pre- 
vail, makes  it  necessary  for  your  president  to  speak  again  of  a  mat- 
ter that  is  difficult  to  handle  without  danger  of  misinterpretation. 
I  refer  to  the  sending  of  boxes  to  our  Orphanage.  Not  for  onco 
would  we  make,  or  dare  wish  to  make,  the  support  of  our  Orphanage 
less  ample  or  more  difficult.  The  point  is  just  this,  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Society  is  an  organization  with  specific  and  well  defined 
lines  of  work.  Certain  things  have  been  undertaken  by  the  organiza- 
tion and  there  is  no  provision  for  the  support  of  these  in  si  it' 
and  endeavors  except  through  the  organization.  To  cut  off  the  reve- 
nue in  any  way  is  to  cripple  the  work. 

The  Orphanage  is  the  property  of  the  church,  not  of  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Society.  Provision  is  made  by  direct  assessment  upon 
the  church  for  the  support  of  the  Orphanage.  Because  of  the  greater 
ease  of  working  through  an  organized  body,  and  because  of  the  warm, 
direct  appeal  which  the  Orphanage  makes  to  the  mother  heart  of  the 
church,  there  has  arisen  a  far  too  liberal  use  of  the  Auxiliaries  as 
the  channel  for  raising  funds  for  the  Orphanage.  If  all  obligations 
to  the  Society  have  been  met  surely  no  one  would  welcome  more 
than  your  executive  committe  would  welcome  all  the  aid  possible 
for  the  Orphanage.  Until,  however,  our  full  obligation  is  met  we 
have  no  right  to  assume  new  responsibility,  especially  for  a  work 
that  is  otherwise  provided  for. 
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Campaign. 

The  Campaign  which  your  Executive  Committee  and  Secretaries 
planned  for  the  autumn  has  taught  us  something  more  of  the  steady- 
going  temper  of  our  people,  and  has  demonstrated  our  need  for  the 
education  of  the  mass  of  church  membership,  and  of  our  lack  of 
thorough  organization  within  the  district.  I  believe  we  are  at  the 
very  beginning  of  the  Campaign  and  I  would  urge  upon  the  District 
Secretary  immediate  steps  toward  a  Campaign  that  shall  fill  this 
year.  Surely  out  of  the  forty  thousand  women,  young  people  and 
children  of  our  Conference  we  have  as  yet  gathered  but  a  handful..  v/ 

Field  Worker. 

I  believe  we  ought  to  put  in  the  field  for  this  year  one  of  our 
strongest  women  and  let  her  go  throughout  the  Conference,  district  ^ 
by  district,  making  such  a  thorough  canvass  as  shall  leave  no  com- 
munity unreached.  This  should  be  a  campaign  not  only  for  securing 
membership  and  funds,  but  for  helping  the  young  life  of  the  church 
to  hear  the  call  of  God  to  definite  service  for  him. 

In  this  closing  message  to  you,  1  wish  to  testify  to  the  great  good- 
ness and  tender  mercies  of  God  toward  me,  and  to  thank  you  as  a 
Conference  for  your  support  of  me  and  for  your  forbearance  with  me 
in  the  work  during  these  past  eleven  years.  I  believe  I  have  not 
wanted  to  shirk,  but  as  you  know  I  have  hoped  for  and  had  firm 
expectation  of  release  from  duty  as  an  officer  more  than  once.  The 
new  duties  that  have  now  come  to  me,  make  it  imperative  that  anoth- 
er be  elected  to  the  presidency  at  this  time. 

May  the  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  be  with  you  all.    Amen. 


REPORT   OF    FIRST   VICE-PRESIDENT. 
[No.  2] 

The  Young  People's  Missionary  Society  of  the  North  Carolina  Con- 
ference has  done  a  creditable  year's  work.  When  the  books  were 
handed  over  to  me  there  were  40  auxiliaries  on  the  list: 

Of  these  there  were  10  that  made  no  financial  report;  3  of  them 
becoming  adult  (St.  Paul's,  No.  1,  Goldsboro;  Franklinton ;  Oxford); 
Kittrell's  Church  (Elizabeth  City  District)  and  Mount  Gilead  both 
recently  reorganized  and  will  do  well  in  1917;  Greenville  and  Rose 
Hill  are  at  work  and  getting  ready  for  good  reports  during  the  com- 
ing year;  the  others  (of  the  10)  have  disbanded. 

Two  (2)  of  the  40,  (Selma  and  Maxton)  made  one  financial  report 
each  and  then  S'elma  disbanded  and  Maxton  ("Minnie  Wilson")  be- 
came an  adult  auxiliary. 

The  following  were  organized  or  reorganized  in  1916  and  made 
one  or  more  financial  reports:  West  Durham,  Elizabeth  City  (First 
Church)  Dunn,  Fayetteville,  Oxford,  Aberdeen,  Maxton,  Raeford, 
Red  Springs,  Areola  (Bethlehem  Church),  Littleton  College,  Aurora, 
Farmville,  Nashville,   Wilson,  Wilmington    (Fifth  Avenue). 

During  the  last  quarter  of  1916  five  (5)  were  organized  and  so> 
have  not  yet  sent  in  financial  reports:  Trinity  Church  (Durham), 
McBrides'  (Elizabeth  City  District),  Norlina  (Warrenton  District), 
Warren's  Chapel  and  Tarboro  (Washington  District).

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REPORT  OF  SECOND  VICE-PRESIDENT. 

[No.  3] 

Nineteen  sixteen  has  been  a  good  year  with  our  Bright  Jewels. 
There  has  been  decided  improvement  along  all  lines.  The  only 
things  that  grieve  us  are  that  nine  of  our  old  bands  have  died  during 
the  year  for  lack  of  lady  managers,  and  that,  because  of  a  few  of  our 
bands  falling  behind,  we  have  noi  gone  forward  in  collections  as  we 
had  hoped.  But  we  have  organized  nineteen  new  bands  and  eleven 
baby  divisions.  As  nine  bands  have  died,  we  can  only  report  a  net 
gain  of  ten.  Our  second  vice-presidents,  with  a  few  exceptions,  have 
done  fine  work.  Many  observed  their  day  during  the  week  of  prayer; 
quite  a  number  of  new  study  classes  have  been  started;  several  re- 
port using  the  bulletin;  most  do  local  work;  and,  I  am  pleased  to 
see,  christian  stewardship  is  growing  among  our  children. 

The  children  are  the  foundation  of  all  our  work  and  our  faithful 
second  vice-presidents  are  laying  a  broad  and  sure  foundation  for 
the  work  of  to-morrow.  I  would  therefore  call  on  all  of  our  women 
to  help  them  in  every  way  possible  in  their  important  work.  Let  us 
not  forget  the  homely  old  proverb,  "Train  up  a  child  in  the  way  he 
should  go  and  when  he  is  old  he  will  not  depart  from  it." 

Many  of  our  bands  are  reporting  more  money  raised  during  the 
year  than  ever  before,  but  some  that  have  been  our  best  givers  have 
sadly  fallen  behind  this  year.  If  they  had  but  given  as  before,  our 
collections  would  have  gone  far  beyond,  and  our  cup  of  joy  would 
have  run  over.  As  it  is  our  Pledge  is  paid  .in  full  and  we  start  the 
new  year  with  better  prospects  than  we  have  ever  had  before — 
provided  you  women  will  be  true  to  your  trust,  see  to  it  that  a  good 
second  vice-president  is  put  in  charge,  and  that  she  has  the  faithful 
co-operation  of  the  parents  and  the  membership  of  the  woman's 
auxiliary.     The  responsibility  is  yours. 

Memorial  Church,  Durham,  gets  the  banner  again  for  the  largest 
amount  of  money  raised,  $184.06;  Centenary,  New  Bern,  is  not  far 
behind  with  $170.90.  Hay  Street,  Fayetteville,  wins  the  banner  for 
the  largest  amount  per  member  with  the  splendid  report  of  six  dol- 
lars per  member,  total  $126.00.  The  others  which  raised  as  much  as 
$100  are  Laurinburg,  $120.24:  Hertford,  $101.59,  and  Queen  Street, 
Kinston,  $100.00.  These  are  records  to  be  proud  of  and  I  for  one, 
am  proud  of  these  my  leading  bands,  but  I  am  also  proud  of  some  of 
the  smaller  bands  which,  though  the  amounts  raised  are  not  so  large, 
are  just  as  honorable  when  all  the  circumstances  are  considered. 
The  records  of  all  are  set  forth  in  the  detailed  report  attached  to 
this.  The  banner  for  the  greatest  increase  in  membership  goes  to 
Kenly,  which  added  68  during  the  year.  Hertford  with  30  enrolled 
and  raising  $23.05,  is  our  best  Baby  Division. 

The  banner  bands  for  the  districts  are:  Durham,  Memorial,  $184.06; 
Elizabeth  City,  Hertford,  $101.59;  Fayetteville,  Hay  Street,  $126.00; 
New  Bern,  Centenary,  $170.90;  Raleigh,  Franklinton,  $95.26;  Rock- 
ingham, Laurinburg.  $120.24;  Warrenton,  Weldon,  $69.35;  Washing- 
ton, Rocky  Mount,  $42.00;  Wilmington,  Grace,  $38.18. 

The  totals  for  the  year  are:  No.  Baby  Divisions,  60;  Enrolled,  721; 
No.  Junior  Divisions,  114;  Members,  3371;  Subscribers  to  Young 
Christian  Worker,  510;  Baby  Enrollment  fees,  $53.97;  Baby  Pledge, 
$164.07;  Junior  Membership  Fees,  $1081.98;  Junior  Pledge,  $1682.26; 
Memorial  Roll,  $10;   Scholarships,  $80;  total  raised,  $3072.28. 

I  wish  to  thank  those  good  women,  our  second  vice-presidents, 
who  are  my  co-workers  and  who  have  made  the  past  year  such  a  suc- 
cessful one.    God  will  reward  their  efforts,  bless  the  seed  sown,  and 
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give  them  a  glorious  harvest.  But  my  sisters,  they  need  your  helpr 
especially  the  help  of  the  mothers.  I  plead  with  you  if  you  love  your 
children  and  want  them  to  have  a  part  in  winning  this  world  for 
Christ,  do  not  forget  to  aid  your  second  vice-president  in  every  pos- 
sible way. 

As  Conference  Second  Vice-President  permit  me  to  make  the  fol- 
lowing suggestions: 

1.  That  our  auxiliaries  pay  more  attentio  nto  the  children's  work, 
carefully  select  the  best  woman  for  second  vice-president,  and  where 
there  are  no  bands  organize  them  and  where  there  are  bands  co- 
operate with  the  second  vice-president  to  make  them  as  largely  suc- 
cessful as  possible. 

2.  See  that  the  Young  Christian  Worker  is  placed  in  the  hands  of 
every  child  so  far  as  possible. 

3.  As  it  is  of  great  importance  that  our  children  be  early  taught 
missionary  facts,  I  would  urge  that  the  older  children  be  organized 
into  Study  Classes,  using  the  books  recommended  by  our  Woman's 
Council,  and  where  the  children  are  too  small  for  that,  that  the  story 
method  be  used. 

4.  As  our  Mary  Black  Memorial  Hospital,  built  first  by  the  chil- 
dren of  North  Carolina  Methodism,  has  been  the  inspiration  of  our 
children  through  all  the  past  years,  ever  leading  them  to  better  work 
as  they  felt  it  a  sacred  trust,  we  request  this  Conference  Society  to 
memorialize  the  Woman's  Council  to  grant  us  as  our  Foreign  Special 
for  1917,  $1,000  share  in  the  support  of  that  Hospital  according  to 
the   Station  Plan.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SOCIAL  SERVICE. 

[No.  4] 

Our  Social  Service  Study  for  the  past  year  has  been  Institutions 
for  the  prevention  of  disease  and  for  the  care  of  dependents,  defec- 
tives and  delinquents. 

Those  who  have  studied  these  subjects  as  they  have  come  up  each 
quarter  have  found  them  of  educational  value  and  I  trust  they  have 
tended  to  give  a  broader  view  of  Social  Service.  If  the  work  for  the 
prevention  of  disease  and  the  care  of  the  old  or  orphaned,  the  blind, 
insane  or  feeble-minded  and  the  delinquent  is  not  adequate  it  is  the 
province  of  every  Social  Service  Committee  to  find  out  what  is  need- 
ed and  then  to  do  everything  possible  to  supply  that  need. 

Our  topic  for  1917  is  Social  Legislation.  I  hope  that  our  Superin- 
tendents and  their  committees  will  keep  a  watch  on  all  social  legis- 
lation and  co-operate  with  other  Social  Service  organizations  to  pro- 
cure the  best  possible  laws.  Legislation  is  but  the  fruit  of  public 
sentiment  and  the  most  potent  factors  in  creating  public  seniiment 
in  any  community  are  the  Christian  women. 

The  council  in  urging  a  broader  conception  of  Social  service  has 
not  intended,  I  think,  to  discourage  the  work  that  lies  at  our  door. 
Some  auxiliaries  have  ceased  to  elect  Superintendents  of  Social  Ser- 
./  vice  as  they  seem  to  think  the  work  of  this  department  is  now  only 
an  educational  campaign.  It  is  this,  but  we  are  still  expected,  as  our 
report  blanks   show,  to  visit  the  sick  and   stranger,  the  jails   and 
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County  Homes  and  strive  in  every  way  to  improve  the  social  condi- 
tions of  our  own  community. 

I  have  sent  literature  each  quarter  to  every  auxiliary  in  which  I 
know  the  name  of  an  officer.  The  first  quarter  I  sent  literature  to 
121  auxiliaries.  The  last  quarter  I  sent  it  to  222 — an  increase  of  101. 
Not  more  than  twenty-five  of  these  222  auxiliaries  reported  the  last 
quarter.  That  is  a  fair  sample  of  the  reporting  throughout  the  year. 
Many  of  the  reports  have  been  encouraging  and  I  am  sure  most  of  the 
auxiliaries  that  have  not  reported  have  done  good  work.  Two  auxil- 
iaries have  reported  Bible  classes  for  colored  women,  others  have  ^ 
reported  Mothers'  Meetings,  Story  Hours,  Sewing  Classes,  ice  sta- 
tions, sending  needy  girl  to  Vashti,  clothing  orphans,  obtaining  work 
for  the  unemployed,  Prayer  Services  in  Jails  and  County  Homes, 
caring  for  children  during  church  hour  and  helping  support  County 
Nurse. 

I  would  urge  every  auxiliary  to  have  a  Superintendent  of  Social 
Service  and  study  faithfully  the  Social  Service  program  each  quarter. 
Let  the  Superintendent  have  a  Committee  and  let  the  community 
know  that  your  department  stands  ready  to  co-operate  with  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  Woman's  Clubs  or  any  other  organization  that 
is  working  for  social  uplift. 

Your  standing  committee  on  Social  Service  has  been  trying  to  help 
bring  about  legislation  to  provide  a  home  and  industrial  school  for 
wayward  girls  and  women.  We  have  taken  the  matter  up  with  rep- 
resentatives of  the  W.  C.  T.  U.,  Woman's  Club  and  State  Social  Ser- 
vice Conference  and  we  are  very  hopeful  that  this  Legislature  will 
make  such  a  home  possible.  Let  me  plead  with  the  auxiliaries  not 
to  neglect  the  Social  Service  department.  It  is  Christ's  work.  It  is  >/ 
for  His  sake  and  for  the  advancement  of  His  kingdom  that  we  un- 
dertake it.  Can  we  look  upon  the  dwarfed  bodies  and  souls  of  chil- 
dren who  work  from  six  a.  m.  to  six  p.  m.  in  our  mills,  and  at  the 
pale  faced,  weak  willed  lads  who  are  ruining  soul  and  body  with  the 
deadly  cigarette,  at  the  wayward  girls  with  nothing  before  them  but 
the  house  of  ill  fame  or  the  common  jail,  at  the  nauseating  moving 
pictures  shown  to  the  youth  of  our  land,  at  the  whole  seething  mass 
of  suffering  humanity  that  our  Lord  died  to  save,  and  like  the  Levite 
draw  our  cloak  of, righteousness  about  us  and  pass  by  on  the  other 
side? 

May  the  women  of  our  church  catch  a  broader  vision  of  service 
and  consecrate  all  of  their  splendid  powers  to  the  fulfilling  of  Christ's 
social  program  "And  the  King  shall  answer  and  say  unto  them,  Ver- 
ily I  say  unto  you;  Inasmuch  as  you  have  done  it  unto  the  least  of 
these  my  brethren,  ye  have  done  it  unto  me."

REPORT  OF  CORRESPONDING  SECRETARY. 

[No.  7] 

It  is  hard  to  realize  that  reporting  time  is  here  again,  and  that 
another  year's  work  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  the  North 
Carolina  Conference  has  been  finished.  Not  finished  in  just  the 
manner  we  wished,  far  from  it.  S'till  we  are  glad  to  say  we  have 
gone  forward  along  some  lines. 

At  our  Annual  Meeting  last  January  it  was  decided  to  continue  our 
campaign  for  new  members.  As  a  result,  we  have  18  new  Adult 
Societies,  with  312  new  members;  10  new  Young  People's  Societies, 
with  100  new  members;  and  19  new  Junior  Divisions,  with  252  new 
members  (not  including  babies  added  to  their  Division).  From  this 
we  realize  that  our  District  Secretaries,  Conference  Officers  and 
other  faithful  ones  have  been  at  work.  We  are  so  glad  to  have  these 
new  workers,  and  know  that  they,  too,  will  find  joy  in  this  work  for 
the  Master.  We  have  as  a  total  enrollment,  not  including  babies, 
S,446  women  and  children,  but  when  we  know  that  there  are  in  our  . 
Conference  not  less  than  69,750  women  and  children,  we  see  how  far 
short  we  are  of  the  longed  for  goal;  namely,  "A  Missionary  Society 
in  every  church  with  every  woman  and  child  a  member."  Either  we 
were  not  as  faithful  in  observing  our  Week  of  Prayer  or  else  some- 
body was  careless  in  reporting,  for  we  fell  short  of  last  year's  figures 
in  this  particular,  and  how  we  do  need  to  observe  it!  We  need  to 
pray  more  and  to  learn  more  of  the  work,  then  the  giving  will  take 
care  of  itself. 

Harvest  Day  has  proven  a  good  thing  in  some  societies  at  least, 
and  I  believe  we  should  stress  it  more  and  more  until  as  a  Confer- 
ence we  have  learned  to  finish  up  our  reports  promptly,  with  no  strag- 
glers to  come  trailing  in  with  the  "hope  that  this  may  be  included 
in  your  report." 

We  are  going  forward,  rather  slowly  I  must  admit,  but  still  for- 
ward, as  to  paying  one-fourth  of  our  obligations,  dues,  pledge,  etc., 
quarterly.  We  have  not  left  nearly  so  much  for  the  fourth  quarter 
this  year  as  last;  still  there  is  much  room  for  improvement  and  we 
want  to  continue  to  work  towards  the  ideal  plan  of  paying  in  full 
quarterly. 

I  am  grieved  that  I  must  tell  you  that  again  we  are  short  on  our 
pledge.     Yes,  $1,200.00  short.     That  this  is  indeed  nothing  short  of  •/ 
a  calamity,  we  are  all  agreed.  Some  of  our  strongest  societies  failed 
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us  which  makes  it  all  the  more  to  be  regretted.  Can't  we  who  are 
here  carry  back  such  a  stirring  message  to  our  societies  that  they 
must  feel  the  importance  of  measuring  up?  Just  so  far  as  we  fail  in 
meeting  our  obligations,  we  favor  withdrawing  workers  from  the 
various  fields.  In  our  hearts  we  do  not  favor  this;  we  want  the 
Lord's  work  to  grow;  but  to  grow  we  must  increase  our  gifts,  not  let 
them  fall  off.  Let  each  of  us  go  home  from  this  Annual  Meeting 
feeling  that  the  responsibility  of  raising  our  Pledge  rests  upon  me 
and  upon  my  society,  and  with  God's  help  we  will  raise  it  this  year. 
If  each  delegate  feels  this  enough  to  impress  it  on  her  society  and 
continues  to  feel  it  throughout  the  year,  next  January  we  will  have 
no  shortage  in  Pledge  to  report.  God  give  us  faith  and  courage  to 
say  with  Saint  Paul  "I  can  do  all  things  through  Christ  which 
strengtheneth  me." 

We  do  rejoice  that  .this  year  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of 
the  North  Carolina  Conference  has  a  representative  in  Scarritt  pre- 
paring for  a  larger  work,  one  of  our  brightest  and  strongest  young 
y/  women,  your  own  Conference  Corresponding  Secretary,  Miss  Sallie 
Lou  McKinnon.  How  I  wish  she  were  one  of  a  half  dozen  instead  of 
the  only  one.  When  she  left  us  in  September  to  prepare  herself  for 
a  larger  work,  I  consented  to  do  her  book  work  only  and,  of  course, 
it  is  impossible  for  me  to  make  any  adequate  report  of  the  great 
personal  work  she  has  done.  We  shall  miss  her  cheerful,  enthus- 
iastic personal  help  throughout  the  Conference,  but  it  will  be  a  con- 
solation to  us  to  realize  that  our  loss  is  others'  gain.  We  cannot 
overestimate  what  her  going  will  mean  to  those  less  fortunate  than 
ourselves,  and  may  our  prayers  follow  her  to  whatever  field  she  may 
be  called.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  LITERATURE. 

[No.  9] 

One  year  ago  when  I  consented  to  serve  as  Superintendent  of  Lit- 
erature I  thought  of  it,  as  being  a  matter  of  routine  work,  and,  hav- 
ing a  most  obliging  husband,  I  had  no  dread  of  that. 

We  have  found  it  no  small  task  but  not  an  irksome  one,  for  we 
hope  that  through  this  service  we  are  helping  in  a  small  way  to 
advance  the  cause  of  Missions  and  thus,  extend  the  Kingdom.  I  have 
tried  to  do  more  than  the  routine  work. 

Realizing  that  there  has  been  a  waste  of  Literature,  prepared  for 
us  at  large  expense,  I  formed  a  letter  urging  a  more  careful  use  of 
the  same,  and  also  encouraging  the  use  of  our  woman's  page  in  the 
Raleigh  Christian  Advocate,  of  the  Missionary  Voice,  and  of  the 
Minutes  of  the  Conference. 

Every  woman  in  the  Missionary  Societies  should  be  familiar  with 
Page  "8"  of  the  Advocate.  Here  we  find  all  the  "Notices"  of  the 
Conference  Officers,  letters  of  information,  correspondence  from  our 
Sister  Auxiliaries,  fresh  news  from  the  Field,  etc.  You  will  find 
it  most  interesting,  if  you  have  not  already. 

As  for  the  "Voice",  we  cannot  afford  to  be  without  it.  It  has  been 
suggested  that  the  price  of  the  "Voice"  should  be  included  in  the 
dues, — a  very  wise  suggestion,  I  think.  The  oft  repeated  phrase  is  no 
less  true — "Information  brings  inspiration,"  and  the  Missionary 
Voice  is  a  perfect  "Storehouse." 

Of  course  we  want  to  know  what  is  being  done  by  our  own  Con- 
ference Society,  and  to  be  familiar  with  her  Laws,  etc.  This  we 
gaing  through  the  use  of  the  "Minutes." 

I  have  had  a  number  of  calls  for  Literature  that  I  do  not  handle, 
these  I  refer  to  the  Home  Base  Secretary,  Mrs.  B.  W.  Lipscombe, 
810  Broadway,  Nashville,  Tenn. 

Most  of  the  literature  can  be  secured  for  the  asking,  for  other  there 
is  a  small  cost.  I  only  distribute  leaflets  bearing  on  the  monthly 
subject  of  study. 

There  have  been  several  complaints  that  the  Literature  has  not 
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been  received.    In  each  case  the  address  seemed  correct  so  the  pack- 
age was  either  misplaced,  or  (as  my  husband  suggested)  intercepted  ^/ 
by  the  husband  who  did  not  want  his  wife  to  receive  so  much  Mis- 
sionary Literature — which  is  hardly  probable. 

According  to  our  mailing  list,  we  have  168  Auxiliaries  in  the  North 
Carolina  Conference,  11  are  new  ones  (have  lost  three).  We  have 
25  "Prospective"  names  on  the  list. 

We  are  very  anxious  to  have  a  complete  list,  and  will  appreciate 
the  co-operation  of  all. 

Some  have  wondered  why  the  packages  bore  the  postmark  of 
"Teachy".  The  postmistress  there  is  a  widow,  and  my  good  husband 
thought  we  could  do  a  bit  of  Home  Mission  work  by  giving  her  the 
cancellation,  it  being  just  as  convenient  for  him  to  leave  them  there, 
as  he  passes  through  every  day. 

And  just  here  I  want  to  give  credit  where  credit  is  due.     Captain 
Hart  does  all  of  the  addressing  and  mailing,  and,  if  it  were  not  for 
his  assistance,  I  fear  I  would  not  have  the  courage  to  undertake  the   ^ 
work.    We,  at  least,  have  one  man  who  is  working  for  the  "Woman's 
Missionary   Society."

[No.  2] 

In  addition  to  accepting  as  far  as  is  practicable,  the  reconrmenda- 
ticns  of  tbe  Council  for  Young  People,  we  suggest  the  following: 

1.  Special  efforts  be  made  during  1917  by  Adult  First  Vice-Presi- 
dent  to   get  young  people   interested   in   Bible   Study    and   Mission 

^  Study,  and  tactfully  to  work  and  pray  for  volunteers. 

2.  That  at  the  Annual  Meeting  the  young  people  be  seated  in  one 
group,  as  the  Districts  are  seated,  using  heir  pennants  to  designate 
their  section. 

3.  That  a  Y.  P.'s  hour  with  Conference  1st  Vice-President  be  al- 
lowed each  morning,  after  the  first  day  in  a  separate  room,  for  in- 
struction, information,  questions  and  answers,  etc. 

4.  Have  some  premium  or  honorable  mention  of  all  the  auxiliaries 
having  an  active  delegate  at  the  annual  meeting.

2.  Se  that  the  Young  Christian  Worker  is  placed  in  the  hands  of 
every  child  so  far  as  possible. 

3.  As  it  is  of  great  importance  that  our  children  be  early  taught 
missionary  facts,  we  would  urge  that  our  older  children  be  organ- 
ized into  Study  Classes  using  the  books  recommended  by  our  Wom- 
ans'  Council,  and  where  the  children  are  too  small  for  that,  that  the 
story  method  be  used. 

4.  As  our  Mary  Black  Memorial  Hospital,  built  by  the  children  of 
North  Carolina  Methodism,  has  been  the  inspiration  of  our  children 
tbrGugh  all  the  past  years,  ever  leading  them  to  better  work  as  they 
felt  it  a  sacred  trust,  we  resues  his  Conference  Society  to  memorial- 
ize the  Woman'  Council  to  grant  us  as  our  Foreign  Special  for  1917 
a  $1,000  share  in  the  support  of  that  Hospital  according  to  the  Sta- 
tion Plan.

This  committee  shall  plan 
and  direct  the  campaign  in  her  district. 

3.  We  recommend.  That  the  District  Secretary  through  the  auxil- 
iaries secure  a  membership  committee  who  shall  canvas  the  church 
for  new  members.

5.  That  this  superintendent  shall  give  to  the  secular  press  mis- 
sionary notes  of  interest,  thus  giving  the  public  the  benefi  of  the 
latest  news  from  our  mission  field. 

6.  That  the  superintendent  of  study  and  publicity  be  urged  to  fill 
out  the  quarterly  report  blanks  and  return  promptly  to  the  Confer- 
ence superintendent  of  study  and  publicity. 

7.  That  the  auxiliary  superintendent  seek  interesting  bits  of  mis- 
sionary news  for  the  Woman's  page  in  the  Raleigh  Christian  Advo- 
vate,  and  in  turn  present  the  news  to  be  found  on  our  Woman's  page 
to  her  auxiliary.

REPORT   OF   COMMITTEE   ON   SOCIAL   SERVICE. 

[No.  6] 

We,  the  Social  Service  Committee,  make  the  following  recommen- 
dations: 

1.  That  a  standing  committee  on  Social  Service  be  appointed  by 
Superintendent  of  Social  Service  for  the  purpose  of  investigating 
present  conditions,  discovering  needs  and  bringing  them  before  the 
people  through  our  local  and  church  papers.  This  committee  shall 
also  work  to  secure  legislation  for  the  betterment  of  social  conditions 
and  for  the  enforcement  of  laws  already  enacted. 

2.  That  each  local  auxiliary  co-operate  with  all  civic  organizations 
for  public  welfare.  To  promote  Traveler's  Aid  work,  agitate  the  need 
of  police  matrons,  and  to  secure  wholesome  recreation. 

3.  That  we  call  attention  to  the  immodest  dress  of  our  women, 
and  the  attendant  evils. 

4.  That  we  decry  the  low  standard  of  moving  picture  shows  and 
endeavor  to  secure  local  censorship  with  Christian  women  on  the 
board. 

5.  That  we  seek  to  mould  public  sentiment  in  favor  of  a  single 
standard  of  morality. 

6.  The  strict  enforcement  of  the  law  regulating  the  sale  of  habit 
forming  drugs  and  the  enactment  and  enforcement  of  laws  abolishing 

\y  the  liquor  traffic,  and  also  of  the  deadly  cigarette.     Also  discourage 
the  use  of  coca-cola. 

7.  That  our  Annual  Conference  be  held  at  a  time  that  will  not 
conflict  with  the  meeting  of  the  S'tate  Social  Service  Conference 
and  that  as  many  of  our  women  as  possible  attend  the  same. 

8.  That  the  Social  Service  Committee  of  the  auxiliary  make  a 
careful  study  of  the  subjects  sent  out  each  quarter  and  present  the 
results  at  the  regular  Social  Service  meeting.

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CONSTITUTION  OF  CONFERENCE  SOCIETIES. 


1.  In  each  Annual  Conference  there  shall  be  organized  a  Confer- 
ence Society  auxiliary  to  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

2.  The  object  of  this  society  is  to  plan  and  direct  the  woman's 
missionary  work  of  the  Conference. 

3.  The  Conference  Society  shall  consist  of  one  or  more  delegates 
from  each  auxiliary,  a  district  secretary  from  each  district,  and  the 
following  officers:  a  president,  two  vice-presidents,  a  corresponding 
secretary,  a  recording  secretary,  a  treasurer,  and  superintendents  of 
study  and  publicity,  of  social  service,  and  of  supplies.  These  officers 
shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  the  annual  session  and  shall  constitute 
the  executive  committee.  The  president  and  the  corresponding  sec- 
retary shall  be  members  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

BY-LAWS  FOR   CONFERENCE   SOCIETIES. 

1.  The  executive  committee  shall  transact  business  in  the  interim 
of  the  annual  sessions.     Five  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

2.  Conference  officers  shall  be  nominated  by  a  committee  com- 
posed of  a  representative  from  each  district,  who  shall  be  chosen  by 
the  district  delegation.  This  shall  not  debar  the  parliamentary 
privilege  of  nomination  from  the  floor  nor  the  privilege  of  balloting 
for  any  person  not  nominated. 

3.  The  district  secretaries  shall  be  nominated  by  a  committee 
composed  of  the  president,  the  vice-presidents,  the  corresponding 
secretary,  and  the  treasurer,  and  shall  be  elected  by  acclamation. 

4.  Two  members  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  Conference 
shall  be  elected  at  each  annual  session  as  alternates  to  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Council. 

5.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Conference 
Society  and  of  the  executive  committee  and  shall  actively  advance 
the  interests  of  the  work.     She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury. 

6.  The  vice-presidents  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  president  in 
her  absence. 

7.  The  first  vice-president  shall  have  charge  of  the  young  people's 
work  and  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  first  vice-president  of  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Council  and  to  the  corresponding  secretary  of 
the  Conference  Society. 

The  second  vice-president  shall  have  charge  of  the  children's  work 
and  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  second  vice-president  of  the  Wom- 
an's Missionary  Council  and  to  the  corresponding  secretary  of  the 
Conference  Society. 

8.  The  corresponding  secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence 
of  the  society  and  supply  the  auxiliaries  with  information  and  with 
literature  if  so  ordered  by  the  Conference.  She  shall  promote  Chris- 
tian stewardship  and  shall  use  all  possible  means  for  the  organiza- 
tion of  adult,  young  people's,  and  children's  auxiliaries  in  every 
charge  of  the  Conference,  and  shall  report  each  new  organization  to 
the  secretary  of  the  Home  Base,  to  whom  she  shall  also  make  quar- 
terly reports  of  the  work  of  the  Conference  by  the  15th  day  of  April, 
July,  October  and  January.  She  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the 
Conference  Society  and  report  the  preceding  session  of  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Council.     She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury. 

9.  The  recording  secretary  shall  give  notice  of  all  meetings  of  the 
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Conference  Society  and  of  the  executive  committee  and  keep  the 
minutes  of  the  same  on  record. 

10.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  all  funds  of  the  society,  keeping 
an  account  with  each  auxiliary  and  submitting  the  same  annually  to 
an  auditor.  She  shall  disburse  the  Conference  expense  funds  on  the 
written  order  of  the  president  and  the  corresponding  secretary.  She 
shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Conference  Society  and  shall 
send  itemized  reports  promptly  on  the  15th  day  of  April,  July,  Octo- 
ber, and  January  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Coun- 
cil, therewith  transmitting  such  funds  as  are  collected  for  the  gen- 
eral treasury.  She  shall  also  send  an  itemized  statement  to  the  Con- 
ference corresponding  secretary  and  to  the  president. 

11.  The  district  secretaries  shall  organize  adult,  young  people's, 
and  children's  auxiliaries  and  use  every  available  means  to  promote 
the  work  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  in  their  districts.  They 
shall  present  a  report  of  their  work  at  the  District  Conference  and 
shall  hold  annual  meetings  in  the  district,  and  all-day  meetings  when 
ever  practicable.  They  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  with  aux- 
iliaries and  send  a  quarterly  report  to  the  Conference  corresponding 
secretary  and  a  copy  of  the  same  to  the  president  of  the  Conference 
Society. 

12.  The  superintendent  of  stud}'  and  publicity  shall  promote  mis- 
sion study  and  Bible  study  and  shall  disseminate  missionary  infor- 
mation through  the  Church  and  secular  press.  She  shall  report 
quarterly  to  the  educational  secretary. 

13.  The  superintendent  of  social  service  shall  stimulate  and  direct 
the  study  and  investigation  of  social  questions  and  shall  seek  to 
bring  about  social  reforms.  She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Council 
superintendent  of  social  service. 

14.  The  superintendent  of  supplies  shall  superintend  the  sending 
of  boxes  and  needed  supplies  to  ministers  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  S'outh,  and  to  institutions  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields 
under  the  direction  of  the  Council.  She  shall  report  quarterly  to 
the  Council  superintendent  of  supplies. 

15.  Conference  societies  shall  not  project  new  work  nor  respond  to 
special  calls  for  aid  unless  authorized  by  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Council. 

16.  The  membership  funds  of  all  auxiliary  societies — adult,  young 
people's,  and  children's — also  funds  contributed  to  make  life  mem- 
bers, honorary  life  members,  and  honorary  life  patrons,  are  a  pari, 
of  the  general  fund  which  cannot  be  diverted  by  the  Conference. 

17.  A  Conference  expense  fund  shall  be  provided  by  Conference 
assessment,  the  basis  to  be  determined  by  each  Conference  according 
to  the  requirements.  In  no  case  shall  membership  dues  or  pledge 
funds  be  used  for  Conference  expenses. 

IS.  The  thank  offering  during  the  week  of  prayer  shall  be  applied 
to  some  specific  object,  to  be  determined  each  year  by  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Council  in  annual  session. 

19.  The  Conference  Society  may  make  such  by-laws  as  the  work 
demands,  provided  they  do  not  conflict  with  those  made  by  the 
Council. 

20.  The  last  half  hour  of  each  forenoon  during  the  annual  session 
of  the  Conference  shall  be  devoted  to  Bible  study. 


CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS  OF  ADULT 
AUXILIARIES. 


CONSTITUTION. 

Any  number  of  women  may  form  an  Adult  Society  auxiliary  to 
the  Conference  Woman's  Missionary  Society  by  adopting  the  follow- 
ing constitution  and  by-laws  and  electing  the  officers  herein  pro- 
vided: 

1.  This  society  shall  be  called  the  Woman's   Missionary  Society 

of  the Church,  auxiliary  to  Conference  Society 

of    the    Woman's    Missionary    Council    of    the    Methodist    Episcopal 
Church,  South. 

2.  The  object  of  this  auxiliary  shall  be  to  hasten  the  coming  of 
the  kingdom  of  God  throughout  the  world  by  enlisting  the  women, 
young  people,  and  children  in  a.  study  of  the  needs  of  the  world  and 
in  active  missionary  service;  by  raising  funds  for  the  evangelization 
of  mission  fields  at  home  and  abroad,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  in- 
stitutions under  the  care  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  and 
for  the  betterment  of  civic  and  social  conditions. 

3.  Any  one  may  become  a  member  of  this  auxiliary  by  giving 
prayer  and  service  and  by  paying  twenty  cents  per  month. 

Each  member  shall  be  asked  to  make  a  voluntary  offering  for  the 
maintenance  and  extension  of  the  general  work.  Such  funds  shall 
constitute  the  pledge  of  the  auxiliary.  The  dues,  pledge,  and  any 
other  undirected  funds  shall  be  prorated  by  the  Council — 40  per 
cent  for  the  home  and  60  per  cent  for  the  foreign  work.  Opportuni- 
ties shall  be  given  for  offerings  to  be  directed  by  individual  donors 
for  the  support  of  special  work.  These  special  offerings  by  individ- 
uals shall  not  be  prorated. 

4.  Any  one  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  auxiliary  by  the  pay- 
ment of  $25,  an  honorary  life  member  by  the  payment  of  $100,  and 
an  honorary  life  patron  by  the  payment  of  $300,  provided  the  money 
be  paid  for  that  special  purpose.  It  shall  not  be  included  in!  the 
pledge  nor  in  any  special  assumed  by  individuals  or  that  has  been 
assigned  to  the  auxiliary.  Such  membership  should  be  considered 
as  an  honor,  and  should  not  release  the  holders  from  the  obligations 
of  active  membership. 

5.  A  name  may  be  placed  on  the  memorial  roll  by  the  gift  of 
twenty-five  dollars  for  this  special  purpose. 

6.  Every  auxiliary  member  shall  pay  toward  the  relief  and  retire- 
ment fund  and  the  Conference  expense  fund. 

7.  The  auxiliary  shall  carry  on  local  work,  which  shall  consist  of 
the  care  of  the  parsonage  and  the  charity  work  of  the  church.  This 
work  may  be  done  through  a  committee,  the  funds  to  be  raised  as 
the  auxiliary  directs. 

8.  The  officers  of  the  auxiliary  shall  be  a  president,  two  vice-presi- 
dents, a  corresponding  secretary,  a  recording  secretary,  a  treasurer, 
an  assistant  treasurer,  and  superintendents  of  study  and  publicity, 
of  social  service,  and  of  supplies.  These  officers  shall  constitute  the 
executive  committee  of  the  auxiliary. 

9.  The  auxiliary  shall  hold  one  or  more  meetings  during  the  month 
for  the  transaction  of  business  and  for  the  study  of  the  work.  The 
first  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  year  shall  be'  devoted  to  the 
consideration  of  plans  and  financial  pledges  for  the  new  year  and  to 
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the  installation  of  officers.    At  the  last  business  meeting  of  the  fiscal 
year  the  annual  election  of  officers  shall  be  held. 

BY-LAWS. 

1.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  auxiliary  and 
shall  actively  advance  its  interests.  In  her  absence  one  of  the  vice- 
presidents  shall  assume  her  duties. 

2.  The  first  vice-president  shall  be  responsible  for  the  organization 
of  the  Young  People's  Auxiliary  and  shall  develop  and  direct  its 
work.  She  shall  send  reports  when  required  by  the  first  vice-presi- 
dent of  the  Conference. 

The  second  vice-president  shall  develop  aud  direct  the  work  of  the 
Children's  Auxiliary.  She  shall  send  a  quarterly  report  to  the  sec- 
ond vice-president  of  the  Conference. 

3.  The  corresponding  secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence 
of  the  auxiliary  and  shall  promote  Christian  stewardship.  She  shall 
send  to  the  district  secretary  full  reports  by  the  first  of  January, 
April,  July  and  October.  She  shall  also  send  to  the  district  secre- 
tary and  Conference  corresponding  secretary  the  names  and  ad- 
dresses of  all  newly  elected  officers  of  the  auxiliary.  She  shall  send 
her  books  to  the  district  meeting  for  examination. 

4.  The  recording  secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  regular  and 
called  meetings  and  see  that  each  meeting  is  properly  announced. 

5.  The  treasurer  shall  collect  all  moneys  of  the  auxiliary,  keep  an 
account  of  the  same,  and  make  an  itemized  report  monthly  to  the 
auxiliary.  She  shall  remit  to  the  Conference  treasurer  on  the  first 
of  January,  April,  July  and  October,  giving  an  itemized  statement 
of  the  amount,  a  duplicate  of  the  same  to  be  furnished  the  auxiliary 
corresponding  secretary.  The  books  of  the  treasurer  shall  be  aud- 
ited annually. 

6.  The  assistant  treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  local  funds.  She 
shall  make  a  monthly  report  to  Ihe  auxiliary,  and  she  shall  furnish 
the  treasurer  a  quarterly  statement  to  be  included  in  her  report. 
She  shall  pay  out  money  from  (he  local  treasury  only  upon  an  order 
signed  by  both  the  president  of  the  auxiliary  and  the  chairman  of 
the  local  committee. 

The  auxiliary  as  a  society  shall  not  assume  obligation  for  the  as- 
sistance or  support  of  outside  organizations,  such  as  orphanages, 
hospitals,  travelers'  aids,  Y.  W.  C.  A.,  etc. 

7.  The  superintendent  of  study  and  publicity  shall  be  responsible 
for  the  organization  of  mission  study  and  Bible  study  classes  and 
prayer  circles  and  for  the  dissemination  of  missionary  information 
through  the  church  and  secular  press.  She  shall  report  quarterly  to 
the  Conference  superintendent  of  study  and  publicity. 

S.  The  superintendent  of  social  service  shall  stimulate  and  direct 
the  study  and  investigation  of  social  questions  and  shall  seek  to 
bring  about  social  reforms.  She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Con- 
ference superintendent  of  social  service. 

9.  The  superintendent  of  supplies  shall  superintend  the  sending 
of  boxes  and  necessary  supplies  to  ministers  of  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church,  South,  and  to  institutions  in  the  home  and  foreign 
fields  under  the  direction  of  the  Council.  She  shall  report  each  box 
sent  and  its  value  to  the  Conference  superintendent  of  supplies. 

10.  The  vice-presidents,  secretary,  treasurer,  and  superintendents 
shall  make  written  reports  at  the  regular  meetings. 

STANDING    RULES. 

We,  the  Committee  on  By-Laws  and  Standing  Rules  recommend: 
1.  That  the  Treasurers  of  each  Auxiliary   shall  send  all   money 
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and  reports  to  District  Secretary  of  her  district  and  the  money  and 
reports  of  Young  People  be  sent  to  first  Vice-President  and  money 
-and  reports  of  Junior  disivision  be  sent  to  second  vice-president  the 
first  day  of  the  month  of  each  quarter. 

2.  That  for  the  purpose  of  securing"  accuracy,  the  executive  com- 
mittee of  each  auxiliary  shall  hold  a  meeting  immediately  before 
sending  the  quarterly  reports. 

3.  That  each  District  Secretary  shall  pledge  an  earnest  effort  to 
hold  an  annual  meeting  in  her  district  at  which  time  she  shall  urge 
the  great  importance  of  organizing  new  auxiliaries,  doing  all  in  her 
power  to  develop  the  district. 

4.  That  the  Conference  officers  and  each  auxiliary  president  make 
every  effort  to  have  the  week  of  prayer  observed. 


CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS  FOR  YOUNG 
PEOPLE'S  AUXILIARIES. 


CONSTITUTION. 

1.  This  auxiliary  shall  be  called  the  Young  People's  Society  of 

Church,  auxiliary  to    Conference   Society  of  the 

Woman's  Missionary  Council,  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South. 

2.  The  object  of  this  auxiliary  shall  be  to  hasten  the  coming  ot 
the  kingdom  of  God  throughout  the  world  by  enlisting  the  young 
people  in  active  missionary  service,  by  raising  funds  for  the  evan- 
gelization of  Mission  fields  at  home  and  abroad,  for  the  mainte- 
nance of  the  institutions  under  the  care  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Council,  and  for  the  betterment  of  civic  and  social  conditions. 

3.  Any  one  between  the  ages  of  fourteen  and  twenty-one  may  be- 
come a  member  of  the  auxiliary  by  giving  regularly  prayer,  service 
and  a  stated  offering  monthly  or  quarlerly.  Each  member  shall  be 
asked  to  make  an  offering  for  the  maintenance  or  extension  of  such 
objects  of  work  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields  as  are  assigned  to  the 
young  people  by  the  Council.  Such  funds  shall  constitute  the  pledge 
of  the  auxiliary. 

Membership  funds  and  pledges  shall  be  prorated  by  the  Council 
treasurer — 40  per  cent  for  the  home  and  60  per  cent  for  the  foreign 
work. 

Each  member  shall  be  expected  to  contribute  to  the  retirement 
and  relief  fund  and  to  the  Conference  expense  fund.  - 

4.  Any  one  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  auxiliary  by  the  pay- 
ment of  $15,  provided  the  money  be  paid  for  that  special  purpose. 
It  shall  not  be  included  in  the  pledge  nor  in  any  special  assumed 
by  individuals  or  that  has  been  assigned  to  the  auxiliary. 

5.  A  name  may  be  placed  on  the  memorial  fund  by  the  gift  of 
fifteen  dollars  for  this  specific  purpose. 

6.  The  officers  of  the  auxiliary  shall  be  a  president,  two  vice- 
presidents,  a  corresponding  secretary,  a  recording  secretary,  a  treas- 
urer, and  the  superintendents  of  study  and  publicity,  of  social  ser- 
vice, and  of  supplies. 

7.  The  auxiliary  shall  hold  one  or  more  meetings  during  the  month 
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for  the  transaction  of  business  and  for  the  study  of  the  work.  At 
the  last  meeting  of  the  fiscal  year  there  shall  be  the  annual  election. 
of  officers.  At  the  following  meeting  there  shall  be  a  full  report 
of  the  year's  work,  installation  of  officers,  and  consideration  of  plans 
for  work  and  financial  pledges  for  the  new  year. 

BY-LAWS. 

1.  The  president  shall  preside  at  the  meeting  of  the  auxiliary  and 
shall  in  every  way  advance  its  interests.  In  the  absence  of  the 
president,  one  of  the  vice-presidents  shall  preside. 

2.  The  first  vice-president  shall  keep  in  touch  with  the  fir  ~-t  vice- 
president  of  the  Conference  and  shall  report  to  her  quarterly  the' 
full  scope  of  the  work. 

The  second  vice-president  shall  assist  the  second  vice-president 
of  the  Adult  Auxiliary  in  superintending  the  Children's  Auxiliary. 

3.  The  corresponding  secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence 
of  the  auxiliary  and  shall  promote  Christian  stewardship.  She  shall 
report  the  full  scope  of  the  work  quarterly  to  the  district  secretary, 
to  whom  she  shall  send  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  newly  electeu. 
officers. 

4.  The  recording  secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  regular  ana 
called  meetings  and  shall  see  that  each  meeting  is  properly  an- 
nounced. 

5.  The  treasurer  shall  collect  all  funds  of  the  auxiliary,  keeping 
a  ledger  account  of  the  same,  and  remit  to  the  Conference  treasurer 
on  the  first  day  of  January,  April,  July  and  October. 

6.  The  superintendent  of  study  and  publicity  shall  be  responsible 
for  the  organization  of  mission  study  and  Bible  study  classes,  for 
prayer  circles,  and  for  the  dissemination  of  missionary  information 
through  the  church  and  secular  press.  She  shall  have  charge  of 
subscriptions  to  the  Missionary  Voice  and  the  Young  Christian 
Worker.  She  shall  report  quarterly  on  the  first  day  of  January, 
April,  July  and  October  to  the  Conference  superintendent  of  study 
and  publicity. 

7.  The  superintendent  of  social  service  shall  have  charge  of  social 
service  studies  issued  by  the  Council.  She  shall  co-operate  wherever 
possible  in  the  social  service  movements  of  her  church  and  commun- 
ity. She  shall  report  quarterly  on  the  first  day  of  January,  April, 
July  and  October  to  the  Conference  superintendent  of  social  service. 

8.  The  superintendent  of  supplies  shall  superintend  the  packing 
and  sending  of  boxes  of  supplies  to  institutions  in  the  home  and  for- 
eign fields  under  the  direction  of  the  Council.  She  shall  report  each 
box  sent  and  its  value  to  the  Conference  superintendent  of  supplies.. 


CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS  FOR  CHILDREN'S 
AUXILIARIES. 


CONSTITUTION. 

1.  This  auxiliary  shall  be  called  the  Children's  Society  of 

Church,  auxiliary  to Conference  Society  of  the  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Council  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South. 

2.  The  object  of  the  auxiliary  shall  be  to  hasten  the  coming  of  the 
kingdom  of  God  throughout  the  world  by  giving  the  children  of  the 
Church  missionary  education,  training  them  for  Christian  service, 
and  by  cultivating  in  them  habits  of  liberal  and  systematic  giving 
and  of  daily  Bible  study  and  prayer. 

3.  The  Children's  Auxiliary  shall  consist  of  Baby  and  Junior  Divis- 
ions, under  the  direction  of  the  second  vice-president  of  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Auxiliary,  whose  work  shall  be  correlated  with  that  of 
the  Conference  second  vice-president.  All  membership,  mite  box, 
and  other  undirected  funds  shall  be  sent  through  the  Conference 
treasurer,  to  be  prorated  by  the  Council  on  the  basis  of  40  per  cent, 
to  home  and  60  per  cent  to  foreign  work. 

BABY  DIVISION. 

1.  Any  child  six  years  of  age  or  under  may  become  a  member  of 
the  Baby  Division  upon  the  payment  of  an  enrollment  fee  of  25 
cents.  Each  member  of  the  Baby  Division  shall  be  given  a  certifi- 
cate of  membership  and  shall  be  furnished  with  a  mite  box  for  vol- 
untary offerings.  The  mite  boxes  shall  be  opened  and  their  contents 
sent  quarterly  by  the  treasurer  of  the  Junior  Division  to  the  Con- 
ference treasurer.  Where  there  is  no  Junior  Division  through  which 
to  report,  the  second  vice-president  of  the  Adult  Auxiliary  shall  send 
the  money  of  the  Baby  Division  to  the  Conference  treasurer. 

2.  Any  one  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  Baby  Division  of  the 
Children's  Auxiliary  by  the  payment  of  $5,  provided  the  money  be 
paid  for  that  specific  purpose.  It  shall  not  be  included  in  the  pledge 
nor  in  any  special  assumed  by  individuals  or  that  has  been  assigned 
to  the  Baby  Division  of  the  Children's  Auxiliary. 

3.  Names  of  children  may  be  placed  on  the  Memorial  Roll  by  the 
gift  of  $10. 

4.  Special  meetings  for  the  members  of  the  Baby  Division  shall  be 
arranged  by  the  second  vice-president  of  the  Adult  Auxiliary,  at 
which  time  inspirational  programs  shall  be  presented. 

5.  Members  of  the  Baby  Division,  at  the  age  of  six  years,  shall  be 
promoted  to  the  Junior  Division  and  shall  be  given  certificates  of 
promotion. 

6.  The  second  vice-president  of  the  Adult  Auxiliary  shall  have 
charge  of  the  Baby  Division. 

JUNIOR  DIVISION. 

1.  Any  child  between  the  ages  of  six  and  fourteen  may  become  a 
member  of  the  Junior  Division  of  the  Children's  Auxiliary  by  giving 
regularly  prayer,  service,  and  a  stated  monthly  offering  to  missions. 
Each  member  of  the  Junior  Division  shall  be  furnished  with  a  mite 
box  for  voluntary  offerings.  Mite  boxes  shall  be  opened  quarterly, 
and  the  contents,  with  all  other  offerings,  shall  be  sent  to  the  Con- 
ference treasurer. 

2.  Any  one  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  Junior  Division  ol 
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the  Children's  Auxiliary  by  the  payment  of  $10,  provided  the  money 
be  paid  for  that  special  purpose.  It  shall  not  be  included  in  the 
pledge  nor  in  any  special  assumed  by  individuals  or  that  has  beer 
assigned  to  the  Junior  Division  of  the  Children's  Auxiliary. 

3.  Names  of  children  may  be  placed  on  the  Memorial  Roll  by  the 
gift  of  $10. 

4.  The  officers  of  the  Junior  Division  shall  be  a  president,  two  vice- 
presidents,  a  corresponding  secretary,  a  recording  secretary,  a  treas- 
urer, and  superintendents  of  study  and  publicity  and  of  social  service. 
These  officers,  with  the  second  vice-president  of  the  Adult  Auxiliary, 
shall  hold  a  meeting  of  the  committee  of  the  Children's  Auxiliary. 

5.  The  Junior  Division  shall  meet  at  least  twice  a  month  to  trans- 
act necessary  business  and  to  follow  the  lines  of  study  arranged  by 
the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  for  which  programs  shall  be  fur- 
nished.    At  the  close  of  each  quarter  the  second  vice-president  of 

.the  Adult  Auxiliary  shall  hold  a  meeting  of  the  executive  committee 
of  the  Junior  Division  to  see  that  the  work  of  the  quarter  is  cor- 
rectly and  promptly  reported  to  the  proper  officers.  At  the  las  I 
meeting  of  the  fiscal  year  there  shall  be  the  election  of  officers.  The 
first  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  year  shall  be  devoted  to  making 
plans  and  financial  pledges  for  the  new  year's  work. 

BY-LAWS. 

1.  The  president  shall  preside  at  the  meeting  of  the  auxiliary  and 
in  every  way  advance  its  interests.  In  the  absence  of  the  president, 
one  of  the  vice-presidents  shall  preside. 

2.  The  first  vice-president  shall  assist  in  the  work  of  the  Baby 
Division.  The  second  vice-president  shall  be  agent  for  the  Young 
Christian  Worker. 

3.  The  corresponding  secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence 
of  the  auxiliary  and  promote  Christian  stewardship  and  shall  report 
quarterly  to  the  district  secretary.  The  corresponding  secretary 
shall  send  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  newly  elected  officers  to 
the  district  secretary. 

4.  The  recording  secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  regular  and 
called  meetings  of  the  auxiliary  and  shall  see  that  each  meeting  is 
properly  announced. 

5.  The  treasurer  shall  collect  all  funds  of  the  auxiliary,  keeping  a 
ledger  account  of  the  same,  and  shall  remit  to  the  Conference  treas- 
urer quarterly.     The  treasurer's  books  shall  be  audited  annually. 

6.  The  superintendent  of  study  and  publicity  shall  assist  in  organ- 
izing and  developing  mission  study  and  Bible  study  classes  and 
shall  send  items  of  missionary  news  to  the  Young  Christian  Worker 
and  local  papers. 

7.  The  superintendent  of  social  service  shall  assist  in  directing 
the  children  in  carrying  out  such  lines  of  social  service  study  and 
activity  as  are  sent  out  by  the  Council.

Miss  Tucker  em- 
phasized the  necessity  of  serving  God  with  the  body,  the 
hands,  the  tongue  and  with  time,  money  and  will.  "If  chil-  V 
dren  were  taught,"  she  said,  "that  their  bodies  are  God's  tem- 
ples and  belong  to  Him,  there  would  be  stronger  men  and  wo- 
men, with  less  of  disease  and  suffering."  "I  haven't  time" 
is  no  longer  an  excuse  for  the  lack  of  service  to  God.  The  de- 
mands of  war  and  the  wonderful  work  being  accomplished  by 
the  Red  Cross  demonstrates  the  value  of  time  and  how  it  may 
be  preserved." 

Miss  Tucker  came  in  person  to  the  North  Carolina  Confer- 
ence for  the  first  time,  but  her  works  and  her  words  had  pre- 
ceded her,  so  every  one  was  glad  to  come  in  direct  touch  with 
a  spirit  so  near  akin  to  her  Master.  She  has  a  national  repu- 
tation as  an  Evangelistic  Bible  Reader  and  her  words  of  admo- 
nition and  comfort  were  a  great  source  of  strength  to  the  Con- 
ference. 


WEDNESDAY  EVENING. 

Devotional  service  was  conducted  by  Deaconess  Fuess,  at 
present  Student  Secretary  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Coun- 
cil. 

The  Junior  Choir  of  Edenton  Street  Church  gave  a  patriot- 
ic song  service.  The  national  anthems  of  Great  Britain, 
France,  Italy,  Japan  and  the  "Star  Spangled  Banner"  were 
impressively  and  beautifully  sung  while  the  congregation 
stood  in  thoughtful  reverence. 

Miss  Nina  Troy  of  Hachow,  China, told  in  her  inimitable 
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manner  some  of  the  incidents  of  her  work  and  of  the  great 
influence  the  Missionaries  are  spreading  among  the  Chinese 
people.  She  referred  to  the  five  Station  Schools  located  in 
the  principal  cities.  Miss  Troy  asked  the  conference  that  they 
would  pray  unceasingly  that  God  would  strengthen  the  hands 
of  the  Missionaries,  that  they  might  continue  their  glorious 
work  among  these  people. 

Miss  Ruth  Blanks.  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Virginia 
Conference,  made  the  address  of  the  evening  on  "Africa". 
She  told  her  audience  that  it  was  difficult  to  understand  why 
more  missionaries  had  not  chosen  Africa  as  the  field  for  their 
labors.  Miss  Blanks  painted  an  alluring  picture  of  the  great 
possibilities  of  Africa's  Commercial  life  and  of  the  wonderful 
geographical  resources.  After  describing  the  effect  of  Mis- 
sion work  among  the  natives,  she  made  an  earnest  appeal  for 
more  missionaries  to  enlighten  the  thousands  of  people  there 
who  are  cursed  by  a  bondage  of  ignorance.  "If  you  cannot  go 
into  the  world  to  preach  the  gospel,  then  send  some  one  in  your 
place"  is  but  the  message  which  Miss  Blanks  would  love  to 
have  hurled  through  the  bounds  of  the  Xorth  Carolina  Confer- 
ence. 

The  earnest,  effective  appeal  which  Miss  Blanks  made  for 
Africa  caused  a  deep  impression.  We  are  indeed  grateful  to 
our  sister  Conference  for  the  splendid  service  which  her  gifted 
daughter  has  given  to  the  ISTorth  Carolina  Conference. 


THURSDAY  EVENING. 

Devotional  service  was  conducted  by  Mrs.  J.  M.  Rhodes. 

Special  music  by  the  student  choir  from  the  State  Institu- 
tion for  the  Blind,  was  by  no  means  a  secondary  feature  of  the 
Thursday  evening  program.  The  two  anthems,  "The  Lord  is 
my  light"  and  "Still  with  Thee"  were  so  much  enjoyed. 

Miss  Lucy  Foreman,  associated  with  the  Publicity  Work, 
for  the  Centenary  of  Methodist  Missions,  spoke  interestingly 
and  inspiringly  of  the  $35,000,000,  as  a  minimum  which 
Southern  Methodism  will  give  in  celebration  of  this  anniver- 
sary. Miss  Foreman  traced  the  history  of  Methodism  from 
the  formation  of  the  first  Missionary  Society  in  1819  until  the 
outbreak  of  the  World  War. 
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"If  the  world  has  an  antidote  for  war,"  declared  Miss  Fore- 
man, "it  is  evangelism- — the  only  thing  which  will  make  the 
world  a  safe  place  to  live  in."  She  discussed  briefly  the  sur- 
vey of  all  the  Mission  fields  which  led  to  the  gigantic  financial 
undertaking.  She  urged  her  hearers  not  to  think  of  them- 
selves as  individuals,  of  their  home  communities  but  as  citizens 
of  the  world.  God  help  us  to  realize  what  it  means  to  be  world 
citizens  and  what  is  the  Fatherhood  of  God  and  the  Brother- 
hood of  Man." 

Intercessory  pledge  cards  were  distributed  and  members  of 
the  Conference  were  asked  to  pray  daily  for  the  success  of  the  / 
Centenary  Movement. 

Miss  Foreman  is  a  speaker  of  telling  force  and  the  North 
Carolina  Conference  is  glad  that  she  brought  the  great  Cente- 
narv  news  to  us.

OFFICERS'  REPORTS. 


PRESIDENT'S   MESSAGE. 

[No.  1] 

As  we  listened  to  reports  from  the  various  points  touched  by  rep- 
resentatives of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  and  considered  the 
splendid  work  being  done  by  the  women  now  elicited  for  missions, 
the  startling  challenge  of  the  great  Centenary  of  Methodist  Missions 
program  made  me  conscious  of  the  strength  of  my  faith  in  the  mem- 
bers of  the  North  Carolina  Conference. 

Among  the  thirty-nine  Conferences  reporting  ours  stood  second 
in  amount  of  pledge  paid  and  our  Bright  Jewels  led  the  children  in  ,/ 
gifts  per  capita — as  they  have  for  four  years.  Deeper  than  the  cer- 
tainty that  the  North  Carolina  Conference  will  give  its  full  part  of  the 
Centenary  offering  of  thirty-five  millions  of  dollars  was  the  realiza- 
tion that  the  call  of  the  Centenary  Commission  to  "Mobilize  the 
Spiritual  Forces!"  would  find  our  Conference  in  the  front  rank.  It 
is  a  glorious  privilege  to  have  God  answer  prayer  in  and  through  you, 
and  my  faith  in  your  prayers  is  based  on  the  fact  that  God  answers 
them.  This  first  year  of  the  Centenary  is  to  be  given  to  intercession. 
Prayer  Leagues  are  to  be  formed  and  daily  prayer  made  for  definite 
objects. 

If  every  member  of  every  Auxiliary  will,  sign  the  prayer  league 
pledge,  and  work  and  pray  together  to  enlist  the  seven-eights  of 
our  church  members  who  are  now  indifferent  to  missions  there  is  no 
limit  to  what  God  will  do  for  and  through  us.  We  are  face  to  face 
with  the  world-wide  need  of  spiritual  power  and  God  can  release  that 
power  only  as  men  pray.  "According  to  your  faith  be  it  unto  you," 
places  a  marvelous  privilege  in  our  hands,  but  it  also  places  a  fearful 
responsibility  upon  us.  What  are  we  going  to  do  about  the  men 
and  the  money  needed  by  our  Government?  Shall  we  not  touch  V 
them  with  faith  and  say  "The  Lord  hath  need"  As  Christians  we 
cannot  fail  to  respond  to  every  call  to  help  our  country.  We  must 
pray,  work,  give  or  go  as  we  are  able,  and  thus  we  shall  be  co-workers 
with  God  in  redeeming  the  world  from  sin. 

We  are  glad  that  God  can  teach  the  "Imagination  of  the  thoughts 
of  the  heart"  in  answer  to  prayer.  (I  Chr.  29:18).  And  that  He  can 
touch  and  will  accept  the  heart  that  seeks  Him,  even  though  the 
customary  ceremonies  are  not  observed,  in  answer  to  prayer.  (II 
Chr.  30:17-20).  Let  us  remember  Matt.  18:19.  The  quickest,  surest 
way  to  reach  any  heart  in  camp,  on  the  battlefield,  in  authority  over 
us,  or  among  the  indifferent  is  by  way  of  God's  throne.  We  realize 
something  of  the  world's  need  and  we  know  God's  power. 

He  requires  only  two  things  of  us — that  we  pray  and  believe.  I'm  ^ 
sure  that  He  answers  your  prayers,  and  no  women  in  the  world  have 
had  greater  privileges  as  intercessors,  because  the  present  need  has 
never  been  equaled.  As  we  realize  the  agony  and  bitterness  and 
pain  in  the  world  let  us  remember  "According  to  your  faith  be  it 
unto  you,"  and  spend  much  time  before  God's  throne  in  Jesus'  name.

The  Young  Peoples'  work  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  has 
on  the  whole  been  very  satisfactory.  In  almost  every  Auxiliary  there 
are  marked  improvements,  showing  that  the  obligations  assigned  by 
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the  Council  and  our  own  Conference  are  more  definitely  understood,, 
and  that  of  course  means  that  we  are  better  prepared  for  a  greater 
work  in  1918.

Raleigh  District — Cary,  Edenton  Street  (Raleigh),  Louisburg,  No.  1, 
Oxford  and  Plank  Chapel. 

Rockingham  District — Fairmont. 

Warrenton  District — Areola. 

Washington  District — Nashville  and  Wilson. 

Raleigh  is  the  banner  district  for  best  reporting  and  the  largest 
amount  of  money  raised  for  1917.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONFERENCE  SECOND  VICE-PRESIDENT- 

[No.  3] 

Some  one  has  said  that  the  childhood  of  today  is  the  nation  of  to- 
morrow. This  being  true,  it  follows  necessarily  that  the  Junior  Di- 
vision of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  is  of  utmost  importance. 
The  foundation  of  our  work  for  the  next  generation  must  be  laid 
in  our  children's  training  today.  Therefore,  I  beg  of  you  not  to  neg- 
lect this  the  most  vital  part  of  our  work. 

In  spite  of  the  war,  high  prices,  and  the  severe  weather  when 
we  were  closing  the  year,  1917  was  the  very  best  year  we  have  ever 
had  in  every  respect.  Sixteen  new  bands  were  organized.  Twenty- 
one  reported  observing  their  day  during  the  week  of  prayer.  Our 
subscription  list  for  the  Young  Christian  Worker  is  growing.  Many 
are  using  our  study  books,  though  few  report  study  circles  as  so 
many  of  the  children  are  so  small.  It  pleases  me  to  see  how  well 
some  of  the  new  bands  are  giving  to  the  work.  I  wish  I  had  space 
to  report  the  work  of  each  band  so  that  the  Conference  might  sec 
just  what  our  Bright  Jewels  have  done  during  the  year.  These  sta- 
tistics will  be  published  in  full  in  our  minutes.  If  you  will  study 
them  you  will  be  proud  of  your'  children  and  of  your  fine  body  of 
Second  Vice-Presidents.  I  want  to  say  here,  that  I  do  not  think  ■ 
that  there  is  any  where  a  better  body  of  faithful  Christian  workers 
than  these  my  co-workers  who  have  made  this  good  report  pos- 
sible. 

Centenary  Church,  New  Bern,  won  the  banner  for  having  raised 
the  largest  amount  of  money  during  the  year,  $169.97.  Franklinton 
raised  the  largest  amount  per  member,  $6.23,  and  gets  that  banner. 
It  has  proven  so  difficult  to  award  justly  the  banner  for  the  increase 
in  membership  that  that  banner  will  not  be  given  this  year,  and  in 
the  future  the  Cuban  Flag  will  be  given  as  the  banner  for  the  largest 
number  of  subscriptions,  new  subscriptions  and  renewals,  to  the 
Young  Christian  W'orker. 

Our  report  shows:  Baby1  Divisions,  52;  enrolled,  626.  Enrollment 
fees,  $50.83;   Pledge,  $193.69;   specials,  $80. 

Junior  Divisions,  117;  members  3380;  membership  fees,  $1026.20; 
Pledge,  $1729.53;  specials,  $75.  Total,  $3,145.52.  Subscribers  to 
Young  Christian  Worker,  575. 

The  following  bands  raised  as  much  as  $100:  Memorial.  Durham, 
$122.36;  S'anford,  $100.12;  S't.  Paul's,  Goldsboro,  $108:  Kinston,  $120; 
Centenary,  New  Bern,  $169.97;  Franklinton,  $121.44;  Warrenton 
District  leads  in  the  number  of  bands,  19.  Raleigh  District  has  the 
largest  number  of  subscriptions  to  the  Young  Christian  Worker, 
129.  The  Raleigh  District  seems  to  lead  in  general  excellence  though 
it  is  followed  closely  by  the  New  Bern,  and  others  are  not  far  behind. 
Smithfield,  Oxford,  Prospect,  Mount  Gilead,  and  Kenly  report  having 
fulfilled  the  requirements  and  are  on  the  Honor  Roll.  I  feel  sure 
that  other  bands  deserve  to  be  on  the  Honor  Roll  but  they  failed 
to  report.  This  new  year  we  hope  to  have  a  large  number  on  this 
roll. 

In  closing  permit  me  to  beg  the  women  of  the  North  Carolina 
Conference  (1)  to  see  that  one  of  your  very  best  women  is  put  in 
charge  of  the  Bright  Jewels  in  each  auxiliary;  (2)  that  each  mem- 
ber will  co-operate  with  the  one  whom  you  choose  as  Second  Vice- 
President  of  the  Auxiliary,  helping  her  to  make  a  greater  success 
of  the  children's  work;  (3)  to  organize  more  baby  divisions;  (4) 
to  see  that  every  home  in  your  church  where  there  is  a  child  gets 
the  Young  Christian  Worker.    Thus  you  will  help  us  to  so  train  the

Even  amid  the  absorbing  and  distressing  conditions  incident  to 
the  great  world  war  our  reports  show  a  Hopeful  and  progressive 
spirit.  Indeed  it  would  seem  that  the  war  has  caused  our  hearta 
to  be  more  loving  and  tender,  purposes  more  earnest,  minds  more 
alert  and  Christians  more  willing  to  spend  themselves  for  their 
country  and  for  their  Master.  Many  rural  societies  were  prevented 
from  meeting  on  account  of  the  severe  weather  in  December  and 
this  causes  our  1st  quarters'  report  of  1918  to  bound  to  a  most  cred- 
itable degree,  but,  it  kept  1917's  report  from  showing  the  full  amount 
raised.

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Fayetteville  . 
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Organization. 

The  net  gain  in  Auxiliaries  organized  during  the  year  is  not  all 
that  we  hoped  and  prayed  for,  but  Mrs.  Wilson  said  once  in  Execu- 
tive Meeting  that:  "Our  women  are  a  conservative  body  that  move 
slowly  but  surely."  This  has  been  proven  for  we  are  conserving 
our  forces  and  going  forward  by  degrees.  In  charges  where  it  is 
not  practical  to  organize  a  society,  may  our  faithful  District  Secre- 
taries promote  prayer  and  reading  circles  and  take  a  collection. 

Finance. 

We  are  again  asking  for  at  least  10  per  cent  increase  in  study, 
social  service  and  finance.  Can  North  Carolina  Conference  which 
now  stands  4th  among  all  the  Southern  Conferences  fail  to  make 
this   increase? 
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The  Officers. 

The  District  Secretaries  of  1917  have  evinced  a  willingness  for 
service  and  their  hearty  co-operation  and  prompt  reports  have  given 
to  the  work  the  joy  of  accomplishment. 

The  Superintendents  in  the  various  departments  have  been  busy 
about  their  Master's  business.  To  Mrs.  Royster  we  are  due  a  vote 
of  thanks.  A  page  of  copy  to  prepare  every  week  under  all  circum- 
stances is  no  small  task,  then,  too,  we  must  mention  the  special  ^ 
edition  of  the  Advocate  which  received  much  favorable  comment, 
throughout  the  bounds'  of  the  Conference. 

Our  unusually  efficient  Recording  Secretary  and  Treasurer  have 
wrought  well  and  to  them  the  entire  conference  is  grateful. 

The  work  of  the  Vice-Presidents  has  gone  forward,  though  the 
young  people  were  thrust  upon  the  first  Vice-President  at  the  close 
of  the  2nd  quarter.  The  forces  were  immediately  rallied  and  not 
allowed  to  retreat. 

Again  the  North  Carolina  Conference  Juniors  lead  all  of  the  Con- 
ferences. 

Week  of  Prayer. 

The  week  of  Prayer  was  observed  to  a  greater  extent  than  ever 
before.  Fayetteville  district  leading  in  per  cent  of  observance,  as 
only  one  Auxiliary  .failed  to  contribute  this  fund.  The  Home  Base 
Secretary  offers  to  place  the  name  of  every  district  on  a  Roll  of 
Honor  in  which  75  per  cent  of  its  auxiliaries  observe  the  Week  of 
Prayer.     May  each  of  our  nine  Districts  obtain  this  honor. 

Harvest  Day. 

A  larger  per  cent  of  our  auxiliaries  observed  Harvest  Day  this 
year  than  ever  before.  In  our  Conference  meeting  of  1917,  the  rep- 
resentative of  the  Mary  Pescud  Auxiliary  gave  an  outline  of  their 
Harvest  Day  program  of  1916.  A  member  of  Council  was  so  impress- 
ed with  the  material  used,  that  Council  officers  recommended  the 
same  outline  to  all  other  conferences  for  Harvest  Day  observance. 
We  again  look  to  the  Mary  Pescud  Auxiliary  for  suggestions  along 
this  line. 

District  Meetings. 

Eight  District  Meetings. were  held  in  the  Spring  and  Summer  and 
reports  from  all  were  of  splendid  meetings.  The  secretary  of  War- 
renton  District  used  the  system  of  Group  Meetings,  and  found  it 
very  successful!  She  stands  ready  to  recommend  its  use  to  the 
other  districts.  It  was  your  Corresponding  Secretary's  privilege 
to  attend  four  district  meetings  and  two  group  meetings,  from  all 
of  which  she  gained  much  inspiration. 

In  these  meetings  as  well  as  in  various  auxiliary  meetings  the 
report  of  1917's  Council  meeting  was  given. 

Conclusion. 

As  Dr.  Durham  said  "Brooding!  over  in  the  back  grounds  of  our 
spirit  is  the  feeling  of  human  movement  on  the  battle  field." 

The  various  war  calls  are  pressing,  and  to  these  our  hearts  eagerly 
respond,  but  let  us   be   sure1  it  is  not  to  the   neglect  of  our  own     , 
work.     It  means  a  two-fold  duty  and  we  MUST  MEET  IT.     "These  v 
things  ye  ought  to  have  done  and  not  to  leave  the  other  undone." 

The  challenge  is  to  do  and  to  give  more,  and  may  we  challenge  the 
young   life   of  the   church   for  investment   of  service   in   Christian 
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work  at  home  and  abroad.  J.  Campbell  White  says:  "Every  man 
should  work  in  the  next  ten  years  as  though  he  were  the  only  man 
Christ  was  counting  on  to  carry  the  Gospel  to  the  world." 

May  we,  the  Woman's  Missionary  Conference,  measure  up  fully 
to  every  demand  of  time,  money,  prayer — and  as  we  go  forth  to  face 
the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  another  year,  let  us  make  the 
following  verses  our  creed: 

"I  will  be  true,  for  there  are  those  who  trust  me; 

I  will  be  pure,  for  there  are  those  who  care; 
I  will  be  strong,  for  there  is  much  to  suffer; 

I  will  be  brave,  for  there  is  much  to  dare; 
I  will  be  friend  to  all — the  foe — the  friendless; 

I  will  be  giving  and  forget  the  gift; 
I  will  be  humble,  for  I  know  my  weakness; 

I  will  look  up — and  laugh  and  love  and  lift."

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SOCIAL  SERVICE. 

[No.  6] 

"In  a  circular  letter  just  received  from  Miss  Mabel  K.  Howell,  the 
Council  Superintendent  of  Social  Service,  we  find  that  she  claims 
that  "social  service  should  mean  the  application  of  the  teaching  of 
Jesus  to  our  collective  life"  as  opposed  to  the  stressing  of  "individ- 
ual evangelism".  She  goes  on  to  say,  "There  has  not  been  a  time 
quite  like  our  time  in  the  emphasis  it  places  upon  the  need  of  a 
Christian  society  and  the  social  application  of  the  gospel.    What  is 

.  the  meaning  of  all  this  war?  Men  are  striving  to  make  the  world 
*  safe  for  democracy.  What  is  democracy?  It  is  a  form  of  associated 
life  that  men  live  when  they  put  a  true  value  upon  each  other  in- 
dividual man,  giving  him  a  chance  to  express  himself  in  government. 
Who  brought  the  doctrine  of  individual  worth  of  men  into  the  world? 
It  is  the  great  contribution  of  Jesus  Christ  to  the  world.  He  is  one 
who  put  valuation  upon  individual  life.  He  is  one  that  brought  into 
the  world  the  principles  upon  which  Democracies  are  built.  Yes; 
this  very  war  is  giving  us  one  opportunity  to  press  the  claims  of 
Jesus  to  control  in  all  the  collective  life  of  man." 

In  order  to  place  upon  the  hearts  of  the  women  of  the  Missionary 
Society  some  of  these  claims  of  our  Master,  the  Council  prepares 
material  for  quarterly  studies.  For  1917,  they  gave  us  "Social  Legis- 
lation," that  we  might  have  a  more  intelligent  interest  in,  the  laws 

,/  governing  various  classes  of  laborers.  For  1918,  we  have  "Sabbath 
Observance,"  discussed  from  different  points  of  view.  The  purpose 
of  these  studies  is  to  give  every  member  of  the  Missionary  Society 
a  keener  social  consciousness,  so  that  she  may  be  anxious  to  do  all 
in  her  power  to  improve  conditions  for  all  less  fortunate  than  she. 

But  we  must  also,  in  local  auxiliaries,  do  the  service  to  individuals 
which  Miss  Howell  mentions  as  another  duty  of  the  Gospel,  "efforts 
for  the  salvation  of  the  whole  man,  body  and  mind  as  well  as  soul." 
And  this  soul-expanding  service  of  visiting  the  sick  and  strangers; 
of  cleaning  up  and  holding  prayer  meetings  in  jails  and  county 
homes;  of  co-operating  with  other  societies  to  improve  health  con- 
ditions; to  secure  Traveler's  Aids;  to  make  brighter  the  camp  life 
of  soldier  boys;  to  conduct  Mothers'  Meetings  and  clubs  for  negroes, 
is  the  one  that  has  occupied  many,  of  our  auxiliaries  this  past  year. 

^s  I  think  it  has  engaged  more  than  those  who  reported  to  me,  for  of 
the  218  report  blanks  sent  out  for  this  last  quarter,  only  27  were  re- 
turned reporting  any  interest  in  social  service  work.  One  quarter,  as 
many  as  48  reports  were  returned,  but  repeated  urging  and  personal 
visits  failed  to  increase  that  number.  In  proportion  to  their  num- 
bers the  Bright  Jewel  Bands  sent  in  a  much  better  report,  with  18 
as  the  number  of  Bands  who  studied  the  social  service  leaflets  for 
1917.  Your  Superintendent  made  trips  to  two  District  meetings, 
and  to  two  union  city  meetings,  to  explain  the  opportunities  of  this 
service.  The  comparative  newness  of  this  work  must  explain  the 
lack  of  understanding  that  so  many  auxiliaries  show  in  using  the 
Social  Service  pamphlet  for  the  meetings  of  March,  June,  September 
and  December,  and  for  the  small  number  of  reports  returned. 

The  Council  report  for  1916  says  "We  are  led  to  believe  that  the 
distribution  of  social  service  literature  in  Conference  is  imperfect 
and  many  auxiliaries  fail  to   get  leaflets."     This  brings  us  to  the 

\/  recommendation  that  we  change  our  present  plan  of  having  the  Con- 
ference Superintendent  of  Social  Service  send  the  literature  to  the 
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Auxiliary  Superintendent  of  S'ocial  Service,  and  allow  her  to  send 
it  to  the  President  of  each  auxiliary.  Experience  seems  to  teach 
that  it  is  the  President  who  plans  the  program  for  each  meeting 
and  who  has  to  see  that  the  other  officers  send  out  their  reports  at 
the  first  of  each  quarter.  Unless  the  Superintendent  of  Social  Ser- 
vice in  the  auxiliary  is  a  very  live  and  wide-awake  woman,  she  may 
fail  to  get  the  leaflets  to  the  proper  persons  for  use  at  the  third 
meeting  of  each  quarter  and  the  President  will  not  be  sure  whether 
or  not  that  meeting  has  been  arranged  for.  Forty-eight  is  a  very 
small  proportion  of  205  to  have  used  the  leaflets  which  are  so  care- 
fully prepared  and  at  such  an  expense. 

In  looking  over  the  field  of  reports  we  find  that  only  6  of  the  whole 
number  of  auxiliaries  sent  in  reports  for  all  four  quarters.  By  Dis- 
tricts in  this  .respect,  Durham  and  Raleigh  tie,  with  two'  each,  the 
5tb  having  come  from  a  Young  People's  auxiliary  in  the  Fayetteville 
District,  and  the  sixth  from  an  Adult  society  in  the  Washington. 
Considering  the  number  of  auxiliaries'  reporting  one  or  more  quar- 
ters, Raleigh  leads,  with  14;  Durham  is  second,  with  11;  and  Wash- 
ington is  third,  with  10. 

If  we  have  constantly  in  mind  the  importance  of  being  ready  to 
stand  on  the  Christian  side  of  every  mooted  question,  and  to  relieve 
suffering  in  our  immediate  neighborhood,  it  will  not  be  a  hardship 
to  study  these  Social  Service  leaflets  or  to  answer  the  questions 
upon  the  report  blanks.  Some  auxiliaries  have  sent  in  splendid 
reports  of  visits  to  the  sick  and  strangers,  of  clothing  children,  of 
holding  Mothers'  Meetings  and  of  visiting  corrective  and  benevolent 
institutions.  From  others  have  come  personal  letters  showing  a  fine 
Christian  spirit  among  our  members,  so  that  the  work  has  been  in- 
teresting and  inspiring.  May  the  number  of  these  faithful  increase 
this  year,  and  all  follow  the  example  of  our  Great  Leader,  who 
"went  about  doing  good."  Respectfully  submitted,

REPORT  OF   SUPERINTENDENT   OF   MISSION    STUDY   AND 
PUBLICITY. 

[No.   71 

I  am  to  give  you  Mission  Study  and  Publicity  in  fifteen  minutes. 
If  some  of  our  talented  speakers  were  before  you  they  co'uld  drive 
home  to  your  hearts  and  minds  the  tremendous  importance  of  this 
branch  of  our  work  in  less  time  than  that.  However,  I  shall  go 
straight  to  the  point  by  saying  that  Missionary  Work  is, — first,  last 
and  always  educational.  Christianity  has  many  and  varied  channels 
through  which  to  express  itself.  If  I  were  to  attempt  to  name  some 
of  them  and  state  their  place  by  rank  of  importance,  I  do  not  know 
where  I  should  place  the  Sunday  School,  the  Missionary  work,  or  the 
Church  College,  Hospitals,  etc.  But  I  do  know  that  Missionary 
Work  does  not,  and  should  not  occupy  second  place.  If  I  were  to 
sum  up  our  Missionary  work  in  one  word,  that  word  would  be 
Education.  For  ours  is  a  campaign  of  education;  the  spreading  of 
knowledge  at  home  as  well  as  abroad.  And  as  my  subject  deals 
with  this  educational  propaganda  at  home,  I  shall  touch  briefly  a 
few  vital  points, — The  first  essential,  The  Primary  Department,  is 
the  School  of  Prayer. 
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The  Need  of  a  Deeper  Prayer  Life. 

The  greatest  need  of  the  missionary  movement,  is  more  prayer, 
definite,  genuine,  intelligent  and  intense.  How  frequently  the  mis- 
sionary prayer  is  simply  a  general  petition  that  God  may  bless  the 
missions,  or  the  heathen.  Prayerlessness  is  sometimes  due  to  point- 
lessness.  How  much  more  effective  if  we  could  have  prayers  for 
individuals  by  name;  for  native  teachers,  preachers,  Bible  women 
and  missionaries;  for  the  specific  problems  they  are  meeting  today 
on  the  field  with  their  opportunities  and  needs;  for  those  who  have 
just  heard  the  Gospel  message;  for  those  who  are  seriously  consid- 
ering the  Christian  life;  for  those  who  are  in  special  dangers,  temp- 
tations and  persecutions  on  the  mission  field;  for  the  various  mis- 
sionary agencies  at  home,  which  are  promoting  missionary  interest. 
Special  emphasis  should  be  placed  upon  prayer  by  Mission  Study 
glasses,  and  prayer  circles  should  be  formed  whenever  practicable. 
These  prayer  circles  have  been  found  to  be  helpful  in  developing 
definite  and  systematic  prayer  and  might  well  be  introduced  in  the 
class  early  in  the  course.  Petitions  for  the  objects  above  and 
others,  should  frequently  be  made  in  public.  The  best  way  to  de- 
velop a  larger  prayer  life  is  for  members  of  the  Study  Class  to  begin 
praying  for  missious  in  public.  The  effect  will  soon  be  evident, 
not  only  in  increased  appreciation  of  missionary  prayer,  but  in  an 
actual  increase  in  prayer  for  missions  by  those  who  have  not  prayed 
definitely  in  the  past.     The  next  essential 

Study  and    Meditation. 

The  Mission  Study  class  is  not  an  end  in  itself,  nor  is  the  knowl- 
,  edge  of  missionary  facts  and  conditions  acquired  through  Mission 
Study  an  end.  The  class  and  the  information  resulting  therefrom 
are  but  the  means;  the  end  is  a  more  widespread  and  efficient  ser- 
vice in  building  up  the  Kingdom  of  God.  If  the  knowledge  secured 
is  unused,  it  will  be  more  than  useless;  it  will  be  harmful.  Knowl- 
edge is  only  power  when  expressed  in  action.  Every  good  impulse 
that  is  not  negotiated  results  in  injury  to  the  individual,  as  well  as 
to  those,  who  might  be  benefitted  by  the  action.  To  know  the 
issues  of  the  home  and  the  foreign  fields  is  to  assume  responsibility 
for  improving  untoward  conditions.  Some  may  be  called  to  respond 
in.  person;  all  are  called  to  help  in  some  real  and  serious  way. 

Missionary   Reading, 

There  is  a  widespread  opportunity  for  missionary  education 
through  the  circulation  of  good,  interesting  missionary  books.  If 
there  is  no  Missionary  Library  in  the  church,  start  one.  This  is 
easily  done  by  a  few  women  forming  themselves  into  a  reading  cir- 
cle. Secure  a  few  of  the  best  missionary  books  and  stories  and  begin 
their  circulation  throughout  the  entire  church.  The  effect  will  soon 
be  evident.  It  will  be  the  beginning  of  new  interest  on  the  part  of 
many.  The  text-books  may  be  circulated  and  their  reading  secured 
by  a  wide  circle.  A  careful  canvass  of  the  church  should  be  made  to 
obtain  the  names  of  persons  who  are  willing  to  read  the  text-books 
during  the  period  when  the  classes  are  in  session,  but  who  cannot 
for  various  reasons  become  members  of  the  class. 
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Our  Periodicals. 

The  Advocate:  How  many  take  it,  How  many  read  it?  Now, 
how  many  of  you  give  of  your  time  and  talent  to  make  "The  Wo- 
man's Page''  the  best  page  in  the  Advocate?  It  is  your  page.  I  can 
find  no  more  fitting  words  to  use  than  Mrs.  Duncan  gave  us  last 
year,  "It  is  our  free  telephone  exchange,"  and  surely  in  this  day  of 
"high  prices,"  we  should  appreciate  it  sufficiently  to  put  our  best 
into  it  and  make  the  most  of  the  opportunity  it  gives  us  for  Publicity 
work.  We  do  commend  Mrs.  Royster  for  the  valiant  service  she 
has  rendered,  she  has  given  us  an  excellent  page,  but  we  should  not 
leave  it  all  to  her,  rather  let  our  watchword  for  1918  be  "Rally  to  our 
Leaders." 

The  Missionary  Voice.  How  many  of  you  take  the  voice?  Stand, 
thank  you.  Friends  in  all  seriousness,  I  want  to  ask  you,  if  you  were 
sick  would  you  want  a  doctor  to  treat  you  who  had  not  seen  a  medi- 
cine journal  in  four,  or  five  years?  How  can  we  expect  to  render 
the  best  Missionary  service,  if  we  neglect  the  very  best  means  at 
our  disposal?  The  best  cannot  stand  in  the  way  of  any  woman,  and 
yet  if  there  are  those  who  say  they  cannot  afford  it,  then  there  is 
only  one  way  open,  get  up  an  Ice  Cream  Supper,  or  call  it  what  you 
please,  but  keep  steadily  at  it,  till  the  Voice  is  in  the  hands  of  every 
member  of  the  Auxiliary. 

Why   Study    Missions? 

It  is  the  most  important  subject  in  the  world. 
It  is  stimulating  mentally. 
It  is  necessary  to  a  complete  education. 
It   deepens   Spirituality. 
It  leads  to  definite  service. 

It  is  the  one  key  that  will  unlock  the  five  doors  of  information, 
Interest,  prayer,  money  and  works.    It  is  worth  while. 

Third  and  last  essential,  Publicity.  We  must  give  out  to  others 
of. cur  own  knowledge  thus  acquired.  We  must  use  our  daily  and 
weekly  press  to  disseminate  this  knowledge.  I  have  touched  briefly 
on  the  Advocate,  now  please  let  me  urge  you  to  use  your  local  papers. 
Get  the  best  writer  in  your  Auxiliary  to  report  interesting  meetings, 
let  the  articles  be  brief,  breezy,  and  to  the  point.  Publish  your  pro- 
gram before  the  meeting,  and  then  follow  with  a  write  up.  Keep 
the  work  attractively  before  the  people.  And  the  result  will  take 
take  care  of  itself. 

Statistical   Report. 

The  old  adage  "Figures  do  not  lie"  may  still  be  very  true,  but 
the  absence  of  figures  can  and  does  cause  misleading  statements 
to  go  on  record. 

My  report  is  not  full,  because  so  many  auxiliaries  did  not  send 
them  in.  I  want  to  make  special  mention  of  the  "Belle  Bennett" 
Young  People's  Society,  of  Fayetteville.  They  are  doing  splendid 
work.  And  the  auxiliary  at  Pelham;  they  also  deserve  special  men- 
tion, having  reported  four  times  on  time  during  the  year.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCE. 

[No.  1]

That  special  effort  be  made  during  1918  by  Adult  1st  Vice- 
Presidents  to  get  young  people  interested  in  Bible  study  and  Mis- 
sion study,  and  tactfully  to  work  and  pray  for  volunteers. 

That  a  young  people's  hour  with  the  Conference  1st  Vice- 
President  be  allowed  after  the  first  day  at  the  Annual  meeting  in 
a  separate  room  for  instruction,  information,  questions,  answers,  etc. 

3rd.  Having  honorable  mention  made  in  the  1st  Vice-President's 
report  of  all  Auxiliaries  having  active  delegates  at  the  annual  and 
district  meetings,  and  also  of  each  Auxiliary  sending  accurate  and 
prompt  reports  quarterly. 

4th.  That  the  Young  People  make  u§e  of  page  8  in  the  Raleigh 
Christian  Advocate  by  reporting  interesting  facts  of  their  work  for 
information  and  inspiration. 

5th.  Study  the  special  programs  given  to  young  people  in  the  Mis- 
sionary Voice. 

6th.  That  each  Auxiliary  make  an  earnest  effort  to  reach  the 
"Standard  of  Excellence"  for  1918. 

7th.  We  suggest  the  use  of  posters  and  black  board  along  with 
the  religious  and  secular  press  as  a  means  of  informing  and  impress- 
ing the  importance  of  missionary  work. 

8th.  That  one  afternoon  during  the  week  of  prayer  be  observed 
by  the  young  people  in  co-operation  with  the  Adult  Auxiliary  offering 
to  go  for  Young  People's  work.

[No.  3] 

1.  That  every  Auxiliary  see  that  there  is  a  Bright  Jewel  Band  in 
their  church,  and  select  the  best  woman  available  for  Second  Vice- 
President. 

2.  That  the  Bright  Jewel  Bands  be  conducted  as  far  as  may  be 
possible  according  to  the  rules  laid  down  by  the  Woman's  Council. 

3.  Realizing  the  need  of  Missionary  Education,  we  urge  that  study 
classes  be  formed  among  our  larger  children  and  that  Hie  smaller 
ones  be  taught  by  the  story  method.

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CONSTITUTION  OF  CONFERENCE  SOCIETIES. 


1.  In  each  Annual  Conference  there  shall  be  organized  a  Confer- 
ence Society  auxiliary  to  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

2.  The  object  of  this  society  is  to  plan  and  direct  the  woman's 
missionary  work  of  the  Conference. 

3.  The  Conference  Society  shall  consist  of  one  or  more  delegates 
from  each  auxiliary,  a  district  secretary  from  each  distiict,  and  the 
following  officers:  a  president,  two  vice-presidents,  a  conesponding 
secretary,  a  recording  secretary,  a  treasurer,  and  superintendents  of 
study  and  publicity,  of  social  service,  and  of  supplies.  These  officers 
shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  the  annual  session  and  shall  constitute 
the  executive  committee.  The  president  and  the  conesponding  sec- 
retary shall  be  members  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

BY-LAWS   FOR  CONFERENCE   SOCIETIES. 

1.  The  executive  Committee  shall  transact  business  in  the  interim 
of  the  annual  sessions.    Five  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

2.  Conference  officers  shall  be  nominated  by  a  committee  com- 
posed of  a  representative  from  each  district,  who  shall  be  chosen  by 
the  district  delegation.  This  shall  not  debar  the  parliamentary 
privilege  of  nomination  from  the  floor  nor  the  privilege  of  balloting 
for  any  person  not  nominated. 

3.  The  district  secretaries  shall  be  nominated  by  a  committee 
composed  of  the  president,  the  vice-presidents,  the  corresponding 
secretary,  and  the  treasurer,  and  shall  be  elected  by  acclamation. 

4.  Two  members  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  Conference 
shall  be  elected  at  each  annual  session  as  alternates  to  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Council. 

5.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Conference 
Society  and  of  the  executive  committee  and  shall  actively  advance 
the  interests  of  the  work.    She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury. 

6.  The  vice-presidents  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  president  in 
her  absence. 

7.  The  first  vice-president  shall  have  charge  of  the  young  people's 
work  and  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  first  vice-president  of  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Council  and  to  the  corresponding  secretary  of 
the  Conference  Society. 

The  second  vice-president  shall  have  charge  of  the  children's  work 
and  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  second  vice-president  of  the  Wom- 
an's Missionary  Council  and  to  the  corresponding  secretary  of  the 
Conference  Society. 

8.  The  corresponding  secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence 
of  the  society  and  supply  the  auxiliaries  with  information  and  with 
literature  if  so  ordered  by  the  Conference.  She  shall  promote  Chris- 
tian stewardship  and  shall  use  all  possible  means  for  the  organiza- 
tion of  adult,  young  people's,  and  children's  auxiliaries  in  every 
charge  of  the  Conference,  and  shall  report  each  new  organization  to 
the  secretary  of  the  Home  Base,  to  whom  she  shall  also  make  quar- 
terly reports  of  the  work  of  the  Conference  by  the  15th  day  of  April, 
July,  October  and  January.  She  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the 
Conference  Society  and  report  the  preceding  session  of  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Council.     She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury. 

9.  The  recording  secretary  shall  give  notice  of  all  meetings  of  the 
Conference  Society  and  of  the  executive  committee  and  keep  the 
minutes  of  the  same  on  record. 

10.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  all  funds  of  the  society,  keeping 
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an  account  with  each  auxiliary  and  submitting  the  same  annually  to 
an  auditor.  She  shall  disburse  the  Conference  expense  funds  on  the 
written  order  of  the  president  and  the  corresponding  secretary.  She 
shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Conference  Society  and  shall 
send  itemized  reports  promptly  on  the  15th  day  of  April,  July,  Octo- 
ber, and  January  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Coun- 
cil, therewith  transmitting  such  funds  as  are  collected  for  the  gen- 
eral treasury.  She  shall  also  send  an  itemized  statement  to  the  Con- 
ference corresponding  secretary  and  to  the  president. 

11.  The  district  secretaries  shall  organize  adult,  young  people's, 
•and  children's  auxiliaries  and  use  every  available  means  to  promote 
the  work  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  in  their  districts.  They 
shall  present  a  report  of  their  work  at  the  District  Conference  and 
shall  hold  annual  meetings  in  the  district,  and  all-day  meetings  when 
ever  practicable.  They  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  with  aux- 
iliaries and  send  a  quarterly  report  to  the  Conference  corresponding 
secretary  and  a  copy  of  the  same  to  the  president  of  the  Conference 
Society. 

12.  The  superintendent  of  study  and  publicity  shall  promote  mis- 
sion study  and  Bible  study  and  shall  disseminate  missionary  infor- 
mation through  the  Church  and  secular  press.  She  shall  report 
quarterly  to  the  educational  secretary. 

13.  The  superintendent  of  social  service  shall  stimulate  and  direct 
the  study  and  investigation  of  social  questions  and  shall  seek  to 
bring  about  social  reforms.  She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Council 
superintendent  of  social  service. 

14.  The  superintendent  of  supplies  shall  superintend  the  sending 
of  boxes  and  needed  supplies  to  ministers  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,  and  to  institutions  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields 
under  the  direction  of  the  Council  She  shall  report  quarterly  to 
the  Council  superintendent  of  supplies. 

15.  Conference  societies  shall  not  project  new  work  nor  respond  to 
special  calls  for  aid  unless  authorized  by  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Council. 

16.  The  membership  funds  of  all  auxiliary  societies — adult,  young 
people's  and  children's — also  funds  contributed  to  make  life  mem- 
bers, honorary  life  members,  and  honorary  life  patrons,  are  a  part 
of  the  general  fund  which  cannot  be  diverted  by  the  Conference. 

17.  A  Conference  expense  fund  shall  be  provided  by  Conference 
assessment,  the  basis  to  be  determined  by  each  Conference  according 
to  the  requirements.  In  no  case  shall  membership  dues  or  pledge 
funds  be  used  for  Conference  expenses. 

18.  The  thank  offering  during  the  week  of  prayer  shall  be  applied 
to  some  specific  object,  to  be  determined  each  year  by  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Council  in  annual  session. 

19.  The  Conference  Society  may  make  such  by-laws  as  the  work 
demands,  provided  they  do  not  conflict  with  those  made  by  the 
Council. 

20.  The  last  half  hour  of  each  forenoon  during  the  annual  session 
•of  the  Conference  shall  be  devoted  to  Bible  study. 


CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS  OF  ADULT 
AUXILIARIES. 


CONSTITUTION. 


Any  number  of  women  may  form  an  Adult  Society  auxiliary  to 
the  Conference  Woman's  Missionary  Society  by  adopting  the  follow- 
ing constitution  and  by-laws  and  electing  the  officers  herein  pro- 
vided : 

1.  This  society  shall  be  called  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of 

the Church,  auxiliary  to Conference  Society 

of  the    Woman's    Missionary    Council    of   the    Methodist    Episcopal 
Church,   South. 

2.  The  object  of  this  auxiliaiy  shall  be  to1  hasten  the  coming  of 
the  kingdom  of  God  throughout  the  world  by  enlisting  the  women, 
young  people,  and  children  in  a  study  of  the  needs  of  the  world  and 
in  active  missionary  service;  by  raising  funds  for  the  evangelization 
of  mission  fields  at  home  and  abroad,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  in- 
stitutions under  the  care  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  and 
for  the  betterment  of  civic  and  social  conditions. 

3.  Any  one  may  become  a  member  of  this  auxiliary  by  giving 
prayer  and  service  and  by  paying  twenty  cents;  per  month. 

Each  member  shall  be  asked  to  make  a  voluntary  offering  for  the 
maintenance  and  extension  of  the  general  work.  Such  funds  shall 
constitute  the  pledge  of  the  auxiliary.  The  dues,  pledge,  and  any 
other  undirected  funds  shall  be  prorated  by  the  Council — 40  per 
cent  for  the  home  and  60  per  cent  for  the  foreign  work.  Opportuni- 
ties shall  be  given  for  offerings  to  be  directed  by  individual  donors 
for  the  support  of  special  work.  These  special  offerings  by  individ- 
uals shall  not  be  prorated. 

4.  Any  one  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  auxiliary  by  the  pay- 
ment of  $25,  an  honorary  life  member  by  the  payment  of  $100,  and 
an  honorary  life  patron  by  the  payment  of  $300,  provided  the  money 
be  paid  for  that  special  purpose.  It  shall  not  be  included  in  the 
pledge  nor  in  any  special  assumed  by  individuals  or  that  has  been 
assigned  to  the  auxiliary.  Such  membership  should  be  considered 
as  an  honor,  and  should  not  release  the  holders  from  the  obligations 
of  active  membership. 

5.  A  name  may  be  placed  on  the  memorial  roll  by  the  gift  of 
twenty-five  dollars  for  this  special  purpose. 

6.  Every  auxiliary  member  shall  pay  toward  the  relief  and  retire- 
ment fund  and  the  Conference  expense  fund. 

7.  The  auxiliary  shall  carry  on  local  work,  which  shall  consist  of 
the  care  of  the  parsonage  and  the  charity  work  of  the  church.  This 
woik  may  be  done  through  a  committee,  the  funds  to  be  raised  as 
the  auxiliary  directs. 

8.  The  officers  of  the  auxiliary  shall  be  a  president,  two  vice-presi- 
dents, a  corresponding  secretary,  a  recording  secretary,  a.  treasurer, 
an  assistant  treasurer,  andi  superintendents  of  study  and  publicity, 
of  social  service,  and  of  supplies.  These  officers  shall  constitute  the 
executive  committee  of  the  auxiliary. 

9.  The  auxiliary  shall  hold  one  or  more  meetings  during  the  month 
foi  the  transaction  of  business  and  for  the  study  of  the  work.  The 
first  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  year  shall  be  devoted  to  the 
consideration  of  plans  and  financial  pledges  for  the  new  year  and  to 
the  installation  of  officers.  At  the  last  business  meeting  of  the  fiscal 
year  the  annual  election  of  officers  shall  be  held. 
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BY-LAWS. 

1.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  auxiliary  and! 
shall  actively  advance  its  interests.  In  her  absence  one  of  the  vice- 
presidents  shall  assume  her  duties. 

2.  The  first  vice-president  shall  be  responsible  for  the  organization 
of  the  Young  People's  Auxiliary  and.  shall  develop  and  direct  its 
work.  She  shall  send  reports  when  required  by  the  first  vice-presi- 
dent of  the  Conference. 

The  second  vice-president  shall  develop  and  direct  the  work  of  the 
Children's  Auxiliary.  She  shall  send  a  quarterly  report  to  the  sec- 
ond vice-president  of  the  Conference. 

3.  The  corresponding  secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence 
of  the  auxiliary  and  shall  promote  Christian  stewardship.  She  shall 
send  to  the  district  secretary,  full  reports  by  the  ilrst  of  January, 
April,  July  and  October.  She  shall  also  send  toi  the  district  secre- 
tary and  Conference  corresponding  secretary  the  names  and  ad- 
dresses of  all  newly  elected  officers  of  the  auxiliary.  She  shall  send 
her  books  to  the  district  meetings  for  examination. 

4.  The  recording  secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  regular  and 
called  meetings  and  see  that  each  meeting  is  properly  announced. 

5.  The  treasurer  shall  collect  all  moneys  of  the  auxiliary,  keep  an 
account  of  the  same,  and  make  an  itemized  report  monthly  to  the 
auxiliary.  She  shall  remit  to  the  Conference  treasurer  on  the  first 
of  January,  April,  July  and  October,  giving  an  itemized  statement 
of  the  amount,  a  duplicate  of  the  same  to  be  furnished  the  auxiliary 
coi  responding  secretary.  The  books  of  the  treasurer  shall  be  aud- 
ited annually. 

6.  The  assistant  treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  local  funds.  She 
shall  make  a  monthly  report  to  the  auxiliary,  and  she  shall  furnish 
the  treasurer  a  quarterly  statement  to  be  included  in  her  report. 
She  shall  pay  out  money  from  the  local  treasury  only  upon  an  order 
signed  by  both  the  president  of  the  auxiliary  and  the  chairman  of 
the  local  committee. 

The  auxiliary  as  a  society  shall  not  assume  obligation  for  the  as- 
sistance or  support  of  outside  organizations,  such  as  orphanages, 
hospitals,  travelers'  aids,  Y.  W.  C.  A.,  etc. 

7.  The  superintendent  of  study  and  publicity  shall  be  responsible 
for  the  organization  of  mission  study  and  Bible  study  classes  and 
prayer  circles  and  for  the  dissemination  of  missionary  information 
through  the  church  and  secular  press.  She  shall  report  quarterly  to 
the  Conference  superintendent  of  study  and  publicity. 

8.  The  superintendent  of  social  service  shall  stimulate  and  direct 
the  study  and  investigation  of  social  questions  and  shall  seek  to 
bring  about  social  reforms.  She.  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Con- 
ference  superintendent   of  social   service. 

9.  The  superintendent  of  supplies  shall  superintend  the  sending 
of  boxes  and  necessary  supplies  to  ministers  of  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church,  South,  and  to  institutions  in  the  home  and  foreign 
fields  under  the  direction  of  the  Council.  She  shall  report  each  box 
sent  and  its  value  to  the  Conference  superintendent  of  supplies. 

10.  The  vice-presidents,  secretary,  treasurer,  and  superintendents, 
shall  make  written  reports  at  the  regular  meetings. 

STANDING   RULES. 

We,  the  Committee  on  By-Laws  and  Standing  Rules  recommend: 

1.  That  the   Treasurers  of  each  Auxiliary  shall  send  all  money 

and  reports  to  District  Secretary  of  her  district  and  the  money  and 

reports  of  Young  People  be  sent  to  first  Vice-President  and  money 
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and1  reports  of  Junior  division  be  sent  to  second  vice-president  the 
first  day  of  the  month  of  each  quarter. 

2.  That  for  the  purpose  of  securing  accuracy,  the  executive  com- 
mittee of  each  auxiliary  shall  hold  a  meeting  immediately  before 
sending  the  quarterly  reports. 

3.  That  each  District  Secretary  shall  pledge  an  earnest  effort  to 
hold  an  annual  meeting  in  her  district  at  which  time  she  shall  urge 
the  great  importance  of  organizing  new  auxiliaries,  doing  all  in  her 
power  to  develop  the  district. 

4.  That  the  Conference  officers  and  each  auxiliary  president  make 
every  effort  to  have  the  week  of  prayer  observed. 


CONSTITUTION    AND  BY-LAWS  FOR  YOUNG 
PEOPLE'S  AUXILIARIES. 


CONSTITUTION. 


1.  This  auxiliary   shall  be  called  the  Young  People's   Society   of 

Church,  auxiliary  to Conference  Society  of  the 

Woman's  Missionary  Council,  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South. 

2.  The  object  of  this  auxiliary  shall  be  to  hasteni  the  coming  of 
the  kingdom  of  God  throughout  the  world  by  enlisting  the  young 
people  in  active  missionary  service,  by  raising  funds  for  the  evan- 
gelization of  Mission  fields  at  home  and  abroad,  for  the  mainte- 
uanc'e  of  the  institutions  under  the  care  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Council,  and  for  the  betterment  of  civic  and  social  conditions. 

3.  Any  one  between  the  ages  of  fourteen  and  twenty-one  may  be- 
come a  member  of  the  auxiliary  by  giving  regularly  prayer,  service 
and  a  stated  offering  monthly  or  quarterly.  Each  member  shall  be 
asked  to  make  an  offering  for  the  maintenance  or  extension  of  such 
objects  of  work  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields  as  are  assigned  to  the 
young  people  by  the  Council.  Such  funds  shall  constitute  the  pledge 
of  the  auxiliary. 

Membership  funds  and  pledges  shall  be  prorated  by  the  Council 
treasurer — 40  per  cent  for  the  home  and  60  per  cent  for  the  foreign 
work. 

Each  member  shall  be  expected  to  contribute  to  the  retirement 
and  relief  fund  and  to  the  Conference  expense  fund. 

4.  Any  one  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  auxiliary  by  the  pay- 
ment of  $15,  provided  the  money  be  paid  for  that  special  purpose. 
It  shall  not  be  included  in  the  pledge  nor  in  any  special  assumed 
by  individuals  or  that  has  been  assigned  to  the  auxiliary. 

5.  A  name  may  be  placed  on  the  memorial  fund  by  the  gift  of 
fifteen  dollars  for  this  specific  purpose. 

6.  The  officers  of  the  auxiliary,  shall  be  a  president,  two  vice- 
presidents,  a  corresponding  secretary,  a  recording  secretary,  a  treas- 
urer, and  the  superintendents  of  study  and  publicity,  of  social  ser- 
vice, and  of  supplies. 

7.  The  auxiliary  shall  hold  one  or  more  meetings  during  the  month 
for  the  transaction  of  business  and  for  the  study  of  the  work.  At 
the  last  meeting  of  the  fiscal  year  there  shall  be  the  annual  election 
of  officers.  At  the  following  meeting  there  shall  be  a  full  report 
of  the  year's  work,  installation  of  officers,  and  consideration  of  plans 
for  work  and  financial  pledges  for  the  new  year. 

W.M  S-— 5 
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BY-LAWS. 

1.  The  president  shall  preside  at  the  meeting  of  the  auxiliary  and 
shall  in  every  way  advance  its  interests.  In  the  absence  of  the 
president,  one  of  the  vice-presidents  shall  preside. 

2.  The  first  vice-president  shall  keep  in  touch  with  the  first  vice- 
president  of  the  Conference  and  shall  report  to  her  quarterly  the 
full  scope  of  the  work. 

The  second  vice-president  shall  assist  the  second  vice-president 
of  the  Adult  Auxiliary  in  superintending  the  Children's  Auxiliary. 

3.  The  corresponding  secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence 
of  the  auxiliary  and  shall  promote  Christian  stewardship.  She  shall 
report  the  full  scope  of  the  work  quarterly  to  the  district  secretary, 
to  whom  she  shall  send  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  newly  elect- 
ed officers. 

4.  The  recording  secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  regular  and 
called  meetings  and  shall  see  that  each  meeting  is  properly  an- 
nounced. 

5.  The  treasurer  shall  collect  all  funds  of  the  auxiliary,  keeping 
a  ledger  account  of  the  same,  and  remit  to  the  Conference  treasurer 
on  the  first  day  of  January,  April,  July  and  October. 

6.  The  superintendent  of  study  and  publicity  shall  be  responsible 
for  the  organization  of  mission  study  and  Bible  study  classes,  for 
prayer  circles,  and  for  the  dissemination  of  missionary  information 
through  the  church  and  secular  press.  She  shall  have  charge  of 
subscriptions  to  the  Missionary  Voice  and  the  Young  Christian 
Worker.  She  shall  report  quarterly  on  the  first  day  of  January, 
April,  July  and  October  to  the  Conference  superintendent  of  study 
and  publicity. 

7.  The  superintendent  of  social  service  shall  have  charge  of  social 
service  studies  issued  by  the  Council.  She  shall  co-operate  wherever 
possible  in  the  social  service  movements  of  her  church  and  commun- 
ity. She  shall  report  quarterly  on  the  first  day  of  January,  April, 
July  and  October  to  the  Conference  superintendent  of  social  service. 

8.  The  superintendent  of  supplies  shall  superintend  the  packing 
and  sending  of  boxes  of  supplies  to  institutions  in  the  home  and  for- 
eign fields  under  the  direction  of  the  Council.  She  shall  report  each 
box  sent  and  its  value  to  the  Conference  superintendent  of  supplies. 


CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS  FOR  YOUNG 
CHILDREN'S  AUXILIARIES. 


CONSTITUTION. 

1.  This  auxiliary  shall  be  called  the  Children's  Society  of 

Church,  auxiliary  to Conference  Society  of  the  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Council  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South. 

2.  The  object  of  the  auxiliary  shall  be  to  hasten  the  coming  of  the 
kingdom  of  God  throughout  the  world  by  giving  the  children  of  the 
Church  missionary  education,  training  them  for  Christian  service, 
and  by  cultivating  in  them  habits  of  liberal  and  systematic  giving 
and  of  daily  Bible  study  and  prayer. 

3.  The  Children's  Auxiliary  shall  consist  of  Baby  and  Junior  Divis- 
ions, under  the  direction  of  the  second  vice-president  of  the  Woman's 
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Missionary  Auxiliary,  whose  work  shall  be  correlated  with  that  of 
the  Conference  second  vice-president.  All  membership,  mite  box, 
and  other  undirected  funds  shall  be  sent  through  the  Conference 
treasurer,  to  be  prorated  by  the  Council  on  the  basis  of  40  per  cent- 
to  home  and  60  per  cent  to  foreign  work. 

BABY  DIVISION. 

1.  Any  child  six  years  of  age  or  under  may  become  a  member  of 
the  Baby  Division  upon  the  payment  of  an  enrollment  fee  of  25 
cents.  Each  member  of  the  Baby  Division  shall  be  given  a  certifi- 
cate of  membership  and  shall  be  furnished  with  a  mite  box  for  vol- 
untary offerings.  The  mite  boxes  shall  be  opened  and  their  contents 
sent  quarterly  by  the  treasurer  of  the  Junior  Division  to  the  Con- 
ference treasurer.  Where  there  is  no  Junior  Division  through  which 
tc  report,  the  second  vice-president  of  the  Adult  Auxiliary  shall  send 
the  money  of  the  Baby  Division  to  the  Conference  treasurer. 

2.  Any  one  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  Baby  Division  of  the 
Children's  Auxiliary  by  the  payment  of  $5,  provided  the  money  be 
paid  for  that  specific  purpose.  It  shall  not  be  included  in  the  pledge 
nor  in  any  special  assumed  by  individuals  or  that  has  been  assigned 
to  the  Baby  Division  of  the  Children's  Auxiliary. 

3.  Names  of  children  may  be  placed  on  the  Memorial  Roll  by  the 
gift  of  $10. 

4.  Special  meetings  for  the  members  of  the  Baby  Division  shall  be 
arranged  by  the  second  vice-president  of  the  Adult  Auxiliary,  at 
which  time  inspirational  programs  shall  be  presented. 

5.  Members  of  the  Baby  Division,  at  the  age  of  six  years,  shall  be 
promoted  to  the  Junior  Division  and  shall  be  given  certificates  of 
promotion. 

6.  The  second  vice-president  of  the  Adult  Auxiliary  shall  have 
charge  of  the  Baby  Division. 

JUNIOR  DIVISION. 

1.  Any  child  between  the  ages  of  six  and  fourteen  may'  become  a 
member  of  the  Junior  Division  of  the  Children's  Auxiliary  by  giving 
regularly  prayer,  service,  and  a  stated  monthly  offering  to  missions. 
Each  member  of  the  Junior  Division  shah  be  furnished  with  a  mite 
box  for  voluntary  offerings.  Mite  boxes  shall  be  opened  quarterly, 
and  the  contents,  with  all  other  offerings,  shall  be  sent  to  the  Con- 
ference treasurer. 

2.  Any  one  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  Junior  Division  of 
the  Children's  Auxiliary  by  the  payment  of  $10,  provided  the  money 
be  paid  for  that  special  purpose.  It  shall  not  be  included  in  the 
pledge  nor  in  any  special  assumed  by  individuals  oi*  that  has  been 
assigned  to  the  Junior  Division  of  the  Children's  Auxiliary. 

3.  Names  of  children  may  be  placed  on  the  Memorial  Roll  by  the 
gift  of  $10. 

4.  The  officers  of  the  Junior  Division  shall  be  a  president,  two  vice- 
pi  esidents,  a  corresponding  secretary,  a  recording  secretary,  a  treas- 
urer, and  superintendents  of  study  and  publicity  and  of  social  service. 
These  officers,  with  the  second  vice-president  of  the  Adult  Auxiliary, 
shall  hold  a  meeting  of  the  committee  of  the  Children's  Auxiliary. 

5.  The  Junior  Division  shall  meet  at  least  twice  a  month  to  trans- 
act necessary  business  and  to  follow  the  lines  of  study  arranged  by 
the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  for  which  programs  shall  be  fur- 
nished. At  the  close  of  each  quarter  the  second  vice-president  of 
the  Adult  Auxiliary  shall  hold  a.  meeting  of  the  executive  committee 
of  the  Junior  Division  to  see  that  the  work  of  the  quarter  is  cor- 
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rectly  and  promptly  reported  to  the  proper  officers.  At  the  last 
meeting  of  the  fiscal  year  there  shall  be  the  election  of  officers.  The 
first  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  year  shall  be  devoted  to  making 
plans  and  financial  pledges  for  the  new  year's  work. 

BY-LAWS. 

1.  The  president  shall  preside  at  the  meeting  of  the  auxiliary  and 
in  every  way  advance  its  interests.  In  the  absence  of  the  president, 
one  of  the  vice-presidents  shall  preside. 

2.  The  first  vice-president  shall  assist  in  the  work  of  the  Baby

3.  The  corresponding  secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence 
of  the  auxiliary  and  promote  Christian  stewardship  and  shall  report 
quarterly  to  the  district  secretary.  The  corresponding  secretary 
shall  send  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  newly  elected  officers  to 
the  district  secretary. 

4.  The  recording  secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  regular  and 
called  meetings  of  the  auxiliary  and  shall  see  that  each  meeting  is 
properly  announced. 

5.  The  treasurer  shall  collect  all  funds  of  the  auxiliary,  keeping  a 
ledger  account  of  the  same,  and  shall  remit  to  the  Conference  treas- 
urer quarterly.    The  treasurer's  books  shall  be  audited  annually. 

6.  The  superintendent  of  study  and  publicity  shall  assist  in  organ- 
izing and  developing  mission  study  and  Bible  study  classes  and 
shall  send  items  of  missionary  news  to  the  Young  Christian  Worker 
and  local  papers. 

7.  The  superintendent  of  social  service  shall  assist  in  directing 
the  children  in  carrying  out  such  lines  of  social  service  study  and 
activity  as  are  sent  out  by  the  Councli.

Mrs.  F.  M.  Shamberger  led  in  the  responsive  reading 
of  the  90th  Psalm.  A  message  so  full  of  hope  and  comfort 
was  given  by  Mrs.  Spiers,  followed  by  a  prayer  led  by  Miss 
Amma  Graham.  Fifty  Auxiliary  members  went  to  their  re- 
ward during  the  past  year  and  their  names  were  placed  on  the 
Memorial  Roll.     Many  expressions  of  love  and  esteem  were 
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given  to  the  memory  of  those  who  had  served  so  beautifully 
among  us. 

The  Conference  was  called  to  order  by  the  President.  Min- 
utes of  preceding  session  were  read  and  approved.

The  Brazilian  National  Flag,  given  by  Miss  Mary  Pescud, 
and  to  be  presented  each  year  to  the  Young  People's  Auxiliary, 
making  the  highest  average  per  capita,  was  won  by  the  Rose 
Hill  Auxiliary.  Miss  Mary  Ella  McCall,  Student  Volunteer 
from  our  own  Conference,  was  introduced.  A  special  prayer 
for  Miss  McCall  and  the  other  five  Student  Volunteers  of  the 
North  Carolina  Conference  was  led  by  Mrs.  John. 

Miss  Cordelia  Erwin  told  several  intensely  interesting 
stories  of  some  boys  and  girls  she  had  worked  with  in  Korea. 

Mrs.  N.  H.  D.  Wilson,  Second  Vice-President,  read  the  re- 
port of  the  Children's  Work.  Report  adopted.  (Officers'  re- 
ports No.  4.) 

The  Junior  Division  of  Memorial  Church,  Durham,  won  the 
Chinese  banner  for  the  largest  contribution.  The  Korean 
Banner  was  given  to  the  Sanford  Junior  Division  for  the 
largest  amount  per  member.  Maysville  won  the  Cuban 
Banner  for  the  largest  number  of  subscribers  to  The  Young 
Christian  Worker. 

A  letter  of  loving  greetings  from  Mrs.  Lula  H.  Rhodes  was 
much  appreciated. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  send  telegrams  expressing 
the  love  of  the  Conference  to  Mrs.  R.  A.  Willis,  President 
Emerita  and  to  Mrs.  L.  M.  Hendren. 

Following  the  announcements,  the  Conference  adjourned. 
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THURSDAY— MORNING  SESSION. 
The  Bible  Lesson  was  given  by  Mrs.  B.  W.  Lipscomb.  The 
11th  Chapter  of  Mark,  20th  to  26th  verses,  was  the  Lesson 
read.  Our  greatest  need  of  prayer  was  so  strongly  empha- 
sized by  Mrs.  Lipscomb — "The  first  demand  of  the  Centenary 
being  that  we  as  Methodists  must  learn  to  pray  again." 

The  President,  Miss  Lamb,  called  the  Conference  to  order. 
Minutes  of  preceding  Session  were  read  and  approved.  Mrs.

Lipscomb  told  of  some  of  the  new  Mission  study  books  and  of 
her  material  from  the  Home  Base  Department  of  great  value 
to  the  Auxiliaries.

Peppler's  devotional  message.  She  proved  to  the  Conference 
in  her  pleasing,  convincing  way,  that  neither  pleasure,  work, 
friendship,  intellectual  attainment  or  self  were  sufficient  for 
life's  problems — but  that  "I  can  do  all  things  through  Christ, 
who  strengthens  me." 

"Jesus  Calls  Us  O'er  The  Tumult"  was  sung.  Mrs.  A.  M. 
Gates  dismissed  the  Conference  with  prayer. 

THURSDAY  AFTERNOON— 2 :30-5 :30. 
Centenary  Luncheon. 
Inspiration  for  this  Centenary  Luncheon  had  come  from 
no  less  a  source  than  from  Mrs.  Mary  L.  Hargrove,  Associate 
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Secretary  of  the  Centenary.  So  it  was  with  eager  expectations 
that  the  North  Carolina  Conference  had  looked  toward  the 
occasion. 

Three  hundred  women,  far  more  anxious  to  learn  "more 
and  more"  of  the  great  Centenary  than  even  for  the  very 
pleasant  social  feature  of  lunching  together,  crowded  the 
dining  hall  of  the  Rockingham  Hotel. 

The  Conference  was  glad  that  Mrs.  R.  B.  John  was  Toast 
Mistress.  Her  thought,  her  graciousness,  contributed  no  small 
part  to  the  success  of  the  splendid  occasion. 

Following  the  singing  of  America,  prayer  was  led  by  Rev. 
H.  M.  North,  solos  by  Mrs.  F.  S.  Love  and  Miss  Ormond  were 
much  enjoyed. 

Mrs.  John  introduced  Mrs.  Lipscomb,  our  Council  repre- 
sentative, as  the  first  speaker.  Mrs.  Lipscomb  made  it  plain 
that  Christianity  has  a  place  in  the  world  that  it  has  never  had 
before;  that  women  in  the  Church  of  God  have  a  chance  today 
they  have  never  had  before  and  that  Womanhood,  Childhood 
and  Manhood  can  do  anything  if  they  have  a  chance.

Miss  Emma  Page  very  cleverly  reminded  us  of  a  wonderful 
"Birthday  Party"  on  the  18th  of  May,  to  which  two  millions 
of  Methodists  were  invited. 

Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates,  of  Durham,  told  us  that  it  is  "Me  and 
the  Lord"  on  whom  the  Centenary  depends. 

Mrs.  T.  A.  Person,  of  Greenville,  spoke  on  the  "Centenary 
Being  Divinely  Planned." 

Each  speaker  brought  new  thought,  fresh  inspiration  and 
a  deeper  force  that  will  add  impetus  to  the  work  which  the 
women  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  can  do  to  strengthen 
the  marvelous  opportunities  of  the  Centenary. 

With  a  deeper  earnestness  of  purpose  and  with  a  new 
realization  of  the  meaning  of  Julia  Ward  Howe's  words,  as  a 
closing  message,  there  rang  out  those  soul  stirring  words: 

"Glory!  glory,  hallelujah!    His  truth  is  marching  on."

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EVENING  SERVICES. 


TUESDAY  EVENING. 

The  first  service  of  an  annual  meeting  is  always  an  excep- 
tionally happy  one,  for  is  it  not  the  beginning  of  the  Con- 
ference to  which  we  have  looked  and  thought  and  prayed  for 
all  of  twelve  months?  Former  acquaintances  are  again 
brought  face  to  face,  new  acquaintances  with  such  a  oneness 
of  purpose  to  unite  them,  are  instantly  in  a  company  of  life- 
long friends.  Thus  the  old  and  the  young;  the  woman  who 
serves  through  the  country  church ;  the  woman  who  works  in 
the  city  church,  through  service  they  have  tried  to  render  in 
His  name,  are  one  happy  family  circle.  The  Rockingham 
Church  in  every  way  was  sincerely  the  home  to  which  each 
delegate  and  visitor  felt  the  welcome  which  Rev.  A.  L.  Or- 
mond  and  Mrs.  W.  P.  Webb  expressed  in  such  a  genuine 
manner. 

Mrs.  H.  J.  Boney  expressed  deep  appreciation  for  the 
cordial  welcome  Rockingham  had  given  the  Conference. 

Beautiful  music  by  the  choir  was  greatly  enjoyed. 

The  part  of  the  evening's  program  to  which  we  had  looked 
with  happiest  anticipations  was  the  sermon  by  Rev.  D.  H. 
Tuttle,  of  Washington,  N.  C.  He  needs  no  introduction  to 
the  members  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference.  During 
thirty-two  years  he  has  practiced  "Tithing."  Therefore  he 
could  preach  from  the  depth  of  his  heart  and  experience  and 
with  his  vigor  and  earnestness  on  our  obligations  to  God. 
The  large  congregation  who  greeted  him  will  not  forget  his 
interpretation  of  "Will  a  man  rob  God?  Yet  ye  have  robbed 
Me.  But  ye  say,  Wherein  have  we  robbed  Thee?  In  tithes 
and  offerings." 

WEDNESDAY  EVENING. 

The  Bible  Lesson  was  given  by  Mrs.  R.  B.  John.  Mrs.  B. 
W.  Lipscomb  gave  the  first  address  of  the  evening  on  "Our 
Home  Field."  As  we  heard  of  fifty  millions  of  unchurched, 
unsaved  people  in  our  own  land,  with  our  effort  to  reach  2,- 
000,000  foreign  born  people  to  whom  the  Southern  Methodist 
Church  is  called  to  minister,  we  were  made  to  realize  the  power 
of  Mrs.  Lipscomb's  words  when  she  declared:  "If  there  ever 
was  a  time  when  America  needs  to  stand  for  Home  Missions 
and  service  to  God,  it  is  today." 

The  strength  of  Mrs.  Lipscomb's  address  should  cause  the 
North  Carolina  Conference  to  study  more  closely  and  seriously 
the  salvation  of  America. 

"The  Call  of  Korea"  was  graphically  given  in  an  intensely 
interesting   address    by    Miss    Cordelia    Erwin,    a    Kentucky 
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young  woman  who  has  given  splendid  service  to  Korea  dur- 
ing the  last  twelve  years.  Among  the  many  needs  of  Korea, 
Miss  Erwin  pointed  out  that  civilization  was  not  enough,  but 
there  must  be  christianization.  (2)  That  Koreans  may  come 
to  know  God  and  that  He  is  love  because  their  hearts  are 
hungry  for  something  to  worship.  (3)  Many,  many  more 
Missionaries  to  make  clear  the  news  of  Jesus  Christ  and  to 
help  the  splendid  native  christians.  (4)  More  schools  for  girls, 
for  there  are  no  schools  for  girls  except  those  established  by 
mission  boards.  (5)  Hospitals,  because  disease  runs  riot  in 
Korea.  (6)  A  publishing  house.  The  printed  page  is  an 
urgent  necessity.  There  are  a  few  papers  but  they  are  all  for  / 
the  men.  Few  know  how  to  read  before  being  converted  or 
before  going  to  the  mission  schools. 

The  presence  of  Miss  Erwin  was  a  blessing  to  our  Confer- 
ence. The  spirit  of  Christ  shone  in  her  happpy  face  and  spoke 
to  us  through  her  words  of  consecration.  The  North  Carolina 
Conference  will  love  and  pray  for  her  not  alone  for  what  she 
meant  to  us,  but  more  for  what  her  earnest,  sincere  life  will 
mean  to  Korea. 

"The  Call  of  Korea"  was  answered  by  Miss  Erwin's  closing 
words:    "Have  we  done  what  we  could?    Have  you?    Have  I? 

THURSDAY  EVENING. 

"He  Knows  It  All"  was  sweetly  sung  by  Mrs.  H.  F.  Long 
and  Mrs.  Frank  Leak.  Miss  Mary  Ella  McCall  gave  a  very 
impressive  Bible  Lesson. 

"Fruits  of  our  Work"  was  a  very  interesting  and  convincing 
part  of  the  program.  Four  girls  from  the  Rockingham  Young 
People's  Auxiliary  and  Miss  Erwin,  in  native  costumes,  repre- 
senting student  life  in  Bevard  Institute,  Holding  Institute, 
Brazil,  China  and  Korea,  told  something  of  their  life  stories. 

A  Stereoptican  lecture  on  "World  Conditions"  was  given  by 
Mrs.  B.  W.  Lipscomb.  In  her  inimitable  way  Mrs.  Lipscomb 
made  us  acquainted,  through  our  eyes,  with  many  of  the  direct 
results  of  missionary  endeavors.  The  Conference  appreciated 
deeply  the  vital  information  which  the  pictures  carried  and 
much  gratitude  is  due  Mrs.  Lipscomb  for  her  interest  in  giving 
them  to  us. 

Mrs.  Lipscomb's  messages  during  each  day  were  a  con- 
stant delight  and  inspiration.  The  North  Carolina  Confer- 
ence stands  ready  at  all  times  to  give  her  a  hearty,  thrice  glad 
welcome.

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For  the  first  time  in  many  years  we  paid  the  pledge  with  a  surplus. 
Every  district  paid  in  full  with  Rockingham  leading.  The  North  Carolina 
Conference  sent  $32,123.95  to  Council  Treasurer.  South  Georgia  has 
always  led  the  Conferences  in  finances  and  in  1918  North  Carolina's 
pledge  was  second,  though  North  Georgia's  Specials  number  more  than 
ours.  In  1919  all  specials  will  count  as  pledge  and  your  council  delegates 
dared  pledge  $20,000.  North  Georgia  pledged  $23,000.  How  we  hated 
to  pledge  less  than  North  Georgia.  We  are  hoping  that  our  Conference 
will  raise  considerably  more  than  we  pledged  this  year.  Let  us  have 
greater  faith. 

North  Carolina  Conference  ranks  third  among  the  Conferences  of 
Southern  Methodism,  Young  People  rank  eighth  and  again  our  Bright 
Jewels  lead  in  finances.  North  Carolina  Conference  is  recognized  as  one  of 
the  best  and  most  loyal  in  the  connection.  This  past  year  we  met  every 
obligation  and  have  gone  forward  as  never  before.  The  work  at  times 
seemed  hard  and  the  responsibility  almost  too  great,  but  I  could  always 
hear  the  voice  of  the  Deaconess  who  said,  "Give  my  Lord  and  me  any 
task  and  we  will  perform  it."  To  you  Christ-like  women  of  the  great 
North  Carolina  Conference,  I  wish  to  give  thanks  for  your  loyal  support 
and  for  the  confidence  which  has  made  the  carrying  out  of  plans  possible.

Organization. 

There  is  a  net  increase  of  14  new  Auxiliaries  and  484  adult  members.

1,  Elizabeth  City  1,  and  Fayetteville  1.  Other  districts  lost  and  gained 
but  remained  the  same  in  number. 

Week  of  Prayer. 

Although  many  Auxiliaries  were  prevented  from  meeting  at  all  during 
the  fourth  quarter  on  account  of  sickness.  We  had  58  Auxiliaries  to  observe 
week  of  Prayer.  Durham  District  leading  with  15  Auxiliaries  contri- 
buting to  the  week  of  Prayer  fund.  Raleigh  reported  13  and  Rocking- 
ham  11. 

Harvest  Day. 

A  large  percent  of  our  Auxiliaries  observed  Harvest  Day.  We  con- 
tinue to  urge  this  to  be  held  in  the  early  part  of  December.  May  we 
be  able  to  report  an  increase  of  at  least  15%  in  members  and  offerings 
on  next  Harvest  Day. 

Scarritt  Bible  and  Training  School. 
We  did  not  do   anything  special  for   Scarritt   this  year,   but,    Oxford 
Auxiliary  and  one  other  sent  boxes  during  the  year.     Surely  we  will  be 
pleased  to  support  one  of  our  own  girls  there  during  1919-1920. 

District  Meeting. 

The  District  and  Group  Meetings  were  well  attended.  The  Secretaries 
seemed  to  put  forth  greater  efforts  to  make  the  programs  attractive  and 
there  was  greater  earnestness  of  purpose  and  spirituality  in  the  meetings 
than  ever  before.  Too  much  praise  can  not  be  given  these  worthy  laborers 
in  His  vineyard.  Truly  He  can  say  unto  them,  "Well  done  thy  good 
and  faithful  servants."

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  YOUNG  PEOPLE'S  WORK. 

(No.  3) 

In  spite  of  the  many  difficulties  that  confronted  us  during  1918  the 
young  people  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  have  gone  forward  in 
their  work  with  a  zeal  and  enthusiasm  that  knows  no  defeat  and  so  have 
made  this  the  biggest  and  best  year  of  their  history. 

And  now  in  this  great  Centenary  Movement,  shall  we  not  pray  for  a 
larger  vision  that  will  lead  us  on  to  a  still  higher  and  holier  inspiration 
for  the  wonderful  opportunities  that  await  us  in  1919.  Shall  we  not 
throw  ourselves  mightily  into  great  spiritual  warfare  and  so  give  of  our 
very  best  to  hasten  the  day  when  all  the  nations  of  the  earth  shall  "crown 
Him  Lord  of  all". 

And  will  not  you,  my  co-workers,  help  these  young  people  to  realize 
what  a  mighty  force  they  are  and  the  need  the  church  has  for  everyone 
of  them?  Will  not  some  good  woman  in  every  church,  whether  there 
be  an  Adult  Auxiliary  or  not,  volunteer  to  enlist  the  young  people  at 
least  during  this  Centenary  Movement,  impressing  upon  them  the  mag- 
nitude of  the  work  and  the  responsibility  that  rests  upon  each  one  of  them?

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  CHILDREN'S  WORK. 

(No.  4.) 

In  spite  of  war  and  pestilence,  the  Children's  Department  of  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  has  gone 
forward  during  1918,  having  again  led  the  children  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  South,  in  their  contributions  for  Missions.  We  are 
proud  of  this  record  and  of  the  fine  body  of  Second  Vice-Presidents  which 
have  made  it  possible,  and  congratulate  both  the  children  and  their 
leaders.  They  have  accomplished  great  things  for  God,  and  He  will 
give  them  their  reward.  But  we  must  do  even  better  the  present  year 
or  we  may  lose  the  place  of  leadership  which  we  have  held  for  so  many 
years.  One  of  the  Georgia  Conferences  is  close  upon  our  heels  and  will 
overtake  us  if  we  do  not  go  forward. 

Sixteen  new  bands  were  organized  during  the  year;  but  as  seventeen 
bands  died  for  lack  of  some  one  to  take  charge  of  them,  we  do  not  report 
a  gain,  but  even  a  loss  of  one.  It  is  sad  but  true  that  some  of  our  Woman's 
Societies  neglect  the  children's  work  and  the  whole  church  work  suffers. 
My  dear  women,  please  see  to  it  that  some  one  who  both  can  and  will 
attend  to  this  important  work  is  put  in  charge  of  the  children,  and  then 
give  to  these  leaders,  whom  you  have  chosen,  your  cordial  co-operation. 
If  for  any  reason  the  one  chosen  can  not  give  her  attention  to  it,  I  beg 
that  the  Auxiliary  do  not  permit  this  failure  to  lead  to  the  going  down 
of  the  band,  but  that  another  who  can  and  will  attend  to  the  work  be 
selected. 

Another  matter  in  which  the  women  can  greatly  aid  our  work.  Only 
about  five  hundred  subscribers  to  the  Young  Christian  Worker  were 
reported,  and  some  of  these  seem  to  have  expired  .during  the  year  as  the 
publishers  give  us  credit  for  less  than  five  hundred.  I  could  hardly  state 
in  too  emphatic  language  the  importance  and  worth  of  this  paper.  It 
should  be  in  every  home  where  there  are  children.  Indeed,  I  feel  sure 
that  if  it  were  more  widely  read  by  our  women  there  would  be  more  and 
deeper  interest  shown  by  them  in  the  children's  work. 

On  account  of  influenza  few  reported  having  observed  the  Week  of 
Prayer.  Also  few  report  having  study  circles.  We  expect  to  do  better 
in  these  respects  this  year. 
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Memorial  Church,  Durham,  has  won  the  banner  for  the  largest  contri- 
bution, $165.47.  Centenary,  New  Bern,  is  second  with  $144.05.  The 
following  have  raised  One  Hundred  Dollars  or  more:  Memorial,  $165.47; 
Centenary,  $144.05;  Franklinton,  $112.15;  the  two  societies  at  Dunn, 
$100.00;  Kinston,  $100.00;  and  Wilson,  $100.00.  Sanford  wins  the  banner 
for  raising  the  greatest  amount  per  member,  $4.24.  Maysville,  one  of 
our  newer  bands,  wins  the  Cuban  Banner  for  the  most  subscribers  to  the 
Young  Christian  Worker.  This  band  with  only  31  members  has  thirty- 
seven  subscribers  to  the  paper.  Somebody  did  good  work  there.  Many 
of  the  bands  did  excellent  work  and  deserve  mention  but  space  is  precious 
and  their  record  appears  in  the  Statistical  Report  which  accompanies 
this. 

The  summary  of  our  work  for  the  year  shows  forty-eight  Baby  Divi- 
sions with  six  hundred  and  thirteen  members,  and  one  hundred  and 
eighteen  Junior  Divisions  with  two  thousand  nine  hundred  and  eighty 
six  members.  Last  year  we  had  three  thousand  three  hundred  and  eighty 
members  in  the  Junior  Divisions.  Why  this  loss?  Who  is  to  blame? 
Let  each  of  us  resolve  that  the  future  shall  see  no  such  decline.  But  I 
am  glad  to  say  the  gifts  show  an  advance.  The  Baby  Divisions  raised 
in  enrollment  fees  $45.41  and  on  their  pledges,  $203.26.  The  Juniors 
in  dues  $1,070.54,  and  on  their  pledge,  $1,908.55.  The  grand  total 
being  $3,237.76. 

I  wish  to  thank  my  co-workers,  the  faithful  Auxiliary  Second  Vice- 
Presidents  for  making  this  report  possible.  And  I  confidently  call  on 
them  for  the  zealous  and  loyal  labor  which  will  give  the  children  an 
honorable  place  in  the  Centenary  work.  This  year  of  grateful  memories 
and  vast  opportunities  calls  on  every  Methodist  to  do  his  utmost.  We 
do  not  wish  our  children  to  fail  and  fall  behind.  For  this  reason  and 
because  of  the  World's  need  and  the  Master's  command,  I  entreat  both 
the  Second  Vice-Presidents  and  all  the  women  of  our  Society  to  aid  and 
encourage  the  children  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  that  they  may 
do  their  part  to  send  the  story  of  the  Christ  Child  to  the  children  of  all 
lands.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  MISSION  STUDY  AND 
PUBLICITY. 

(No.  5.) 

In  looking  over  some  of  our  Centenary  literature  the  other  day,  and 
realizing  the  great  and  wonderful  thing  that  is  before  us,  the  thought  was 
driven  home  to  me,  why  have  we  been  so  slow  in  stressing  Mission  Study? 
As  your  Superintendent  it  came  to  me  as  a,most  poigniant  question.  Have 
we  as  a  Conference  given  it  the  attention  we  should?  Do  we  realize  that 
it  is  the  key  to  the  situation? 
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The  ripened  fruit  of  Mission  Study  is  correct  knowledge  of  our  Mission 
Work.  Knowledge  leads  to  enthusiasm,  enthusiasm  to  prayer,  and  prayer 
to  larger  gifts  of  money,  time  and  self. 

It  is  as  true  today  as  when  Hosea  spoke  the  words:  "My  people  perish 
for  lack  of  knowledge."  Do  we  believe  it?  Do  we  believe  that  Christian 
Missions  is  the  only  panacea  for  a  world  sick  and  staggering  under  a  load 
of  sin,  ignorance,  vice,  superstition,  idolatry  and  atheism.  Then  it  behooves 
us  to  be  up  and  doing.  The  Macedonian  call  is  heard.  Christian  missions 
is  the  biggest  subject  in  the  universe,  and  it  looms  larger  and  larger  upon  ^ 
our  horizon.  It  challenges  the  best  that  is  in  us.  It  is  the  teachings  of 
Jesus  Christ  and  Him  only  which  must  finally  settle  all  international 
affairs.  Nothing  else  will  keep  them  settled.  Ours,  then,  is  a  mighty  task, 
but  we  are  a  mighty  people,  and  our  God  is  a  mighty  God. 

Let  us,  then,  stress  Mission  Study  this  year  as  never  before.  Its  possi- 
bilities are  limitless.  Equipment  for  best  service  lies  only  in  an  intelligent 
grasp  of  the  situation,  and  this  the  study  class  supplies. 

I  beg  you,  then,  in  this  our  great  Centenary  year  accept  the  work  of 
Superintendent  in  your  Auxiliary.  Do  not  be  afraid  to  undertake  it.  We 
learn  by  doing.  We  learn  to  speak  by  speaking,  to  write  by  writing,  and 
thought  finds  language. 

Again  be  willing  to  fail,  if  need  be,  for  Jesus  Christ's  sake.  A  feeble  effort 
will  be  followed  by  a  better  one,  and  by  study  and  prayer  this  large  oppor- 
tunity for  service  may  be  a  blessing  in  your  life  and  in  the  lives  of  the 
women  whose  vision  of  life  and  God  has  been  enlarged  by  your  service  in 
His  name. 

Again,  we  must  stress  publicity.  What  power  there  is  in  the  printed 
page.  We  knew  it  of  course  all  along,  but  it  took  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment to  send  home  the  lesson.  I  ask  you  to  look  back  on  the  publicity  work 
of  our  Uncle  Sam  in  the  Liberty  Loan  and  other  campaigns  and  apply  the 
lesson.  And  just  as  truly  as  publicity  unlocked  pocket  books  and  turned 
billions  of  dollars  into  the  nation's  treasury,  so  also  will  it  in  our  work 
create  a  new  interest,  arouse  greater  enthusiasm  and  inspire  a  deeper 
prayer  life  among  our  members  and  cause  larger  gifts  to  flow  into  our 
Lord's  treasury.  Surely  it  is  one  of  our  greatest  opportuntiies.  Let  us 
then  make  larger  use  of  the  printed  page  and  publish  through  the  columns 
of  church  and  secular  papers  what  is  being  done  through  our  organization 
for  spreading  the  gospel,  for  the  uplift  of  humanity,  publishing  the  orga- 
nized effort  of  the  women  of  our  church  to  give  education  to  women  and 
girls  and  to  make  it  possible  for  them  to  live  under  conditions  in  which 
manhood  and  womanhood  may  be  developed. 

Reporting. 

Again,  I  find  it  necessary  to  stress  the  quarterly  reports.  No  matter  how 
interesting  your  class  or  how  up-to-date  your  methods,  much  of  the  force 
of  your  study  is  lost  i"  you  fail  to  report  it  through  the  proper  channel. 
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This  has  been  and  is  still  one  of  the  weak  points  of  this  department,  espe- 
cially among  the  young  peoples'  and  children's  classes. 

Do  not  be  satisfied  with  merely  doing  the  work.  It  is  just  as  essential  to 
report  the  work  which  has  already  been  done.  Send  in  your  reports  properly 
filled  out  at  the  right  time.  I  mean  by  that,  please  state  the  District  name 
of  Auxiliary,  name  and  post  office  of  Superintendent  and  number  in  class. 
Attention  to  these  details  will  greatly  facilitate  matters. 
Some  Statistics. 

The  Bulletin  has  gone  out  monthly. 

Leaflets  on  Mission  Study  have  gone  out  twice. 

Lists  of  Mission  Study  books  have  gone  out  twice. 

Report  blanks  and  post  cards  quarterly. 

Many  personal  letters  have  been  written  stressing  the  subject. 

Many  personal  requests  for  literature  and  helps  have  been  answered. 

One  circular  letter  of  three  hundred  copies  has  been  sent  out.  , 

I  had  the  pleasure  of  presenting  Mission  Study  at  three  District  Meetings, 
New  Bern  at  Oriental,  Washington  at  Wilson  and  Fayetteville  at  Dunn.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SOCIAL  SERVICE. 

(No.  6.) 

At  the  Council  meeting  in  1918  the  Social  Service  Department  was 
placed  under  the  Educational  Department  of  the  Council,  and  Mrs.  J.  W. 
Downs  was  appointed  Superintendent,  with  headquarters  in  Nashville, 
Tenn.  In  a  recent  communication  she  writes  "Social  Service  is  the  basis 
for  the  working  program  of  the  Church.  It  must  build  for  the  future,  and 
to  do  this  it  must  build  upon  facts.  The  facts  must  be  obtained  and  accu- 
rately put  before  the  community  in  order  to  create  a  conscience  on  the 
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needs.  The  cause  must  be  removed  and  the  evils  which  have  already  sprung 
up  healed.  Co-operation  with  all  other  Social  Service  agencies  obtain  the 
best  results." 

Because  of  the  war  and  the  time  spent  by  the  woman  in  Red  Cross  and 
other  war  relief  work,  the  Social  Service  work  of  the  Missionary  Society 
was  not  stressed  heavily.  There  were  several  Auxiliaries  in  our  Conference, 
however,  which  continued  their  previous  lines  of  activity,  visiting  the  sick  j 
and  strangers  and  giving  aid  in  hospitals,  county  homes  and  jails.  One 
Auxiliary  reported  a  Sunday  School  for  the  negro  children  on  one  lady's 
place,  and  three  societies  reported  work  in  the  camps  located  near  their 
cities. 

The  same  question  as  to  how  to  get  reports  returned  to  the  Superinten- 
dent of  Social  Service  comes  up  again  this  year.  I  have  to  confess  that  I 
have  not  received  any  more  than  I  did  last  year,  although  I  tried  to  send 
the  blanks  to  the  President  when  known,  unless  the  Superintendent  of 
Social  Service  had  been  returning  the  reports  regularly,  in  which  case  I 
sent  the  blanks  to  her.  In  number  of  reports  sent  to  me  for  the  whole 
year,  Washington  District  leads,  with  15;  Durham  is  second,  with  13; 
Raleigh,  third,  with  12.  Then  comes  Fayetteville,  11;  Warrenton,  9; 
Elizabeth  City,  5;  New  Bern,  4;  Wilmington,  3;  and  Rockingham.  2. 
Durham  and  Fayetteville  have  the  distinction  of  having  more  than  one 
Auxiliary  which  sent  in  reports  for  all  four  quarters,  for  they  each  have 
two.  In  all  there  were  eight  faithful  Auxiliary  Superintendents  who  sent 
in  a  report  for  every  quarter. 

This  first  quarter  of  1919  shows  that  several  Auxiliaries  are  using  the 
new  report  books  for  the  Corresponding  Secretary.  While  this  does  not 
give  quite  such  a  full  report  as  does  the  regular  blank,  it  answers  the  pur- 
pose and  is  much  better  than  no  report,  especially  for  small  town  or  coun- 
try communities  where  there  is  not  so  much  Social  Service  work  as  there  v 
are  in  the  cities. 

For  the  Society  my  best  wish  is  that  it  may  have  as  my  successor  a 
woman  who  has  time  and  consecration  to  devote  to  traveling  and  corre- 
spondence; and  for  that  new  Superintendent,  my  hope  is  the  zealous  co- 
operation of  many  more  Auxiliaries.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  EXTENSION  OF  WORK. 

(No.   1.) 

Whereas,  a  report  must  be  made  on  this  most  important  subject,  and 
believing  that  the  recommendations-  of  Council  should  be  brought  defin- 
itely to  the  attention  of  our  women,  your  committee  recommends  that 
a  part  of  their  report  be  incorporated  in  ours. 

1.  That  each  Society  shall  endavor  to  qualify  100%  on  the  following 
points:  Organization  and  Membership;  Intelligence  regarding  the  work; 
Spiritual  Life;  and  Finances. 

2.  That  each  Auxiliary  President  provide  a  program  based  on  The 
Council  report  as  soon  as  practical  after  the  report  is  published. 

3.  That  the  attention  of  the  Auxiliaries  be  directed  to  the  proceedings 
of  this  Conference  as  found  in  the  Annual  Report. 

4.  That  the  Standard  of  Excellence  be  kept  before  the  Auxiliaries. 

5.  That  the  Auxiliaries  acquaint  our  Methodist  people  with  the 
advantages  offered  by  Scarritt  Bible  and  Training  School  with  a  view 
to  securing  trained  leaders. 

6.  That  the  Conference  Corresponding  Secretary  with  the  aid  of 
the  District  Secretaries  shall  secure  lists  of  women  from  unorganized 
churches  and  cultivate  these  women  by  all  possible  means  in  the  interests 
of  the  Centenary  Movement,  and  with  a  view  to  future  organization. 

7.  That  a  Service  Flag  on  which  shall  be  represented  our  Deaconesses 
and  Missionaries,  at  home  and  abroad,  shall  be  used  in  the  churches, 
and  prayer  shall  be  daily  offered  for  the  volunteers  for  whom  the  Cen- 
tenary is  loudly  calling.  The  design  recommended  by  this  committee 
is  a  Christian  Flag  having  a  white  cross  on  a  blue  field,  small  red  and 
blue  stars  on  same  representing  the  two  classes  or  workers  respectively.

1.  That  the  Conference  Expense  Fund  of  20  cents  per  member  for 
Adults,  25  cents  per  member  for  Young  People  and  10  cents  per  member 
for  Relief  and  Retirement  Fund  be  collected  the  first  evening. 

2.  That  the  Auxiliary  President  urge  the  quarterly  payment  of  all 
dues  and  funds.  Failure  to  do  this,  forces  the  Council  to  borrow  money, 
on  which  interest  must  be  paid. 

3.  That  December  1st,  or  as  near  as  practicable,  be  observed  as  Harvest

•i.  That  the  Treasurers  of  each  Auxiliary  shall  send  all  money  and 
reports  to  District  Secretary  of  her  District,  and  the  money  and  reports 
of  Young  People  be  sent  to  Superintendent  of  Young  People  and  money 
and  reports  of  Junior  and  Baby  Divisions  be  sent  to  Superintendent  of 
Children's  Work  the  first  day  of  the  month,  each  quarter. 

5.  That  each  District  Secretary,  Superintendent  of  Young  People  and 
Superintendent  of  Children's  Work  shall  send  all  money  and  reports  to 
Conference  Treasurer  by  the  10th  of  the  month  each  quarter. 

6.  That  we  pay  a  pledge  of  $20,000.00  above  our  dues  and  endeavor 
to  reach  the  15%  increase  recommended  by  Council. 

7.  That  each  Auxiliary  pay  a  minimum  of  $4.00  annually  for  support 
of  our  Scarritt  Bible  and  Training  School. 

7.  That  a  scholarship  -of  $300.00  be  established  at  Scarrett  Bible 
and  Training  School.

3.  That  the  young  people  study  the  Year  Book  programs  and  assume 
the  responsibility  of  raising  as  their  share  of  the  Council  Work  for  1920 
the  sum  of  $1,000.  This  fund  to  be  used  for  the  work  in  Brazil  and  the 
Mexican  work  in  the  home  land. 
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4.  That  each  Auxiliary  make  an  earnest  effort  to  reach  the  "Standard 
of  Excellence"  for  1919. 

5.  That  special  effort  be  made  during  1919  by  Adult.  First  Vice- 
President  to  get  young  people  interested  in  Bible  Study  and  Missionary 
Study,  and  tactfully  to  work  and  pray  for  volunteers. 

6.  That  one  afternoon  during  the  Week  of  Prayer  be  observed  by 
the  young  people  in  co-operation  with  the  Adult  Auxiliary  offering  to 
go  for  Young  People's  work. 

7.  Every  Conference  shall  be  asked  to  make  a  place  on  its  annual 
program  for  an  inspirational  presentation  of  Young  People's  Missionary 
Work. 

8.  That  a  Young  People's  hour  with  the  Conference  First  Vice- 
President  be  allowed  after  the  first  day  ath  the  Annual  Meeting  in  a 
separate  room,  for  instruction,  information,  questions,  answers,  etc. 

9.  That  the  objectives  in  the  Centenary  for  the  Young  People's 
Missionary  Society  be 

(a)  Each  Auxiliary  100%  in  intercession  and  tithing. 

(b)  Each  member  contributing  to  the  Centenary  fund. 

(c)  The  Young  People's  Missionary  Society  furnishing  its  full  quota 
of  workers. 

10.  That  the  Young  People's  Watchword,  "Each  one  win  one,"  be 
made  the  slogan  for  the  year.

Whereas,  we  realize,  as  never  before,  that  organized  women  workers, 
./    are  earnestly  demanding   a   minimum   wage,   an  eight   hour   day,   equal 
ay  for  equal  work,  and  healthful  working  conditions. 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved: 

1st.  That  we  continue  to  inform  ourselves  on  labor  conditions,  and 
support  in  every  way  possible  by  Legislation  and  otherwise,  all  efforts 
to  secure  the  economic  condition  necessary  to  the  realization  of  the 
fullest  physical,  mental  and  spiritual  life. 

2nd.  We  recommend  that  at  the  earliest  possible  time  a  woman  be 
appointed  to  visit  communities  in  the  interest  of  racial  co-operation 
and  adjustment. 

3rd.  That  each  Auxiliary  co-operate  with  other  local  organizations, 
for  the  public  welfare,  to  secure  play  grounds,  libraries,  Travelers  Aids, 
Police  Matrons,  and  to  raise  the  standard  of  morality  in  each  community. 

Whereas,  the  present  year  marks,  the  successful  culmination  of  long 
and  earnest  effort  to  secure  by  legislation  the  prohibition  of  the  manu- 
facture and  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,  in  the  United  States  and, 

Whereas,  the  battle  will  not  be  won  until  these  laws  are  adequately 
enforced,  and 

Whereas,  the  manufacturers  have  expressed  their  intention  of  trans- 
ferring their  operations  to  foreign  lands,  where  we  are  engaged  in  Mis 
sionary  operations. 
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Therefore  be  it  resolved: 

1st.  That  we  co-operate  to  the  utmost  in  securing  the  enforecment 
of  our  National  Prohibition  Laws. 

2nd.  That  we  hereby  protest  against  the  transferance  of  their  death- 
dealing  operations  to  our  Mission  fields,  and  pledge  ourselves  to  co- 
operate with  our  Missionary  Societies  and  other  Agencies  in  bringing 
about  final  World  Prohibition.

CONSTITUTION  OF  CONFERENCE  SOCIETIES 


1.  In  each  Annual  Conference  there  shall  be  organized  a  Confer- 
ence Auxiliary  Society  to  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

2.  The  object  of  this  society  is  to  plan  and  direct  the  woman's  mis- 
sionary work  of  the  Conference. 

3.  The  Conference  Society  shall  consist  of:  Auxiliary  delegates 
representing  one  or  more  societies,  the  number  to  be  determined  by 
each  Conference,  according  to  it's  requirements. 

A  District  Secretary  from  each  District. 

Any  officer  or  manager  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  residing 
within  the  bounds  of  the  Conference. 

Any  editor  of  the  Woman's  Department  of  the  Church  paper  residing 
within  the  bounds  of  the  Conference. 

Any  president  of  a  City  Mission  Board  located  within  the  Conference, 
and  the  following  officers:  A  President,  a  Vice-President,  a  Correspond- 
ing Secretary,  a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Treasurer  and  Superintendents 
of  Young  People's  Work,  of  Children's  Work,  of  Study  and  Publicity, 
of  Social  Service  and  of  Supplies. 

BY-LAWS  FOR  CONFERENCE  SOCIETIES. 

1.  The  executive  committee  shall  transact  business  in  the  interim 
of  the  annual  sessions.     Five  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

2.  Conference  officers  shall  be  nominated  and  elected  by  ballot  at 
the  annual  meeting.  The  officers  shall  constitute  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee. The  President  and  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  be  members  of 
the  Woman's  Missionary  Council.  Only  women  residing  within  the 
bounds  of  the  Conference  shall  be  elected  to  Conference  offices.  If  after 
election  an  officer  moves  outside  the  Conference  bounds  such  removal 
shall  be  considered  her  resignation  from  her  Conference  office. 

3.  The  District  Secretaries  shall  be  nominated  by  a  committee  com- 
posed of  the  President,  the  Vice-President,  the  Corresponding  Secretary, 
Superintendents  of  Young  People's  Work  and  Children's  Work  and  the 
Treasurer,  and  shall  be  elected  by  acclamation. 

4.  Two  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Conference 
shall  be  elected  at  each  annual  session  as  alternates  to  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Council. 

5.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Conference 
Society  and  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  shall  actively  advance 
the  interests  of  the  work.     She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  Treasury. 

6.  The  Vice-President  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  President  in 
her  absence,  and  shall  assist  in  actively  promoting  the  interests  of  the 
Conference. 

7.  The  Superintendent  of  Young  People's  Work  shall  have  charge 
of  the  Young  People's  Work  and  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Council 
Superintendent  of  Young  People's  Work  and  to  the  Corresponding  Sec- 
retary of  the  Conference.  The  Superintendent  of  Children's  Work  shall 
have  charge  of  the  Children's  Work  and  shall  report  quarterly  to  the 
Council  Superintendent  of  Children's  Work  and  to  the  Corresponding 
Secretary  of  the  Conference  Society. 

8.  The  corresponding  secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence 
of  the  society  and  supply  the  auxiliaries  with  information  and  with 
literature  if  so  ordered  by  the  Conference.  She  shall  promote  Chris- 
tian stewardship  and  shall  use  all  possible  means  for  the  organization 
of  adult,  young  people's,  and  children's  auxiliaries  in  every  charge  of 
the  Conference,  and  shall  report  each  new  organization  to  the  secretary 
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of  the  Home  Base,  to  whom  she  shall  also  make  quarterly  reports  of 
the  work  of  the  Conference  by  the  15th  day  of  April,  July,  October  and 
January.  She  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Conference  Society 
and  report  the  preceding  session  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 
She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury. 

9.  The  recording  secretary  shall  give  notice  of  all  meetings  of  the 
Conference  Society  and  of  the  executive  committee  and  keep  the  minutes 
of  the  same  on  record. 

10.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  all  funds  of  the  society,  keeping  an 
account  with  each  auxiliary  and  submitting  the  same  annually  to  an 
auditor.  She  shall  disburse  the  Conference  expense  funds  on  the  written 
order  of  the  president  and  the  corresponding  secretary.  She  shall  make 
an  annual  report  to  the  Conference  Society  and  shall  send  itemized  re- 
ports promptly  on  the  15th  day  of  April,  July,  October  and  January 
to  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  therewith  trans- 
mitting such  funds  as  are  collected  for  the  general  treasury.  She  shall 
also  send  an  itemized  statement  to  the  Conference  corresponding  sec- 
retary and  to  the  president. 

11.  The  district  secretaries  shall  organize  adult,  young  people's  and 
children's  auxiliaries  and  use  every  available  means  to  promote  the  work 
of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  in  their  districts.  They  shall  present 
a  report  of  their  work  at  the  District  Conference  and  shall  hold  annual 
meetings  in  the  district,  and  all-day  meetings  whenever  practicable. 
They  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  with  auxiliaries  and  send  a  quar- 
terly report  to  the  Conference  corresponding  secretary  and  a  copy  of 
the  same  to  the  president  of  the  Conference  Society. 

12.  The  superintendent  of  study  and  publicity  shall  promote  mis- 
sion study  and  Bible  study  and  shall  disseminate  missionary  information 
through  the  Church  and  secular  press.  She  shall  report  quarterly  to 
the  educational  secretary. 

13.  The  superintendent  of  social  service  shall  stimulate  and  direct 
the  study  and  investigation  of  social  questions.  She  shall  report  quar- 
terly to  the  Administrative  Secretary  of  Educational  Institutions  and 
Social  Service. 

14.  The  superintendent  of  supplies  shall  superintend  the  sending 
of  boxes  and  needed  supplies  to  ministers  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,  and  to  institutions  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields  under 
the  direction  of  the  Council.  She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Council 
superintendent  of  supplies. 

15.  Conference  societies  shall  not  project  new  work  nor  respond  to 
special  calls  for  aid  unless  authorized  by  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Council. 

16.  The  membership  funds  of  all  auxiliary  societies — adult,  young 
people's  and  children's — also  funds  contributed  to  make  life  members, 
honorary  life  members,  and  honorary  life  patrons,  are  a  part  of  the 
general  fund  which  cannot  be  diverted  by  the  Conference. 

17.  A  Conference  expense  fund  shall  be  provided  by  Conference 
assessment,  the  basis  to  be  determined  by  each  Conference  according 
to  the  requirements.  In  no  case  shall  membership  dues  or  pledge 
funds  be  used  for  Conference  expenses. 

18.  The  thank  offering  during  the  week  of  prayer  shall  be  applied 
to  some  specific  object,  to  be  determined  each  year  by  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Council  in  annual  session. 

19.  The  Conference  Society  may  make  such  by-laws  as  the  work 
demands,  provided  they  do  not  conflict  with  those  made  by  the  Council. 

20.  The  last  half  hour  of  each  forenoon  during  the  annual  session 
of  the  Conference  shall  be  devoted  to  Bible  study. 
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CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS  OF  ADULT 
AUXILIARIES 


CONSTITUTION. 

Any  number  of  women  may  form  an  Adult  Society  auxiliary  to  the 
Conference  Woman's  Missionary  Society  by  adopting  the  following 
constitution  and  by-laws  and  electing  the  officers  herein  provided: 

1.  This  society  shall  be  called  the  Woman's   Missionary  Society  of 

the Church,   auxiliary   to Conference   Society 

of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
South. 

2.  The  object  of  this  auxiliary  shall  be  to  hasten  the  coming  of  the 
kingdom  of  God  throughout  the  world  by  enlisting  the  women,  young 
people,  and  children  in  a  study  of  the  needs  of  the  world  and  in  active 
missionary  service;  by  raising  funds  for  the  evangelization  of  mission 
fields  at  home  and  abroad,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  institutions  under 
the  care  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  and  for  the  betterment 
of  civic  and  social  conditions. 

3.  Any  one  may  become  a  member  of  this  auxiliary  by  giving  prayer 
and  service  and  by  paying  twenty  cents  per  month. 

Each  member  shall  be  asked  to  make  a  voluntary  offering  for  the 
maintenance  and  extension  of  the  general  work.  Such  funds  shall 
constitute  the  pledge  of  the  auxiliary.  The  dues,  pledge,  and  any  other 
undirected  funds  shall  be  prorated  by  the  Council — 40  per  cent  for  the 
home  and  60  per  cent  for  the  foreign  work.  Opportunities  shall  be  given 
for  offerings  to  be  directed  by  individual  donors  for  the  support  of  special 
work.     These  special  offerings  by  individuals  shall  not  be  prorated. 

4.  Any  one  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  auxiliary  by  the  pay- 
ment of  $25,  an  honorary  life  member  by  the  payment  of  $100,  and 
an  honorary  life  patron  by  the  payment  of  $300,  provided  the  money 
be  paid  for  that  special  purpose.  It  shall  not  be  included  in  the  pledge 
nor  in  any  special  assumed  by  individuals  or  that  has  been  assigned 
to  the  auxiliary.  Such  membership  should  be  considered  as  an  honor, 
and  should  not  release  the  holders  from  the  obligations  of  active  mem- 
bership. 

5.  A  name  may  be  placed  on  the  memorial  roll  by  the  gift  of  twenty- 
five  dollars  for  this  special  purpose. 

6.  Every  auxiliary  member  shall  pay  toward  the  relief  and  retire- 
ment fund  and  the  Conference  expense  fund. 

7.  The  auxiliary  shall  carry  on  local  work,  which  shall  consist  of 
the  care  of  the  parsonage  and  the  charity  work  of  the  church.  This 
work  may  be  done  through  a  committee,  the  funds  to  be  raised  as  the 
auxiliary  directs. 

8.  The  officers  of  the  auxiliary  shall  be  a  president,  two  vice-presi- 
dents, a  corresponding  secretary,  a  recording  secretary,  a  treasurer, 
an  assistant  treasurer,  and  superintendents  of  study  and  publicity,  of 
social  service,  and  of  supplies.  These  officers  shall  constitute  the  execu- 
tive committee  of  the  auxiliary. 

9.  The  auxiliary  shall  hold  one  or  more  meetings  during  the  month 
for  the  transaction  of  business  and  for  the  study  of  the  work.  The 
first  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  year  shall  be  devoted  to  the  con- 
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sideration  of  plans  and  financial  pledges  for  the  new  year  and  to  the 
installation  of  officers.  At  last  business  meeting  of  the  fiscal  year  the 
annual  election  of  officers  shall  be  held. 

BY-LAWS. 

1.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  auxiliary  and 
shall  actively  advance  its  interests.  In  her  absence  the  vice- 
presidents  shall  assume  her  duties. 

2.  The  superintendent  of  Young  People's  Work  shall  be  responsible 
for  the  organization  of  the  Young  People's  Auxiliary  and  shall  develop 
and  direct  its  work.  She  shall  send  reports  when  required  by  the  Super- 
intendent of  Young  People's  Work. 

The  Superintendent  of  Children's  Work  shall  develop  and  direct 
the  work  of  the  Children's  Auxiliary.  She  shall  send  a  quarterly  report 
to  the  Superintendent  of  Children's  Work  of  the  Conference. 

3.  The  corresponding  secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence 
of  the  auxiliary  and  shall  promote  Christian  stewardship.  She  shall 
send  to  the  district  secretary,  full  reports  by  the  first  of  January,  April, 
July  and  October.  She  shall  also  send  to  the  district  secretary  and  Con- 
ference corresponding  secretary  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  newly 
elected  officers  of  the  auxiliary.  She  shall  send  her  books  to  the  district 
meetings  for  examination. 

4.  The  recording  secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  regular  and 
called  meetings  and  see  that  each  meeting  is  properly  announced. 

5.  The  treasurer  shall  collect  all  moneys  of  the  auxiliary,  keep  an 
account  of  the  same,  and  make  an  itemized  report  monthly  to  the 
auxiliary.  She  shall  remit  to  the  Conference  treasurer  on  the  first  of 
January,  April,  July  and  October,  giving  an  itemized  statement  of  the 
amount,  a  duplicate  of  the  same  to  be  furnished  the  auxiliary  corres- 
ponding secretary.    The  books  of  the  treasurer  shall  be  audited  annually. 

6.  The  assistant  treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  local  funds.  She 
shall  make  a  monthly  report  to  the  auxiliary,  and  she  shall  furnish  the 
treasurer  a  quarterly  statement  to  be  included  in  her  report.  She  shall 
pay  out  money  from  the  local  treasury  only  upon  an  order  signed  by  both 
the  president  of  the  auxiliary  and  the  chairman  of  the  local  committee. 

The  auxiliary  as  a  society  shall  not  assume  obligations  for  the  as- 
sistance or  support  of,  outside  organizations,  such  as  orphanages,  hospi- 
tals, travelers'  aids,  Y.  W.  C.  A.,  etc. 

7.  The  superintendent  of  study  and  publicity  shall  be  responsible 
for  the  organization  of  mission  study  and  Bible  study  classes  and  prayer 
circles  and  for  the  dissemination  of  missionary  information  through  the 
church  and  secular  press.  She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Conference 
superintendent  of  study  and  publicity. 

8.  The  superintendent  of  social  service  shall  stimulate  and  direct 
the  study  and  investigation  of  social  questions  and  shall  seek  to  bring 
about  social  reforms.  She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Conference  sup- 
erintendent of  social  service. 

9.  The  superintendent  of  supplies  shall  superintend  the  sending 
of  boxes  and  necessary  supplies  to  ministers  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,  and  to  institutions  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields  under 
the  direction  of  the  Council.  She  shall  report  each  box  sent  and  its  value 
to  the  Conference  superintendent  of  supplies. 

10.  The  secretary,  treasurer,  and  superintendents,  shall  make  written 
reports  at  the  regular  meetings. 
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CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS  FOR  YOUNG 
PEOPLE'S  AUXILIARIES 


CONSTITUTION. 


1.  This    auxiliary    shall    be    called    the    Young    People's    Society   of 

— Church,  auxiliary  to  Conference  Society  of  the 

Woman's  Missionary  Council,  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South. 

2.  The  object  of  this  auxiliary  shall  be  to  hasten  the  coming  of  the 
kingdom  of  God  throughout  the  world  by  enlisting  the  young  people 
in  active  missionary  service,  by  raising  funds  for  the  evangelization 
of  Mission  fields  at  home  and  abroad,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  insti- 
tutions under  the  care  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  and  for  the 
betterment  of  civic  and  social  conditions. 

3.  Any  young  person  fourteen  years  old  and  over  may  become  a 
member  of  the  Auxiliary,  by  giving  regularly  prayer,  service  and  a  stated 
offering  monthly  or  quarterly.  At  approximately  the  age  of  twenty- 
five,  members  shall  transfer  to  the  Adult  Auxiliary.  Each  member 
shall  be  asked  to  make  an  offering  for  the  maintenance  or  extension  of 
such  objects  of  the  work  in  the  Home  and  Foreign  fields  as  are  assigned 
to  the  Young  People  by  the  Council.  Such  funds  shall  constitute  the 
pledge  of  the  Auxiliary. 

4.  Any  one  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  auxiliary  by  the  pay- 
ment of  $15,  provided  the  money  be  paid  for  that  special  purpose.  It 
shall  not  be  included  in  the  pledge  nor  in  any  special  assumed  by  indivi- 
duals or  that  has  been  assigned  to  the  auxiliary. 

5.  A  name  may  be  placed  on  the  memorial  fund  by  the  gift  of  fifteen 
dollars  for  this  specific  purpose. 

6.  The  officers  of  the  auxiliary,  shall  be  a  president,  two  vice-presi- 
dents, a  corresponding  secretary,  a  recording  secretary,  a  treasurer, 
and  the  superintendents  of  study  and  publicity,  of  social  service,  and 
of  supplies. 

7.  The  auxiliary  shall  hold  one  or  more  meetings  during  the  month 
for  the  transaction  of  business  and  for  the  study  of  the  work.  At  the 
last  meeting  of  the  fiscal  year  there  shall  be  the  annual  election  of  officers. 
At  the  following  meeting  there  shall  be  a  full  report  of  the  year's  work, 
installation  of  officers,  and  consideration  of  plans  for  work  and  financial 
pledges  for  the  new  year. 

W.  M.  S—  5. 

BY-LAWS. 

1.  The  president  shall  preside  at  the  meeting  of  the  auxiliary  and 
shall  in  every  way  advance  its  interests.  In  the  absence  of  the  president, 
the  vice-president  shall  preside. 

2.  The  Superintendent  of  Young  People's  Work  shall  keep  in  touch 
with  the  Superintendent  of  Young  People's  Work  of  the  Conference 
and  shall  report  to  her  quarterly  the  full  scope  of  the  work. 

The  Superintendent  of  Children's  Work  shall  assist  the  Superintendent 
of  Children's  Work  of  the  Adult  Auxiliary  in  superintending  the  Chil- 
dren's Auxiliary. 

3.  The  corresponding  secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence 
of  the  auxiliary  and  shall  promote  Christian  stewardship.  She  shall 
report  the  full  scope  of  the  work  quarterly  to  the  district  secretary,  to 
whom  she  shall  send  the  names  and  addressees  of  the  neswly  elected  officers. 

4.  The  recording  secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  regular  and 
called  meetings  and  shall  see  that  each  meeting  is  properly  announced. 
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5.  The  treasurer  shall  collect  all  funds  of  the  auxiliary,  keeping  a 
ledger  account  of  the  same,  and  remit  to  the  Conference  treasurer  on 
the  first  days  of  January,  April,  July  and  October. 

6.  The  superintendent  of  study  and  publicity  shall  be  responsible 
for  the  organization  of  mission  study  and  Bible  study  classes,  for  prayer 
circles,  and  for  the  dissemination  of  missionary  information  through 
the  church  and  secular  press.  She  shall  have  charge  of  subscriptions 
to  the  Missionary  Voice  and  the  Young  Christian  Worker.  She  shall 
report  quarterly  on  the  first  day  of  January,  April,  July  and  October 
to  the  Conference  superintendent  of  study  and  publicity. 

7.  The  superintendent  of  social  service  shall  have  charge  of  social 
service  studies  issued  by  the  Council.  She  shall  co-operate  wherever 
possible  in  the  social  service  movements  of  her  church  and  commun- 
ity. She  shall  report  quarterly  on  the  first  day  of  January,  April,  July 
and  October  to  the  Conference  superintendent  of  social  service. 

8.  The  superintendent  of  supplies  shall  superintend  the  packing 
and  sending  of  boxes  of  supplies  to  institutions  in  the  home  and  for- 
eign fields  under  the  direction  of  the  Council.  She  shall  report  each  box 
sent  and  its  value  to  the  Conference  superintendent  of  supplies. 

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS  FOR  YOUNG 
CHILDREN'S  AUXILIARIES 

CONSTITUTION. 

1.  This  auxiliary  shall  be  called  the  Children's  Society  of 

Church,    auxiliary   to Conference    Society   of   the    Woman's 

Missionary  Council  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South. 

2.  The  object  of  the  auxiliary  shall  be  to  hasten  the  coming  of  the 
kingdom  of  God  throughout  the  world  by  giving  the  children  of  the 
Church  missionary  education,  training  them  for  Christian  service,  and 
by  cultivating  in  them  habits  of  liberal  and  systematic  giving  and  of 
daily  Bible  study  and  prayer. 

3.  The  Children's  Auxiliary  shall  consist  of  Baby  and  Junior  Divis- 
ions, under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent  of  Children's  Work  of 
the  Woman's  Missionary  Auxiliary,  whose  work  shall  be  correlated  with 
that  of  the  Conference  Superintendent  of  Children's  Work.  All  mem- 
bership, mite  box,  and  other  undirected  funds  shall  be  sent  through  the 
Conference  treasurer,  to  be  prorated  by  the  Council  .on  the  basis  of  40 
per  cent,  to  Home  and  60  per  cent,  to  Foreign  work. 

BABY  DIVISION. 

1.  Any  child  six  years  of  age  or  under  may  become  a  member  of  the 
Baby  Division  upon  the  payment  of  an  enrollment  fee  of  25  cents.  Each 
member  of  the  Baby  Division  shall  be  given  a  certificate  of  member- 
ship and  shall  be  furnished  with  a  mite  box  for  voluntary  offerings.  The 
mite  boxes  shall  be  opened  and  their  contents  sent  quarterly  by  the 
treasurer  of  the  Junior  Division  to  the  Conference  treasurer.  Where 
there  is  no  Junior  Division  through  which  to  report,  the  Superintendent  of 
Children's  Work  of  the  Adult  Auxiliary  shall  send  the  money  of  the  Baby 
Division  to  the  Conference  treasurer. 

2.  Any  one  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  Baby  Division  of  the 
Children's  Auxiliary  by  the  payment  of  $5,  provided  the  money  be  paid 
for  that  specific  purpose.  It  shall  not  be  included  in  the  pledge  nor  in 
any  special  assumed  by  individuals  or  that  has  been  assigned  to  the 
Baby  Division  of  the  Children's  Auxiliary. 

3.  Names  of  children  may  be  placed  on  the  Memorial  Roll  by  the 
gift  of  $10. 
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4.  Special  meetings  for  the  members  of  the  Baby  Division  shall  be 
arranged  by  the  Superintendent  of  Children's  Work  of  the  Adult  Auxil- 
iary, at  which  time  inspirational  programs  shall  be  presented. 

5.  Members  of  the  Baby  Division,  at  the  age  of  six  years,  shall  be 
promoted  to  the  Junior  Division  and  shall  be  given  certificates  of  pro- 
motion. 

6.  The  Superintendent  of  Children's  Work  of  the  Adult  Auxiliary 
shall  have  charge  of  the  Baby  Division. 

JUNIOR  DIVISION. 

1.  Any  child  between  the  ages  of  six  and  fourteen  may  become  a 
member  of  the  Junior  Division  of  the  Children's  Auxiliary  by  giving 
regular  prayer,  service,  and  a  stated  monthly  offering  to  missions.  Each 
member  of  the  Junior  Division  shall  be  furnished  with  a  mite  box  for 
voluntary  offerings.  Mite  boxes  shall  be  opened  quarterly,  and  the 
contents,  with  all  other  offerings,  shall  be  sent  to  the  Conference  treasurer. 

2.  Any  one  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  Junior  Division  of 
the  Children's  Auxiliary  by  the  payment  of  $10,  provided  the  money 
be  paid  for  that  special  purpose.  It  shall  not  be  included  in  the  pledge 
nor  in  any  special  assumed  by  individuals  or  that  has  been  assigned 
to  the  Junior  Division  of  the  Children's  Auxiliary. 

3.  Names  of  children  may  be  placed  on  the  Memorial  Roll  by  the  gift 
of  $10. 

4.  The  officers  of  the  Junior  Division  shall  be  a  president,  vice-presi- 
dent, a  corresponding  secretary,  a  recording  secretary,  a  treasurer,  and 
superintendents  of  study  and  publicity  and  of  social  service. 
Officers  with  the  Superintendent  of  Children's  Work  of  the  Adult  Auxil- 
iary, shall  hold  a  meeting  of  the  committee  of  the  Children's  Auxiliary. 

5.  The  Junior  Division  shall  meet  at  least  twice  a  month  to  trans- 
act necessary  business  and  to  follow  the  lines  of  study  arranged  by  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Council,  for  wnich  programs  shall  be  furnished. 
At  the  close  of  each  quarter  the  Superintendent  of  Children's  Work  of 
the  Adult  Auxiliary  shall  hold  a  meeting  of  the  executive  committee 
of  the  Junior  Division  to  see  that  the  work  of  the  quarter  is  correctly 
and  promptly  reported  to  the  proper  officers.  At  the  last  meeting  of 
the  fiscal  year  there  shall  be  the  election  of  officers.  The  first  regular 
monthly  meeting  of  the  year  shall  be  devoted  to  making  plans  and  finan- 
cial pledges  for  the  new  year's  work. 

BY-LAWS. 

1.  The  president  shall  preside  at  the  meeting  of  the  auxiliary  and 
in  every  way  advance  its  interests.  In  the  absence  of  the  president, 
the  vice-president  shall  preside. 

2.  The  vice-president  shall  assist  in  the  work  of  the  Baby  Division 
and  shall  be  agent  for  the  Young  Christian  Worker. 

3.  The  corresponding  secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence 
of  the  auxiliary  and  promote  Christian,  stewardship  and  shall  report 
quarterly  to  the  district  secretary.  The  corresponding  secretary  shall 
send  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  newly  elected  officers  to  the  district 
secretary. 

4.  The  recording  secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  regular  and 
called  meetings  of  the  auxiliary  and  shall  see  that  each  meeting  is  properly 
announced. 

5.  The  treasurer  shall  collect  all  funds  of  the  auxiliary,  keeping  a 
ledger  account  of  the  same,  and  shall  remit  to  the  Conference  treasurer 
quarterly.     The  treasurer's  books  shall  be  audited  annually. 

6.  The  superintendent  of  study  and  publicity  shall  assist  in  organ- 
izing and  developing   mission  study  and  Bible  study  classes  and  shall 
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send   items   of   missionary   news   to   the   Young   Christian   Worker   and 
local  papers. 

7.  The  superintendent  of  social  service  shall  assist  in  directing  the 
children  in  carrying  out  such  lines  of  social  service  study  and  activity 
as  are  sent  out  by  the  Council. 


STANDING  RULES. 


1.  That  the  Treasurers  of  each  Auxiliary  shall  send  all  money  and 
reports  to  District  Secretary  of  her  District  and  the  money  and  reports 
of  Young  People's  Work  be  sent  to  the  Superintendent  of  Young  People'e 
Work  of  the  Conference  and  reports  of  the  Junior  Division  be  sent  to  the 
Superintendent  of  Children's  Work  of  the  Conference,  on  the  first  day 
of  each  month  of  each  quarter. 

2.  That  for  the  purpose  of  securing  accuracy,  the  Executive  of  each 
Auxiliary  shall  hold  a  meeting  immediately  before  sending  the  quar- 
terly reports. 

3.  That  each  District  Secretary  shall  pledge  an  earnest  effort  to 
hold  an  annual  meeting  in  her  District  at  which  time  she  shall  urge  the 
great  importance  of  organizing  new  auxiliaries,  doing  all  in  her  power 
to  develop  the  District. 

4.  That  the  Conference  officers  and  each  Auxiliary  President  make 
every  effort  to  have  the  Week  of  Prayer  observed. 

RULES  OF  ORDER. 

1.  Each  meeting  shall  open  and  close  with  devotional  exercises. 

2.  A  motion  to  reconsider  may  be  made  only  during  the  meeting  in 
which  the  vote  is  taken  or  immediately  following  the  reading  of  the  min- 
utes in  the  next  meeting. 

3.  The  majority  vote  shall  rule  except  in  cases  where  the  law  re- 
quires otherwise. 

4.  Resolutions  shall  be  in  writing  and  signed  by  at  least  two  members.

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PRESIDENT'S  MESSAGE 
(No.  1.) 

As  women  of  America  and  members  of  the  North  Carolina  Missionary- 
Society,  we  sit  together  in  this  Annual  Session,  looking  back  over  the  year  of 
Missionary  seed  sowing  and  forward  in  the  new  year  of  opportunity. 

We  review  with  great  gratitude  the  work  of  the  society  for  the  year  1919. 
For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Council  the  number  of  adult  organiza- 
tions has  gone  beyond  5,000.  The  returns  of  the  collections  show  that  the  Con- 
ferences far  exceeded  the  greatest  expectations  of  our  leaders.  Our  own  Confer- 
ence made  a  splendid  record  in  number  of  organizations,  in  membership  and  in 
finances.  Our  children  contributed  more  money  than  ever  before,  and  our 
young  people  made  a  wonderful  increase. 

As  I  look  forward  into  the  new  year  I  seem  to  hear  a  voice  say  to  the  woman- 
hood of  America :  "Behold  I  have  set  before  thee  an  open  door,  and  no  man  can  \/ 
shut  it."  Rev.  3-6.  Surely,  we  face  a  new  era.  The  rapid  approach  of  national 
suffrage  and  the  possession  of  laity  rights  in  the  Church  compel  us  to  face  today 
opportunities  and  responsibilities  which  are  almost  appalling.  Never  in  the 
history  of  the  world  have  there  been  so  great  demands  upon  our  time,  strength 
and  faith.  Among  the  many  calls  we  must  choose  where  we  can  best  invest  our 
strength. 

The  great  international  war  left  us  with  all  the  world  akin  and  gave  us  a 
keen  sense  of  our  responsibility  as  a  Cliirrch  to  all  non-Christian  nations.    It  ]/ 
inspired  us  to  contribute  of  our  means  to  the  great  Centenary  movement,  that 
we  might  gird  ourselves  for  the  carrying  on  of  a  great  world  war  against  sin  and 
ignorance  and  vice.    This  is  an  "open  door  and  no  man  can  shut  it." 

There  were  kept  at  fighting  strength  30,000,000  soldiers  during  the  winning 
days  of  the  international  war.  For  this  world  war  the  Church  has  an  army  of 
about  25,000  missionary  soldiers  to  deliver  1,000,000,000  people  from  spiritual 
bondage. 

We  have  given  of  our  means  through  the  Centenary  and  through  our  own 
Society,  as  our  splendid  financial  report  shows,  but  that  is  not  all  that  God  re- 
quires of  us  Christian  women.  The  great  international  war  was  not  won  by 
dollars,  nor  by  food,  nor  by  stratagem,  though  all  of  these  things  played  a  part. 
The  war  was  won  by  throwing  the  sons  of  the  nations  into  the  front  lines.  The 
giving  of  money  is  sometimes  the  most  selfish  thing  we  can  do.  God  is  not  V 
going  to  be  satisfied  with  our  dollars  when  He  asks  for  our  daughters.  A  mother 
was  recently  put  to  the  test  in  her  Church,  and  she  found  that  she  could  gladly 
respond  to  the  call  for  all  parents  to  rise  who  were  willing  for  their  boys  to  be 
preachers  but,  when  all  who  were  willing  for  their  daughters  to  be  missionaries 
asked  to  stand,  she  was  compelled  to  remain  seated,  for  she  was  not  willing. 
Can  we  pray  for  volunteers  and  withhold  our  own?  The  Master  is  calling  our 
North  Carolina  girls  and  they  are  responding  to  the  clarion  call  for  service. 
Shall  we  fail  them,  either  in  sympathy  or  in  support?  We  shall  have  two,  and 
possibly  more,  of  our  North  Carolina  girls  in  training  at  Scarritt  next  year. 
Shall  it  not  be  our  pleasure  to  give  scholarships  to  as  many  of  our  own  daughters 
as  will  give  their  lives  for  His  service? 
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The  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  South  Georgia  Conference  said  last 
summer  at  a  meeting  of  the  Presidents  and  Corresponding  Secretaries,  that 
South  Georgia  stood  ready  to  give  scholarships  to  all  young  women  whose  own 
conferences  could  not  support  them  while  in  training;  "but,"  she  added,  "if 
South  Georgia  gives  them  these  scholarships,  she  will  claim  them  as  her  repre- 
sentatives when  they  go  out  into  the  mission  fields."  I  said  in  my  heart, 
"North  Carolina  will  care  for  her  own  daughters."  The  response  to  the  call  for 
the  McCall  scholarship  proved  that  my  confidence  was  not  misplaced,  and  that 
we  could  easily  make  our  Scarritt  scholarships  a  permanent  fund,  and  so  be 
prepared  to  care  for  our  own  young  women. 

We  are  banded  together,  it  is  true,  for  the  purpose  of  financing  our  mission 
work;  our  collections  hold  an  important  place;  but  are  we  merely  a  financial 
board?  Is  it  not  true  that  the  real  object  of  our  organization  is,  after  all,  the 
awakening  of  the  womanhood  of  the  Church  and  of  the  world  to  their  spiritual 
need,  and  to  cultivate  their  spiritual  life?  Let  us  as  individuals,  as  well  as  or- 
ganizations, adopt  the  text  suggested  by  our  Council  leaders  as  our  motto 
for  the  year,  namely,  "That  in  all  things  He  might  have  the  pre-eminence." 
(Col.  1-18.) 

It  is  our  privilege  and  our  obligation  to  make  our  monthly  meetings  so  in- 
spiring that  every  woman  will  go  away  with  her  heart  burning  within  her  because 
she  has  been  with  the  Christ.  He  said,  "And  I,  if  I  be  lifted  up,  will  draw  all 
men  unto  Me."  The  Missionary  Society  is  not  a  club  for  social  preferment, 
nor  even  for  the  making  of  splendid  reports;  our  primary  object  must  always 
be  the  lifting  up  of  the  Christ,  "That  in  all  things  He  might  have  the  pre-emi- 
nence." Let  us  go  down  from  this  sojourn  on  the  mountain  top  of  inspiration 
definitely  resolved  to  accomplish  the  following  specific  things  in  our  home 
communities: 

1.  To  render  our  best  service  in  an  intensive  effort  to  organize  Missionary 
Societies  wherever  possible  and  to  enlist  unenlisted  women. 

2.  To  place  our  financial  goal  just  as  high  as  our  faith  and  our  consecrated 
effort  can  reach.  We  must  take  our  full  snare  in  the  $1,000,000,000  pledged  by 
the  Council. 

3.  To  support  our  North  Carolina  girls  while  in  training. 

4.  To  cultivate  the  spiritual  life  of  the  womanhood  of  the  church. 

5.  To  take  for  our  guiding  motto  that  last  clause  of  Col.  1:18:  "That  in  all 
things  He  might  have  the  pre-eminence."

Again,  it  is  a  joy  to  report  work  of  North  Carolina  Conference.    There  has 
been  a  decided  increase  in  every  department.     The  total  amount  of  money 
sent  Council  Treasurer  was  $38,320.97,  making  about  20  per  cent  increase.  We    v' 
paid  $21,676.12  on  pledge.     Rockingham  District  again  leads  in  amount  of 
money  raised. 

In  the  Adult  Department  there  is  an  increase  of  24  per  cent  in  membership 
and  19  per  cent  in  Auxiliaries.  Of  the  32  new  Auxiliaries  Warrenton  District 
gained  8.  North  Carolina's  Young  People  stood  first  in  organization  and 
membership  increase.  Our  children  attained  a  goal  of  5  per  cent  increase  in 
organization  and  10  per  cent  increase  in  members. 

Week  of  Prayer 

Twenty-three  Auxiliaries  observed  Week  of  Prayer  in  Warrenton  District; 
twenty-one  in  Rockingham  District;  eighteen  in  Raleigh  District;  fifteen  in 
Durham  District;  fourteen  in  Elizabeth  City,  Washington  and  Wilmington 
Districts;  ten  in  New  Bern  District;  and  nine  in  Fayetteville  District. 

Prayer  Specials  have  been  advocated  and  stressed  both  at  District  Meetings 
and  by  Correspondence.  Next  year  we  wish  to  enroll  every  Auxiliary  that  has 
a  Prayer  Special. 

Stewardship  and  Roll  of  Honor 

Only  one  hundred  Auxiliaries  were  reported  to  have  presented  Christian 
Stewardship  during  the  year.  Surely,  there  were  Auxiliaries  that  failed  to  re- 
port. It  is  difficult  to  carrv  out  a  missionary  program  without  presenting 
stewardship.  Twelve  Auxiliaries  reported  having  obtained  Roll  of  Honor. 
There  are  many  others  that  failed  to  report. 

District  Meetings 

The  District  Meetings  as  a  whole  were  well  attended  and  the  programs  in- 
dicated marked  spiritual  growth  and  increase  of  interest  on  the  part  of  our 
women.  The  District  Secretaries  have  been  called  our  "key  women."  They 
have  organized,  encouraged  and  prayed  Auxiliaries  into  existence;  have  col- 
lected the  money,  and  have  been  prompt  to  report.    Too  much  cannot  be  said 
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for  our  Auxiliary  President  and  officers  who  labor  on,  in  spite  of  discourage- 
ment, and  for  the  number  who  can  and  does  contribute  definite  prayer  and 
contribution. 

Scarritt  Bible  and  Training  School 

The  Districts  responded  liberally  to  the  support  of  Mary  Ella  McCall's 
Scholarship  Fund.  W  paid  one  quarter's  tuition  for  Laura  Crump  at  Scarritt. 
Jennie  Congleton,  of  Greenville,  is  bearing  her  own  expense.  When  we  hear  the 
numerous  urgent  calls  for  laborers  in  his  field,  it  makes  us  heart-sick  that  our 
great  North  Carolina  Conference  has  not  sent  more  students  into  training.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  YOUNG  PEOPLE'S  WORK 

(No.  4.) 

As  Superintendent  of  Young  People's  Work  of  the  North  Carolina  Con- 
ference, I  am  glad  to  report  that  in  1919  we  made  the  highest  record  in  our 
history.    There  was  a  real  awakening,  as  you  will  see  from  these  facts. 

We  closed  our  year  with  71  Auxiliaries,  1,232  members  and  the  largest 
financial  report  ever  contributed,  a  total  of  which  is  $2,805.92.  At  the  Confer- 
ence of  1918  we  were  given  as  our  goal  a  10  per  cent  increase  in  all  our  work. 
We  rejoice  to  tell  you  that  we  are  "over  the  top"  with  a  22  per  cent  increase  in 
Auxiliaries;  a  22  per  cent  increase  in  membership  and  a  63  per  cent  increase  in 
finances.  The  Conference  pledge  was  fixed  for  us  at  $1,000.00  and  we  are  pleased 
to  bring  instead  $1,500.00. 

Since  facts  are  the  most  convincing  messages,  let  us  hear  from  a  few  of  the 
Auxiliaries:  Richlands  made  a  fine  record;  has  third  place  on  the  Honor  Roll, 
and  contributed  three  times  more  money  than  in  1918.  "Rebecca  LeGrand" 
and  "Lillie  Duke"  each  contributed  five  times  more  money  and  won  respectively 
first  and  second  place  on  the  Honor  Roll.  Kenly,  Biscoe,  Littleton,  Eureka, 
Fairmont,  Mt.  Gilead,  Aurora,  Farmville  and  Warren's  Chapel  doubled  and 
tripled  their  finances  of  1918,  and  so  have  won  for  themselves  much  praise  for 
having  far  surpassed  any  previous  record. 

Never  before  have  so  many  Auxiliaries  won  the  Honor  Roll.  This  time  the 
beautiful  ribbon  flyers  are  presented  to  Fayetteville,  Oxford,  Rose  Hill,  "lillie 
Duke,"  Richlands,  Prospect  and  Rebecca  LeGrand.  I  urge  that  every  Auxiliary 
try  for  this  Standard  of  Excellence  which  the  Council  has  given  to  us.  Let  us 
study  this  goal,  for  it  gives  courage  and  inspiration  as  we  strive  to  reach  its 
ideals. 

We  are  not  up  to  the  standard  on  our  Bible,  Mission  Study  and  Social  Ser- 
vice work.  Only  one  Bible  Study  and  ten  Mission  Study  Classes  reported  during 
the  year.  And  yet  we  know  that  our  best  work  can  only  be  done  as  we  gain 
information  and  inspiration  which  comes  to  us  through  these  channels.  How- 
ever, interest  in  the  Week  of  Prayer  and  the  Scarritt  Bible  Training  School  is 
growing.  Twenty-seven  Auxiliaries  observed  the  Week  of  Prayer  and  the 
contribution  of  $138.86  was  quite  an  increase  over  that  of  1918.  Twenty-aix 
Auxiliaries  met  their  financial  obligations  to  Scarritt.  We  feel  that  the  time 
has  come  when  every  Auxiliary  and  every  individual  member  should  be  more 
closely  in  touch  with  this  splendid  institution  and  our  workers  there. 

Early  in  the  year  a  circular  letter  from  Mrs.  J.  W.  Perry,  our  Council  Super- 
intendent, was  sent  to  each  District  Secretary,  urging  that  a  campaign  be  made 
in  the  interest  of  Young  People's  Work.  Only  one  Secretary  reported  as  having 
attempted  the  task,  and  as  a  result  Miss  PulMam  added  six  to  the  Durham 
District,  making  it  the  banner  district  for  new  Auxiliaries. 

Again,  we  give  credit  to  whom  credit  is  due.  Rockingham  has  the  honor  of 
being  the  largest  district  in  the  Conference  and  of  having  raised  the  largest 
amount  of  money,  the  total  of  which  is  $1,045.85,  this  being  almost  half  of  the 
total  receipts  of  the  year.  There  in  this  leading  district  we  find  the  leading  Aux- 
iliary of  the  Conference  (Rebecca  LeGrand),  which  is  given  highest  honors  for 
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having  met  every  requirement,  for  making  highest  average  per  capita,  (8.79)  on 
the  Honor  Roll  and  for  the  largest  amount  of  money,  ($272.62),  ever  reported 
by  any  Auxiliary.  We  congratulate  this  splendid  group  of  workers  for  this  won- 
derful record,  and  as  a  reward  for  their  success,  we  now  present  to  them  the 
beautiful  Brazilian  Flag  for  1920.  We  are  proud  of  you,  and  we  trust  that  the 
honors  which  you  have  won  will  be  the  means  of  leading  you  always  to  give 
of  yourselves  the  very  best  that  is  in  you  for  the  Master's  use. 

Sanford  and  Louisburg  having  reached  the  age  limit  and  having  fought  a 
good  fight,  were  ready  at  the  close  of  the  year  for  their  promotion,  which  came 
to  them  in  the  form  of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  adults,  who  no 
doubt  received  them  with  open  arms  into  the  ranks  of  the  matured  workers. 
We  commend  them  to  your  love  and  care  and  pray  that  they  may  go  on  into 
still  higher  achievement  in  their  new  field  of  service. 

Now  just  a  word  about  our  literature.  We  are  greatly  indebted  to  the  Coun- 
cil for  this  splendid  material,  and  nothing  finer  has  ever  been  given  us  than  the 
little  "Hand  Book."  It  tells  us  everything  we  want  to  know  and  is  so  full  of 
information  concerning  Young  People's  Work  that  no  Superintendent  need  fail 
who  follows  its  guidance.  The  Year  Book  grows  more  and  more  attractive  and 
the  monthly  programs  are  exceedingly  interesting.  I  want  to  urge  that  we  make 
an  effort  to  have  more  of  our  members  reading  the  Missionary  Voice.  We  can 
say  of  this  splendid  magazine  that  it  has  many  rivals,  but  few  equals;  therefore, 
it  should  be  in  every  home,  especially  where  there  are  young  people. 

As  you  read  carefully  the  statistical  report  for  1919  you  will  find  there  many 
Auxiliaries  which  have  not  been  mentioned  elsewhere,  which  have  gone  far  over 
the  top  on  finances.  In  fact,  only  a  few  Auxiliaries  failed  to  be  at  their  best 
during  the  year. 

And  now  as  a  fitting  climax,  I  must  tell  you  that  the  secret  of  this  good  report 
is  due  to  the  untiring  efforts  and  consecrated  leadership  of  the  Superintendents 
of  Young  People's  Work  and  to  the  fine  co-operation  of  the  District  Secretaries, 
and  it  is  to  each  of  these  workers  that  we  are  looking  for  still  greater  success  in 
1920.  "The  field  is  white  unto  harvest,"  therefore,  "Whatsoever  He  sayeth 
unto  you  do  it."

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  CHILDREN'S  WORK. 

(No.  5.) 
With  137  Junior  Divisions  and  58  Baby  Divisions,  and  with  an  increase  of 
nearly  sixteen  hundred  dollars  over  1918,  our  Bright  Jewels  closed  the  year 
1919  with  the  best  report  in  their  history.  Our  Conference  is  to  be  congratu- 
lated on  the  Superintendents  of  their  children's  work.  With  few  exceptions  I 
have  never  known  a  more  faithful  and  consecrated  band  of  women.  Against 
many  obstacles  they  have  gone  forward  with  faith  and  prayer,  and  God  has 
given  them  a  year  of  wonderful  success,  and  He  alone  can  know  the  far-reaching 
results  of  their  work. 
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For  several  years  our  Bright  Jewels  have  led  the  children  of  the  whole  South- 
ern Methodist  Church  by  raising  the  largest  amount  of  money  per  year.  This 
year,  in  spite  of  their  really  wonderful  increase,  they  have  had  to  step  down  to 
second  place.  North  Georgia,  with  splendid  report  along  all  lines,  has  out- 
stepped us  in  the  race.  If  those  few  churches  which  let  their  Bright  Jewel 
bands  die  during  1919  and  those  who  fell  behind  on  their  pledge  will  just  start 
over  again  and  with  God's  help  go  to  work,  we  may  at  least  be  able  to  work  side 
by  side  with  our  little  sisters  of  North  Georgia. 

Our  Juniors  raised  last  year:  Membership  dues,  $1,346.38;  Pledge,  $3,001.96; 
Week  of  Prayer,  $159.81.  The  Babies  added:  Enrollment  fees,  $63.94;  Pledge, 
$250.18;  Memorial  Roll,  $500.00,  making  a  total  of  $4,826.37.  (Detailed 
report  is  attached).  Queen  Street,  Kjnston,  gets  the  banner  for  raising  the 
largest  amount  of  money,  raising  $300.00.  Hay  Street,  Fayetteville,  was  less 
than  $5.00  behind  and  won  the  banner  for  the  largest  amount  per  member. 
The  following  bands  raised  $100.00  or  more:  Memorial,  Durham,  $205.00; 
Gibson,  $172.65;  Louisburg,  $133.00;  Laurinburg,  $123.78;  Dunn,  $115.52; 
Grace,  Wilmington,  $107.39;  Centenary,  New  Bern,  $105.23;  and  Sanford, 
$101.72.  Some  of  our  smaller  bands  have  done  excellent  work  and  deserve 
honorable  mention,  but  space  prevents  our  mentioning  them  here.  I  refer  you 
to  the  minutes  for  their  record. 

Memorial,  Durham,  Dunn,  Gibson  and  Queen  Street  (Kinston),  are  on  the 
Honor  Roll.  I  am  sure  that  with  our  many  bands  doing  such  excellent  work, 
that  others  ought  to  be  so  enrolled,  but  only  these  furnished  me  the  the  infor- 
mation. During  the  present  year  I  hope  that  a  large  per  cent  of  our  bands  will 
make  the  definite  effort  to  fulfill  the  conditions,  and  thus  receive  themselves 
the  honor  due  them  and  also  give  to  our  Conference  society  the  rank  due  it  in 
the  Council.  Eighty  points  give  a  Band  the  right  to  be  enrolled,  and  each  of 
the  following  count  ten  points:  10  per  cent  increase  in  membership;  average 
attendance  at  each  meeting  of  one-half  the  membership;  regular  monthly  offer- 
ing by  each  member;  pledge  paid  in  full;  each  Mission  Study  Class;  one  sub- 
scriber to  the  Young  Christian  Worker  for  every  three  members;  Week  of  Prayer 
observed;  daily  Bible  study  pledged  by  50  per  cent  of  membership;  promotion 
exercise  from  Baby  Division  to  Junior  Division;  and  promotion  exercise  from 
Junior  Division  to  Young  People's  Society.  These  are  all  important  matters, 
and  it  will  be  a  blessing  to  each  Band  to  try  to  observe  them.  Last  year  only 
forty-four  report  observing  the  Week  of  Prayer  and  onlyt  welve  report  study 
circles.  Every  member  ought  to  get  the  Young  Christian  Worker,  and  surely 
each  Band  might  get  one-third  to  subscribe  if  proper  effort  was  made.  But 
worst  of  all,  more  than  half  of  the  Junior  Divisions  have  no  Baby  Division  to 
receive  members  from,  while  a  much  smaller  per  cent  have  Young  People's 
Societies  to  promote  them  to.  Dear  Sisters,  there  is  surely  need  and  oppor- 
tunity for  faithful  work  along  many  lines. 

My  observation  and  the  frequent  reports  of  our  Superintendents  convince 
me  that  in  very  few  churches  the  Superintendent  of  Children's  Work  has  the 
whole-hearted  support  of  the  women  of  the  Auxiliary.  I  plead  for  the  co-opera- 
tion of  our  Conference  officers,  our  District  Secretaries  and  of  every  woman  in 
our  Auxiliaries  for  our  faithful  Superintendents.    The  child  of  today  is  the  man 
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of  tomorrow.  Now  is  the  time  that  their  habits  are  formed  and  their  young 
minds  and  hearts  filled  with  ideals.  They  must  be  taught  to  give  and  trained 
to  work  now.  It  is  unfair  to  expect  any  one  woman  in  your  society  to  do  all 
this  work.  She  needs  and  should  have  the  help  of  every  member  of  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary.  When  you  return  to  your  homes,  may  I  not  beg  each  of  you  to  do 
your  best  to  build  up  this  most  important  part  of  our  work?  He  who  has  ex- 
alted child  life  and  put  His  hand  in  blessing  on  the  heads  of  little  children,  calls 
upon  us  to  keep  them  safe — to  train  them  for  His  harvest  field.  May  His 
blessing  be  on  you  and  on  them.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF   MISSION  STUDY  AND 
PUBLICITY 

(No.  6.) 

The  year's  work  has  been  most  gratifying  in  increased  interest,  in  Mission 
Study,  and  Bible  Study.  From  many  letters  received,  I  am  persuaded  that 
Mission  Study  is  taking  a  firmer  hold  upon  the  people  than  ever  before.  But 
we  must  still  lengthen  the  ropes  and  tighten  the  stakes.  One  Mission  Study 
Class  in  a  church  of  average  size  is  not  sufficient  to  make  an  adequate  missionary 
impression  upon  the  church,  or  to  supply  enough  well-equipped  leaders  for  the 
missionary  activities  of  the  Church.  One  course  of  Mission  Study  by  one  group 
is  not  enough.  It  is  true  that  Bible  and  other  study  classes  must  be  given  an 
opportunity,  but  the  definite  policy  of  more  Mission  Study  Classes  ought  to  be 
assumed  as  part  of  the  follow-up  plan  of  the  class,  including  more  study  by  the 
same  group  wherever  that  is  possible. 

And  this  leads  me  to  the  next  part  of  my  subject,  and  happily  Mission 
Study  and  Bible  Study  are  so  correlated  this  year  as  to  become  almost  one  and 
the  same  thing. 

Bible  Study 

"To  know,  to  love,  to  have  power — this  is  complete  life.  Life  is  a  secret 
between  the  soul  and  God;  life  is  reaching  out  after  God — after  the  principles 
which  shall  animate  the  mind,  fill  the  heart,  control  the  will,  shape  the  purpose, 
and  rule  the  conduct  of  man."  God  has  revealed  himself  in  his  Word,  a  book 
in  which  He  nas  set  forth  the  principles  which  lead  to  true  happiness  and  to  the 
realization  of  the  highest  and  best  self;  and  in  the  heart  of  man,  a  temple  He 
has  chosen  for  himself  in  which  to  dwell. 

Bible  study  can  never  be  what  it  should  be  unless  the  student  approaches 
the  sacred  Book  in  a  spirit  of  prayer  for  the  illumination  of  his  heart  and  mind 
by  the  spirit  of  truth.  No  one  can  estimate  how  much  joy  and  gladness,  how 
many  redeemed  and  transfigured  lives  will  result  from  reading  and  studying 
the  Bible  and  finding  the  living  God  in  the  living  Word. 

Studying  God's  Word  will  put  a  new  interest,  a  new  enchusiasm  into  life. 
It  will  bring  new  life  and  vitality  into  every  organization  and  will  make  the 
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coming  years  memorable.  In  His  Word  it  is  written:  "The  Holy  Scriptures, 
which  are  able  to  make  thee  wise  unto  salvation  through  faith  in  Christ  Jesus — 
that  the  man  of  God  may  be  complete,  furnished  completely  unto  every  good 
work."  It  is  through  the  Word  alone  that  the  Spirit  teaches,  applying  the 
principles  to  our  special  needs.  It  is  the  Spirit  and  the  Spirit  alone  that  can 
make  the  Word  a  "lamp  unto  our  feet,  a  light  unto  our  paths."  Then  let  us  \/ 
read  and  study  the  Bible  prayerfully,  earnestly,  and  with  meditation;  for  the 
spirit  explains  it  word  by  word.    The  more  we  read  the  more  we  desire  to  do  so. 

I  am  glad  to  tell  you  that  the  year  1920  has  been  designated  as  Bible  year. 
It  is  most  appropriate,  and  we  do  not  believe  that  it  was  by  accident  that  the 
general  theme  for  mission  study  was  chosen  in  line  with  the  thought  of  the 
leaders  who  asked  that  this  year  be  observed  with  special  reference  to  study  and 
distribution  of  the  Bible  throughout  the  World. 

Courses  recommended  for  1920-1921.  The  general  theme  is:  "The  Bible 
and  Missions." 

The  following  books  are  recommended  for  study:  Adults — "The  Bible  and 
Missions,"  by  Helen  Montgomery;  "The  Church  and  the  Community,"  by 
Ralph  Diffendorfer. 

Young  People — "A  better  World,"  by  Tyler  Dennett;  "Mr.  Friend  of  Man," 
by  Ralph  A.  Filton. 

Juniors — "Lamplighters  Across  the  Sea,"  by  Margaret  Applegarth;  "Serv- 
ing the  Neighborhood,"  by  J.  T.  Stockley. 

Books  on  Stewardship — "Money  the  Acid  Test,"  by  David  McConangly; 
"The  New  Christian,"  by  Ralph  Cushman. 

The  Bulletin  has  gone  out  regularly,  with  few  exceptions  caused  by  delay 
at  publishing  house.

Have  written  many  letters  and  answered  every  inquiry  received.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  EXTENSION  OF  WORK 

(No.  1.) 
We,  the  Committee  on  Extension  of  Work,  recommend: 
1. — That  in  order  to  conserve  the  Spiritual  results  of  the  Centenary,  one- 
quarter  of  the  year  be  devoted  to  the  cultivation  of  our  membership  for  Family 
Alters,  and  inasmuch  as  the  Week  of  Prayer  falls  within  the  fourth  quarter,  we 
suggest  that  period  appropriate  for  the  undertaking. 

2. — That  the  cultivation  of  the  Auxiliaries  for  Stewardship  take  the  form  of  a 
reading  contest  to  be  conducted  under  the  leadership  of  the  Corresponding 
Secretaries  in  the  Auxiliaries  during  the  month  of  October.  Material  for  the 
contest  to  be  selected  by  the  Home  Base  Secretary. 
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3. — That  the  Districts  enter  into  a  lively  contest  for  the  largest  gain  in  all 
departments  of  the  work,  and  that  a  banner  be  presented  to  the  winning  Dis- 
trict at  the  next  annual  meeting. 

4. — That  Adult  Auxiliaries  attaining  the  Roll  of  Honor  be  given  recognition 
at  the  annual  meetings  by  the  presentation  of  a  token  to  be  agreed  upon  by  the 
Home  Base  and  Conference  Secretaries.  The  Conference  having  the  largest 
number  of  Auxiliaries  reaching  the  standard  to  receive  recognition  at  the 
Council  Meeting. 

5. — That  as  many  groups  or  all-day  meetings  as  possible  be  held  in  each 
District. 

6. — That  we  urge  every  Auxiliary, — Adult,  Young  People  and  Junior, — 
to  send  representatives  to  these  meetings  or  to  their  District  meeting. 

7. — That  we  set  as  our  goal  for  1920  one  student  at  least  from  each  District 
for  Scarritt  Bible  and  Training  School,  a  ten  per  cent  increase  in  organization 
and  membership,  a  twenty  per  cent  increase  in  finances.

2. — That  the  Auxiliary  President  urge  the  quarterly  payment  of  all  dues 
and  funds.  Failure  to  do  this  forces  the  Council  to  borrow  money,  on  which 
interest  must  be  paid.

4. — That  each  District  Secretary,  Superintendent  of  Young  People,  and 
Superintendent  of  Children's  Work  shall  send  all  money  and  reports  to  Con- 
ference Treasurer  by  the  10th  of  the  month  each  quarter. 

5. — That  each  Auxiliary  pay  a  minimum  of  $4.00  annually  for  support  of 
our  Scarritt  Bible  and  Training  School. 

6. — That  gifts  for  our  Scarritt  Scholarship  be  increased,  since  we  have 
new  girls  going  for  training. 

7. — That  our  Conference  Financial  Goal  of  $45,000.00  be  raised  by  a  20 
per  cent  increase  on  the  part  of  each  Auxiliary.

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CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS  FOR  CONFERENCE  SOCIETIES, 
ADULT,   YOUNG   PEOPLE'S,  AND  CHILDREN'S  AUXILIARD3S. 


CONSTITUTION  FOR  CONFERENCE  SOCIETIES 

1 .  In  each  Annual  Conference  there  shall  be  organized  a  Conference  Society 
Auxiliary  to  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

2.  The  object  of  this  society  is  to  plan  and  direct  the  woman's  missionary 
work  of  the  Conference. 

3.  The  Conference  Society  shall  consist  of: 

(1).  Auxiliary  delegates  representing  one  or  more  societies,  the  number 
to  be  determined  by  each  Conference,  according  to  its  requirements. 

(2).    A  District  Secretary  from  each  district. 

(3).  Any  officer  or  manager  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  re- 
siding within  the  bounds  of  the  Conference. 

(4).  Any  editor  of  the  Woman's  Department  of  the  Church  paper 
residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  Conference. 

(5).  Any  President  of  a  City  Mission  Board  loacted  within  the  Con- 
ference. 

(6).  And  the  following  officers:  A  President,  a  Vice-President,  a  Cor- 
responding Secretary,  a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  and  Super- 
intendents of  Young  People's  Work,  of  Children's  Work,  of  Study  and  Pub- 
licity, of  Social  Service,  and  of  Supplies. 

BY-LAWS  FOR  CONFERENCE  SOCIETIES 

1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  transact  business  in  the  interim  of 
the  annual  sessions.    Five  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

2.  Conference  officers  shall  be  nominated  and  elected  by  ballot  at  the 
annual  meeting.  The  officers  shall  constitute  the  Executive  Committee.  The 
President  and  the  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  be  members  of  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Council.  Only  women  residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  Confer- 
ence shall  be  elected  to  Conference  offices.  If,  after  election  an  officer  moves 
outside  the  Conference  bounds,  such  removal  shall  be  considered  her  resigna- 
tion from  her  Conference  office. 

3.  Two  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the,  Conference  shall  be 
elected  at  each  annual  session  as  alternates  to  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 
Alternates  from  Missionary  Societies  in  foreign  fields  shall  be  elected  from 
among  missionaries  at  home  on  furlough. 

4.  The  District  Secretaries  shall  be  nominated  by  a  committee  composed 
of  thd  President,  the  Vice-President,  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  the 
Treasurer,  and  shall  be  elected  by  acclamation. 

5.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Conference  Society 
and  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  shall  actively  advance  the  interests  of  the 
work.    She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury. 

6.  The  Vice-President  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  President  in  her  ab- 
sence and  shall  assist  in  actively  promoting  the  interests  of  the  Conference. 

7.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the 
society  and  supply  the  auxiliaries  with  information  and  with  literature,  if  so 
ordered  by  the  Conference.  She  shall  promote  Christian  stewardship,  shall  use 
all  possible  means  for  the  organization  of  Adult,  Young  People's,  and  Children's 
Auxiliaries  in  every  charge  of  the  Conference,  and  shall  report  each  new  organ- 
ization to  the  Secretary  of  the  Home  Base,  to  whom  she  shall  also  make  quar- 
terly reports  of  the  work  of  the  Conference  by  the  fifteenth  day  of  April,  July, 
October,  and  January.  She  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Conference 
Society  and  report  the  preceding  session  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 
She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury. 
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8.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  give  notice  of  all  meetings  of  the  Confer- 
ence Society  and  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  keep  the  minutes  of  the  same 
on  record. 

9.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  funds  of  the  society,  keeping  an  account 
of  each  auxiliary  and  submitting  the  same  annually  to  an  auditor.  She  shall 
disburse  the  Conference  expense  funds  on  the  written  order  of  the  President  and 
the  Corresponding  Secretary.  She  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Confer- 
ence Society  and  shall  send  itemized  reports  promptly,  on  the  fifteenth  day  of 
April,  July,  October,  and  January,  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Council,  therewith  transmitting  such  funds  as  are  collected  for  the  general 
treasury.  She  shall  also  send  an  itemized  statement  to  the  Conference  Corre- 
sponding Secretary  and  to  the  President. 

10.  The  Superintendent  of  Young  People's  Work  shall  have  charge  of  the 
young  people's  work  and  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Council  Superintendent 
of  Young  People's  Work  and  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Conference 
Society. 

The  Superintendent  of  Children's  Work  shall  have  charge  of  the  children's 
work  and  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Council  Superintendent  of  Children's 
Work  and  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Conference  Society. 

11.  The  District  Secretaries  shall  organize  Adult,  Young  People's,  and 
Children's  Auxiliaries  and  use  every  available  means  to  promote  the  work  of 
the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  in  their  districts.  They  shall  present  a  report 
of  their  work  at  the  District  Conference  and  shall  hold  annual  meetings  in  the 
district  and  all-day  meetings  whenever  practicable.  They  shall  conduct  the 
correspondence  with  auxiliaries  and  send  a  quarterly  report  to  the  Conference 
Corresonding  Secretary  and  a  copy  of  the  same  to  the  President  of  the  Confer- 
ence Society. 

12.  The  Superintendent  of  Study  and  Publicity  shall  promote  mission 
study  and  Bible  study  and  shall  disseminate  missionary  information  through 
the  Church  and  secular  press.  She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Educational 
Secretary. 

13.  The  Superintendent  of  Social  Service  shall  stimulate  and  direct  the 
study  and  investigation  of  social  questions.  She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the 
Administrative  Secretary  of  Educational  Institutions  and  Social  Service. 

14.  The  Superintendent  of  Supplies  shall  superintend  the  sending  of  boxes 
and  needed  supplies  to  ministers  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South, 
and  to  institutions  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields  under  the  direction  of  the  Coun- 
cil.   She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Council  Superintendent  of  Supplies. 

15.  Conference  Societies  shall  not  project  new  work  nor  respond  to  special 
calls  for  aid  unless  authorized  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

16.  The  membership  funds  of  all  auxiliary  societies — Adult,Young  People's, 
and  Children's — also  funds  contributed  to  make  life  members,  honorary  life 
members,  and  honorary  life  patrons,  are  a  part  of  the  general  fund,  which  cannot 
be  directed  by  the  Conference. 

17.  A  Conference  Expense  Fund  shall  be  provided  by  Conference  assess- 
ment, the  basis  to  be  determined  by  each  Conference  according  to  the  require- 
ments. In  no  case  shall  membership  dues  or  pledge  funds  be  used  for  Confer- 
ence expenses. 

18.  The  thank  offering  during  the  Week  ot  Prayer  shall  be  applied  to  some 
specific  object,  to  be  determined  each  year  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council 
in  annual  session. 

19.  The  Conference  Society  may  make  such  by-laws  as  the  work  demands, 
provided  they  do  not  conflict  with  those  made  by  the  Council. 

20.  The  last  half  hour  of  each  forenoon  during  the  annual  session  of  the 
Conference  shall  be  devoted  to  Bible  study. 
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ADULT  AUXILIARIES 

Constitution 
Any  number  of  women  may  form  an  Adult  Society  auxiliary  to  the  Con- 
ference Woman's  Missionary  Society  by  adopting  the  following  Constitution 
and  By-Laws  and  electing  the  officers  herein  .provided: 

1.  This  society  shall  be  called  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  the 
Church,  auxiliary  to Conference  Society  of  the  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Council  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South. 

2.  The  object  of  this  auxiliary  shall  be  to  hasten  the  coming  of  the  kingdom  of 
God  throughout  the  woild  by  enlisting  the  women,  young  people  ,and  children 
in  a  study  of  the  needs  of  the  world  and  in  active  missionary  service;  by  raising 
funds  for  the  evangelization  of  mission  fields  at  home  and  abroad,  for  the  main- 
tenance ol  the  institutions  under  the  care  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council 
and  for  the  betterment  of  civic  and  social  conditions. 

3.  Any  one  may  become  a  member  of  this  auxiliary  by  giving  prayer,  ser- 
vice, and  a  contribution  to  the  annual  auxiliary  budget. 

The  auxiliary  shall  assume  the  responsibility  Ox  payment  of  a  budget,  the 
total  amount  of  which  shall  include  annual  dues  of  $2.40  per  member,  a  con- 
tribution to  the  Conference  Expense  Fund  from  each  member  and  to  the  Re- 
tirement and  Relief  Fund  from  each  member,  and  a  pledge  from  the  auxiliary. 
The  dues,  pledge,  and  any  other  undirected  funds  shall  be  prorated  by  the  Coun- 
cil, forty  per  cent  for  the  home  and  sixty  per  cent  tor  the  foreign  work.  Oppor- 
tunities shall  be  given  for  offerings  to  be  directed  by  individual  donors  for  the 
support  of  special  work.  These  special  offerings  by  individuals  shall  not  be 
prorated. 

4.  Any  one  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  auxiliary  by  the  payment 
of  twenty-five  dollars,  an  honorary  life  member  but  the  payment  of  one  hundred 
dollars,  and  an  honory  life  patron  by  the  payment  of  three  hundred  dollars, 
provided  the  money  is  paid  for  that  special  purpose.  It  shall  not  be  included 
in  the  pledge  nor  in  any  special  assumed  by  individuals  or  that  has  been  assigned 
to  the  auxiliary.  Such  membership  should  be  considered  an  honor  and  should 
not  release  the  holders  from  the  obligations  of  active  membership. 

5.  A  name  may  be  placed  on  the  Memorial  Roll  by  the  gift  of  twenty-five 
dollars  for  this  specific  purpose. 

6.  Every  auxiliary  member  shall  pay  toward  the  Relief  and  Retirement 
Fund  and  the  Conference  Expense  Fund. 

7.  The  auxiliary  shall  carry  on  local  work,  which  shall  consist  of  the  care 
of  the  parsonage  and  the  charity  work  of  the  Church.  This  work  may  be  done 
through  a  committee,  the  funds  to  be  raised  as  the  auxiliary  directs. 

8.  The  officers  of  the  auxiliary  shall  be  a  President,  one  Vice-President,  a 
Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  an  Assistant 
Treasurer,  and  Superintendents  of  Young  People's  Work,  of  Children's  Work, 
of  Study  and  Publicity,  of  Social  Service,  and  of  Supplies. 

9.  The  auxiliary  shall  hold  one  or  more  meetings  during  the  month  for 
the  transaction  of  business  and  for  the  study  of  the  work.  The  first  regular 
monthly  meeting  of  the  year  shall  be  devoted  to  the  consideration  of  plans  and 
financial  pledges  for  the  new  year  and  to  the  installation  ot  officers.  At  the  last 
business  meeting  ot  the  fiscal  year  the  annual  election  ot  officers  shall  be  held. 

By-Laws 

1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  auxiliary  and  shall 
actively  advance  its  interests.  In  her  absence  the  Vice-President  shall  assume 
her  duties. 

2.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the 
auxiliary  and  shall  promote  Christian  stewardship.  She  shall  send  to  the  Dis- 
trict Secretary  full  reports  by  the  first  of  January,  April,  July,  and  October. 
She  shall  also  send  to  the  District  Secretary  and  Conference  Corresponding 
Secretary  the  names  and  addresses  ot  all  newly  elected  officers  of  the  auxiliary. 
She  shall  send  her  books  to  the  district  meeting  tor  examination. 
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3.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  regular  and  called 
meetings  and  see  that  each  meeting  is  properly  announced. 

4.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  all  moneys  of  the  auxiliary,  keep  an  account 
of  the  same,  and  make  an  itemized  report  monthly  to  the  auxiliary.  She  shall 
remit  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  on  the  first  of  January,  April,  July,  and 
October,  giving  an  itemized  statement  of  the  amount,  a  duplicate  of  the  same 
to  be  furnished  the  Auxiliary  Corresponding  Secretary.  The  books  of  the 
Treasurer  shall  be  audited  annually. 

5.  The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  local  funds.  She  shall 
make  a  monthly  report  to  the  auxiliary,  and  she  shall  furnish  the  Treasurer  a 
quarterly  statement  to  be  included  in  her  report.  She  shall  pay  out  money 
from  the  local  treasury  only  upon  an  order  signed  by  both  the  President  of  the 
auxiliary  and  the  Chairman  of  the  local  committee. 

The  auxiliary  as  a  society  shall  not  assume  obligation  for  the  assistance 
or  support  of  outside  organizations,  such  as  orphanages,  hospitals,  travelers' 
aids,  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  etc. 

6.  The  Superintendent  of  Young  People's  Work  shall  be  responsible  for 
the  organization  of  the  Young  People's  Auxiliary  and  shall  develop  and  direct 
its  work.  She  shall  send  reports  when  required  by  the  Conference  Superintend- 
ent of  Young  People's  Work. 

The  Superintendent  of  Children's  Work  shall  be  responsible  for  the  organ- 
ization of  the  Children's  Auxiliary  and  shall  develop  and  direct  its  work.  She 
shall  send  a  quarterly  report  to  the  Conference  Superintendent  of  Children's 
Work. 

7.  The  Superintendent  of  Study  and  Publicity  shall  be  responsible  for 
the  organization  of  mission  study  and  Bible  study  classes  and  prayer  circles 
and  for  the  dissemination  of  missionary  information  through  the  Church  and 
secular  press.  She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Conference  Superintendent  of 
Study  and  Publicity. 

8.  The  Superintendent  of  Social  Service  shall  stimulate  and  direct  the 
study  and  investigation  of  social  questions  and  shall  seek  to  bring  about  social 
reforms.  She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Conference  Superintendent  of  Social 
Service. 

9.  The  Superintendent  of  Supplies  shall  superintend  the  sending  of  boxes 
and  necessary  supplies  to  ministers  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South, 
and  to  institutions  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields  under  the  direction  of  the 
Council.  She  shall  report  each  box  sent  and  its  value  to  the  Conference  Super- 
intendent of  Supplies. 

10.  The  Secretary,  Treasurer,  and  Superintendents  shall  make  written 
reports  at  the  regular  meetings. 

YOUNG  PEOPLE'S  AUXILIARIES 

Constitution 
1.     This  auxiliary  shall  be  called  the  Young  People's  Society  of 


Church,  auxiliary  to  Conference  Society  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 

Council,  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South. 

2.  The  object  of  this  auxiliary  shall  be  to  hasten  the  coming  of  the  kingdom 
of  God  throughout  the  world  by  enlisting  the  young  people  in  active  missionary 
service,  by  raising  funds  for  the  evangelization  of  mission  fields  at  home  and 
abroad,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  institutions  under  the  care  of  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Council,  and  for  the  betterment  of  civic  and  social  conditions. 

3.  Any  young  person  fourteen  years  old  and  over  may  become  a  member 
of  the  auxiliary  by  giving  regularly  prayer,  service,  and  a  stated  offering  monthly 
or  quarterly.  At  approximately  the  age  of  twenty-five,  members  shall  transfer 
to  the  Adult  Auxiliary.  Each  member  shall  be  asked  to  make  an  offering  for 
the  maintenance  or  extension  of  such  objects  of  the  works  in  the  home  and  for- 
eign fields  as  are  assigned  to  the  young  people  by  the  Council.  Such  funds 
shall  constitute  the  pledge  of  the  auxiliary. 
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Membership  funds  and  pledges  shall  be  prorated  by  the  Council  Treasurer, 
forty  per  cent  for  the  home  and  sixty  per  cent  for  the  foreign  work. 

Each  member  shall  be  expected  to  contributed  to  the  Retirement  and 
Relief  Fund  and  to  the  Conference  Expense  Fund. 

4.  Any  one  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  auxiliary  by  the  payment  of 
fifteen  dollars,  provided  the  money  be  paid  for  that  special  prupose.  It  shall 
not  be  included  in  the  pledge  nor  in  any  special  assumed  by  individuals  or  that 
has  been  assigned  to  the  auxiliary. 

5.  A  name  may  be  placed  on  the  Memorial  Fund  by  the  gift  of  fifteen 
dollars  for  this  special  purpose. 

6.  The  officers  of  the  auxiliary  shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice-President  a 
Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  and  the  Super- 
intendents of  Study  and  Publicity,  of  Social  Service,  and  of  Supplies. 

7.  The  auxiliary  shall  hold  one  or  more  meetings  during  the  month  for  the 
transaction  of  business  and  for  the  study  of  the  work.  At  the  last  meeting  of 
the  fiscal  year  there  shall  be  the  annual  election  of  officers.  At  the  following 
meeting  there  shall  be  a  full  report  of  the  year's  work,  installation  of  officers, 
and  consideration  of  plans  for  work  and  financial  pledges  for  the  new  year. 

By-Laws 

1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  the  meeting  of  the  auxiliary  and  shall  in 
every  way  advance  its  interests.  In  the  absence  of  the  President  the  Vice- 
Presidents  shall  preside. 

2.  The  Vice-President  shall  preside  in  the  absence  of  the  President  and 
shall  actively  promote  the  interests  of  the  auxiliary.  She  shall  be  agent  for  the 
Voice  and  the  Young  Christian  Worker. 

3.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the 
auxiliary  and  shall  promote  Christian  stewardship.  She  shall  report  the  full 
scope  of  the  work  quarterly  to  the  Conference  Superintendent  of  Young  People's 
Work  and  to  the  District  Secretary,  to  whom  she  shall  send  the  names  and 
addresses  of  the  newly  elected  officers. 

4.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  regular  and  called 
meetings  and  shall  see  that  each  meeting  is  properly  announced. 

5.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  all  funds  of  the  auxiliary,  keeping  a  ledger 
account  of  the  same,  and  remit  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  on  the  first  of 
January,  April,  July,  and  October. 

6.  The  Superintendent  of  Study  and  Publicity  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
organization  of  mission  study  and  Bible  study  classes,  for  prayer  circles,  and  for 
the  dissemination  of  missionary  information  through  the  Church  and  secular 
press.  She  shall  have  charge  of  subscription  to  the  Missionary  Voice  and  the 
Young  Christian  Worker.  She  shall  report  quarterly  on  the  first  of  January, 
April,  July,  and  October  to  the  Conference  Superintendent  of  Study  and 
Publicity. 

7.  The  Superintendent  of  Social  Service  shall  have  charge  of  social  service 
studies  issued  by  the  Council.  She  shall  co-operate  in  the  social  service  move- 
ments of  her  Church  and  community.  She  shall  report  quarterly  on  the  first 
of  January,  April,  July,  and  October  to  the  Conference  Superintendent  of  Social 
Service. 

8.  The  Superintendent  of  Supplies  shall  superintend  the  packing  and  send- 
ing of  boxes  of  supplies  to  institutions  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields  under 
the  direction  of  the  Council.  She  shall  report  each  box  sent  and  its  value  to  the 
Conference  Superintendent  of  Supplies. 
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CHILDREN'S  AUXILIARIES 

Constitution 

1.  This  auxiliary  shall  be  called  the  Children's  Society  of  Church  auxiliary 

to  Conference  Society  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  of  the 

Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South. 

2.  The  object  ot  the  auxiliary  shall  be  to  hasten  the  coming  of  the  kingdom 
of  God  throughout  the  world  by  giving  the  children  of  the  Church  missionary 
education,  training  them  for  Christian  service,  and  by  cultivating  in  them 
habits  of  liberal  and  systematic  giving  and  of  daily  Bible  study  and  prayer. 

3.  The  Children's  Auxiliary  shall  consist  of  Baby  and  Junior  Divisions, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Second  Vice-President  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Auxiliary,  whose  work  shall  be  correlated  with  that  of  the  Conference  Second 
Vice-President.  All  membership,  mite  box,  and  other  undirected  funds  shall 
be  sent  through  the  Conference  Treasurer,  to  be  prorated  by  the  Council  on 
the  basis  of  forty  per  cent  to  home  and  sixty  per  cent  to  foreign  work. 

Baby  Division 

1.  Any  child  six  years  of  age  or  under  may  become  a  member  of  the  Baby 
Division  upon  the  payment  of  an  enrollment  fee  of  twenty-five  cents.  Each 
member  of  the  Baby  Division  shall  be  given  a  certificate  of  membership  and 
shall  be  furnished  with  a  mite  box  for  voluntary  offerings.  The  mite  boxes 
shall  be  opened  and  their  contents  sent  quarterly  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Junior 
Division  to  the  Conference  Treasurer.  Where  there  is  no  Junior  Division 
through  which  to  report,  the  Second  Vice-President  of  the  Adult  Auxiliary  shall 
send  the  money  of  the  Baby  Division  to  the  Conference  Treasurer. 

2.  Any  one  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  Baby  Division  of  the  Child- 
ren's Auxiliary  by  the  payment  of  five  dollars,  provided  the  money  be  paid  for 
that  specific  purpose.  It  shall  not  be  included  in  the  pledge  nor  in  any  special 
assumed  by  individuals  or  that  has  been  assigned  to  the  Baby  Division  of  the 
Children's  Auxiliary. 

3.  Names  of  children  may  be  placed  on  the  Memorial  Roll  by  the  gift  of 
ten  dollars. 

4.  Special  meetings  for  the  members  of  the  Baby  Division  shall  be  arranged 
by  the  Second  Vice-President  of  the  Adult  Auxiliary,  at  which  time  inspira- 
tional programs  shall  be  presented. 

5.  Members  of  the  Baby  Division  at  the  age  of  six  years  shall  be  promoted 
to  the  Junior  Division  and  shall  be  given  certificates  of  promotion. 

6.  The  Second  Vice-President  of  the  Adult  Auxiliary  shall  have  charge  of 
the  Baby  Division. 

Junior  Division 

1.  Any  child  between  the  ages  of  six  and  fourteen  may  become  a  member 
of  the  Junior  Division  of  the  Children's  Auxiliary  by  giving  regularly  prayer, 
service,  and  a  stated  monthly  offering  to  missions.  Each  member  of  the  Junior 
Division  shall  be  furnished  with  a  mite  box  for  voluntary  offerings.  Mite 
boxes  shall  be  opened  quarterly,  and  the  contents,  with  all  other  offerings,  shall 
be  sent  to  the  Conference  Treasurer. 

2.  Any  one  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  Junior  Division  of  the 
Children's  Auxiliary  by  the  payment  of  ten  dollars,  provided  the  money  be 
paid  for  that  special  purpose.  It  shall  not  be  included  in  the  pledge  nor  in  any 
special  assumed  by  individuals  or  that  has  been  assigned  to  the  Junior  Division 
of  the  Children's  Auxiliary. 

3.  Names  of  children  may  be  placed  on  the  Memorial  Roll  by  the  gift  of 
ten  dollars. 

4.  The  officers  of  the  Junior  Division  shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice-President, 
a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  and  Super- 
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intendents  of  Study  and  Publicity  and  of  Social  Service.  The  officers,  with  the 
Superintendent  of  Children's  Work,  shall  hold  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  of 
the  Children's  Auxiliary. 

5.  The  Junior  Division  shall  meet  at  least  twice  a  month  to  transact  neces- 
sary business  and  to  follow  the  lines  of  study  arranged  by  the  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Council,  for  which  programs  shall  be  furnished.  At  the  close  of  each 
quarter  the  Superintendent  of  Children's  Work  of  the  Adult  Auxiliary  shall  hold 
a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Junior  Division  to  see  that  the 
work  of  the  quarter  is  correctly  and  promptly  reported  to  the  proper  officers. 
At  the  last  meeting  of  the  fiscal  year  there  shall  be  the  election  of  officers.  The 
first  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  year  shall  be  devoted  to  making  plans  and 
financial  pledges  for  the  new  year's  work. 

By-Laws 

1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  the  meeting  of  the  auxiliary  and  in  every 
way  advance  its  interests.  In  the  absence  of  the  President  the  Vice-President 
shall  preside. 

2.  The  Vics-President  shall  assist  in  the  work  of  the  Baby  Division  and 
shall  be  agent  for  the  Young  Christian  Worker. 

3.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the 
auxiliary  and  promote  Christian  stewardship  and  shall  report  quarterly  to  the 
District  Secretary.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  send  the  names  and 
addresses  of  all  newly  elected  officers  to  the  District  Secretary. 

4.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  regular  and  called 
meetings  of  the  auxiliary  and  shall  see  that  each  meeting  is  properly  announced. 

5.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  all  funds  of  the  auxiliary,  keeping  a  ledger 
account  of  the  same,  and  shall  remit  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  quarterly. 
The  Treasurer's  books  shall  be  audited  annually. 

6.  The  Superintendent  of  Study  and  Publicity  shall  assist  in  organizing 
and  developing  mission  study  and  Bible  study  classes  and  shall  send  items  of 
missionary  news  to  the  Young  Christian  Worker  and  local  papers.  She  shall 
report  quarterly  the  first  day  of  January,  April,  July,  and  October  to  the  Con- 
ference Superintendent  of  Study  and  Publicity. 

7.  The  Superintendent  of  Social  Service  shall  assist  in  carrying  out  such 
lines  of  social  service  study  and  activity  as  are  sent  out  by  the  Council.  She 
shall  report  quarterly  on  the  first  day  of  January,  April,  July,  and  October  to 
the  Conference  Superintendent  of  Social  Service. 


STANDING  RULES 


1.  That  the  Treasurer  of  each  Auxiliary  shall  send  all  money  and  reports 
to  District  Secretary  of  her  District  and  the  money  and  reports  of  Young  Peo- 
ple's Work  be  sent  to  the  Superintendent  of  Young  People's  Work  of  the  Con- 
ference and  reports  of  the  Junior  Division  be  sent  to  the  Superintendent  of- 
Children's  Work  of  the  Conference,  on  the  first  day  of  each  month  of  each 
quarter. 

2.  That  for  the  purpose  of  securing  accuracy,  the  Executive  of  each  Aux  il- 
iary  shall  hold  a  meeting  immediately  before  sending  the  quarterly  reports. 

3.  That  each  District  Secretary  shall  pledge  an  earnest  effort  to  hold  an 
annual  meeting  in  her  district  at  which  time  she  shall  urge  the  great  im- 
portance of  organizing  new  auxiliaries,  doing  all  in  her  power  to  develop  the 
District. 

4.  That  the  Conference  officers  and  each  Auxiliary  President  make  every 
effort  to  have  the  Week  of  Prayer  observed. 
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RULES  OF  ORDER 

1.  Each  meeting  shall  open  and  close  with  devotional  exercises. 

2.  A  motion  to  reconsider  may  be  made  only  during  the  meeting  in  which 
the  vote  is  taken  immediately  following  the  reading  of  the  minutes  in  the  next 
meeting. 

3.  The  majority  vote  shall  rule  except  in  cases  where  the  law  requires 
otherwise. 

4.  Resolutions  shall  be  in  writing  and  signed  by  at  least  two  members. 
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
